Kot long ago we kUaded to the iacreasiDg at- 
tention which AmerioaD liter&tara now rMeivee 
in Europe, both in England and upon the Con- 
tinent. The arrival of evarj steamer brings ad- 
ditjonal coafirmation of this facL The recent 
denial, in Qreat Britain, of the priTilege of cop7- 
rigbt to Ameriean anthors, while it falls ceverelj 
upon many individnaK will be lihelf to pro- 
dnce thi* general effect, that the writera of thi 
eooutiy will beeotne widelj and popnlarlj 
known abroad far more qniclcljr than if the oir- 
culation and reprodnition of their world were 
partially restricted by their being dulj entered 
at Stationer's HaU. Indeed, an ezaminaUoD of 
the lists of cheap edidons which baTe been istned 
in London, especially within the last two months 
atteeti, among other things, the fact that tbe 
original literature of the United States is maeh 
more rieh than {hat of England in popular 
works; in books adapted to the wants of the 
great "people." 

We are not aware that in Qermany there has 
ever existed, as there once did in England, a 
jealous prejadiee against American literature. 
Long ago, tbe novels of Cooper fonnd eager 
readers in all the kingdoms and dnehies over 
which the Diet at Frankfort presides. In foot, 
the German, French, and Italian trsnslatioDs of 
that distinguished novelist, have made him as 
popular in all the old world as he is throughout 
the new. Within a few years past American 
science has alao found in the nnivereities and 
learned sodeties of that land of leholara, the 
hoDor^le appreciation which its merits have de- 
served. More recently, Ameriean authors hare 
been studied, quoted, and read aa fumishing the 
best examplea of modem elaasieal English, The 
large number of persons among the ednoated 
classes of Germany, who are familiar with the 
English language, has caused many of the best 
American books to be not merely imported but 
reprinted in their original language, by German 
publiabing houaea; while the still larger num- 
ber of those who have friends and acquaintances 
now residing in the western world, has led to 
the trantlatioQ of very many of our best popu- 
lar works. "Uncle Tom," of course, had its 
thousands of readers; The "Wide, Wide World" 
has been almost as generally read, since il« ap- 
pearance first as a newspaper feuilleton and 
then OS a regular volume ; the "Lamplighter" 
in the new translation made at Leipaic, is now 
vieing with its predeeeesors in its daims upon 
general favor. These, it most be remarked, are 
all books, showing, or supposed to show, the pe- 



culiar phases of American life, and are just the 
ones most likely to be mentioned In letters to 
"tbe Fatherland," from foreigners now resident 
among dk Beyond this, there has been an in- 
creasing admiration for American poetry, espe- 
eiolly for that ut Longfellow; and we doubt whe- 
ther any living poet, in whatever language he 
may write, posseesea at this moment a wider 
circle of appreciative readers than does our dis- 
tinguished countryman. Tbe English original 
and the German translation of his poems, are n 
almost equally well known upon the contin< 
of Europe 

These remarks have been suggested by an 
amination of some of the latest German publi 
tlons which have found their way to our table. 
Among them is an octavo volume of over four 
hnndred pages, entitled "Hand Buch der Kord- 
Amerikanischen Ifational Literatur. Sammlung 
von MusterstQcken nebst einer Literatur-His- 
torischen Abhondlung fiber den Eutwieklungs- 
gsng der Englischen Sprache und LittiVatur 
Nord-Amerika." This work is edited by Prof 
Dr. Herrig. an officer of the Boyal Military 
Academy, and also of one of the real schools in 
Berlin, and it has been quite recently published 
by Geo. WcBterniaBn, in Branoschweig. 
have examined with great interest, the selections 
which are here presented from many of the best 
rs of America, and have read with still 
greater pleasure, the enthnsiaBtic comments upon 
literature, with which Dr. Herrig prefaces 
the volume. Although on American reader, 
jealons of the fame of bis own favorite authors, 
will often differ from the judgment of the Ger- 
editor, both in his selections and his criti- 
B, yet the work to which we are referring 
may be highly praised as an admirable introdi 
tion to the study of our lileratnr& 

A translation of the- essay introductory 
this volume, would be valued by the reading 
public of this country, and would be worthy of 
republication by itself. As it extends to 
hundred and eighteen closely printed pages, it 
long to be transferred to onr columns, and 
9 can hope to do is to give our readers a 
very general notion of its views. 

Like oil German Eirdeilungt, It attempts to go 
to the foundation of the subject of which it 
treats, and so begins with an examination of the 
condition of the English language in the United 
States. Hie assertions of Mrs. Trollope, that 
Americans say "yon sees," and "I seed," are 
gravely quoted, to be mors gravely refuted ; and 
other umilar "slanders" are likewise contra- 
dicted with almost patriotic leaL At the some 
, the writer presents a eariont article, based, 
probably, upon Pickering's Essay and Bartlett's 
Dictionary, in regard to the "Americanisms" 
which have been gradually introduced into the 
language. Some of these are censured, others 
are regarded as very natorally proceeding from 
mixed population, and still others are con- 
sidered as necessary expressions for the new 
ideas which our institutions have developed. 
Notwithstanding the introduction of an Indian, 
a German, aHollandish, a Spanish, aodaFrench 
element into onr population, and even into the 
language as spoken in some parts of America, 



and notwitlistanding the coinage of many odd 
"slang" eiprewons, Dr. Herrig is of opinion 
that the prevalent language in the United States 
will never be, as some have predicted, very dif- 
ferent from that of England. He remarks, more- 
over (what he thinks that even tbe English 
must admit), that the mass of the people in 
America speak with more grammatical prccuion, 
and generally in better, that is, we suppose, in 
more idiomatic English than the same daia of 
men in England, while he thinks that Americans 
on the other hand will acknowledge that in 
literary expression (der literariiche Ansdruck), 
the English arc far in advance of onr conntry- 

After these comments npon the language, and 
a reference to the appreciation in which literary 
men are held in America, Dr. Herrig proceeds to 
speak of the general characteristics of our coun- 
trymen, their means of cultivation, the peculiari- 
ties of American institutions, and the influence 
of these combined circumstances upon our na- 
tional literature. 

From these topics, he proceeds to a historical 
survey of American poets, oratory historians, 
and novelists. In speaking of our poetical writ- 
ings, he complains that so many common-places 
found therein, and that there is too. 
often a manifest imitation of English originals 
Pope and Collins, be says, are virible in Sprague^ 
Thomson in Wllco:^ and Dryden in Payne^ and 
Moore in Hoffman. Notwithstanding these and 
other criticisms, he finds much to admire. Pass- 
ing by, with but little prais^ the poems of 
Dwight and Barlow, Dr. Herrig speaks of Pier- 
pont's " Airs of Palestins " as ranking, in depth 
of thought, beauty of language, and harmony of 
verse, among the beat of early American poemi. 
Carios Wilcox is compared to Cowper. Of the 
better poets of the second rank, be considers 
Sprague, Broinard, and Steel, the most esteemed. 
Percival is spoken of in high terms as endowed 
with wonderful natural powers, and as distin- 
guished for the bold imagination, the freedom 
and the facility of his verse. Whittier has " the 
soul and spirit of a poet, and will undoubtedly 
in the highest rank." No poetical writer 
appears to our German critic, so "subjective" 

Dana; none shows so clearly the marks of his 
individuality. "His words are embodied ideas, 
of his single epithets olten contains a 
great and powerful thought." 

Dr. Herrig considers ns as a nation too earnest 
for humorous writings, bnt finds some note- 
Ihy exceptions, "TheBiglow Papef«,"whidi 
he says are " by Hosea," (as if "Mr. Biglow" 
possessed no family name) ore oonridered OS very 
successful So was the " Lay of tbe Scottish 
Fiddle," and also what he inaoeurately calls an- 
other work, "by the same pen," the "Fable for 
Critics. " Halleck is highly firoised, and his 
Marco Booaris characterited as a master-pieee ; 
but "Holmes is said to stand first among our 
modem humorists." lleoe are illustratjons of 
mis which are made upon onr posts. 
Threes however, are reserved for h^har praise 
and more extended comment. They are Biyant, 
Longfellow, and Poe, holding aa poeta, in the 
'estimation of Dr. Herrig, very muelLthf position 
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of CaUioan, Wabtter, and Claj, u aUUsiacn. 
U« Mji that it would b« hud to My which of 
thoM would eommuid, in America, tha highest 
praise, " Boiton would declare in Cavor of Long- 
fellow, New Tork in favor of Bryant, it there 
wBi not a dinenaioB in favor of Balleck, and the 
Sonth wodd yield the palm to Foe." Id the 
rriticiiaw of Dr. Herrig, Po« is eooiidercd •■ far 
behind Bryant and Longfellow, bat between hi* 
eulogiatio eommenta npon these last two writer^ 
it ie almoat impossible to dilUnguish. Indeed, 
we do not know why any one ahotild endeavor 
to say which of these authors shall be eoniidsred 
greateit Each, in a different way, has the 
lii^est olaim to the admiration and praiie, not 
only of his oonntryraen, bat of all those men 
in every nation, to whom the English language 
it familiar. 

We regret that the limits of oar oolnmns do 
not allow a» to show tha style of oritieiim in 
which the orator* and historian^ and other 
prose writer* of the United States are diecoised. 
Bat althongh this article has already been too 
lon£ we oaanot forbear to speak of the Selec- 
tion* which form the body of thi* work. In the 
latrodaetion, we ars snrprisad at the apparent 
familiarity with all oar literary history, which 
Dr. Herrig manifested, bnt in bis Qaotations of 
the masterpieces of Amerioan Literatare, we 
mnat either wonder at his limited knowledge, or 
at his wngnlar judgment Sol only are the 
■pecimena which he quotes olten inferior or un- 
fair examples of the author's ityle, but it is im- 
po«*ible to traee any rule in the leleotioo of 
writers who are honored with a pUee in the 
body of his work, llina, for instance, Fiiher 
Ame* and Wirt are very properly mentionad 
among oar earlier polilieal writers and speaken, 
but neither Adam*, Hamilton, nor ratrick Henry 
is spoken of Among living men in this class, 
we find Samner but not Winthrop, Benton hot 
not Choate, D. D. Barnard but not Seward. All 
the pulpit orators referred to, are Bnekminster, 
Porter, Fuller, Channing, and Blagden, bnt it is 
not clear why Edwards, D wight, Hason, Beecher, 
and many more of not less power, are entirely 
overlooked. Asa traveler, Schoolcraft i* quoted, 
but Stephen* is not mentioned. Tuckerman ia 
promioent a* a poet, but Eiltboase and Jamei 
Raisel Lowell are not alluded to. The latter, 
although in the foremost rank of younger poets, 
we presume to be, from the blunders above re- 
ferred to,onknown to the German editor. Mrs. 
Stowe is quoted and Hiss Warner ie not, though 
the latter, in our judgment, is more deserving 
of s place among novelist* than Hrs.Sigoum«y, 
who, strangely enough, appear* in that group of 
of writer* as well as among the poets. Did c 
' limlta allow, we might mention many more 
these incongmities which we cannot help e< 
udering quite as bad, and not as pardonable 
those remarkable bnes which are fonnd in the 
gallery of distinguiahed men at Sydenham, or in 
the lists which cover the wall* of the Biblio- 
theque SL Genevieve, in Paris. 

notwithstanding these objeotiona to the vo- 
lume of Dr. Herrig, we repeat our commeoda- 
tions of lie general eioellenee. American* who 
examine its Introduction will find many inter- 



esting, eoggentive, and valuable criticisms; and 
lans who study tlic selections which are 
I, can not fail to receive a favorable impres- 
sion of the varisty, power, and brilliancy of 
genius which the new world has manifested. 

There lie npon our table the early volume* of 
another work now in progress in Germany, 

hich also promises to be of greit utility in ei' 
tending a kuowledge of American literature. It 
is the pnblicaUon, in separate volnme*, of the 
"Standard American Authors," under the super- 
intendence of Dr. Earl Else, at Dessao. A new 
volume i* to appear every month, printed upon 
excellent paper with rare typographical accur- 
acy, and sold at the very low price of half • 
Fmaaian thaler, say thirty-eeven and a half 
Americsn cents. The first volume of thi* 
series contain* the poem* of Bryant, which were 
reprinted by permiaeion of the author. The 
second and third present the BUtobi<^raphy of 
Franklin, with a Continnstion by Jared Sparks. 
Volume 4lh gives part of Longfellow's poem*, 
Gth, 6th. and 7th are to give other* of bis writ- 
ings. Other annouBcementa will soon be mads. 
The series is welt planned, and the volumes 
which have appeared already are printed in a 
[DOst creditable manner. They merely give the 
original text of the author without either note 
or comment. 

In this connection it may also be intereaUng 
to mention that the Tauchnitx edition of so 
called "Briljth Authors," published at Leipsic, 
now include* twelve valnmes &om the pens of 
six American writers, Cooper, Irving, Haw- 
tborne, Stowe, Warner, and one anonymous 
parson, the antlior of the Lamplighter, which ia 
one of the last additions to the series. Each 
volume appears in a Hxe and style correapand- 
ing to the famous Tauchniti editions of Greek 
and Latin Classic*, and is sold at a correspond- 
ingly low price. 



A general acoonntofthe systems of public ednca- 
tion eBtAhlished in the varlona cantona of Switzer- 
land, has long been desired, not only by the fk'iends 
of popalor iostractiOD in ttiat European repablic, 
but by those in other lands to whom euoh subjects 
are a study. The difficulty in eolleetingedacational 
inlbrmation in that country, tasa irisen from the 
fkct that each of the cantons hss its own achool 
organlsaUon ; so thst, in a popnlstion of about 
million and a half persons, twenty-two diBersntaya- 
lems require •iiminaijon. The TagialaaBg, 
general government of the Helvetic EEepnblic, like 
the congress of our own country, has nothing 
with popular education ; and doe* not even collect 
the aonDo] statements in regard to the eipenaea, 
tbe number of popits and scholare, tha number 
schotda of different grades, and other important 
partjcnlora of pablic instruction, which are issued 
by different separate States. 

On the other hand, it ia well known that the land 
of Pestalozz], Fellenberg, and Vebrli, stands high 
in ths general diffnaion of knowledge, and in tbe 
excellence of its methods of inatmotion. Hr. Kay, 
on exceedingly intelligent observer, who vleited 
many of the countries of Europe a short time t 
for the purpose of etndying the coodition of the 
people, remarks in his " Ednoation of the Po 
England and Europe," thsl, perhaps, "of all 



countries, Switzerland offers the most instmcUve 
lesson to any one investigaUng educational systems 
and Inatitntlons." The different resnlts of different 
aystema may here be easily traced ; and this ad- 
vantage to the traveler is stJl fbrtbsr increued by 
the &ol of there being in different oantooa ancb 
great differenoee of religious belief. The obsen'er, 
he oonUnnes, may here witneaa " the highly salla- 
fhdory solution of the vuioua diftlonlties arising 
from differences of religious belief existing under 
tlie some govsrameot." 

This want of a general account of these different 
syatema is now abont to be anpplied. Ths first 
volume hoe just appeared of a irork entitled, "Das 
Eniehnngswesen der Schwelz," which will eoon 
give to the public all the Infbrmation they desire In 
regard to the methods and resnlia of popular edu- 
cation in that oountry. In the part which baa 
already appeared, tali details are given in regard to 
the school organization of the aii following can tuns, 
ZCirioh, Berne, Luzern, Schaffhausen, Tbnrgaii, 
and Zng. 

So far as we have been able to examine this work, 
it appear* to be very oomplete, giving a systematic 
notion of all tbe educational InBtitations of the 
cantons we have named, from the primary school to 
the highest seminaries aud noiveraities, with par- 
Uculars slso In rsgard to normal schools, deaf sod 
dnmbinBtitutiODS,privateeaiablishments,&a.,witli 
recent oSicial statistical tables. It ia certainly tlie 
beat book upon Swiss edncation which has ever 
sppesred, and we ehall look eagerly for the eno- 
ceeding volumce. The anthora are Grnnboizer and 
Mann, both practical instructors, and their work 
has just appeared from tbe press of Kiesling, at 



Tbooe of onr readers who have read Mr. Bria- 
ted's spicy but superficial commeots upon tbe com- 
parative merits of British and American Universi- 
Ues, most remember the iwaannt which he gives of 
his taking a degree, sfter Ave years' residence within 
the venerable walls of the University at Cambridge, 
England. The laws required him to express assent 
to the Ihirty-nineartJoleeortheChurch of England, 
and to take an oath of allegiance to Iler Majesty, 
the Queen. Tbe flnt of Ibeae conditions has so 
long been oonformed to "with mental reservations," 
by members of the liigb cborch party, that it pro- 
bably required no great ascriflee of principle In our 
conntryman to avow at least sa much belief in those 
doctrines as many of the English proreaa. How to 
rettun hia American citizenahip, and yet to entiafy 
the second condition of the University law, was a 
more difficult problem, which it required all his 
well-known mathematical genius to solve. It Is 
enough hereto say, that he took his degree, but 
that very few, if any, of hia coontrymen have 
cared to Imitate the example which he act. 

Citlzena of the United Stales, and eepeoially those 
not agreeing with the doclrinea of the Episcopal 
church, have, in tluA, until qnite recently been ex- 
cluded from the English Univeralties. They might, 
under aome restrictions, hear certun lectures, but 
porUcipating in the rights, privileges, and honors of 
Oxford and Cimbridge "men," hae been, except 
for *Qch aa Mr. Brtsted, quite out of the queotiou. 
That thia hss worked well for onr oountry we have 
no doubt, for the attraction* offered in on Eogliah 
University, without tlie drawback of a change o'' 
language which an American experlenoes upon the 
continent, might have taken away many Btndenia 
f^om our own colleges, and materially weakened 
their prosperity. Now that our inatitutions are so 
firmly estahlisbed, and the Ihcilities which they 
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offer for adTknoedlnatrnctJonhftve become BO good, 
tbere ia bat little importance to oar oonntiTmen in 
tbe partiall? open doors -nbicli in rhtnre Oxrord 
and Cembrid^ exhibit to a». 

It Is interBsUng, however, to Inquire bow the 
recent refornin ill tbe EngliebanivarBiUeaiffecttbe 
poKition of atndents from the United SUtes. 

A gontleman, who has recently been in Oxford, 
haa acquainted ne vitb tbe reenlt of hie inqoiries 
npon the aabject. The information which he givea 
waa obtained from an otllcla] aonrceof highnuthar- 
Hy, and may, therefore, be oonaidered as perfectly 
reliable. The following are its moat important 
pointer

While wo rojoioo at tho triomph of the lilwral 
party in Eng'land, in gaining theae and other con- 
ceaaiona which are of the higheat Importance to 
DisaeDtera in that country, we do not coniuder that 
the reoent reforme are likely lo affect many elndenta 
in this coimtry. We believe that those who 
Uioronghly panue the coarse marked ont in our 
only two complete DniveiBitiea, et Cambridge and 
New Ilaven, and in some of our other inatitotiona, 
4riU be as thorough scholars, and have a better 
education than most of tho graduates at Oxford or 
Cambridge, in England. If an American stndeat 
goes abroad at alt, he will usually find far mora 
advantages iu Germsny tban In England. 



We have already alluded, in a previous number 
of this journal (antt, p. SIB), to an axoollcot csr- 
tograpbioal work, of which the first number baa 
recently appeared at tbo Hague, under the superin- 
tendence of the Bojal tnetitote of Engiueers in 
the Netherlanda. An opportunity having since 
been atTurded ns of eiamining tiiia publieation, 
we are anre that those of our readera wLo take any 
interest in geographical acienoe, will be glad [o 
learn more partionlars in regard to the work 
ajlnde^to. 

It is entitled "It4p»rMr4 d» Carltt, puUW par

Impressed with this deficiency, aa we learn ^m 
the prefkoe of their work, the Boyal Inetitute re- 
ferred to have undertaken, from their own resouroee 
and by correspondence with geographical and topo- 
graphical bureaus oud societiea, to prepare a oom- 
plete Cartography, or description of the charts of 
every country. Although Ihcy have long been 
engaged upon this enterprise, the diQlcnlty of ob- 
ing alt the information they desired has pre- 
ed until now tho publication of any porUon of 
Uie work. Finally, they have commenced with the 
AuBtrian Empire, and are now giving detuled in- 
formation in regard to the varioua and beautiful 
ruapa which have appeared in regard to that ooun- 
try, for the great part nndor tho direction of ila 
mmoQt. Although the pablicatioB of thsKe- 
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final arrangement of the work, will 
another place, and accordingly each country is to 
ive a separate paging.

It is one of the many regrets linked to Mr. 
Webster's memory, that he did not live U> wril^, 
as be had designed, tbe history of tbe Conalitu- 
tion of bis country. Of all men, ho was the 
best fitted for tbe noble taak by bjs nature, 
habiti^ and whole cbaraoter, and specially by 
his profouod study and comprehensive, well- 
matured views of that great code of civil gov- 
ernment, which was so laboriously framed by 
tbe early statesmen of the republic, and to 
which he bad himself, during hia long public 
life, held so Dear and important relation as its 
expounder and defender. We have, however, 
the agreeable reflection that this task, now 
worlliily executed by another hand, was com- 
menced and carried forward under Mr. Web- . 
star's immediate advice and encouragement. 
Already, before bis health began seriously to 
decline, he had communicated with Mr Curtis 
in regard to the labors, in which tbe latter was 
then engaged; but especially during thoa| laat 
months of lassitude and illness, when, with all 
his own personal and oflicial cares, he had 
always so mncl^me and so maiij kind thoughts 
for others, be endeavored to impress upon him 
the importance of tbe work which he hod un- 
dertaken, and to aid him in its execution. 
" Being with him alone," says Hr. Curlis in hia 
preface, "on an occasion when his physician, 
after a long cousultation. had just left him, he 
said to me with on earneatneas and solemnity 
that can never be described or foi^otten : ' Ytm 
have a future; /have none. You are writlnga 
History of the Conititntion. Tou will write 
that work; /shall not Go on, by all means, 
and you shall have every aid that I can give 
you.'" Shortly after thia interview, the great 
statesmsn passed awsy from the world, and he 
on whom had fallen these impressive words 
went on to do the task, thus enjoined him, with 
a newly won earnestness and fidelity, as if under 
the inspiring influence of prophetic sanation. 
We can well believe that "that injunetioo," 
from sach lips, not only " became to him an ever 
present admonition," bat also furnished the 
noblest and purest incentives to effort; and 
doubtless often, amid the press of daily cares, 
and the toils of research or compoaition, those 
solemn words, ao solemnly uttered, eame up 
again to supply fresh stimulus and infuse new 
activity. 

Tbe work to whieb, under such auapicat, Hr. 
Curtis was called, was very much needed; it 
will fill, and we hope sati^aetorily, a very im- 
portant and hitherto unoccupied plaee in the 
history and literature of tho country. Histori- 
cal notices and views of the Constitntioa have 
found plaee b general histories and in the biog- 
raphies and published writings of itafoundera; 
but no special historieal work, devoted U 
unfolding of this grant them^ haa^mnnw been 
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TritUa. Uenoe, -while STcry intelligent Ani«r- 
ie&n is fsmilisr with the ercoti pertaining to the 
origin uid progren of the Revolation, and 
espeoiBllj irith ita military icliieTenienla, «ai 
' pantivdf few are intimatel; aequaiDted wil 
the origin and formation of tb*t ConiUtatic 
whieh perpetnated Ihe loeeeaaof the Rsvolntii 
ilael^ and planted the people which had been 
freed, and the nation that had been created, 
on the firm baaii of a well-guarded, republi< 
libertj. He value of rach a work, well-e 
anted, can hardly be oTermted. How import- 
ant, how needful it it, tha^ with the ever- widen- 
ing extent of onr territory, the growing inereaae 
of the population, wiUi all Uie ehangee and 
peril! inoident, in the present timet, to the ad- 
miniitration of the government and the welGtre 
of the whole oommonity, — that every intelligent 
Mti'ieQ abould hare lorn* aoonrate knowledge ot 
the hiatory of that Oonstitntion under which we 
are all living, which ha* made na what we are ti 
a nation, and has made practicable and real the 
■ziatenoe, fora period of leventyyeara, of a great, 
united, and proeparous free people 1 A constitu- 
. Uonal hiitory is not merely valuable for the pro- 
fe«Nona] usee of the lawyer and the politician, 
bnt for the instrnctioi^ and gnidanoe of ciUiena 
of all claaaea ; that all may know out of what cir- 
eumitanoeait arose, what wants it met, and what 
were ita beanogt upon the earlier ioBtitntioQe of 
the country; eepecially what diflisultiea were 
enconntered in bringing it into being, and what 
demand* were. made upon the a^dty, wisdotD, 
moderation, and virtue of ita founders; in order 
that we maj all be aware at what price that 
was once purohaaed which now we >o freely 
enjoy, and may eherith and preeerve that well- 
bidanced syetom of free government bequeathed 
ui by our aneestora. 

Hr. Curtis seems to have been mindful of the 
greatness of his theme, and possessed of the 
right spirit and aims, as well as of some fortu- 
nate advantages for tte worthy treatment. Bred 
to Ihe law, and devoted for many years to a 
study of the principles and history of the science 
In ita various branches, the author of several 
legal works distinguished by just views, and by 
clearness and thoroughness of investigation and 
exposiUon,^«nd, moreoveT, having a kind of 
hereditary olaim as well as preparation for bis 
aubject, from hie relationship and near acquaint- 
anoe, both in his youth and his riper years, with 
the illustrious author of the Commentaries on 
the Cooititutian — with such antecedents as 
these, he cannot be thought to have entered the 
eoune without something of the needful disci- 
pline and authority. This first vdnme of his 
work gives evidence of careful and thorough 
research into the original materials of his history, 
and of abUity to seize and comprohend the great 
points of his subject and to set them forth with 
distjnetness and skill, and historic faitbfiilness. 
His style has most of the qualities specially 
needed in this hind of eomposi^oo. It is clear, 
concise, vigorous, always manly and dignified, 
and quits ft-ee from the affectation and super- 
flaoua embellishment which diafignre some 
AnMrioan works in the same or kindred depart- 
ments, especially some recent ones, emauatiDg 



even from writers of established repntatii 
With these sterling qualities ever present, the 
reader can more readily pardon the absence, 
which he most sometimes observe and regret, of 
vivaMty, and qnickne**, and liveliness 
meat, which would certainly have relieved and 
brightened some parts of the narrative less rich 
than others in sources of intrinsic interest 

The first volume, though it goes over import- 
ant ground, is yet rather introductory, and only 
reaches, without penetrating, the heart of the 
subject. It embraces the Constitutional History 
of the United States from the oommencement of 
the Revolution to the assembling of the Conven- 
tion of 1767, together with some notices of the 
principal members of that body. Along with 
collateral topics of interest, which receive due 
attention, the central subjects belonging to this 
period are of course the Bevolationary Oovem- 
ment and the (Confederation. Host dearly and 
satisfaetorily, as it seems to us, has the author 
traced the winding and often intricate paths that 
lead through these early stages of our 
tional history, and by a lucid exposition of the 
radical defects of the two forms of the govern- 
ment to which they belonged, by showing how 
ill-adapted they were to the condition and the 
extended relations of a great nation, especially 
Ume of peace, now totally unable to com- 
pass the entire country with an efficient control, 
laj unfolded the procsssdiy which they grad- 
ually prepared the way for the development of 
"the fundamental idea, on which the Conslitu- 
now rests, — the political union ot the ptopli 
ot the United States, as distiDgQished from a 

of the Btalet of wiiich they are 
Towards the close of the volume, the style rises 
dignity and eloquence, with the increasing 
t,erest of the theme, when tbe reader 
length introdaced to the great Contention of 
1787, and surveys, with the author, that assem- 
blage of gifted, wise, and good men. This part 
of the work, in which the author sketches tbe 
character and services of the principal framers 
of the constitution, has great merits, and, for 
the majority of readers, will be tbe most attrac- 
tive and interesting. These sketches are, in our 
judgment, admirably drawn; brief. straightfor- 
ward, discriminotiag, dwelling only upon essen- 
tial points, and very happily written, We have 
been particularly interested in the sketch of 
Hamilton, whom the author introduces as " that 
great man who, as a statesman, towered above 
all his compeers, even in that assembly of great

President Woolsey's reputaUon as a Greek 
scholar and a oommeatator on the Qreek classics 
is too thoroughly established to need auy aesist- 
at our hands, Tlie present edition ot his 



Electra is the result of a careful revision, both 
in the text and in the anootaUans. The trage- 
dies of Sophocles are always favorites with the . 
student, .dischylua is too eloudy, and Enripedes 
loo tame, bnt Bophodet is natural and spirited. 
He treats life from a human stand-point, and thus 
appeals directly to the syrapathies of his read- 
ers. They enter into the action and become 
part of the tr^edy. 

The story of the Eleotra forms part of the tale 
of wo oonneoled with the house of Atreus. 
During Agamemnon's abaence at the Trojan war. 
his wife, Clytemnestra, proved unfaithful and 
married jEgisthus. On Agamemnon's return, he 
was slain by the guilty pair. His son, Orestes, 
and bis daughter, Electra, detcnuined to avenge 
him. The revenge was accomplished by the 
death of jGgitthns and Clytemnestra at the 
hands of Orestes. The tragedy of " Electra" is 
the story of this revenge. Each of the three 
great Qreek tr^ic poets has used this theme, 
but to Sophocles belongs the palm of excellence. 
In one point he-falls behind his predecessor ; 
.fschylus makes Orestes, after tlie destrnction 
of his mother, to be visited by the Furies. He 
is afflicted with a penal madneaa But Sophocles 
presents him as unharmed and unmolested after 
the awful deed. The tatter, by this very means, 
gives more delight to his reader, who feels the 
justice of the blow inflicted upon the base wife 
and her paramour, but he loees the moral lesson . 
which .^iscbylns enforces, that it is not for man 
to avenge. The Scripture aasertion, "Veogcanoe 
'a mine; I will repay, saith the Lord," is vir- 
tually repeated by jGechylus. The crime of 
Clytemnestra must be expiated, and God pun- 
ishes her by the hand of Orestes; but God's 
justice is no excuse for man's violence, and 
hence Orestes, in turn, becomes the object of a 
judicial stroke. Sophocles sacrifices this high 
moral tone, and addresses himself to man's un- 
tutored iutincts, right in their elements but 
erroueoas in their detail But this very fault 
renders Sophocles more popular than his mighty 
predecessor.

Skctehei of Ike Livti and Judicial SirvUei of Ihe 
Chiff Jiutini of the Supreme Court of the 
United Slatet, By Gaoaoi V*N Santvoobh. 
KewYork; Charles Scribncr, ISM. pp fi33. 
It is a singular fact that, among a people bo 
fond of biography as aro the Americans, the life 
of only one of tbe five eminent public men who 
have occupied the high station of Chief Justice 
of the United Sules has hitherto been written. 
John Jay, the stainless patriot of the Revolution 
-the eminent statesman aad incorruptible dip- 
lomatist of the age of Washington, the first Chief 
Justice, is the only one whose life and services 
have been fully ehrooided in the literature of 
the country. It is to supply this obvious deS- 
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cienoy tliat the vork berore ns has been uader- 
Ukeo. It is the rarefUUf prepared prodaction 
of A lawjer and sohoUr, who e-vidsntlj appre' 
oiHtea the nature and Talae at butorioal re- 
aearcheti and ia withal, familiar with the pablio 
men of the oonntry and the changeful policies 
that have marked our saceesaiTe administra- 
tions, la bringing together, therefore, the facta 
relating to the lives of the Chief Justieea, he has 
also aspired to trace the histor; of the Ameri- 
can Judicial; aa exhibited in ita higbeat tribunal, 
and to preaent an outline of the eonaUtutiooal 
juriaprudenoe of the country. In this most 
worthy, aapiration he has attained a very credit- 
able success, and has famished a volume which 
will prove a valoable addition to the library 
alike of the lawyer and the general scholar. He 
baa placed before us, ae well as his materials — in 
aoma instancea not very copiona in personal de- 
taila — would allow, the characters and public 
services of Jay, Bntledge, EUswortb, Marshall, 
and Taney— who, in soccession, have occupied 
the distiDguished jTost of Chief of the National 
Judiciary, and in connection with the biographi- 
cal sketch of each one, he has alao presented a 
brief review of the great cansea at whose trial 
they were severally called to preside. 

Of the Chief Jnaticcs thns far, the grand hia- 
lorical interest, without doubt, centers around 
the life and labors of John Marshall, the fourth 
in the honored successiou. Be presided 
Supreme Court for thirty-four years — mora than 
half the period of its entire existeuce — he has 
left the traces of his calm reason, his penetrating 
eagacity, and his unswerving justice upon the 
whole fabric of American jurispmdei 
three predeceaaars— all of whom were appoioted 
by President Washington, — completed their 
terms of service within the first («n jeara of the 
eiietenee of the governmeDt, and to a great de- 
gree, before the difficult qusations of constitu- 
tional law had been submitted to the decision of 
the tribunal of dernier reioTt. Marshall was ap- 
pointed by President John Adams, in 1801, and 
held the office till his death, in IBSfi. The 
terval which elapsed between these two dates is 
that in which the national Judiciary assumed the 
high position vhich, we fondly hope, it will 
maintain forever; and this position, command- 
ing and glorious as it is, proclaims the character 
and genius, the fidelity and patriotism of the 
great Chief Justice. During these thirty-four 
years, there were associated with him 
the highest judicial abjlitiesthe country has pro- 
duced — but, among them all, be was the acknow- 
ledged chief, not only in station, bat in all the 
resources and acqnlremenU which constitute 
intellectual power and moral worth. 

The portion of the present volume which is 
devoted to him, is filled with the greatest inter- 
est to the student of constitutional history, and 
presents a form of intulectual and judicial char- 
acter over which the intelligent reader will most 
delight to linger. It presents a full and very ii 
leresting account of his labors both as a state 
man and as ajuriat, which cannot be too strongly 
commended to the attention of all who aspire to 
places of eminence and power. 

Scarcely less interesting, is the anthor'i 



sketch of the quiet and almost purely profes- 
sional career of the present Chief Justiee. The 
leading parts of Us life and his brief diveruon 
into national politics during the administration 
of Preeident Jackson, are fully and impartially 
narrated, t<^ether with an outline of his aer- 
the high position wtiich he now adoma 
Along with these sketches of the Chief Justices 
■whose lives form the proper subject of the 
work — it also contains, in a series of mai^nal 
notes, brief but valuable notices of a large nam- 
her of the eminent men who have been intJ- 
matelj associated with the Supreme Court, 
either as Associate Justices or as Attorney Gene- 
rals. A volume thus prepared, we cannot doubt, 
will he regarded aa a valuable addition to the 
literature of American history. It may well be 
followed by others which shall sketch the lives of 
all the judges of (hat high court, and bj another 
itill, which shall contain the biography of the 
lucceaaive Attorney GeaeralB. Such volumes 
would not only gratify the popular curiosity 
respecting men who have occupied these high 
positions, bnt they would also make known to 
all classes of the people, the details of the consti- 
tution — and the practical workings of the Ame- 
rican judiciary.

"Ob- 
scura promena" (Gould (t Lincoln.) Mr. Ed- 
ward Everett justly remarked, in his recent 
1 at the celebntion of the New York 
Historical Society, that "no great branch of 
literature has been so sucoesefully cultivated 
America as Iliatory," The impulse which has 
been given to historical inquiries and higtoYical 
compositioD, eepecislly withiu a few years past, 
is truly Burprieiog. It pervades all portions of the 
country, and is producing everywhere 
uable results. Eager explorers are now looking 
into every hiding place which by possibility may 
contain memorials of the past, and, as fast as 
they are found, are either giving them to the 
public or laying them carefully away for the use 
of the historian of the State or of the nation. 

Of this spirit of historical inquiry, the publi- 
cation of a recently discovered charter of the 
ancient colony of Cape Anne, in Maaaachusett<^ 
is on interesting fruit. The document, of which 
the volume contains a fac-simile of the original 
draft, speaks for itself, and is undoubtedly a 
charter of earlier date, and gave rise 
lier plantation in Massachusetts, than that of 
Endecott at Salem, which has been usually 
reckoned the first. It appears to ns to settle 
the fact that the colony of Massachusetts Bay, 
in distinctioD from that at Plymouth, was first 
settled in 1034, at Cape Anne, instead of 1626, 
at 3alem ; that B<^er Gonant is en titled to be con- 
udered the first local Governor of the colony, and 
not John Endecott, aa is ordinarily stated. Be- 
yond thi^ the volume of Mr. Thornton contains 
little that is important that was not known 



before. He gives, so far as we have seen, no 
explanation of the loss of this charter, and 
mokes no mention of the manner or the place in 
which it was at length discovered.

These, together with the 
prose essay for the year, on Ununited Fractures 
and Deformities of the Bones, by Prof. Brain- 
ard; and Biographical Noticesof the physicians 
who lost their lives In the Kornalk disaster, are 
the prinoipsl contents of this portly volume of 
668 pages. 

Mecsrs. Ticknor & Fields have published a col-

We will not quarrel with 
the title, though it is somewhat broader than 
the topics of which the author treats. The book 
is made up of addresses, leetureo, end essays, 
many of which have been already presented to 
the public ; aa a discourse on Self-limited Dle- 
esBCS, delivered before the Massochusetts Medi- 
cal Society ; an introductory lecture at the 
Medical College, on The Treatment of Disease ; 
an address before the American Academy of Art* 
and Scienees, <te. The porUons which appear 
to be new, are devoted to "Gout;" "The Mu- 
cuna pruriens;" "The poisonous EfTcctsof the 
American Partridge ;" and to " Coffee and Tea." 
Under the third of these heads is narrated the 
history of ten euKCe in which tlie Hesh of the 
partridge, when eaten, has proved poisonous. 
The poisoned persons atl recovered, though in 
some the symptoms were alarming. The article 
on coffee and tea, made up from fabulous and 
historical records, shows s good deal of research, 
and is both amusing and instructive. The col- 
lection contains seventeen eectiona or chapter*. 
Wehave always held the author in high esteem 
as one of the first of American pliysicians ; and 
this unostentatious volume furnishes abundant 
testimony to hia ripe experience and vsried 
learning, while its style is dignified and 
scholarly. 

Pontist Medical Agtnlt. A treatise on the 
Alkaloid and Resinoid principle* of plants, pub- 
lished by Chas. U. Norton, Kew York, is the 
only work extant treating specially of those 
new and elegant preparations of medical plants, 
so well received by the profession, and so well 
calculated to render the scieuce of prescribing 
much more consistent and satisfactory. It is 
only about ten or twelve years since the first of 
these new curatives was prepared anil used to any 
extent. Now lome fifty are known, and oconpy 
prominent positions in the different claBses of 
the Materia Medics. The demand has so greatly 
increased that several large establishmenU have 
been induced to turn their attention wholly to 
this peculiar department of Pharmacy. The 
American Chemical Institute, unable to answer 
the inquiries cunetantty being made by physi- 
cians, entered into such arrangemenU a* resulted 
in the production of the volume before us. This 
ttsats the subject without entering into disputa- 
tion* with any party or sect, which, to us, is a 
merit in the boob. The facts upon which the 
author bases his predications, are contained in 
the first part of the work. In ths second, each 
of the new preparations is taken up and treated 
at length. All that is known of Ihem is fnlly 
and freely statedjthe proper combinations, doees, 
Ac, are given, so that no miatakee need occur in 



practice. Finally, in the third part of the book 
the author gives the results of various cases 
treated with these new ageota, which, we do not 
hesitate to say, will commend themselves to the 
attention of all inquirers, both proressional and 
n on - profesuonal. 

Ortiamenit of Memory ; or, Beautitt of Uii- 
lory, Romance, and Poetry. Tiiis beautiful vo- 
lume, published by the Appietons, ranks among 
the choicest of this season, and at the same tiioe 
it is one which cannot be out of season, or loee 
any of its manifold attractions. It perpetuates 
in a most appropriate form, some of the beet of 
ths old Art Union pictures; Cole'* Dream of 
Arcadia; Leutze's Attainder of Strafford; Sum- 
mer and Sunset, by Durand ; and other!, 
eighteen in all, of various degrees of interest and 
excellence. The letter-preea is, in part, illustra- 
tive of the engravings, and is made up of selec- 
tion* from varionenritera, historical aud imagin- 
ative, a* the title page indicates. 

Messrs. R. Carter & Broe. have imported an 
edition of the Memoir of RewJotiah Prait, B.D., 
late Vicar of St. Stephen's, Coleman street, 
and for twenty -one years Secretary of the 
Church Missionary Society, by his Sons, the Rev. 
J. Pratt and the Rev. John II. Pratt. Thia Bio- 
graphy i* a record chiefly of Mr. Pratt's official 
laboia as connected with the missionary enter- 
prise which he was so influential in bringing 
into existence. Hi* correspondence with various 
missionaries, is of a very interesting character, 
and expreasiveof the tendereet feeling* of regard 
and sympathy. Mr. Pratt's early discipline in 
businesB-life, was of great practical benefit to 
him in the poeition which he afterwards occu- 
pied. The most important memoriak of his life 
are embodied in the archives of the Society 
which he represented ; hence, the better part of 
this volume is filled with missionaiy details of 
no ordinary importance. A fine portrait accom- 
panies this work. 

Wordt to Win Srndt is the quaint title of a 
collection of Scarce Sermons preached two cen- 
turies ago by Eminent Divines of the Church of 
England, being revised and abridged by Rev. T. 
S.UiUington. These diseonrses are distinguished 
by their simplicity, earnestness, and dirsctnees 
of thought, and are eminenMy practical in their 
tendency, a* the title of the work importa. This 
is also published by R, Carter 4 Bros; 

James Munroe & Co. (Boston) have issued a 
new and enlarged edition of Rev. Dr. Parkman'a 
"Offering of Sympathy to the Afflicted." There 
are in every community many to whom meh a 
a book is a well of comfort and a source of 
satisfaction i and, this little volume is one 
well ealeulated to soothe the sorrows and heal 
the beort-woundp of the mourners who "go 
about the streets." Thia field in litersture is 
comparatively little onltivated, and we wonld 
suggest to oar publishing friends, that a "Book 
for Mourners," edited in the right spirit and ap- 
propriately illustrated, would look well on the 
lists of " books for presents," and would unques- 
tionably meet a ready sale.

called, of English poetry — if such verae as it pro- 
duced deserves a designation so dignifleil. But 
Merry was careless and luxurious in his habits;

Gabriel Fnrman, author of "Holes on 
Brooklyn," and a distingniahed literary man, died 
recently, aged 5G yearn. His proftssioo waa the 
law, and ho waa well known in political life.

Edward D. Ingraham, an eminent lawyer and 
literary character, died on the 8th of Nov. in Phil- 
adelphia. Ho was bom in Bucks Couuly, Pa., in 
1734. In the coureo of his life he had pursued a 
thorough system of reading, especially in the his- 
torical branches, and was the editor of several law 
works, Hia library, comprising a large collecliun 
of books, autographs, and antiquities, bos been 
sold since hia death. 

Dr. John A. Swelt, Profbssor of tho Practice of 
Medicine, >!^,, in the University of New York, and 
well known by his work ou " the Diseases of the 
Chest," died recently. 

Bev. Dr. Hiaroan, President of theHorthwestern 
University, of the Methodist Cbarcli, near Chicago, 
died recently at Troy. Uls loaa will be deeply felt 
by the institution. 

Rev. Jamea Rowland, M. D., of Circle villa, Ohio, 
lately deoeased, was tjio author of "The Conse- , 
crated Way," " Enin and Restoration," &c. 

We notice the death of John Uowland, Esq., of 
FroTtdenco, who filled numerous offices of public 
trust, and whs President of the Bhodo Island His- 
torical Society. He devoted many of hie years to 
the establishment of a Common School system in 
his native State. 

Mr. ■William Horth, an AnlboT and Poet of con- 
ttlderablc talent, came to his end, in November last, 
by an act of deliberate self-destruction. Ho waa 
connected by birth with the ancient family of tlio 
Earl of Guildford. He was widely known liy hia 
oonneotion with the periodica] literature of our 
country since bis arrival in America, in 1852. Be- 
fore that period, he had ooutributod to the colomna 
of Cbambera' Journal, Eliza Cook's Jonrual, dtc. 
He wrote " Anti-Coningsby," in reply to D'laraeli'a 
celebrated novel, when he was but nineteen years 
old, and followed up this brillisut and Bucoessf\]I 
production by other works of fiction, sa " The City 
of the Jagglera," "Tho Impostor," Ao. He alio 
trauaiated Miss Bremer's "Midnight Son," and 
Ijamartine'a "Poems." Mr. North bad a liberal 
edacation at the University of Bonn, and waa a 
deep thinker, as is eviucod more particularly in 
one of his prodootions called "The Infinite Repub- 
lic." Hia last work waa "The Slave of the Lamp," 
whioii waa in press at hia death. His poetry was 
full of beauty and ciprosNon, and he left several 
uupubliahcd MSS. 

Another melancholy suicide, whioh occurred ou 
the first of November, was that of Mrs. Anue J. 
McLane, an aDthoress, who had contribnted largely 
to tho columns of tbe "New York Sunday Dis- 
patch." The editor of that pnper etatoa that she 
waa highly iolelleciual, and that a tone of deep 
moral feeling pervaded every line which fell from 
her ready pen. Many of her poems wore touching 
and exeaedingly beautiful, and some of those of a 
more relif^oos cbaraeter were collected and pub- 
lished In a small volume. She was also the au- 
thoress of a dramatie play called " Erein Mon>." 
She was a native of Ireland, and a widow of bat 
24 years of age.

I'rof. EowAUD FoBaae, Prof, of Natnral llietory 
in the Unlrereity of Edinburgh, died, it the eirly 
age of 89, OD the IStb of Kot. He was a tiaUve of 
the Iile of Han, and pnrsned hta retearcbea in 
Nataral Ilietory when qnile s boy. lie was edn- 
oaled at the Univenity of wbloh be waa recentt; 
elected a ProfeMor, aa the Biiaoeaaor of the vener- 
abla JamieaoQ, having been previomly Prof, of 
Botany in King's Collage. He had a ver; Ihorongb 
knowledge of General Soienoa, waaaomething of an 
Areb»ologiBt, althoagh hia principal forte waa in 
the ilepartmenta of Qeotogy, Zoology, and Botany. 
He pnbliBhed an elegant work on the " Diatory of 
Briliah Star Fishea," Bvo. He aleo published some 
eighty or more interesUng a^eatiSe papers in viri- 
ons jonmoli, tome of which give the reaalta of bia 
obeervationa in Natural Hbtory, as aecertained 
daring hia travel* in the Mediterranean and other 
part* of Europe ; -and hia Researcbea in Lyaia are 
oompriaed in Mr. Spratl'a volnme. He also eon- 
tribnted to aevaralniiBoeitaDDDaBJoiiraala. Inoon- 
neotlou with Mr. Stanley, a splendid " Ilistory of 
British Molluaca" wu completed in i vols., In 
1863. Sinoe bis appointment in Edinburgh, he iiad 
been parliealarly intereated in the eatablishment 
of a grand National Mnaenm for Scotland. The 
Literary Oantta thna ipealcs of him; "Edward 
Forb«« was an acale and anbtle thinker, and the 
brood philosophloal tone, and comprebenaive grasp 
of hia many-tided mind enabled him to appredale 
and to nnderstand the la)>or« of othen in fields of 
inqniry fltr different Ihim hie own. A natnraliat 
by InollnatioQ and by profeasion ; a eicae observer 
in the mnsenm and In the field; poeseaaed of a vaat 
acqoaintanee with the dettula of tboae branches of 
acdenoo which he bad made hia especial atndy ; no 
leaa capable of the widest generalizations, as hia 
.£gean teMarcbes more eapedallT ahow ; in speou- 
tstion a Ptatoniat, delighting in Henry More; in 
literstnre and art, bteued with a loUdity of jadg- 
ment and wllb a reflaement of taste anch as fUl to 
tbe lot of few ; in social life a humorist of the order 
of Yorick, — gifts like those are alone suffloJent to 
raise a man to eminence, and to lead ns to lament 
as a great wlamity, bis sadden and early death. 
But it was not these qnalities wbioh distingnished 
him so highly beyond hi* fellows. Our affecUons 
cling to eharacter and not to intellect; and rare as 
vas thegeniuB of Edward Forbes, his obaracterwas 
rarer still." He was a member of the chief learned 
sodetiea, and was for a time Palaiontologiat of tbe 
"Economic Mnaeum," and Cnrator of the "Qao- 
iogical Sodety," to ths Presidency of which he was 
elected in 185S. In 18M be was appointed Preai- 
dent of the Ocological Section of the British Asso- 
ciation. It is proposed to place a memorial bnst of 
the dcoessed in the University masenm by the side 
of that of Prof. Jamleson. 

The great biographer of Sir Walter Scott, John 



Gibson Loctiiabt, ia no more. He died in the 65Lh 
yearof hisage. He early abandoned the proftission 
of Law to engage in literary pnrsnits. He oon- 
tribnted some artlelea to Blackwood's Maga£na, 
which first btongbt him under the notice of Bir W. 
Boott, 161 B, after his return Oom study in Germany. 
He waa employed abont this time by the Ballan- 
tynoB to write the'historical part of the "Edinburgh 
Annnal Register," and iijs first publisbed work, 
issued soon after, was entitled " Peter's Letters to 
bis Kinsfolk," wblah waa a series of sketisbea of 
notable personsges of Edinburgh, which oontuned 
a deal of caustic satire. lu 1S20, the aame year of 
Ms marriage witb Sophia, Scott's eldest danghter, 
he published "Valerius, a Soman Story," a Bo- 
mauoe, fbliowed by "Eeginald Dalton," "Adam 
Bltir," and " Gilbert Earle," all novels of great in- 
terest. Early in ISSSheisaued hia " Lilk of Bnms," 
sa a oontributlon to OmutaiU'i Mitctliang, then 
newly etarted. During thia year he removed to 
London, and snooeedod Gifford aathe editor of the 
Qiiariertg,»ad oonducted that journal with marked 
ability, althoagh his articles are justly chai^eable 
witb harshneiB, severity, and prejudice. HiB"ljfe 
of Scott," famishes materials which make it a 
standard work In Eugliah Biography. Baaide* 
these works, hia " Aninent Bpauiah Ballade" will 
long be remembered and admired. Left quite alone 
in his old age, hia only ram^ning daogbter having 
become a Roman Catholic reclase, hia sitnatiOD was 
deeolate and cheerleas in the extreme. A London 
Correnpondent of the Tnkveller thus writes:

He waa a native of Eelso, and 
waa a generous patron of ths Chureb, tbe sohools, 
hospitals, and various ohariUes, eapedally in hia 
naUve country. His publioations wsre mostly of a 
religions character. 

Bib Jobh Fhuieuh, whose fkle now seemi to be 
definitely settled, was bom in ITSe, entered tbe 
Britlah navy as u midsbipman, on board the Poly- 
phemuB, and served at the Battle of Copenhagen. 
Uis vojages have been too numerous here to be 
mentioned. Lileratnte is indebted to him for 8 
works, the titlee of which we give. " Journey to 
the Copper Mine Bivar," ! vols. 8vo. ; A Second 
jonmey lo the aame ioonlity, 4lo. ; " Voyages to the 
Polar Seas," 4 vols. IBmo. 

Mr. FkmmicE Kkioht Hunt, prindpal editor, 
Binoe the year 1851, of the " Daily News," died on 
tbe 18th ofNovember, at his reaidenoe. Forest Hill. 
He waa a native ofBuckinghamBbire, and was bom 
in 1814, and, at the age of 18, on the death of his 
tether, waa a subordinate in the printing office of 
the ■' Morning Herald." Although engaged thua 
at night, he spent his days aa a clerk to a Barristsr, 
in order to support bis fathsr'a family. He after- 
wards studied medicine, graduated as surgeon, and 
projected the "MedicnlTimes,"auseFol periodic*] 
which still exiata. Aftersomepractioeaa physician, 
he became sub-editor of tbe "lUustrated London 
News," and afterwards editor of the "Pictorial 
Times." Heueitori^nated "Hunt's London Jonr- 
nal." now known as the " London Journal." On 
theestabliahmentof the "Daily New* " in 1848, he 
waa setocted by Hr. DIokens as Aasistant, and his 
lalKiiB placed that journal on a permanent basis ; 



indectl, itiasupposed that the excessive mental ex- 
citement incident to hia poaitlon, made him sooess- 
ible to the disease which terminated his ciistence. 

Tbe amiable Lord Dudlzt Btdabt, whoae recent 
death has been so untvereally lamented, althongb 
known chiefly sa b phllaacbropist and politician, 
was associated with literature aa Preaident of the 
" Literary Association of the Friends of Poland." 

Br. OoLDiHa BiBD died recently at the early age 
of SB. HisTarioDB medical and scieotjflc works are 
well known, and he contributed largely to the dif- 
ferent medical joamats. Besides these works, he 
was the antbor of " Elementa of Natural Pblloso- 
pby,"Bnd "I.eatnres on Electricity and Galvanism." 

Dr. Jahib Kim, recently deceased, was the au. 
tbor of Bwork on " In&ntlle Laryngismus," and 
alaoobtained tbe Jacksonian prize on thssabjeotof 
" Brouohoccle." 

Hiss Jahb Fibbizr, the well-known author of 
those mnch-admired novels, " Marriage," " Inherit- 
anee," and "Destinj," died in Edinburgh, Nov, 
Gth, aged 79. Miss Ferrier was highly compli- 
mented as a " sister spirit," in one of bis prefkces, 
by Sir Walter Soctt. It has been said of her that 
she Dombined many of the talents of Mlas Edge- 
worth and Miss Auatin — the wit and humor of the 
one, with the keen obesrvation of the minutim of 
every-day domestic life of the other. 

Copt. Nolan, who was killed on the Sfth of Oct, 
in tbe latal cavalry charge at Bolablava, waa known 
in literature as tb* author of a voloable treatise on 
" Cavalry Drill and TaoUco." 

The name of Mr. Abbahah Josh Valft must be 
added to our obituary liat. He waa the projector 
of the celebrated cotlccllon of Ancient Aothors, 
called tbe " Delphin Claeaioa," 141 vols. Bvo., 
wbioh was the longest aeries of works ever pub- 
lished by eobaoription, and which occupied more 
than ten years in its publication. The other classi- 
cal worka published under bis superviaion, are 
very namerons and valuable. He also brought 
out aeveni periodicals, aa tbe " Classical Journal," 
" The Paropbleleer," and " The Mnseum of Liter- 
tare and Art." At tbo time of bis death lie vas 
in bis 68th year. 

The death of Bight Hon. Jaiob Gbattan, son of 
the celebrated orator QKATrAM, is announced. 
Borne ysaraago, Mr. Grattan wrote a series of pa- 
pers in tbs "New Monthly Magazine.

place taken for the pnrpoee was the large chapel 
of the VniTenitj, adjacent to the rooma of the 
Sooiety, aad it was earlj filled by one of the 
most enltivated audiences of the eity.

Hawks' reputation as a pnblie speaker is verj 
great in the eloqueace of the pnlpit, and the 
pnblio haa had some opportunity of judging 
of hii aenmen in historical eritieiim, in hia pub- 
lished writings and in bia leetnrea, tbat^ for 
iustanoe, on the Uecklfloburg Declaration of In- 
dependence ; but we believe it was little known 
beyond the immediate cirele of his frienda bow 
great was his familiarity with many edentific 
aubjecte, and bow sdtnirabty he was qualified 
to diaplay them. The oompnratiTely new sci- 
ence of Physical Qeography brings into practi- 
cal Dsa hia favorite knowledge of the out- 
line of eountri^ their gedogical peculiarities 
their relationa to the atmosphere, and other 
qualities of position. These are topics, 
which be baodlea in the legitimate range of his 
clerical profession. Be show* how religion may 
be cOQservatiTl ratlier than deatruetive of sci- 
enccj as too many paendo-philoaophers have 
chosen to regard it Hia diacoune took a wide 
*arvey,of the recent Progress of Geograpbical 
iDvestigations in the fonr qnarters of the globe. 
Europe he found poeeessed little of novelty ex- 
cept, perhaps, in Ue regions brought to light at 
such a costly expenditure of life and treasure 
on the shore* of the Black Sea. Though poau- 
bly much might be added to our knowledge of 
the adjacent Eastern region*, and greatly aa he 
desired information, he thought it might be pur- 
chased at too great an outlay. From Roaeia, 
litUe jost DOW waa to be expected ; but within 
the year Mittendorf bad isaued fresh volumes on 
Siberia, which, with that of Erman, formed de- 
cidedly the best authority on the iubject. The 
determination of the curvature of the earth's 
surface in these latitudes was a problem of in- 
tercet, which had engaged tha government the 
last year. The region of Eaatem Russia, in 
Asia, was one of great intereel, particularly in 
the exploration of the Amoar, a river which, 
somiecting the Pacific with the center of Uie 



continenii became of importance to the trading 
interMta of this country. In the interior there 
wi« also a eurioos scientific problem to be solved, 
if there be truth in the report of the exiatenee 
of volcanoes at the distance of fifteen hundred 
miles from the sea, in the chain of mountains 
known aa Tian-^an-Peloo. The atudy of the 
languagea of Northern Siberia had ahown 
aimilarity with the dialeeta of the Indians ot 
North America, which Dr. Hawka stated had 
led him to the eonelotion that they we 
similar origin. The Surveying Eipeditio 
Ringgold, on the eastern coaat, had accompliahed 
something, though the reeulta had not been 
made public. It had been impeded by the 
ontoward illness of its commander, who had 
returned homeward, leaving, however, others 
competent to carry on the work. The Japan 
Expedition had been brought to a triumphant 
ooncloalon, and an interesting point for inquiry 
had been started in the observationa of a current 
on the eastern coaat of ^lose islands, which bore 
on ita sur&ce tiie same weeds, and presented, 
the upper warmth and lower coolness of ita 
walen^ the characteristics of the Gulf St 
on the AtlanUe coaat of America. Sod 
theae particular^ however, required inveatiga- 

In Africa, he spoke of the work aeeomplished 
in the South by Mr. Wilder, of the American 
Board of Uiaaiona, described in his account ol 
Natal, furnished in the Bulletin of the Geograph- 
ical Society. From the examination of the 
Qnorra River, by the English expedition, fuL 
aod satisfactory inforniBtion was to be expected. 
In alluding to the expedition of Dr. Barth, and 
his arrival at lake Tchad, be paid a deserved 
oompliment to his success; adding the intelli- 
gence which had just arrived, afler his manu- 
script was prepared, of the death of that tra- 
veler and his friend VogeL 

Passing to Sontti America, Dr. Hawka re- 
marked that its scientific exploration had enlist- 
ed the attention of eminent men, Humboldt and 
others by whose Ubore it had become better 
known than our own Northern Contiuent. This 

the case not because the one offered a i 
interating field than the other, but from a i 
of delicacy through which the scientifio men of 
Europe left the raat territoiy of the United 
States to ourselves. In tfaia he found a stirring 
appeal to our self-respect, for the energetic pros- 
ecution of the vast work yet unaccomplished. 

South America we had not been idle. The 
eompletioQ of Lt. Gillisa and McRae's chiefly 
aatronomieel survey in Chili, a work of vast mag- 
litude, waa to be appropriately preeented to the 
public by Congreaa, in a series of costly quarto 
volatnes; of which the first will contain the 
itive of the expedition, the remainder, the 
purely scientifio reeults. The expense of this 
work to Oovemment, we learn, will be some 
two hundred thouaand dollars. The grant for 
the expedition waa about eighteen thouaand. 
As a companion or ofishoot to this enterprise, 
there waa forthcoming the narrative of Edmund 
Roncl Smith, who had been attached to Gillise' 
party, and who had made by himself a month's 
tour of exploration emon|[ the Araucanian In- 



dians, a warlike tribe who had kept tliemaalva* 
bitherlo jealously shut out Irom investigation. 
Hr. Smith had become acquainted with their 
very curious manners snd customs. His book, 
ve nnderetand, is in the press of the Earpers 

North America presented at thie moment two 
prominent topiea, in the Arctic Begion* and the 
choice of Railway Routes to the Paeifio. Both 
theee subjecta were amply illustrated in two 
huge mape drawn by tha chartographer of the 
Society, Hr. Sohroeter, one of which, exhibiting 
the vaat aurface of the United States waa tra- 
versed by the three great proposed railway 
tracks laid down in red tape pinned to the sur- 
face ; — the other waa a most carefully drawn 
map of the Arctic regiona, exhibitingtlie contin- 
ent of Aua and of America. On Iheso map*, aa 
well as on another special Arctic chart and a 
lai;ge general plan of tiie worid, on Mereator'a 
projection, Dr. Hawks was followed in bia refer- 
eocea by the well-directed wand of bia able aa- 
«ietant. 

Of the Arctic r^on. Dr. Hawks spoke in ref- 
erence to the fate of Sir John Franklin, the tide 
to the discovery of Griunell Land, and the pres- 
ent expedition of Dr. Kaaa. The fiiat he traced 
in his westward journey from Bcecbey Island, 
where he waa last seen. 

Relying greatly on Franklin'a obedience of hia 
ordere, to make for the southward and weatward. 
Dr. Hawks maintained it to be highly improb- 
able that he had gone very far up Wellington 
Channel, and followed his path, in imagination, 
to Cape Walker, west of Beechey Island, where, 
meeting obetades which had impeded hia prog- 
ress, he had turned sonthward through Feel's 
Sound, and thence found hie way to the mouth 
of Back river, where his remains were said to 
have been discovered; — in which event Sir John 
Franklin himself would be the discoverer of what 
is called tha northwest pieaage; thongb, in 
reality, the passagehatnot been made by water. 
Captain H'Clure still had a long distance to 
tearry hia ship, the Inveatigator, when he left 
her. Hiia was a new point in referecoe to Sir 
John Franklin. Another was, that taking the 
Indiau story of the burial of the party on the 
northern coaat, after an alleged death by star- 
vation and a resort to cannibaliim, it waa more 
probable to suppose that they had fallen by (he 
treachery and spirit of revenge of the Esqui- 
maux, a party of whom had bean slain by one of 
the member* of Back's party, on the previou* 
English ezjtpditioD, on the very apot 

It waa aboQlthia part of hiadiscouraathatDr. 
Hawka commented plainly upon the discredit- 
able and unofficei^like conduct of Sir Edward 
Belcher, in deserting five ships while leaving 
of (he specific orders of the Admiralty un- 
aeeompliahed, the relief of CapL CoUinson in tha 
Enterprise. 

Next followed an allusion, or rather a full tri- 
bute, to the humanity of Hr. Henry Grinnell, 
coupled with a moat touching mention of Lady 
Franklin. No orator can touch this string with 
more feeling than Dr. Hawka. On that occ*- 
ion, it is not too mnch to say that he drew 
tear* from eye* nuos'd to weep." The enlt^y 
and eomph'ment were solleaod by the patboa. 
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Hr, Orinn«U vu prtMnt, uid the iD«ntioii o( 
hii name wu reeaived wiUi load appIaiiM. 

With regard to ths Daming of OrioDell Land, 
Dr. Hawki eipoaed with great ikill, the diam- 
geDuoiuneas exhibited in the pnblioatJon of the 
■everal Eogliah charts which had appeared hy 
aathoritj, in which a«qDie««eDee irith the un- 
donbted facta of the prior Amerieaa diMOTtrf, 
WM itiU gmdgiDglj withheld — the latest result 
of progreea io that quarter, being in publishing 
A map with tiie title Prinoe Albert'i Laod, ra- 
moved or expUDged Itaia it* previoiu place, aod 
leaving the lettering due to Qrinoell, blank. 
Hot leu than this DDgraeioDB conduct of the 
Admiralty, was the obviotia eonflicl of teati- 
moDj to eapport the oUim, in the publieatioDeof 
Ommaney and Pennj, which, nnTortuiuitely, 
were either aliaurd in IhsmselTei or at war with 
their own preTionalj pnblithed ttatemeDta. The 
merits of this question, in which England can 
hardlj mnoh longer keep back the meed of jus- 
tice from Griauel), were admirably presented ; 
and thongh tbe subject was familiar ,to many of 
his hearers, we are confident that other* now 
understood it for the fint time.

north, explored bjQoT. Slovens, was considered 
first Ita general oonvenie nee i^ transit through 
the eiteuiTe water comrannioatioD of the Col- 
umbia, the head water* of the Uieeonri and the 
St. Lawrence, were commented upon. This was 
in the general latitude of the Bocky Honntaina 
crossed by Lewis and Clarke, who fomid there, 
io winter, hat a alight quantity of snow. The 
same facility baa been lately observed. Testing 
thia by the laws of phyijeal geography, Dr. 
Hawks suggested that the moisture trwa the Pa- 
cific wsa mainly deposited before it reaclied 
there, and that^Nna its poeltioa bat little soow 
might be looked for in that region. It wa^ 
moreover, an elevated table-land in the center of 
the coDtinent — and consequently, less likely to 
be visited by rains end snows. 

Turning next t« Benton's proposed central 
route, while Dr. Hawks expressed a wish that it 
might be found practicable, he feared that it 
came in contact with the Rocky Mountains at 
one of their highest points of elevation, where 
several large rivers, flowing in dilTereDt di- 
rections, had their origin, .and where the de- 
poeit of snow might be eipect«d to be large, 
either from the course of the westerly or 
tontherly winds — the elevation of Coochatope 
Pose being eleven thousand and eighty-two feet, 
thne, apparently, too near the perpetual-snow 
line. Thia was odc difficulty in that route. 
Benton's tine, nioreover, between 87 and 39 de- 
grees, must have the great inconvenience of tra- 
vening, if it were straight, the desert in its wid- 
est part ; while Mr. Fremont's letter to Benton 
on his last tour, proved thst he could not pass 
Uraighi into California, inasmuch as he came out 
in the hesd waters of Kem river, many miles 
south of Benton's allied parallels, and must 



probably have made Walker's Pose or ita imne- 
diste vieioi^. But if the desert were traversed, 
there certainly was no known paaa on the line 
of the Sierra Nevada straight into California. 

The Bonthern route, starting .either from the 
Atlanticeosst at Beaufort, N. C., where there ii 
a good hsrbor for large vesaela, or horn Oalvea- 
ton or some other point on the coast of Mexico, 
can undoubtedly be carried as far wast as El 
Paso. From that pointy according to the opinion 
of Mr. Bartiett, the United States Commissioner, 
there is no difficulty in oatrying a road on the 
south side of .the Gila, crossing the Colorado at 
or near its junction with iL Thence, thedistanoe 
acroaa the desert is but one hundred milet^ and 
the road might enter California by Walker's 
Pu% if that be practicablf^ and keeping south of 
the Sierra Xevada, might proceed to San Diego. 
In thislatter case, it would have but an elevation 
of thirty-five hundred feet to encounter. Whe- 
ther a road from Son Prancisoo to San Di^o, is 
praetieable, has not yet been determined. 

In this portion of his disaourse. Dr. Hawks 
relied much upon the well-dige«ted information 
of Mr. J. R. Bar(3ett, the late Commissioner, in 
his pabli^ed volnmes, and also of LI Marcy. 

In conclusion. Dr. Hawks paid a handsome 
tribute to the scientific eduestion of West Point; 
remarking how often in the course of his etate- 
ments he had occasion to speak of persons with 
a military designation prefixed to their names; 
and urged the pnrsuile of the Society upon 
young men of wealth and tasU, who could de- 
sire no nobler field for the exercise of their ac- 
tive or contemplative powers, ecsuring them, in 
the wonts of the poet, that 



The operations of the Society were simple : — 
fortnightly council meetings where the topics 
were diaeosaed ; monthly meetings, with addrea- 
sea from travelers aod othersi open to the pabUc ;

Mr. Orin- 
lell has let Ihe example, and Dr. Hawka, amoi^ 
others, haa shown what literature can accom- 
pliah for it 
Thongh Dr. Uawka spoke for three hours and 
quarter on these various subjects, his voice 
a* not weakened at the close ; and thongh his 
example would be a dangerous precedent for 
other lecturers, yet on this ooc asion he was listened 
ith interest by his audience tilt the close.

EAthatcnim Frmtcait eontaina some interest- 
ing extracts from a memoir read before the 
Koyal Belgian Academy, giving an account of 
this library, from personal inspection, as it was 
in 1S43. It is in the monastery of the Gscnrial, 
ao named from a village about seven leagues 
from Madrid, which was originally chosen by 
niilip IL as a place of bnrial for the remoine of 
bis father, Charles V. The Escnrial was erected 
cost of six million ducats; of which the 



Pantheon, the plaee of sepulture, oast two hun- 
dred thoosand. Spanish anlliorB apeak of it with 
enthuaiaam; Cabrera aaya "it is the eighth 
wonder of the world, the first in dignity." For 
the monastery there establi^ed, PbUip IL pro- 
jected a great library, as "oneof its chief riches, 
moat useful and necessary." He collected all bis 
own books and manuscripts, commanded hi* 
ambassailora to search for rare workj^ printed 
or in manoaeript, and sent men of learning on 
like misuouB. Foar thousand volumes, chiefly 
manuscripts, in Hebrew, Greek, Latin, Spanish, 
and Portuguese, were the first deposit made 
JuneSe, 1G16. . Don Diego HurtadodeUendofa, 
one of the most learned Spaniard! of the age^ 
who had been ambassador at Rome and Venice, 
and a meml>er of the Council of Trent, be- 
queathed his rare library U> the king, and it was 
added the next year to the Esourial collection. 
Arias Montano, who had superintended for 
Philip the edition of the Polyglot BiMc^ pob< 
lished in the Netherlands^ examined and classi- 
fied this collection, added to it several manu- 
scripts, and prepared a list of the works which 
ought to be procured for it. His own inestima- 
ble tresanres of Hebrew, Greek, Latin, and 
Chaldee manoacripta were aet apart for this 
library, which also received additions from Don 
Antonio Augustin, Archbishop of Tarragona; 
Don Pedro Ponce de Leon, Bishop of Ptacencia, 
two of the lighta of Spain ; from the celebrated 
author, Ambrosio de Morales ; from the doctor, 
Juan Paei de Castro ; and Ihe jurist, Jnlio Claro, 
the last three giving mauuscripts of their own 
writings in addition to their private libraries. 
The royal priaters of the whole realm, includ- 
ing the Ketberlands, were enjoined to deposit 
there copies of their publications. In the reign 
of Philip HL, the library of Muley Zidan, King 
of Morocco, eonsistiug of three thousand illumi- 
nated Arabic tlSS., was captared st sea; 60,000 
duoala was ofiered for its ransoni, hut Philip de- 
manded the release of all Christian slaves; this 
was impracticable, and the Escurial collection 
was enriched. Philip IV, endowed the libraiy 
with a revenue of 400 dacats. In ISTl it had 
become one of the richest literary centers of 
Europe, when a conflsgration, continuing for a 
fortnighti nude serious ravagea upon it; the 
loss is estimated by some writer* as amounting 
to 8,000 volumes.' In 1672, there were still 
found 4,800 MSa, vi& : ISSO in Latin and the 
modem tonguee; G67, Greek; 67, Hebrew ; 1824, 
Arabic, Ac The Boarbooe did but little for the 
increase of the coUecUon. The French, in 1808, 
removed the hooks to Madrid, in the Convent of 
the Trinity ; though most of them were restored 
under Ferdinand VII., yet many were lost and 

The volumes of the original collection were 
elegantly bound, and the figure of a gridiron 
impressed upon them in honor of the martyrdom 
of S^nt Lawrence, to whom the library waa 
dedicated by Philip IL The titles are inscribed 
ipon the front, instead of the hack of the vol- 
ume, and the front is presented to the sight upon 
the shells In 18S8, the two librarians, Gragorio 
Sanchez and Don Jose Quevedo, were charged 






ision of the collection and its oata- 
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logoeB. They reported the result to the Royal 
Aotdemj or History, b 1841. There were 
ing 1,031 printed worlca, in Ifi'lZ rolamet; SS 
Ar«bioHSa; 3 Qreek; 16 Latin, u compared 
with the original catalogaas of Casini for the 
Arabia, De Cuena* for Ui« Greek, and Bayer for 
the Latin. They reported additions to theae 
oaUlogaee of 6S Oreek M33, 73 Hebrew, and 
1,300 printed trorki^ and more than 3,000 fa«' 
oieuli and part« of periodical works. Thie was 
the BtaU of the library in IS43.

[Tho press of Meiioo, fVom nhieh in tate yean 
have issued some important worlis, is pablishlng 
the Duvinitaria Vnieeriai dt Sitlona y dt Qtogra^, 
flnit printed In Spain, to wiiiab is nov added many 
original articles frara the pens of native irr 
This edition has already reaobed the fonrth volume 
a little less, perhaps, than half of what will be the 
enUreqnaniJty of matter whan oompleled. Already 
has the gnterpriss, however, had oooaaion tc ~ 
theioeaofimportant literary snpport, by death and 
by exile ; Senor Alamui is no more, and the n 
distingniahed archEsologiat of that aonDtry.ls, 
believe, now a resident of onra. The following 
artiole, taken at random, is on the life and wriUnga 
of one of tho most eminent of those men whose 
names ooonr in early American history. It bears 
the iniUals of one of the contribatora, Ban Joaquin 
Oania Jtarbalcta. Tiie first two paragraph! re- 
semble wbat Mr. Preaeott has written on the same 
snltjeot, in one of (he happiest of his striotnres on 
Spanish anthers, and in some parts bear so eloae a 
likeness, BSto give the appearance of being bihion- 
ed after it; the last of Ibem will bo foond to pro- 
seat some novelty and to be important in aagisting 
to tbrm a proper value of the groat chronicle of thi 
oonqnest of Heiioo.] 

Bernard Diaz was a native of Medina del Campo, 
in01dCaatile,andeametoAmerieain tbeyearlGli, 
while very yoong, in tho flota which conducted 
Fedrarias Davila to his government in Darien, 
Dissatisfied with not finding there employment 
forhiBaocivity,he wont over to the Island ofOnba, 
at that time governed by Diego Velazquez. H< 
well received, and directly took part personally, 
snd with his means, in the expedition whiob Fran- 
dsoo Hernandez de Cordova led, Id the year 151T, 
to the Bhoraa of Tocatan. The resnlt of this ad- 
venture did Dot prove very profitable, nevertbsleia 
he enlisted in the enterprise of Juan de Grijalva, 
diepatcbed by the Governor of Cuba, in the follow- 
ing year; and aftorwarda, for the last time, he 
joined the standard of Heman Cortez, whan that 
memorable expedition was set on foot which eloeed 
in the conquest of New Spain. Duriog all that 
enterprise Bemal Diaz showed a valor equal to bis 
fidslity to bia chief, fhim whom he never separated 
either in act or inteotioo. The City of Meiioo 
having surrendered, he went to the conquest of 
the Provinces to the Sonlh, in which he greatly 
exerted bimselr; and in the end came to settle 
there, in the town of Goazsooaloos. Thenoe he was 
drawn sway by an order of Cortez, requiring him 
to follow him io the terrible march to Hibuersa. 
He loyally obeyed the aummons, and attended at 
the side of his chief throngb the campaign. Having 
got back, he took up his reridenea in the city of 
Santiago of G natem^ where he eame to be Inten- 
dant, and lived toavery advanced age, though we 
have no knowledge of the preidse year of hEs 
death, lie was still alive in the year IMS, when. 



at the aloes of his history, he wrote that there 
were only five alive of all the captains and soldi 
who came with Uortei fh>m the Island of Cuba, 
"and we are very old and p^ned with infirmilies, 
and very poor, and bnrthened with sons sad 
daughters to marry cfiT, and with grandchildren, 
having tittle anpport, and thus we paas away our 
daya in auffering and toil." Sad ttXa of the 
who won aneh powerfbl kingdomB, where they bad 
dreamed to find mountains of gold I Bemal IHaz 
solaced himself in bis misery with the belief that 
be would for bis acbisvemenle live perpetually in 
the recoUection of man; but, notwitlistanding hs 
bad tieen in one huudred and nineteen battles, 
he l»asCs with innocent pride, it would net have 
auffloed to save bia memory from that oblli " 
which has attended the names of so many of his 
companions, had he not Islt an imperishable 
nument in the SittoTia vtrdadtnt dt la Oongyiita 
dtlaNutea StpaMa. 

The old soldier in his retirement, eaw some 
torioa which attribnted all the glory of that m 
rable conquest to the talent and energy of the 
commander, and left in oliscnrity the memory of 
Che oonrageous companiona who so staunchly, and 
at the 'cost of many of their lives, had united to 
siecute his God-like purposes ; when Bemal Diaz 
look up the pea to assert for himself and them the 
portion of renown that was justly theirs. From 
this porition he desoants on Gom&ra and the wri- 
ters tliat followed him ; but at the same time that 
ha proceode with constancy in bis undertskiDg, be 
shows in bis pages an admiraUon as deep as sincere 
Ibr the great qnatlUes of hia general ; so thst at the 
oondnaion of liia work, while we are diaposed to 
allow l« the captains and soldiers a large put ' 
the glory of the undertaking, ws are not diapoaed 
ithdrnw any part of that we had before ooD' 
ceded to Cortoz. And thus it is, that Bemal Diaz 
in animated and piotnrasqne det^ls, in lively de- 
scriptioDH and simple and Ill-arranged language, 
lakes na to tlie enoampments, noitos as with those 
wouderfal msn, and gives ua to underataDd every 
thing with the eleameas of having witnessed thoae 
feats which took place under the admirable diroo- 
of him who waa snrpriaingly tbllowed up by 
the firmness and ooarage of tbeir Iron man, whoae 
existence appears to us now like a fhble. Bema) 
Diaz aofaieved in bia work the object he had in view 
without appearing to have done so; snd for tbia 
iph hs la indebted as much to the force of 
truth, which flows over every page, as to any other 
oiroamstance. It might well eoongh happen, after 
hs lapse of so long a time since the occnTrenae 
if these eventa he records, thst the author should 
forget or oonfbuDd some clrcumaUnoea, notwith- 
standing the inatanoes of prodigioua memory ttiat 
appear at every step ; but we can nowhere deleot 
any intontiou of perverting the troth. Thepi^isb- 
ed cbronolc^t, Soils, notwitlutandiDg, oonld not 
with patioQoe that any one ahould venture to 
lessen the glory of hia idol ; and in his wearisome 
panegyric on Cortez, which he called Sitloria dt 
la Gmquiila d» Minea, he has made some rude 
attacka on the good Bemal Disi. He who wrote 
cabinet at Madrid should have been more con- 
siderate of him who bore the scars of flve'BOore 
engagements; and the difference .at last is, that 
while the stately work of the royal obronioler, 
which is without one authority, can hardly be read 
single Ume, and lives with us as a book of enter- 
tainment, the poor writiog of the rude soldier b 
turned to with respect and profit, and ia re- 
signed with difflenlty onoe that it ia opened. 

The ineatimabie butory of Beroal Diaz waa for. 
gotten for near seventy yean; and would have 



been lost like tliat of many others, but for the de- 
ligence of Friar Alonao Bemon, chronicler of the 
royal order of Mercy, who dlncovering the manu- 
BCripl in Madrid, in the library of Don Lorenzo - 
Bsmirez de Prado, knew ita value and oauaed it to 
be pat to press. During the printing the editor 
died, and Friar Gabriel Adarzo da Saatander, 
bishop of Otrauto, coutinned the work, until the 
final pnblieatlon In Madrid, in the year 1682, in one 
volume fblio. There ia also a like editloo bearing 
the same date ; but biographers are of the opinion 
that it was printed towards the year ITOO. 1 con- 
uder the time to be somewbat eariier ; and although 
it is a copy of the firat edition, line for line, it is 
easy to mark it ,by tho dlflbroaoe of letters, and 
above' all beeaoae at theS56th page there is this 
DOta, In these words : ■< This chapter, the last in 
the work, which appsara to have been left out as 
unnecessary, ia new added at the instance of one 
ouriona in such matters," The chapter is the S12tli; 
but it is numbered Si£, and treata " of the signa 
and planets in the beavena, that appeared in New 
Sp^D before oar oomlng there," &a. There is an 
edition of ]796, Madrid, iv. vols. 8vo., and one of 
188T, Paris, iv. vols. ISmo. The work baa been 
translated into the principal languagBS of Europe; 
but we appear not to have it as It was written, for 
according to Pineto, Don Francisco Antonio de 
Fnentea, deaeoDdant of the author, complained In 
Mb history of Gaatemaia, that the book dif- 
fbrsd In many partieulara, though not grave ones, 
from the original writing in bis possession ; and 
from Father Vasqnez, the obroniolsr of the Fran- 
dscana of Guatemala, we know that, he finding 
some incongmoOB paaaagea in the printed work, 
respecting the going of the Father Olmedo into 
that Province, he aouglit the original and did 
not find in It the parts respecting the journey 
of that father. Perhapi the zeal of the editor 
indueed him to make tbe inlerpolatiolii, that 
might give to one of hie own order the 
credit of having firat preached religion in thosa 
countries; and the suspicion is strengthened by 
that in the two folio editions all the passa- 
ges relaUng to the father Olmedo are marked in 
the msigln, with s hand to call attention Ut then. 
May the alterationa bave extended no further, and 
not be called qpon anew to lament taints in the 
LToea of oor history t>eyond those for wbicb wa 
already grieve 1 We believe that our readerawlll 
pardon the length of thla arUole, in oonsideration 
of tbe soldier writer — who, if not like JuliUBCawar, 
capable irith pen as sword, haq left a work oa 
Important to oar history aa oan be thoeo elegant 
liat of Some.

The Mercantile library Association otiginated,

■nmde, to that the IJbnirj now contain* apwards 
of aixteenthaiuand Tolamei. The AstoeiatioD 
h*a about two thooMnd memben; The «iroii1a- 
tion of book* ia larger, probablf. than that of 
any librarj of it* aize in the eonntry, reaching, 
in I8SS, the large number of eightj-one thou- 
BMid volame*. 

In April, 1B54, the LibraHu (Wn. Fred. Poole, 
A. U, aathor of " Index to Periodical IJtera- 
tnre") waa aothotited to prepare anew cata- 
logue, in aeeordanee will) ■ plan whteh be him- 
ielf had propoaed to the Library Commiltea 
Instead of dwelling, a* nan*], upon the inanr 
mooptable diffiealtie* involved in tbe prepara- 
tion of BQeh a work, Ur. Poole applied hinwelf 
at onea to hi* taah with diligence and teal. Be- 
fore the dote of the jear tbe Catalogue was 
prepared and pnbliahed. Aaide from the beanlj 
of it« typographical eiecntion, it ha* merite 
which make it pccnliarly adapted to the want* 
of a eiradating library. For the benefit of those 
wbo may not have the work at hand, we will 
endeavor to point out and illoatrate aome of 
theaa. In the^rtf p1ao<v if titles are abort and 
eompraheniive, not exceeding, in any ioitanee, 
a eingla line in length. Thia arrangement save* 
time in the preparation of the Catalogne, time 
in aeing it, and ezpcnae in it* publioation. In 
the Mteond place, each work haa been catali^ed 
a&der it* avthtyr and onder its mlytct, and work* 
of fiction have been placed nnder their Ittlei a* 
well ai oufAori, In thia manner all the work* in 
the library npon a given lubject are brought to- 
gether, and may be aeen at a glance. The 
inqairer for the "Children of the Abbey" or 
"Ivanhoe," will find theae worke of fiction un- 
der Iheir reapective titlea, a* well aa nnder the 
name* of their anthor^ Roehe and Scott The 
itndent of Enropean history will find nnder it« 
appropriate head all the book* In the library 
pertaining to that aubject; while Aliaon and 
Ruuell and Ungewitter, may each be fonnd 
nnder their respective name* also. The whole 
work being thn* arranged in one alphabetical 
series, a book can easily be fonnd, if either its 
antbor, aabject, or titleis known. 3AinIfy, when- 
ever aworkiscontainedia two or more volumes, 
tbe content* of each volame are designated in 
■mailer print; so also where there are different 
editions of tbe same work. Thai, under Shake- 
peare, w« find five editions of that writer'e dra- 
matic works — the content* of each respective 
volame of all these edition* being carefully 
deaignated. This arrangement — whinh is alio 
eontuned in the cetalogn* of the Boston Public 
Library— we r^ard a* a truly excellent feature, 
and one which, if generally adopted, would 
greatly increase the practical value of libraries 
of every description. 

In coneluding this brief notice, we cannot re- 
frain from adding, that^ for a LisaAHv or stddt 
AKD BisxAECH,— like most of our College libra- 
ries, for example, oompoeed chiefly of valuable 
and elandard works, in diflerent langnagea, and 
representjng the various branches of hnman 
knowledge, — a eitalogoe upon a somewhat dif- 



ferent plan is required, having its title* t 
ciently full not only to indieati bat tn deteriht 
the work^ wiUi a complete alphabetical and 
analytical rnnxi, to guide the student in hi* in- 
quiries and inveetigationa. For a Libkaxv fox 
aiRKRAL nAniHO Aim cibcclaiion, however, whieh 
is composed chiefly of books upon the current 
literature of tbe day, where the daily inquiry 
is, have jWH luck and tuch worit^ inetead of wAof 
norkl have t/ou vpon nuh and sucA tuljjttti, tbis 
" finding" eatalogne, while of le« philosophical ar- 
rangement, will often be found moreeonvenient 

Ur Lorenio SaUne, the indnstrioos collector 
of tbe biographical notiee* of distinguished 
American Loyslisb, has furnished still another 
cyclopedia, in hia Note* on DutU attd Dutling, 
In compiling this work Ur. Sabine baa kept an 
honorable and high aim in view, vii. : that of ad- 
vancing the great cause of human brotherhood. 
The Preliminary Historical Bisayt contain much 
valuable information respecting the Code of 
IIonoF which ha* descended from tbe earlieet 
times. The first on record, that between David 
and Ootiath, strange aa the sasociation may seem, 
is mentioned in connection with theee of more 
oIai*io memory. In Franee and Great Britun 
the practice obtained at an early date, and even 
in Puritan Kew England twoaerving-men settled 
their diapute by a reeourae to the sword and 
dagger The whole company of the Puritans 
assembled to consider tbe case, and ordered the 
fiery gentlemen to b« tied together, heads and 
feet, for twenty-four hour^ without food or 
drink. A Chapter ii given to tbe consideration 
of the Tournaments, or mock duels, which were 
instituted on so grand a soale, the Jouela, and 
Priie Fights ; and another to the Challenges and 
Duels of king* and notable men, inolnding auth- 
ors and artist* of distinction. Tbe weapons and 
their use are deaaribed with suffieient accuracy, 
and the Code of Rule^ by which "honor" is 
maintained or violated, given in fulL Theopin- 
ion* of eminent men furnish a useful antidote to 
this harbarons custom, and lead to the hope 
that a public sentiment will soon be eitablisbcd 
which will cast dishonor on this bravado style 
of warfare. The dictionary contains the names 
of about IBOO persons who liave been engaged 
in these encoDutersj and in looking over this 
melancholy list to ascertain the nature of tbe 
charge* preferred, Jt will be foond, that, in most 
cases, very slight and unimportant word* or ac- 
tions have been the occasion of the contests. 
This work, which forms a valuable contribution 
to historical literature, is published by Crosby, 
Nichols A Co. 

We have looked with a great deal of interest 
over the psges of Mr. Charles Edwards' Ilittory 
and Poetry of Finger Eingt. The sohjcot has 
more of intrinsie importance thati might at first 
be imagined, especially aa it ia connected 
in these pages with History and Arohicolagy. 
As an agreeable companion, and entertaining 
colleetion of anecdoLe^ this " Dactyl otbeca" or 
Caakat of Rings, is to be commended to the at- 
tention of the lovers of the curious and rare, 
whether in literature or in the ornament* in 
question.

connected with degradation and slavery ; as lusd 
for wicked purpose* j as coupled with remark- 
able historical character* or cireumetance*; and 
as a teatimony of love and aflcctioD. Thaaceom- 
pauying illoatrations are very neatly eiecated. 
RedfieM is the publisher of this unique volume. 

The la*t *even volame* of the British Foels, 
Little, Brown & Co's eomplele edition, comprise 
WordtieeriKt Fotlieal Work*. Tbe biographicsl 
*ketoh, whieh i* ehort, credil* tbe poet with the 
very highest powers of the poetic mind, but as- 
sociated with a eertdn tendency to tbe diffuse 
and eommon-plaee. Hie episodes are pronounced 
perfect poem* in their kind, and without exam- 
ple in the language; but tbe one element of 
grcataeas in tbe Excnr«on is it* " heaviness^" 
"He had no humor, no dramatic power, and his 
temperament was of that dry and J uiceless quality 
that in aH his published correspondence you shall 
not find aletter, but only essays. If we consider 
earefolty where be was most succeasfol, we shall 
find that it was not so much in description of 
natural scenery, or delineation of character, a* 
in vivid expression of tb« effect produced by ex- 
ternal objects and events upon bis own mind, 
and of the shape and hue (perhaps momentary) 
which they in turn took from hi* mood or tem- 
perament.

He Literary Failtt of Don Tkmtat de Triartr 
have been translated from the Spanish by Geo. 
H. Devereux, and pabtiahed by Ticknor A Fielde, 
The author resided at Madrid, where be died in 
1791, at the age of 41 yesrs. Be was educated 
under the auspices of bis uncle, tbe chief super- 
intendent of tbe Royal IJbrary. In his eigh- 
teenth year, he commenced his literary career by 
the writing of dramas, iK., for the Spanish stage. 
Only bis fables, however, have enduring in- 
tereat Prof Ticknor remarks that our author 
not only has tbe merit of inventing all his fic- 
tions, but that be restricted tbem all, in their 
moral purpose to the correction of the faults and 
follies of men of learning.

Tk> World a Worlctkop, is the quaint title of 
a work on the pbyaical relationibip of man t« 
the earth, by Thomas Enbank, author of the val- 
uabla work on "Hydraalica and Meehanica." 
There is a deal of philosophy in these page^ the 
central idea of which is that the ehftraoter which 
ia to mark the connection of man with the earth 
is that of a Hanipalator of Matter. The earth, 
in its general featnrea, materials, mechanism, 
and forces, ia desired as the manufactory for 
man's DBefulness. This is evinced in (lie pli 
and process of the earth's erection. The oeuter 
of the orb is a vast calorie engine, its intemal 
firea being ordained to furnish man with mate- 
rials for his eiislence and comfort; and all the 
matter of the earth is destined to pass repeat- 
edly through human hands. The three store- 
hoQsei of matter are MinaraK Vegetable and 
Animal Products, under which departments the 
author fumisfaea much valnable atatistical in- 
formalioo. In his labor as a manufacturer, man 
u assisted and makes extraordinary progress 
through the aid of motive powers, aa of animals, 
water, wind, and especially ateam. Hechanical 
power* are (1) such as come from matter pnt in 
motion by nature, and (2) from matter eieited 
by man — of the latter but few hare yet been 
developed. The races of men have different 
mental capacity and furnish workmen for every 
Eone, and the circnmstanoes and laws of human 
existence are favorable to the prc^^reea of nan 
in his subduing the earth, The mechanical 
powers are a sifwyuanon to man as an Artificer. 
Thus it is, that in the natural order of things 
work ia a«igaed to man, but he ia not conscious 
of the greatness of hie calling, although he can 
mold all forces to suit his will The author 



proceeds to administer a rebuke to those who 
entertain the dreamy idea of the abaorpUon of 
life in spiritual thought, and especially to those 
who fail to eialt the tnie idea of the dignity of 
labor. The Divine Character displayed in the 
material world ia that of the great Artificer and 
continual Inventor, and the universe is a host 
of locomotive carriagea, of which suna are fur- 
naces and engines, and planets passenger 
and tenders. The author ha* certainly thrown 
together the materials for the construction of a 
new system of the universe of matter and mind. 
D. Appleton ill Co. are the publishers. 

Sociologt/ for the South ia the title of a work 
published by A. Morris, of Vii^toia, in which a 
new theory of Society is started— not absolutely 
new, but aa viewed from the democn 
point. Mr. Geo. Fitzhngh, the author of this 
work, regards the ancient Roman despotism aa 
the htgheat idea of goremment, and 
shew that the controlling of the masses rather 
than theic education should be sought after 
the construction of a solid basis for the welfare 
of mankind. Hence, the Scriptural plan of 
Slavery for the common people is represented 
aa the only efTeetnal means of ridding society of 
all ita ilia. The author assert* that hee society 
has failed in its attempts at the development of 
the human race, aa the idea on which 
fonnded is radically wrong. This is one of the 
wildest theories imaginable. The book is got- 
ten up in good atyle. 

Messrs. Lippineott, Grombo it Co. publish the 
AmericoH Sportiman, by Dr. Elisha J. Lewis, 
The author mentiona, with evident satisfaction, 
the fact that the public demand haa colled for a 
second edition of the "Hints on ShooUng," the 
title of which is altered as abovo.

Hie work 
ten in a spirit of genial humor, and abonnda 
with good-natnred auggestions for driving dull 
care away. The engravings are (^taracteristic 
of the anbjeet, and many of the vignette* 
beantifiilly eiecated, exhibiting rare good t 
and skill. This will form a standard volome of 
reference. 

lAlia and Violet*, published by J. C. Derby, 
I a collection of pieces in prose and verse, by 
Rosalie Bell," and a numerous host of oUier 
contribators. The object of the work is to Illaa- 
trate the two Graces of Maidenhood, and we 
think that the editces* baa aucoeeded in aettiug 
forth "a woman whose price ia above rubies." 
The diviMon adopted ia into jEsthetie, Intellec- 
tual, Affectional, Devotional, and Domestic We 
hope that this " Bleemoeynaiy " effort will prove 
also a profitable speculation. 

Upt and Doom; or. Silver Lakt Sketches, by 
Cooaio Cicely, ii issned by the same publisher. 
U embrocee a aeries of home sketches, evidently 
penned by one who knows something of the 
vicissitudes of life. TTiey all breathe a cheerful 



spirit, and inculcate aentimenl* of humanity, 
while a vein of quiet humor is perceptible 
throughout the work. We especially recom- 
mend the perusal of the aketch headed "Miss 
Tod, M. D.," to any young gentieman afflicted 
with the Heart Diaease. 

The Wi/ifi Victory, and other MuvelletteM, is 
the title of a new work by Mrs. Emma D. 
K N. Southworth. These stories were written 
each to illustrate a distinet principle of Chris- 
tian Ethics, indicated by the teita of Scripture 
affixed. Theae were the firat productiona of the 
author'a pan, and have widely circulated in nu- 
merous literary jonmala. We do not know how 
the author can reconcile it with good tosU, to 
put commendatory noticea of her work* on the 
title pi^, inch aa " She is the moat original and 
talented of living female writers," Ac. There ia 
a critical proverb which aaya, "Let another 
praise thee, and not thyself," which would afford 
a good theme for another nonvellatte.

publications, especially as each new work bas 
its particular circle of readers and field of infln- 
ence. Our literary men have not all yet out- 
grown the absurd idea of "filling up a vacuum, " 
by all tbeir various publieatioDs, ai if it were 
not proper for a man to print hia Iboogbts until 
be was qnite sure Ibat tbe same ground had not 
been oocupled a hundred times before.

Felt is an aooompllabed aod aiaot 
scholar in hiatorical mattara, and eapedally in what- 
ever relatae to the history and antiqnities of New 
England. lUa name la a suOcient gnaranly tbat 
the work will be rich in fkots and acenrate in its 
details. Ur. Felt has for the last eighteen years 
been the Librarian of the MaBsaohnsette Historical 
Society, which ofBoe he now bolda, though he bsa 
tendered his resignation, to take effect when a aus- 
ceasor is obtained, liany yean prior to hie election 
to this post, be wss engaged in studying the history 
and antiquities of the Plymouth and Uaasaohnsetts 
Colonioa, and up to tba present time he has tnmed 
over, with a diligent hand, ever; book and pam- 
phlet and mannaoript tbrowing tight on bis bvorile 
sabjeot, that could be obtwned. He is the aothor 
of the " Annala of Salem," an octavo of SlI psgee; 
of the "Hlatory of Ipewleh and Hamilton;" of 
many Papera in the Uaaaachnsetta Historical Ho- 
claty'a coUectJona ; of a " History of Maasachuaetta 
Currency," acorloos and interesting Tolums,oan7- 
Ing UB back to times when com was literally caah, 
and a ram, a calf, or an oi, ws* circulated aa legal 
CDrrenoy ; of ■' Collections of the American Blatis- 
Uoal Association," a volome of GBB pages; of 
"Memoir of Bogei Conant," and a "Uemoir of 
Hugh Peters;" and, quite recently, of the "Cus- 
toms of New England," a work complete In itself, 
bat wbiob the full and eameat writer has It in con- 
templation to enlarge, by the addition of new anh- 
jscta and new matter. 

'Whether this forthcoming Ecclaelastical History 
is to be issued under the sanction of tbe Congrega- 
tional Library Association is not yet known; bnt 
whether it is or not, it will be gladly welcomed to 
the libraries, not only of clergyman, but of intelli- 
gent Americans generally. 



1 wish here to eall attention to an edition of tbe 
Poetiosl Works of John Milton, which eeema toms 
to deserve more attention than It has reooived in 
this country.

In the Bcarcily of news, I will tora to the lilorarj 
men of Caliromla, and oocnpj your atteution with 
them far aahert (ioie. The atole of aociety hen Ik 
not fiiiarable to literary purauita. The population 
of the State iinotanffldentif large to pay for large 
editions of books, nor to anpport a daily paper like 
the Trlbone. And then the eipenea of liviug and 
the coat of pablUbiog are so great, that It may be 
said to be an imposaibUitj for an author to eaetain 
himself by the pabliceCion and sale of books here. 
Baaides, no matter bow strong tho desire of a man 
to devote himeclrto literary oooupaUoD here, be can 
aoaroely reaist the temptation to follow one or an- 
other of the Bpeculationa eoQsCaotly popping up be- 
fore hia eyea and poin^og the way to roituae. 
Thmlt ia that, though Califomla baa been the sub- 
ject of many books, very few have been produced 
from her own presB. Tbo books of Bayard Taylor, 
Colton, Bryant and otheTB, were not published bere. 
Xven tho laws of tho SUte au J tLe joiirnala of the 
Legislataro have been forwarded across the Isth- 
mus, and published in the cities qd the Atlantic. 

John C. Fremont ia now residing in this city, and 
is said to be engaged in revising aome nolea of 
travel, possibly with the purpose of poblicatioD. 
He was onoe eeteemod the moet wealthy man or 
California, and he eUll holds the paper-title to the 
Maripoaas Banch, I^om which millions of gold dust 
have been taken by miners who ignored all the 
righta of the holder of a Mexican title.

He Las Imbo, dnriog tbe two years past, a Avqueut 
contributor to tba Ban Fianciscopapera. Ho writes 
just for ihe ftin of the thing, and all lila writing is 
funny. His hnmor is most plentiftd, and the man' 
ner in which it is expressed is always nataral, sim- 
ple, and appropriate. He deaervea to rank high 
among hnmoristic writers. 

£. G. Buffom, long a local reporter in your city, 
and the author of "Bix Uontha In the Mines," is 
now the editer of TU AUa. His hook wbi small 
and incomplete, bn; so fiir sa it went it was one of 
tlie best on California. Buffum woa elected to the 
Assembly on the Kuow-Nothing ticket at the lost 
eloction.

The moat extraordinary collection of muHio, we 
snppoae, aver beheld in thb oonntry, or perhaps in 
any other, ia to be aeon in the copyright bureau of 
the Department of State. The ooUeet'on is made 
op of a single apsclmsn of each musical composi- 
tion which has been iasued fn the United Btatee for 
the past third of a oenlnry, for which a copyright 
has l>een aaeured — it l>eing required by law that a 
aingle copy of each work thus copyrighted shall be 
depeeited In tbe Department of Blate. 

The immeese maaa of music which has thus ac- 
cumalaUd haa reoentl; been arranged, and neaUy' 
and subataolially l>onnd. The rsault Is beheld In 
one hundred and twenty thick volumea— sixty 
votnmea of songs, and sixty volumea of inetru- 
mental masio each volume containing at least 
three timea the quantity of moeic usoali/ eompra- 
hoDded In volnmea of the kind, aver^n^some 
two hundred and fifty pages In each volume, or 
thirty thouaand pages In tho whole; averaging 
also, more than aixty pieoaa in each volume, or 
nearly one thouaand in all; and thus making an 
aggregate of more than liitt Aundrrd talimfi <^ 
total and tfutnimmtal taulic, of the aixe uaually 
seen on pianofortes. 

This immeiMie collection, purporting te enihrace 
all the oopyrigbt muaic published in the Voilod 
Stetee, in sheela, for tba period of tba tbirty-flvo 
yeara last past, and actually embracing, no doubt, 
a very large proportion thereof, if not actnoily 
every pleoe, afloida material fur iuterasting refleo- 
tiouB of a naLional character, aa teuchiug Ihia de- 
parlDient of Industry and .the £no arte, and the 
genius in ranaical compoaltion and artisticsl and 
mechanical execution therein evinced. Tbe grad- 
ual incraass in the anoual quantity issued ia also 
worthy of remark. The aonga fVom 1S19 to IBM 
ara all oompriaed in a aingle volume, while (hose 
received in 1853 require seveu volumes of neariy 
the same size. One volume eomprisea also all tba 
songs for Uie four yearn from ISSl to IBSS, both 
included; while in IMO, In 1641, and tSte, two 
volumee were required; is IH&, 1R44, and 184S, 
three ; in 1S4T, 184S, 1S49, sod 18S1, Ave ; and in 
ISSO and 185S, ail. In 1M3 only one volume of 
aongs appeara, and during the carrent year tlie 
number will probably reach eight. 

Similar lluctaations iu the publimtlon of music ia 
notlcDable in that of an iustrnmentni character, the 
first of the sixty volutuea beginning in 1BB5. Nor 
is tlio atj'Ie and Buish in the artlBtioal execution of 
tbe music less obaervable than in the increase in 
the amoont annually issued. The " Ballade of Phil- 
lips," published by " Ocib & Co., E3 Maiden Lone, 
New York," or "Carr's Cbaiiteand Canionctts," 
'■ priuud for Ibe aMhor, and sold at T. Carr's Mu- 
tic Store, No. ISa Sentb Second Street, Philadel- 
phia," thirty odd years ago, would hardly know 
themaelvos, we trow, in the elegant garb which 
now oharacteriiea the pabticatione of at least a 
dozen publiahera of moaie in New York, PhiUdel- 
phla, Baltimore, and Boston, and even in Cincin- 
nati, Louiaville, and Bt. Louis.

Psge njt be wia engaged as one of the literary 
and soleotiflc eottaioraieurt a! tba Messrs. Cham- 
bers. .The first time he saw it waa In the hands ol 
Mr. Wm. Chambers, who come into his room one 
day with the remark, ' Here is a curious work, 
making some sensation,' and requesting that he 
(Ur. Page) wonid write a notice of It for the Jonr- 
naL For this purpose, Mr. Page took the 
home, and be bad not read twsnty pages of it be- 
fore he bit oonilnoed that it was tbo production of 
Mr. Robert Chamber*. When asked for the re- 
view, he stated he oonld not prepare one foi 
reasons : lat, that he did uot think the work sailed 
for Dotioe in the Edinborgh Journal ; and, 2d, be- 
cause be believed it ta be the work of Mr. Robert 
Chambers. Mr. William Chambers received 
onnonneement with apparent surprise, but denied 
all knowledge of die matter, and thera tho subject 



dropped. Some time after, however, and when the 
work was being severely handled by tbo reviewers, 
Hr. Robert Cbambere alluded to the subject, affect- 
ing ignorance and Inoooence of the anthorship ; 
apon wbicb Mr. Page remarked, tiiat bod be seen 
the sheets before going to press, he conld have pre- 
vented some of the blunders. The oonsequenoe of 
this remark was, that Mr. Robert Chambers sent 
him tbe proof-sheeta of the second or third edition 
of the * Vestiges,' with the request that be would 
enter on tbe margin any oorreaUons or suggestions 
that oecnrred. Mr. Page states that be made soma 
notes; bnt he does not eay whether these notes 
were adopted into the re-impression.

I bad almost 
foi^ot to mention that the subject and period of 
the novel is said to be William the Lion, King 
ot Scotland, and tbe 12th century; iwd whoever

• A work of great valaa upon the Bubject of 
Egyptian Antiquities, is announeod for publica- 
<on in Berlin. It will contain the reanlta ot the 
studies and invesligationa of Dr. Henri Brugsch, 
privat-doeent in the University ot Berlin. 
Tbia learned scholar, althongh still a young man, 
aent by the king at Prussia, upon the spe- 
dal reoommendstion of Baron von Hamboldt, 
two yeara ago, to visit Egypt, and explore ila 
ancient monomente. Although the fiinds which 
placed at the disposal of Dr. Brugsch were 
far less than those appropriated for the firat 
Prussian expedition to the Nile, which achieved, 
under tb* direction of Dr. Lepaina, so bigb a 
reputation, yet the facts it haa brought to light 
of the greatest importance in the stndy of 
those interesting antiquities.

Ihe first part of a new work Upon the History 
of Architecture (Geschichte der Baoktinst), by 
the celebrated Dr. Engler, of Berlin, Has jast 
been published in that dty. The previous criti 
ciems of that writer, upon all matters pertaining 
to the fins arts, are already widely known 
among English readen^ especially the Hand- 
books of Painting, which were translated and 
edited under the direction of Sir Charles East- 
lake, President of the Boyal Academy of Art* in 
London, and Sir Edmnnd Head. Engler's Gen- 
eral History of Art is no le*« worthy of general 
circulation. The prcaent work has a different 
scope from any which have preceded it, being 
intended to do thoroughly and completely for 
Architecture, what had been previously done by 
ths autfaor in a general way. for all the branches 
of tbe Pine Arta The first part just issued, goM 
back accordingly, to ths eommencement of his- 
torical knowledge examining, wilh all the light 
which the recant investigation* of Lepsins, 
Bmgech, Layard, Botta, and others, hava fur- 
nished, the earliest monuments of .antiquity, and 
presenting in the clearest connected oanner, a 
view of the architectural attainments of all an- 
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«i«Dt nUioni of whom v« bara now ui; knoT- 
lwlg«. Sutteeeding voliunie will bring the vork 
down to nodeni timt*, ud th« whole i* to be 
■mplj illmtratod with saw eogrmTia^. Ai the 
publication of thii work maj be regarded m of 
the higheet iraportanoe both in ila theoretieal 
aod practical bearii^ the following eitraeta 
from the protpectiu will not be devoid of inter- 
e«L Written Hiitorical Eecords will form one 
prinoipal tonree of the work, bat another more 
importaat aonroe is tliat which ia drawn from 
Uie monamenta thetntelTea. The former, in 
meet eaaea, can onlj give a general knowledge 
of the eirDometancea upon which the monomen- 
tal forme depended, can onlj fnmich tbe ooDneet- 
ing point* for fixing, chronologiealtj, particular 
monamenta ; the latter give an exhibition of the 
meaning of each monument, and of ila artiitie 
reanlta. The work will be divided aceording to 
national and historical groups, into principal 
and subordinate parts. Each historieal group of 
nations will be treated as a eonnseted whole, 
from the eoram«Deem«Dt t^ the termination of 
its career; the succeauon of the groupa will be 
in accordance with the origin of their earliest 
dersbprnenb Each part commeneea with a 
general view of the eharacteristica of the group 
to whieh it relatea ; after this, oomes a veriGea- 
tioa, by reference to partieular monamenta ac- 
cordiog to their importance, and according to 
the peculiar historical oircumstaneea which are 
thereby set forllL A full citation will be given 
of the authoritie* upon which the work is based. 
The work is intended to be supplementar; to 
the "Monuments of Art" (DenkmiUer derKunst), 
and to the "Hand Book of the Historj of Art" 
(Handbach der Knnstgeachichte), by the same 
author, and accordbgljillastrationewhiobwcre 
given in the former of these works will not be

An eicellmt opportunity of procuring caste of 
many of the finest statues of both ancient and 
and modem times is now offered at the Boyal 
Museum of Berlin.

All wtto luve taken Bafflcient intereBt in 
theaSairsof the SmiSmonian Institution to 
ohaerve c&reMly the dcbateB thkt have been 
going on of late, respecting its general man- 
agement, and concemii^thediapo^tioD which 
should bo made of its income, will rejoice with 
us at the prospects that this much vexed 
state of things will speodil; be brought to a 
conclusion. 

It is probably well known to most of our 
roadera, that two distinct and quite diverse 
opinions have long prevailed in the minds of 
its friends, as to the proper objects and right- 
M mission of this establishment One is to the 
effect that by that law of Congress which gave 
a legal existence to Uie Institution, there is 
demanded a large andwcUoi^nized Librasv, 
which sliaU be a Thesaurus of general litera- 
ture, as well as of all needful specialities, to 
which our scbolars and literaiy men may re- 
sort, and upon which they may drav when 
dedrous of ^Bbuing investigations of an 
abstruse and extended nature. The advocates 
of this plan state that with an annual appro- 
priation of twenty-five thousand dollars, a 
library would soon be built up and maintained, 
exceeding in importanco any now existing 
within the United States. They maintain, 
also, that this was the evident design of Con- 
gress, and that the words "not to exeed 
twenty-five thousand dollars," virtually imply 
that as nearly that amount as possible was to 
be devoted to library purposes. 

The other opinion which prevails is, that to 
have the intention of the founder, as conveyed 
by the tenns of bis wiD, properly carried out, 
there is demandeda much broader plan of opera- 
tions than that embodied in any mere collecUon 
ofbooks, however completeandwell maint^ned. 
Knowledge, they say, can best he "increiased" 
by means of scientific and other invcstigationB 
carried on under the patronage of the Institu- 
tion ; and knowledge can also be best " dif- 
fused" by means of the publication of ori- 
ginal scientific treatises, and important con- 
tributions (o literature, by lectures, and 
in such other wayB as slytll be found most 
conducive to that end. This party base their 
views of the Institution's proper spbero di' 
rectiy upon the will of Smitbson ; Imd while 



they aro careM not to transcend the pro- 
visions of their act of incorporation, they feel 
that the intentions of its founder, as evinced 
by his well known tastes, by the circumstances 
under which the devise was mode to our 
country, and, above all, by the very reading of 
his testament, demand a plsn of operations 

less broad than they have thus far endea- 
vored to lay down. 

was our intention in commencing this 
article, to trace the history of this Institution 
from its first endowment by Smithson to its 
reception and establishment by Congress, sub- 
joining a record of what it has actually accom- 
plished during the eight years that it has been 

existence. But as this has already been 
done by us on more than one occasion, its re- 
petition seems unnecessary at the present 

It remains, therefore, but to add, in this 
connection, that the question as to the most 
fitting application of the income of the Insti- 
tution, has at various times come before the 
Board of Regents, amongst whom arc advo- 
cates for each plan of operation. While, 
however, the ejection of the buildings was 
still going on, it was deemed inad^isabto to 
take any conclusive action upon the subject 
But, now that the Institution la about to 
emerge from the restricted position, and enter 
fully upon its mission, it has become necessary 
that a final decision should be made. . At 
annual meeting of the Board of Regents, held 
laet month, it was therefore decided that the 
expenditures for the library and museum 
should not hereafter consume a moiety of the 
income, but that specific appropriations should 
from time to time be made for these and other 
objects, as the interests of the Institution 
seemed to roquire. . In consequence of this 
decision, one of the Regents, who differed 
with the majority of his colleagues in this 
opinion, tendered to Congress his resigna- 
tion. It was not accepted, but a committee 
was appointed by each house, to inquire 
the present administration of the Smithsonian 
affairs. At the time wo write, the Douse Com- 
mittee has made no report, but the Senate 
Committee have reported unanimously in favor 
of its present management 

Whatever 'decision shall thus be arrived at 
— and wo apprehend it can be but in accord- 
ance with those previously attained — it can- 
not hut affect favorably the question of estab- 
lishing a National Librart, and that 
far more secure and extended basis than that 
of the Smithsonian endon'ment. For ev 
a large library had been established on that 
foundation, futuro legislation might have di- 
verted the funds from its support But a fact 
of still greater moment, is, that Smithson's be- 
quest, munificent though it was, would be not

more than sufficient to lay the foundation of 
the library that ourcoimtry should now have ; 
and the original fund being thus entirely in> 
vested, the annual expenditures would have 
to be dependent upon extraneous support, a 
contingency which, like the other, might 
destroy its future usefulness. 

Our country has at present bUt one library 
worthy of the name, namely, that noble monu- 
ment reared to the memory of John Jacob As- 



We do not forget the resources of the Boston 
Athenaeum, and the Philadelphia Library 
Company, of Brown and Yale Universities, and 
South Carolina College, nor are we unmindlHil 
of the peculiar importance to be attached to 
our popular and* useful circulating libraries; 
but how meagre are the resources of each of 
these for supplying tho wants of the scholar 
and the scientific man who de^es to push his 
researches beyond thenarroweEt bounds. On 
the other hand, tho Astor Library, which is 
no less a monument to the wisdom and fitr- 
sighted policy of him who has presided over 
every detail and laid every stone of its present 
greatness, is the only Hbraiy in our coimtry 
where most departments of knowledge are ro- 
presented with some degree of completeness. 
But^wbile wonders have been accomplished 
witb the means at its disposal, what is thcro 
left to draw upon for carrying this library to a 
still highei*Btate of completion, and where are 
the twenty, thirty, or even forty thousands of 
dollars to come from which should annually 
be expended in keeping up with the titcraturo 
of the world? And is not such an establish- 
ment needed? What would be its effect upon 
our country ? With an ample depot of maps 
and charts on the one hand, and a repository 
for American orohives and State papera on 
the other, it would need no collection of 
beasts, birds, or fosmis to make its infiuence 
felt in every comer of our land. Ita plan 
of operation should be upon the most liberal 
scale. If any responsible person wishes to 
consult a work on its shelves, let it be loaned 
or forwarded to him under such necessary re- 
strictions as an found sufBcient by the Royal 
library of Berlin and other European institu- 
tions. If this is found to interfere with that 
certainty of consulting works which should 
ever attacb to a reference library, then let 
such a corps of asdstants be organized that 
extracts can be copied, tracings made, and 
maps copied, so that the library shall remain 
not a mere local institution, but one of the 
greatest general usefulness. 

No one can well doubt the willingness of 
our government to foster such an enterprise, 
when he looks at the sums expended upon ex- 
ploring expeditions and for the publication of 
their rcBulta Let the matter bo property 
brought before our National Legislature, and 
the samo liberality will be evinced that has 
ever been so freely displayed for 
D gitizec oy 
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ment of scieiiUflc and geographic^] explora- 
tions. A bapp7 exemplification of this truth 
is contained in the address made before the 
National ConTcntion of Librarians, by its dis- 
'tinguisbed President, He Bays, " Congress 
having the control of the treasury of this rich, 
mighty, and intelligent nation, will not, 
I believe, bQ bacltward in making appropri- 
ations for this object, whenever it shall be suit- 
ably presented to them. Congress may be re- 
garded as liberal in matters of science and of 
learning, whenever they are sure that the 
money will be honestly and properly expended. 
Many men do not believe this; but look at the 
action for replenishing the desolated hall of 
the Library of Congress. Most persons 
of the opinion that Congress could not be 
brought to make an approprisUon exceeding 
$30,000 for this purpose; but when Mr. 
Chandler proposed $75,000, it was readily 
granted. It would have been, had ho asked 
$300,000, if they had thought that sum 
sary, and believed that it would be honestly 
and judiciously devoted to the gathering of 
good library." 

No time- can I>e more auspicious for such a 
undertaking, than the present, and while w 
already behold the Smithsonian Institution 
rivalling, in the importance of its original 
researches, the Royal Society of Great Bfitai 
and the Academie des Sciences of France, we 
hope soon to see a National librajy arising by 
its side, vieing, in the completeness of its col- 
lections, with the Bibliothtquo ImpCriale, 
The Koyal Library of Berlin, and the Library 
of the British Museum ! 

KODERN LUERATIRE, 

We have left oneipreiaed too long, perhapt, 
our opinion of a certain School of Literature, 
which by d«grees has gained onrrenoy antoDgall 
clanra of the conmaaity, until, Anally, public 
taate and public morala have alike felt its per- 
Tcrting and depraving iaflaence. We refer tc 
that class of writings in which every thing ii 
exaggerated, agonized, intensified, until truth 
becomes a jewel lost in obscurity ; hnd thoughts, 
themselves original and immortal, would seem 
smothered past restoration by the nnwholesome 
exhalations of the surroanding word-heap. It 
would be diMcult to trace the origin and growth 
of this upas-tree in Literature. So far as our 
conncctioD with it is concerned, H is an eioUc 
transplanted from foreign soil ; and, though 
slowly acclimatiog itself, it has at length firmly 
buried its roola, and loftily lifted up its stem, 
and broadly spread Its boughs, until It can defy 
and wiihttand the tempest of public opinion and 
the lightaiog stroke of public morality. " By 
its fruits y« shall know it ; " for its fruits, lus- 
cious and l>eaQliful to the eye, are the veriest 
I>eBd Sea apples to the touoh aod taste. 

In the production of books of the stamp 
refer to, one would think the authors had acted 
upon the principle at the Eogliab peer, who, for 
a wager, undertook to write a hook of the most 



prurient order without making ii>« of a ungis 
iodeeoroni or objectionable word. He succeed- 
ed ; and now a host of men and women are to 
be foQod, willing to follow the lead of inch a 
Va oould instance many, wera It our 
purpose to deal with thenrft this time. The 
moral bearings of the inttrue School of Litera- 
ure we will not now discuss; we have another 
ibject iu view. For, were there no question of 
morality in the case, still, in the name of onr 
imnoD literslure and language, we must pro- 
test against the perversion of pablic taste cer- 
aceomplished by the circnlaUon of 
writings of this unnatural school. 

The time has been, when Bishop Taylor, Ad- 
dison, Johnson, each formed his school of hUrary 
ityle, and. became the model in composition of a 
generation of admirer*. But it was granted 
glorious old dreamer," John Bunyan, 
indite his half-inspired allegory in language 
destined to outlive and outshine all cotempora- 
oua literature. His thoughts were clothed 
a garb which, like the garments of wander. 
g Israel, " waxed not old ; ' and the greatest 
of modern reviewers has not deemed it other 
than Just to give the author of the Pilgrim's 
Progress an uppermost niche^in the temple of 
literary fame. And what are the characteristics 
of Bunyan's slylef They are just what every 
writer should emulate, who seeks for a name 
and a place among leading minds in the Bepob- 
lic of Letters. Let us enumerate a few of the 
cbaracleristics of a good English style — purity, 
simpliejty, sweetness, smoothness, plainness, elo- 
quence, fluency, combined, so far as practicable, 
with terseness, force, and condensation.

Now, we contend that a book in which the 
heroines are all of the Bynm or Tom Liltlt 
whose every character is concentrated 
perfection or condensed depravity; whose plot 
is made up of incredibilities and impossibilities 
tingly interwoven ; whose style Just stops 
short of impropriety by depicting vice in all its 
attractiveness and luxury, without descending to 
vulgar language; a book in which everything 
— hero, heroine, narrative, and. style — is thus 
intensified, is unfit for general circulation, and 
calculated to accomplish a vast amount of mis- 

And yet, this hot-bed literature, in its various 
forms, circulates its million of volumes each 
year, vitiating tbc taste, corrupting the imagina- 
tion, and incalculably injuring well formed 
habits of thought and expression among tiie 
mosses of Americsn eltixens. Qood hooks are 
rapidly being supplanted, and dasric authors

ight to be removed, and a new code of 
criticism mast be built upon the ruins of what 
ia fast becoming antiquated and obsolete. We 
mention no names, either of books or authors.

If great reformn art' to be brought about in 
Religion, Politics, and Social I'hiloeophy — oa we 
fliooerely hope there ever will be — we cannot 
believe that Fiction will do much toward* aiding 
their movements, but rather the contrary ; for 
the false sympathy excited by the narrative of 
possible details does not impart that healthful, 
vigorous lone to the mind and heart which ia

4 TOE UNITKD STATBG. 

Wk have compiled, from the published records 
and various other sources, statistics relating to 
the different State, Ecclesiastical, and Local Uia- 
torical Societies, a part of which we furnish in 
our present number. Thej are arranged in the 
ehrouotogical order of their formatioD, and it 
will be noticed, as a matter of aariaui interest, 
how rapidly these societies have sprung np> 
nnder tbe influence of tbe prevailing apirit of 
historic reaearch, through the power of atrong 
local attachment^ and bj means of that fond' 
ness which is nniveraallj exhibited for matters 
connected with traditional tore. In the years 
ISSa-2G, six different societies were organized, 
and since that period there have heva similar 
institutions established in almoat every State of 
the L'nion. 

One of the most active and ei>terprising asso- 
eiatlona of this kind is tbe Historical Society 
recentlj formed in the State of Wisconsin, o( 
which we shall have occasion to speak in our 

We are not aware that there has been any 
action taken as yet to form a General Historical 
Society, which should anite all the different 
State Associations in one Grand National Couu- 
cil. There would be doubtless great advantages 
in such a movement, if it conld proceed directly 
from the combined action of a majority of the 
older Societies. It would have the ^effect to 
awaken the sluniberiog energies of many of 
those corporate bodies which " have a name to 
live," and a name only. Documents of national 
interest might thus be rescued from oblivion, fA 
such an Institution would bo recognized by Con- 
gress through liberal endowments and appropri- 
ations for historical investigations and periodjesi 
publicalJoDs. The opportunity for tbe inter- 
change of a more fraternal intercourse, on this 
national platform, and for a more extended co- 
operation, we are sore would be accepted with 



great satisfaction and deep interest by Uia whole 
circle of kindred aasocistions. 

In the Dait article on these Societies, we bope 
to supply more complete lists of officers for the 
present year than we have been able to obtain 
in saasoD for thia number. 

Hie ManaeKiutU* Bul^irieai Soeutfwa institg- 
ted in 1T91, and reosivsd its cbarter in 1T94, by 
which Its number of members was limited to sixty, 
exeepting honorary membera residing In the State. 
In tlie roll of membership will be found the most' 
distiDguiahed names in our Utsrary and historical 
annals. Tbe Library oontalna 8,000 volumes, £,000 
of which comprise 44,000 pamphlets. No aooiaty 
has a richer eolleetion of MS3., and other malarial 
illnatrative of American blstory, and additions are 
constantly making to It; while it bos printed thirty- 
two volumes of curious matter. Tha Society, by 
voluntary subscriptiona among its ^emberv, have 
taken efficient rasastirsa to have a nevr catalogue 
made of their invslnabla Ubrary. A catalogue of 
niDety.^xpageewaspnblished in 1811. Itarooms, 
lnTremontBtrMt,are open freely to all bistorioal 
inqnirsiB, who, nnder tba regulations adopted to 
preserve the MSS., can havs the use of any moU- 
rials In possesion of the Society ; and investigators 
fk'otti various parts of the country constantly resort

Tbe oircnlation of AmerioMi 
book* bare, in the ori^nal Engliah or in tranali 
tlons, le — with a Tary bw oonspicnoas eiceptiona- 
extremely limited. And jet tbe Kngliih langaage 
ia begiDDiDg to be alinoat nnlverBall; understood in 
France among the oaltlvatad olasaea, and English 
literature ia very gsneraliy appreciated. 'We 
America are looked upon sa but tha eiponeata 
a hard materialism, poasaseing neither iatellactUBl 
oOlli¥«Uon,noraTt>«licapprBO)alioni neither literary 
trophies nor literary aspiraliona. The few American 
banks wbioh are sold here, on (oU of .StpiuiprvMt, 
and an, in alntett aU eata, tuppotid toUqf Sngliih 
oulAerAip. It is time, on many aoooaata, that this 
igiioraaoa should be dispelled. Our national honor 
—to say nothing of onr Intereets— raqniree it. 

The Federal QoTOrnment, for reasons of un- 
doubted aaflloiencj, will Dot, aa thay did in tha 
caRc of the London Fiur, undertake the trsnaporto- 
tlonofartiotea from America to the Paris ExIiibiUon 
freo of expense to the owners. This cinmmstonce 
will probably, to some extent, diminlah tha nnmber 
of objeota sent here— particularly of heavy maohinea 
Id the VBTioue departmanta of mechanica. So that, 
allhongh we hope to make a areditable appearance 
in tha Industrial I'alaoe, we fear that wa shall not 
be reprasanted there as exteniively aa wa were al 
London. It haa oocnrred to us, under tbe circnm- 
Btaneea, that we might oompensate for any other 
deSoiency, by an intellectual exhibition, which will 
give aoma idea of onr real civiliiotlon. The mag- 
niflcaaC coUaction of American booka, engraviage, 
coins, An., made by H. Vattemare, will be inaagu- 
ruted at the Hotel dc Ville <Citj Hall) about tbe 
same time with the openingof the Palace of Indus- 
try. With this nucleus of Tm Thouiand Volumet, 
coatributed by American generosity to the city of 
Paris, we hope to found a library and 
which will be to all time a epeaking monunient of 
national grestneae-an ever-increaalng proofof wiiat 
we have done and what we shall do in the intellao- 
tual provinoee. The ahief magistrate and mnnioipol 
oaDncii of Paris are disposed to co-operate with 
with the.moat flattering cordiality. Fand« have 
been devoted fortbeneoeasaryeipenaea of arrange- 
ment. An apartment has been cipreasiy appro- 
priated for tha purpoae in view. The American 
Library and Unaenm will t>e the only exhibition 
open to tbe public in the "tlotal do Ville, so thai 
there wilt be nothlag else there to distract tbe at- 
tention of TlBltors. It is proposed to have an alcove 
for every State of the Union, eurmoanted with its 
arms, the date of Its settlement, the principal dates 
of itfl colonial history, the dale of ite incorporation 



into tbe Union, Ac. At the entranoe will be thi 
srrasofthe UnitadStaiaa and France. In appro- 
priate placaa will ba inecribed the great discoveries 
and ioventiona made by Ameiioans, with the 
name* ot the disooverera or inventora. The land- 
mark! of our hiatory will be thoa permanently 
before tha eyes of Europe. A library composed 
exclosivaly of the productions of a single people Is 
a novelty. Tba world contains none such as yet. 
And in presiding at the creation of the firat, we 
shall Mteem the honor sufficient for all the trouble 
involved.

commerce, finance, administration, and politics 
generally. It embraces also, an immense number 
of tracts, placards, statutes, Ac, in Dutch and 
French, having reference to Spanish rale in the 
Netherlands. The old collection of King's Pam- 
phlets, kaowq to bibliographers as the "Thoma- 
son Collection," was made during the reign of 
Charles I and the Commoowealtb. After expe- 
riencing a variety of vicissitudes, it was pur- 
chased by Qeorge III, who presented it to the 
British Museum Library. It ie catalogued in 
MS3., in la small volumes, folio. On the fly-leaf 
of the first volume is written, "Actions that 
may be presidents to posteritie ought to have 
their records; and doe merit a most carefuU prV- 
servBtioD." The tracts are entered according to 
their sizes. 

Mr. Jolley's collections, recently sold, contain- 
ed some curious works. The first lot which at- 
tracted much alteatioQ consisted of thirl«en 
tracts on the famous rabbit case of Mary Tofts, 
the pretended rabbit mother: they were bound 
, tn rabbit skin, dnd brought £3. Painter's " Pal- 
ace of Pleasure," Garrick's copy with his auto- 
graph, brought £\S. Ilakluyt's "Navigation 
nod Discoveries of the English Nation," a copy 
containing the suppressed " famous voyage of 
Sir Francis Drake into the South Seas, in 1677," 
brought £ie. Osrrick's celebrated Cup, made 
of the mulberry-tree planted by Shakspeare, sold 
for, £82. 

Dr. George Wilson, of Edinburgh, has been 
requested by the friends of the late Piofessor 
Forbes, to prepare an extended biography of 
that distinguished Naturalist.

Bather more tbu a year ago the pro- 
prietw of this paper received a somewhat per- 
emptory Btmunons from a brother-^Uisher of 
this city, to preBent himself before a Court of 
Justice, and respond to sundry grare com- 
plunts made against us and our journal. 
Ue complied, — for coipply he must, — and Ust 
week we had the distinction of making our 
first appearance, in any character, in Court. 
To-day we have the pleasure of preBeoting a 
faithful report of wliat was Baid and done (m 
the occaBion. We bust the reault will satisfy 
our readers as well as it did ourselves. We 
left the Court Room as we bad entered it, — 
unharmed in purse, and, we believe, unhurt 
in character. We leave it to onr readers to 
determine whether we can Bay as much of 
our adversary. 

We are not aware that it is necessary to 
add any thing to what was said for us on the 
trial— and said not for us only, but for the 
cause of justice and literature — by the elo- 
quent advocate who plead our cause. More 
emphatic than any thing we could say— more 
emphatic even than any thing else that was 
said,— was the brief verdict of the twelve 
"honorable men," who, after a delay no 
longer than was necessary to give their judg- 
ment a legal form, rec<Mrded their view of the 
transaction which Hr. Fletcher was ill-advised 
enough to make a subject of discuBaon. 
Would that the lamented lady, whose pen, 
even fttim her death-bed, contributed bo pow- 
erfully to the result, could have lived to wit- 
ness it, and to thank, in her own way, those 
twelve men for that manly vindication of her 
rights I That verdict, carefully deliberated, 
though promptly rendered, truly represents, 
we believe, the sense of the community, and 
is too firmly supported by the instincts of hu- 



manity, the dictittes of justice, and the rules 
of law, to be shaken by any efforts that Ur. 
Fletcher may hereafter make. Tet we have 
received an intimation firom him that he intends 
making application for a new trial t If so, 
weknowQotwhatwillservetosatisfyhim? He 
discussed - his "rights" and bis "dutw*" 
through the newspapere ; — they almost unan- 
imously condemned him. He talked with his 
friends; — they disconi^;ed him. He adver- 
tised and bepraiaed his book ; — who is there 
that will be willing to acknowledge that be 
has purchased tiie workf Be went to 
la*, — chose his own forum, and his own 
point of attack, summoned an array of learned 
and titled divines as his witnesses; argued, 
denounced, implored, invented, — and a jury of 
his countrymen, furiy chosen, tell the Court 
and the commnnity, through a spokesman who 
is or was a member of his own church and 
congregation, that — need we amplify their 
verdict f Where does he wish to go? From 
what class of men would he select bis judges ? 
Perhaps there is one country where fie might 
once have found a tribunal to answer his pur- 
pose; a Jury of Hindoos, composed of men 
whose widows are to be sacrificed by fire 
when their husbands die, under pretence of 
honoring the memory and i^peaaing the shades 
of the departed. We doubt whether men or 
women in any other land, however, could he 
found to reverse the decision of the gentlemen 
who acquitted us. 

We observe that some of our cotemporaries 
advert to the resnit of this snit as settling 
some legal principle about abridgments. We 
believe no*l^al question of this nature came 
up. The point submitted to the jury was 
whether Ifiey considered Dr. Wayland's re- 
mark too severe under the circumstances. 
Th^ returned their answer in the shq>e of a 
verdict for the defendant

Ita 
circalation was of sncb a natnre as jparticnlsrly to 
Jnjare tbe plaintifff by leading the trade not to pur- 
chase the work. Ifor was thla artjcle within the 
propel sphere of this Jtiurniil. Tlie plan and pur- 
pose of JVorton'* Ziltrary QasitU waa to orillciae 
litamr; prodactioDS. Now tbia arlJcle waa not, 
properly apaslting, a otitloiBm, for it was published 
prior to tha appeBranoe of the book. The counael 
read the artjole, which we have given above, and 
tben prooeeded as follewB :

Now, when we lay down 
tmtb, it is usual to bring forward proof or 
avldenoa In support of such truth. And what 
proof has been brought forward by him ! What

The Ibetia undeniable that Ur. Fletcher pub- 
lished th la boob, the aflbet of which waa to deprive 
the iridow and Ihe orphan of their dtily bread. 
Can yon imagjaq any thing better calculated to 
I in evaryV^nerous, honorable penon, a doep 
and lasting averaion towards the author of each an 
act. If a man will »o oonduot himself that when 
litor merely telli tbe tnitb aboat him ; merely 
ho plain, aaembelliahed firats before the pub- 
lic, thestatomeot of tboaafiMta is oonaidered libel- 
by him ; abootd tbe editor he brought -up be- 
fore a trlbonal on anch a charge as thia f It may 
have been so in some times and at some plaoee, but 
not here. In England it waa once held, that " the 
greater the tinth, the greater tbe libel," but sucb 
not tbe hw of this Btate. Tfie law laid down by 
Hamiltonj by Enkine, and by our Ilamilton af the 
revota(ioD, and re-afflrmed in the CooatitnUon 
ISU, ia that the trath! tmtk! ! tbdthI:! apoki 
with good motive* aud jusUfiahle ends, ia not 
libel. 

Now, I can not only prove that ray client spoke 
the tmth, bnt I can also prove that it was spoken 
with good motivee. It ia not always enongb th 
the truth 1« apokeu, it should be apokoa iritb 
good Intent, Genaratly apeakiug, in all mattera in 
wliieh pnbliahors have an Interest, or ought to take 
an interest In reepsot to tbeao, the troth will be 
prasnmad by the (;oart, to be spoken with good 

oUves and justifluble ends. 

Having made theee general remarks on tbe law 
of libel, I now proceed to explain the facts of tbia 

fully agree with my learned friend in his i 

Dtoonoemiag tbe oharaoler of Dr. Jadaon, and 

in regard to hie exortiona and zaal in the apread of

Sbe did not enter into matrimony for the sake of 
ease or indolenoe, but went with him aa a oompaa- 
ion, to abara hia troubles and his oarea. She was 
with him at hia death, aud comforted his laat hours 
in ffiat distant land, by her untiring affeoUon ; and 
returned to this country when her aasistanoo was 
□0 longer required there. 8be enlists the aym- 
patb'yof not only her christian friends, but of tht 
obivalroQS and honorable infldel. I say, of thi 
ehlvalrous infldel, and. Indeed, of every one wb( 
can be called a man. She oamo home charged with 
tbe Dare of a large fomlly, In Act, of two familloa, 
for aba bad with her the ehlldreo of Mr. Judaon'g 
former wife, as wall aa her own. 

Her husband was a public man. This we do not 
deny. He waa on honor lo bis religion, bis fhmily, 
and his country. He was an example to othen, 
md no better thing oould be done for tba yontb oi 
the country, than tbo puhlloation of his memoir, 
Ashe had no eatate to lea veto his family — a poor mis- 
sionary cannot leave a great legacy, and Hr. Jndson 
bad no fortune to bequeath to bis widow— nothing 
mora quickly presented itself to the minds of hei 



MendB,thaii that here was aj!aU(in the language of 
the wiloeaa) whidi would yield a harreat, namely, 
the publication of a lifo of bar hniband. ]t was only 
ueceaaary to bring out a memoir of lhe,lifb of Dr. 
Jadaon, and there was a folr proapeet of procurliig 
for tbe widow and her ohildren a subsiatonoe. Ac- 
oordlugly, arrangomanta ware made, and Dr. Way- 
-an old (Hand and intimata aoquiunlance— 
agreed to give his servicsa in tbe preparation of 
thobook, wittioat any couaidcratlon or romunera- 
tion, and give the oopyright to the widow. 

Tbia work waa just published when this so-called 
libel waa committed. It was at this time tbat the 
publlcsUon waa called out, for it waa at this time 
Hr. Fletcher aapircd to be, wbattbepubliehoncdl, 
a "piratical interloper." 

Now, gentlomcc, we say, ocd aland ready Ui 
prove, that what Ur. Norton publiabod waa true, 
and waa pubUahed with good iatenUoBB. There 
ara other thinga beeidee tbe law of the land, whidi 
we ought to oonalder. I have no rigU, nalen I get 
a copyright, to my own publication, and if I get a 
copyright, aome one may write another book, very 
^milar, vary aimiUr indeed, and publish it, with- 
out my being able lo obtain redreaa. There has 
therefore been^ sort of code of morale which comes 
In place of a copyright, lo protedt the owner or first 
pOM««aor, tyom Injury, and it is conaiderod a mean 
thing, for anyone to skip in and get tlie start of 
bim. It la termed piracy. It la not oonfinod to 
the hook busineaa, hut it ia so in every occupation. 
If a man baa undertaken a piece of work, it is con- 
temptible fqr another, who has not the power of 
mind to originate for himself, to stop in, and bear 
off the trophy. 

In this case, after the publioation of Dr. Way- 
land'a edition, Hr. Fletcher aays that he Is going 
to iaane an abiidgmenl, which, being cheaper, 
would interfere very mnch with tbo original book. 
It was a mean thing, aad aay ono baa a right to say 
that it waa a mean thing. Only just as honest aa 
the law forces I This Is a poor state of morals. 
Some persoaa seem to aay, " I am liviug so that no 
one oan recover damagea against me, or send aie 
to priaon," and feal well satisBed'wlth themeelvos. 
Well, all 1 aay is, jsay the Lord pity the neighbors 
who live near such a man. How will he be able to 
render aoooont at the great day of judgment i 
How will he anawer before tbat mighty tribunal ! 

It baa been said that tbe widow ia not dependent 
on this pnbllcatioD. It Is true abe bad a little es- 
tate, perhaps Ave or six hundred dollars a year, 
and tills waa for a lady lu fbehle health— indeed, 
on her death-bed, for aha has died since the com- 
mencement of thia action. Wb appeal to you to 
say If aha was so wealthy tbat abe could afford to 
have this abridgment published. 

One other obaervation. It is suggested that Ur. 
Fletcher should have had soma previous notice, 
some private remonstraneo, sud not thus suddenly 
have called Ur. Fletcher before- the pablie. Now, 
geoUemen, Ura. Judeou, from her death-bed, wroLe 
to Ur. Fletcher a most tonehing letter, adjaring 
tiim, in tbe meet eolamn terms, to absCain from 
publiahing his work.

J shall enden vor,' how- 
ever, not to do so. This case is Bioeedingly'sim' 
pie. Gentlemen; and Bproper understanding of the 
rules of law and reason applicable to it, which 
doubtless you have, will enable you with great 
promptitude to oometoauoh a nnonimonsdeoision 
among youraeli-ee, as will be saOefcctory to the 
eentimanlB of every juat and honorable 
ing an interest in this qneetion, and, at 
time, conlbFmable to the law of the land. 

A slight, brief, and aimplg rsoap Halation of the 
relations oftbcsaparUes may not tie amies here, as 
a prelude to what I shall aay— merely raenllicg the 
matter to your attention. Ton have heard, GenUe- 
iiien, that In the jearlSlG, the Rev. Mr. Jndson 
was an experienced and somewhat aged 
engaged in diaaemlnaling the Qospel 
lands, among seml-barl>arons nations, nn^er the 
patronage, direction, and advios of the head Inati- 
tutione o( liis particular form of belief. He was a 
veteran in the aerviee. Ho wasa widower with six 
children. On liis return to liis own country in (tial 
year, received by those who loved and admired him 
with open arma, and with hoflor and applanae, be 
found a very eminent and diatinguiehed lady, also 
belonging to hie paraHaaion, single, and anitable 
tlierofofo, of oourae, to form a union with biuiaclf, 
and to be a mother to hie motbcrlesa children— a 
tikly who was iliatingutehod for what I may call 
worldly ftccomplisbmenl*, as woll as for her olirie- 
lian and apiritual character. Slio waa an accom- 
pILthed writer, an acoompliaheU woman in every 
aenae. Her life had boen devoted to the prepara- 
tion and pnblioatioii of work* partaking in some 
degree of a worldly character ; worba of fiction ap- 
proaching the oharaclcr of novels; but t bay were 
novels of a peculiar class, devoted lo peculiar de- 
signs different than those works generally are. She 
, wroto with « view of making morslilyand religion 
captivating and beanUftil, and represenled,aa Milton 
baa done, the same matter that Is to be found in the 
Divine Uospel in a form more captivating, perhape, 
lo Bomo who needed to be ministered onto, than 
In the Gospel itself. She therefore was a pareoo, 
in every possible view of the case, most admirably 
suited to become a ooinponioo of this worthy and 
diatinguialied servant ot the Lord in the spread of 
the Gospel. She appears to have been worthy in 
every sense, to iMaome his assisUntand eompaaloni 
for, at Hie time of forming her nnlon with him,shB 
was living in the land of her nativity, aarronnded 
Willi friends and ndmirpre, and enjoying snHtcient 



patronage for her works to give hi 
and ample anbaistenoe. In nniting hanelf with 
him, she became the servant oftbe Lord, bound to 
go forth among remoU and distant dimes, among 
strangers, to encounter not only the perlla of the 
ooean, but the pertb of olimalaB to which she was 
unaoonatomed, and olimatea fVauglit with dangei 
and among a people where the laws were not re^ 
ularly ordered and well eatablisbed as with oi 
and it may bo well said, that aba was sipeaed i 
every danger to which human beings can well be 
:pc«ed in this life. Sba went with blm. She par- 
ticipated in all bis trlala. She mloiatered to him 
untothaend. She received the legaoyfhim blm of 
being the guardian and the parent of the children 
DOW left witiioDt any other parent than herself, and 
Be who la the parent of ns all. She appears to have 
attracted aa muoh admiraUon abroad aa at home ; 
that immediately upon her being thua 
:nte widow, a conalderable collection 
waa mad* among the benevolent Cliristlans who 
were in that neighborhood or vioinity— tradera or 
merchanla, I prstnme— it ia not exactly eiplained 
who they were— by which aha waa possessed of 
whst was a eonaiderable little fund when she re- 
turned with this family to her own country. 
We find her arriving here some time, 1 think, in 
1361 or 1B5S, with the news of hie death. ExaoUy 
when that barbed arrow, which aba carried daring 
the whole ofher trlala— that fatal diacaae, ooiuump- 
tion— eiacUy when that arrow penetrated bar bo- 
Bom has not Ijoen slated ; but we know, though 
sure and certain Is the wound, that death followa 
bnt alowly after its first reception ; and during the 
period covered by thie controversy, tbia lady was 
gradually sinbirg under the Influence of that tor- 
rible scourge. Nevortbclcss, she teems to have 
performed all her duUue, worldly and spii 
s degree that may challenge the admiration of all 
men. She was not the mother of these children, 
and had not that natural lie wbiob might bind her, 
light say, even in apito of Iierself, l» cHoj 
fortunes ; but she poeseseed that lofty, 
biy honorable and pure principle that lias nothing 
to sapport it in tlie mere common animal instiocte 
liich serve some people in lien of the more lolly 
IrlnsB. On her return to tbia country, what was 
her condition! She had this litUegift which had 
been made to her abroad, and taking into consi- 
deration the allowance mado for very yonng chil- 
dren, under aiiteen, I think, and the widows of 
deoeaaod missionariea, by one of the Baptiat 
ntiona, and the little savings that ahe hadaocnmu- 
ited by tlie labors ofher literary life, previous 
er becoming tlie yiita of Mr. Jndson, she bad i 
icome which my learned friend has been very n 
willing to allow me to call |l,(WOayeBr, but inaletii 
tiiat I nhonld call 11,100. She bad an income amour 
ing to t1,10O a year; tbat is to say, this woman, wi 
broken eonstitution.dyiogofconsamption, bad an 
itoW which, taken altogether, waa oapabli 
yielding to her »1,100 a year. She had oha 
upon her the doty of a npportlng— having volun- 
tarily taken npon borMlf that duly- the orphan 
children oftlie deceased rolaeionary, six in nnmber. 
She had a second duty, cbargod upon her by nature 
and nature's God— the daty of snpporiing her own 
father and mother; and aba waa thus the ade 
slay and the eole anpport of a family. There ia 
person further whom ahe bad the charge of, 
and who ia not .proclaely apeoified In proof. Bnt 
abe )iad cbaigod upon her, according to the testi- 
mony, including herself, ten persons : aii children, 
her father and mother, and, I thlnk,a sister.

Row did 
dhe spend that lib t Why, In the lint place, she 
attended with the fidelity of a -witt to the repnla- 
tioD of her daeeaaed hnabaud, and the intoreste of 
tboae of her clase.

and for the profit that would result to her family, 
•wn — she obtained the aid in the author- 
ship of thia work, In two volumes, being s history 
of her husband'a millenary labora, and a biogra- 
phy of hU private life, of one who, I trust, none 
of hia daas will consider ma wrong In saying, waa 
at eminent in the persuasion to which 
he belonged— eminent not only for talenta, bilt 
eminent for high station, for privato worth, and 
forChriaUin parity, and I sbonld say, test but not 
least, perhaps the highaat of hla commendations, 
to far as they relate to worldly qualities, waa hia 
moat Btriking eminence for hia ChHatian and gen- 
tleman-like modeaty. Bbe had that work prepnreil 
and published. Sbehadit prepared and pnhllahed 
with the unanimous approval of the whole body of 
the ezeouUve oommittee of that Bepliat tnstitu- 
on, npon whom the duty of preparing and supar- 
itendlng, and guarding it against any errors, pro- 
parly devolved. We find her moving onward In a 
oaraer I will not aay naelbl, bnt moat dotifi^ It 
may be thonght— and 1 think a frord of tbat kind

children of the missionary who has devoted lils 
life to the servioe. It has been thought, and Ibis 
relates merely to worldly wiadom, not an unwbe 
diitribntion of public money, that those who die in 
thapoUlo servioe should have some slight allow- 
to their widows and children, by way of 
pensions, ont of the public treasury, in order that 
the sorviving confreres of (hoee men who go forth 
gallantly to battle against the common enemy, and 
fUl In the atmggle, may know that their widows 
and.ehildren, should they fall, will not be fbrgot- 
ten 1 and I do not believe that Ood'e Ireaaury ia 
robbed when the money ia applied to anpport one 
of those. Jesna haa said; "Suffer these Ilitle 
a nnU me, for of tfieaa is the kingdom 
of God." (^enllaman, I will not dwell further up- 
tbat I have only adverted to It for thepurpoee 
of showing what a halo of aancUty seems to real 
around the brow of thia departed angel. Why, 
what did aha do I— and they have seen 
fit to prove diat-what did she do when the sha- 
dow ot death was cleelng around her, and abe waa 
that abe proceeded to about to be called from this world, no longer to l« 
litlteesUle, inthevll-lthe administratrix or this liUle f\ind 1 Why ahe 
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pro>id«<l, bj h«r lut will and tmUmeat, Ibat ha, 
irba had been tha friood oMier hiubond — who had 
b«BD lieragcat in all tlieaa thiaga — Dr. Brigbt — 
Bhoald be bar eiMutor^-that a proviaioa ahould be 
made, aa Dtr as waa ueoeuary, for the briugiag op 
and aDsleiuDoe of thcae children, and that what- 
ever might be left of the capital of her eatata alt«r 
doing tbiB, and cberlahing the old people to tha 
and of their da;', abould go into Qod'a traaanr; — 
the capital then raiarnad to be cmplofed id tha 
MOrad cause from wbich, parhapa.

Itoonlained more matlar tbaa waa abso- 
Intely naoaaeary, or, more properly apaaklng, it 
wonid be poaaible to condenaa and radnoe the ma- 
teriala or aontanta by omitting aomatbing not abao- 
lutely neeeaaary— by leaaeningtha omata atyleof 
the prodnetiOD. Parbapa the pabllaher woald then 
be enabled to prodnoe aneh a work aa would nM«t 
tha wanta of gome idwaaa not provided for — a*y of 
tha Sabbath aabodlB, tboaa aohoola being atlandad 
in a large dagraa, I preaame, by peraona of vary 
limited meana, and where the toeana provided for 
anatalaing the aohoola came from loetitntloDa which 
are dependent npon the charity of the benavolaut 
for their Ainda, vontd require to be aparingly ad- 
miniatered. And, therefore, aaid Hr, Fleti^ar, In 
the Boiitnde of his obambar (and I truat it wiu not 
upon the Lord's day), " There la an apparent want 
in thia community whiah thia book does oot sap- 
ply, and we had better anpply it." A smaller book 
had bettor be produoad. Therein, Dr. Wayland 
and Ura. JndaoD have fbiled to do all that abonld 
be dona for the life and reputation of the mlaaion- 
ary, for tha iutoreata of bis peraoasloD, the apraad 
of the Qoapal, and for enliglitenlog onr yonUi by 
the gioriona example of bis giorioua Uib ; and, 
tberefbre, Hr. Fletober aat about in eeoret and in 
darknesa for somebody who wonid supply a amolter 
work for the nae of the Sabbath aohoola. Why, I 
will aak ^ou,. (joatlemen, in the name of all that la 
Just and hoDorable — I will not aak blm, bat I will 
aak you, why did he not write a kind and sympa- 
tbetie leltor to thia dying lady, who waa oerlidnly 
the depoaitory of all the moat valoable information 
thatoonld be fouad in relation to bar hnabaodt— 
why did he not write to her, and aay aomcthing of 
this kind: "Inead for the Sablnth aabooia and tha 
poor a cheaper work than thia one at two doUara. 
Are you about to anppty thia want 1 I think yon 
ought to. If you will not, will it be agreeable to 
you tbatlaboDldl And, if B0,bow8hallldo it with- 
out oncroaohing npon your inoome, or doing tow- 
ards you any thing which would be diahonotable or 
unmanly in the eatiDuUoii of tha common world, 
much loaa of thoae who are particularly high and 
elevated in their vjewa, and pure and trne Chris- 
tiuia r' Ko, Oentlemeu, nothing of the kind 
done ; and had it been dono, what would have twen 
the answer 1 We have proved by tbe teatiraony of 
the witneeaea that that good lady waa employed I 
tbo work heraeif of propviiig and prodnolng 
minor work for the uao of tbe Sunday achoola.

It is 
thia : " I have to atata," aays Mr. Wayland, " that 
I have no reason to believe that materiala of aoy 
valne exiat, for a lift of Dr. Judaoo, which I have 
notaeen." Now,tbatI Uilnkmay be inferred to be 
tme, from the eminence of Dr. Wituhd, and the 
testimony that he baagiven. ■■ And moreover that 
that portion of the materiala for a memoir wliich 
baa not appeared in the publio joumala can have 
been aocoaalbie to no persona exoeplJng myaalf." 
Here it ia abown to you that be waa the elected 
eonfidantofUra. JonsoR, the aurviving head of tbe 
family, who knew all hia inoominga and ontgoinga, 
who know all the tranBoeUonaorhia life, and who 
waa tha depo^tor of alt hia private writlnga that 
oonid be ftond, and bad not been Icet by accident 
or other meana. She bad t>een in oorreapondanoa 
with Dr. Wavluid, and bad communicated to him 
every tiling within ber knowledge that could have 
been aooassibie to no person excepting herself. 
Thst is verified. " No one of the family of Dr. 
Jndaon has ever been oonauttad on the Babjeot of 
thia publication, and neither Mca. Judson nor her 
friends have been informed of tbe name of Uie au- 
thor." b not that tme r Well, they may say that 
have not proved It, because it ia impossible to 
prove that somebody Old not apaak to aojne person 
of the family of Dr. Jcdsoh upon this subject.

some. I4o«, let na loot aroand na in thia oommn- 
niljikaawing se;Dn,geatlenien,a]l do, tbe eipenaea 
of nudntwDing a rBinU;,aad let oa lappoae that theae 
ton peraoDf, ambreciDg an iaflrm wom&n, dying of 
diHaaOiWhoprobablyougbttobe allowed the luinr; 
of aphf^eiau, who ougbt to be p^d for hla aer- 
vioea, and bar inflnu and aged bther and mother, 
who were not nulikaly to nead aaaiatanoe of that 
dMoription; sad let qb imagine tha obildran of Dr. 
Jodaon, whose edu<«cioa waa not compleleif, and 
who eoald not be minialerod to in all things, and 
educated benden, by a lady who waaapon the brink 
of the grave, lad booq eipeated to be conflnod to 
the bed of death. It woa neoewary to afford them 
edncBtion ; it was neoesaary in oentnd New York, 
during thl» bitter aeason of tbe year, to Airniah 
them with warm olothlng ; and if the memory of 
iJielc father was not to be dishonored In this rich 
■nd proeperouB State, why, it was dnelo thedecen- 
oios of religion, aa well as aooioty, that, even when 
the indomsnoy of tbe weather did not reqaire It, 
they abould be nicely and genteelly droaaed. Be- 
sides, theywere onlUvated peofde; tbay were literary 
people, and there wars femalea among them, and 
particalarly thia lady,' who oonldnotliveaaronghly 
and coarsely as you or looald. Apisoa of brown 
bread, and a piece of corned heef, provided one of 
OB bad it eaoh day, would pntns above ebarity, and 
we Bhonid not need any thing else ; bat tbeee d«- 
lioate persoiiB, Boob as this lady and thOBS yoDng 
children, required a variety of neoeasaries whioh 
their small income was not snfficient to prooare. 
Let uB Bea wbat the inooioewaa. Why. it allowed 
them 1 100 a bead. Fromtbe aged grandAther and 
graDdmothordowuto thejtoang ohildren, jaat (100 
■ heodl That was what they bad. We have 8SG 
days In the year. How many cents par day doee 
this allow to esoh of these oblldronl Why, aome- 
thlng lose than thitfy cents s day, to pay the phys- 
tcisn, to pay the ecbool teaober, (o pay tbe tailor, 
to pay the shoemaker. Shall I say to pay the 
botiiher! No, Qeatlemen ; there could have been 
no bnloher under enoh tdroumatsnoei. Shall 1 say 
to pay the baker! No. Tbey would I|pT0 to do 
their own oookiog, and their estate wae not qolte 
large enough for them to out wood to make a fire, 
and there would be hardly any Uiing aavad thero. 
I ask, were they not neady and deaHtute 1 I refer 
you, gentlemen, to the teoUmony of Mr. Eddy, 
their own witness, who aaya that out of this lady's 
little means, which were deposited in hie hands 
during tbo year ending Dooember 1st, 1 BBS, she 
conid not limit the eustananceof bar bmiljtothla 
Bum of aboat 11,000, and she was obliged in twenty- 
nine different payments, to reduce her capital, and 
bring herself do wo one year nearer bej^ary. She was 
obliged to rednoe ber oapital over tl,300, and the 
eom ehe reoeived wu tS,lS8 OS.

Would 
thai be a libel ! Would that injure Mr. Bangsl 
Why, no! Any one who believed it to be nnwor- 
thy to go to chnrch would of coarse agree with the 
comment ; but all thoao who thought the 
would oondamn tbo writer orthe oomment instead 
of Ur. Bangs. Tberefbre, the courts of law hai 
that these oomments go for nothing, unless 
are carried to an enormoos and 
length. I can agree that the language of abase and 
invective may be carried on to an silent Uist would 
outrage the feelings, and when we come 

1 oase this doctrine would not be applicable ; 
bat In a plain and ordinal^ case, where alt that tbo

Now, it ia 
andeniablo truth. Itis impoealble toindnlgein 
any criticism upou it, except the one I have sug-

Itis 
the firat stooping to tin that leada aa on, aud let 
ma tall my friend that tia bad batter not preach in 
bvor of sniaU sins — these little woe Uts of sins are 
not much matter, beeause ha would soon be ex- 
pelled from the Baptist oommupjfy. The theory of 
Ur. Fletcher is, that when you oommit a Utile sin, 
and do It In a sneaking maonar, no great barm 
COOMB of iu "Now," aald ho, " when 1 look these 
hota, 1 took care not to use tbe proaise langnsge of 
Dr. Wayland, beoausa I did not wish my book to 
seem as though it was atolau from bis." 

1 baveonly lossy, gentlemen, that that iaexButly 
Um trick and artiflea of tbe lilaraiy plur-dorer, wtio 
steals from lh»warksof ai^other (o adorn his own. 
It does not require any enlargement to convey to 
your minds tha Idea that this book of Ur. Fiolcbor 
arose from no deelre to aaliaiy any public necesuty, 
that it aroBB from no desire to do good lo any hu- 
man being ; bat tbat it was aetuated by a mean and 
miserable spirit, tbat heaitotad not at any ntUo iiin, 
provided it CDuld eaoape detootion and puuisbmont, 
for tho purpose of the little shabby guns that re- 
Bult. Without commenting upon Ibianndortaking, 
I want to show that Ihars is no pretonco of motive, 
and then 1 liave done. From the Mmonnoomsnt of 
Ur. Flelober, we see tbat there ia not one aiugle 
word abont aaUafaclioa of doubts, and so on. I will 
read it, for it is given in ovidouco by himself:

Mr. WiLLAau, for the plaintiff, replied aub- 
alantislly oa fellows: 

Uay it please tho Court and gauUeoion of the 
Jury. — I have watobed niy oppoooni'a samming 
np with grant oaro, and think that you, geattaman 
of the jury, will notice soiDething very poonliar in 
the (induct of this case. My laaniod friend i> not 
iu tho habit of trying nnnaoossary iBiues. Why, 
then, does he come here to try to blacken the char- 
actor of Mr. Fletcher, oxospt to goppoTta libel 
wbioh has already done bo 1 If it is unDocossary 
to attack him, ia there not on imputation of inalioc 
in the attempt) And tbis ii a kind of malloe 
which tho Court will instrtiat you, as ■ matter of 
law, that yon are bound to ooneider. 'Where a libel 
baa been published, nn unsncoesafDl attempt at 
juBtiflcatlon ia evidocco of malice. If Mr. Flatoher 
is not a deeply injured man, I will never trnat my 
judgment again. Aa to tho memory of Dr. Judson, 
ho is tho oommon property of sll humanity ; and 
it ia a misfortune that ao revered a name abonld 
everba brought into tho arena of legal atrifa. We, 
for ouf part, do not arrogatsto oarselves any ox- 
olnalve right to the partisanahip of bis name. 

I shall now briefly stale the facta whieb have 
been presented in this case. Yon have sll heard of 
the life an J character of Dr. Judson. Against him 
we have nothing to say; wo alt honoraod revere 
ills uame. Great preparaUona were made for the 
publication of Waylaod'a life of Dr. Jndson. 
Strenuons efforts were need to eUlactsn ezteasiva 
sale of this book. It was reoelved and read, and 
complaints wore made that it wasa mere compila- 
tion of letters and jonrnHl)>, vatuabloin themselvea. 



lor every tiling that oomos fVom his pen is 
Taluablo. But purchasers wanted Dr. Judson's 
U/i. They wantadanarrative: ■ oorroct and per- 
Ibct abstract of hie opinions. Dr. Judson was an 
eminent OHeutal scholar. Uia aim was the dis- 
semination of sound religious literature. Some 
differed from liim — Dr. Waylaud among others — in 
tbeir views of the proper means lo be employed in 
thopropsgationofthc Uospel. Some thought that 
oral tescbing was the mora Apostolic, and there- 
fore tbo more true method; some that the diffusion 
of religions books and tracts was more important. 
Dr. Wayland stood at tho head of the former class, 
and Dr. Jadson at tbo head of the latter. Fault 
was found with Dr. Wayiaad'e l)ook, booausc it 
gaveafulseviewofDr. Judson'ssontiments In this 
particular, and because it criticised some of his 
actions. For this reason this book, embodying 
such a oritjcism, would not piooso IboBO who agreed 
with tlie opinions ofthc great missionary. It was the 
production of an unfaithful biographer, who would 
make his boob the medium foitbo dissemination of 
hisown opinloQHBtlheexpeuseofthaseofDr. Jud- 
son. Dr. Waylond woa bound, as a troe biographer, 
to look with Dr. Jodsou's eyes upon every subject 
But had he not dimmed tho InHler of Dr. Jndson's 
name by obtruding his own views in a work pro- 
fbssing to be the history of Dr. Judson's life, and 
the e.Tponent ofDr. J ndson's opinions! Nothing 
is so free and open as tho Iiistory of great men. 
Their lifb is a legacy to the ■ living. Is there any 
thing wrong, sny thing nnjast, any thing dishonor- 
able in writing a biography of one so eminently 
dietinguished — more fair, mors trathfol than any 
befbre written T Ur. Fletohoroomesberoreyon snp- 
porlod by such men as Dr. Cone, on aged minister ; 
Dr. Dowling, who is known to all, and these 
other ^ntlemon, who say to you that they consider 
tho undertaking of Mr. Fletcher neoessnry and pro- 
per. Mr. Fletcher was surrounded by men who 
fbTt as he did. What ha thought, felt, or 
knew in reference to Mrs. Judson, is plain. }Ie 
UioDghtshe was amply provided for. Is it not as- 
suming too much lo say that Mr. Fletcher wss in- 
sincoro in writing to Mrs, Judson to tlml eilect I It 
ia said that Mr. Fletcher know the condition of 
Mrs. Judson. But we ecetliat ho ciprcsaed the 
opinion that she was amply provided for. He be- 
iiovod when ha aunounoad the l)00k, that no cause 
for charity or benevolence was required. Novcrthe- 
Issa, he offered to bar to give npbispartof the pro- 
posed work, provided that a hll and ampleaodoom- 
plote work might be written by her. IMd aho notice 
this offer! lie had a moral and legal right to publish 
the work ; yet, for charity's sskc, be besitated to 
proceed. She. spurns his kindness, snd refasaa 
with soorn, charity at bis bands. She cluma as a 
right that which she refuse to reoeive aa a (kvor. 
Ho tendered it tike aman, a Christian, and a gentle- 
man. Bhe replies, " I will tolerate no dictation In 
my business." She Ireaia it with contempt. 

Mr. Willard proceeded to comment at some 
length upon the eridence, attacklcg in severe 
terms the motives of the dcfandant in pro- 
ducing the correspondence between Mrs. Jud- 
son and Mr. Fletcher. And he insisted that 
the defendant b*d fktled lo proye the trutb of 
the libel, and that the attempt to do bo was 
only an s^ravation of the offence. At the 
conclusion of his remarks, 

Cmsw JvsncB Oaklit cbM-ged the jurj as 
follows: 

Qentlemenof the Jury— Tbis cane has consumed 
considerable time, but [ think that the whole cause 
may be disposed of by tho determination of a few 



simple questions. The liislory of this esse seems 
to be simply this. Mr. Jndson was adisliugulshed 
man employed by tlie American Baptist Society, iu 
Indis, whore be died some four or five years since, 
lie was accompanied to India by his wifa. Upon 
hia death she returned to thli country, charjjed 
with the snpport of hU ohildrou. Shortly after her 
retarn to this country aba took meuiurcs to have a 
memoir of her husband prepared, and for that pur- 
pose put the necessary molerislB into the hands of 
Dr. Waylond, wlio wrote a life of Dr. Judson, 
which was published. Shortly oAor tbe publica- 
tion of this memoir, it was announced by Mr. 
Fletcher that ho was al>out to publish another life 
of Dr. Judson. Mr. Norton, between whom and 
those portiea there does not seem to have been 
any connexion, is the editor of a literary joamal, 
and it is his business to notice literary productions. 
Otwcrving the announcement of Mr. Fletoher'a 
work, lie wrote to Dr. Wayland for information 
□pon the subject, and Dr. Wayland's reply eliiuted 
the article the pnUication of which oonatitutes the 
fonndation of Ibis suit. In this article Mr. Nor- 
ton writes as follows : 

" In the Ua( namber of this piper we colled ntleDtlon to 
IhesbaTework,M>mincndlngUlo ill sncb u wonid be In- 
larcBled Id the ralUiruIly dnwn purtnlt of s mdst noble mu 
■sd devoted mlnlDiisry. Having since learned that another 
msBlolr or Dr. Jadson was aonoiuiced for apeiidy pablica- 
tloD, we wrote lo the Bav. Dr. Waylaud, reqneetlng bim lo 
Inform ns wheths this brtboouilDg volome was lattaerlud 
by Dr. Judun'i tBnJIjr, ud whether say papers were like- 
ly to BiM Diber (hsn Iboee alrsady made ese nt Fnim 
Pruldast Wijrlud^ aiuwar wa take thoUba^ of eilnot- 
Ing » follows." 



"We glvapromtDonoo (u the sbore, beeenia wa do not 
Ihhik uyooa woald wHUngly aetlnaniujaat msoantnw- 
atda Ibe widow and btbetlcaa.'' 

Now, In all thia, gentlemen, — In all the original 
matter that comes bom Mr. Norton, — there is no 
libel,— not tbe shadow of a libel. Re wants to 
know whether there was likely lo be any thing new 
in Mr. Fietchor'a publication, any thin^ wbioh was 
not probably pablished before, Irbother he had 
received any docomeniB IVom Dr. Judson's fkmily 
ibr pnbtlcation. It was an inquiry wbioh tbe edi- 
tor of a literary journal might very reasonably 
make. Dr. Wayland's letter was as foUowa :

Ibrmad ot tba name of the aalhor.' 

So far there is nothing liboUoua. Then follows 
this last psrt : 

" Under these clrcnmstincee, I think that such an ondrr- 
taking can be viewed to so olbar light by benonble mes, 
tbuisauiattampt todaprlratbewldowof Dr. Judson, upon 
whom two helplasa ChmlUas are d^fendont. of tha meaui 
of dally suatsruuiae.'- 

That, gentlemen, constitute* tbe libel oompiained 
of in this case. The letter however waa not wrlt- 
teu for publication ; it was for the informaUon of 
Ur. Norton. But Mr. Norton ebose to publish it, 
and thereby rendered hinueif reeponaible for it. 
Tbe last paragraph is the one in partionlar com- 
plained of ss hbalous. It attributes to Mr. Fletcher 
nn&ir, dishonorable and meroenaiy motives. It 
seems to imply that Mr. Fletcher waa Inclined to 
depriveMra. Judson of her ineome. 
taoh any importance to tho phrase Dsej], "daihi 
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B<uteiiui«a ;" it oul; dimdb tlut it via ta ktMmpt 
to InjoTo Mr*. JudBoo b; «arl^ling the wte ot ber 
book. Not, goDtlemen, k far u that pabltaitloD 
impatw improper moUisi to Mr. Flateher, and 
oaloalated to degrade him in the tjM of the ooi 
mDDity, BO fttr it ia in law ooiuidend libelous. 

Thsro la Dothing in Dr. Wayland's book which 
UTonld prevent another book ou the lame aubjeot 
being pnbliiihed. Any namberof man may wi 
a book, — any Dumber of book), — oa ttas aam« snb- 
jaet, BO long SB they do not violst» copyright. Mr. 
Fletcher bad a legal right to publiah hie book. 
Thia Ib oooceded on all Bidea. It Ib not suppoaed 
that be violated any legal rights. Bat the impata- 
tion i* that be aoled naGurlj aod unjilatly in 
tempting to defraud Hra. Judaon bj leaaening the 
tale of her book. 

Now, gBDtlemen, in the Brat plaoe yon bi 
inquire how far the.faota and circnmetanoea act 
forth in DrWajluid'aletler are trne. 
intended to be repreeented Ihlt Mra. Jndson waa 
entirely daatitata. She bad aome property, bntit 
leema (o have been inadequate for the pnrpoee vf 
BDpporting and edacating her famiiy. II doea not 
appear that Mr. Fletcher had acoeas to any docn- 
menta except thoae which had appeared in the 
pnbliojoarnala; and it Mems vei7 olear Chat there 
waa DO requeat on the part of Mr*. Jadson or her 
fbnily for Mr. Flatoher'e publication. The Ikcta 
and clronmBlanoea alated in the letter appear there- 
fore to be BubBlanUalty trne. 

In the BBoond plaoe we are to coDeider whether 
Dr. Wayland'a oomment, appended to thia alate- 
mant of the facta, ia joally made. If it i>, I do not 
Baethat it is objectionable in law. Bet in deter- 
mining the motivaa of Fleloher yon must look not 
only at tliia BtatemenI, bn\.al»o at the olroam- 
Btaooea under whieb hie book waa pnbliabed. 

ItappeaiB that oonaldeiablefltult had been found 
withDr. Wayland'alih of Dr. JadBou. Ouereason 
waa that it waa too volumiDani, eipedslly for 
ohildren. Bat the prinoipal objocUon seema to 
have been, that it advoeated a wrong theory in a 
differenoe which hae grown up in the BipUat 
Churoh. Complaint was made that it did not give 
a (air eipoaitioa to Dr. Jadson'a views, and that 
it gave nudna promlnenoe to Dr. Wayland'a views. 
And itBoems that a number of eminently respecta- 
ble people were of theopinion that another life of 
Dr. Jadson shoald be written. 1 see nothing in 
the way in which Ur. UiddledJtoh compiled bis 
book which ow be tbe subject of objeoUon. Of 
course he Bhonid not copy verbatim trom Dr. Way- 
land's book ; beeaiue in ao doing he might perhapa 
subject himself to damages for Infringement of 
copyright. Ton, gentlemen, most jadge of oU the 
fkctaof the cate, and you mast determine whether 
the motive of Ur. Fleloher wsa to supply a daflcien- 
cy, as he now Btatee tliat it waa. 

If, upon the whole eiidence, yon come to the 
oonoIoBlon that the impntation oast upon bjm by 
the article was jnat, yoa cannot find for the pldn- 
tiff; butlfyou^ink that it was not just, the plaiO' 
tiff would be entllled to recover damages. 

On the subject of damages, nothing which the 
Court can eay will help yon. YoD may take into 
consideration the circa mstsnces under which this 
letter was got up. It wae written by Dr. Way- 
land, and the plaintiff pablinhed jtwilhoat making 
any objectionable oommeDla upon it. But tn pub- 
lishing the letter, Mr. Norton made himself respon- 
sible for iU truth. 

A great deal of nnneeesaary testimony has been 
brought into thia case. Ifany ofyonareconneoted 
with this Baptist oontroverey in any way, you will 



be oaref\il not to allow it to eiert any Infiuenos 
your minds.

With the itatiaticc^ howefi 
pertain to literature, eeienee, and edneation, we 
we bave been particalarl j intereated, and 
have tamed over the pages pertaining to these 
■nbjeota, we have longed for the tim' 
wlien the United States GoTernment, or the lo- 
ealanthoHtlee of the separate State*, should 
tboriie the oolUction and publication of similar 
data pertaining to the whole or to parte of 
own laod. In etatietiea of thii efaaraeter, our 
country is now udly wonting. The literary and 
edueational info^atioD fpven by the oeneoe of 
'18S0. wai limited in its loope, incomplete 
detaili^ and in many of it* ttatemenle far behind 
what had previously besa made known by pri' 
Tate enterpriae. la tbe separate States many 
, valuable edueatioaal doouments have been 
printed, but for the moet part they relate either 
to the system of pnblio sehools or U 
ditioQ ofparlioular institution^ without giving 
that general view of the intcUeotoal cdndition 
of the people, which would be exceedingly de- 
urabl& England is as badly off as' America. 
France is, perhapi^ less defective, bnt much ie 
there to be deiired. Germany, both ae a whole 
Badeeparately,ieexeeedingly deficient ingeneral 
educational etatiatiea. In only one State l>e' 
longing to the ihind^ eo far as we are aware, 
have stepe been taken to present a complete 
)iyslematic view of the "Edneation" of tbe 
eountry, using that word In a compreheneive 
seme and not limiCiag it to popular schools. 
Dr. Engel, at the head of the Bureau of Statistics 
in the kingdom of Saxony, is engaged nponthat 
subject, and the outline of his investigaUoni pre- 
sents even a wider range Uian tbat which we 
are now eommending in the Belgian statietics. 
Italy and Soiilliem Europe is, in such renpects, 
almost f^rra incognita, Russia is not mneh bet- 
ter known. 

In the decennial volume above referred to, 
more than seven hundred folio pagea are oecn- 
pied with a statement of the political, moral 
and religious condition of Belgium, One chap- 
ter in this general division explains the eyetem 
of public inHtroction, primary, secondary, and 
Boperior, inelading accounts of every kind of 
school from the lowest infant class to the highest 
university, with all the figures whieh could be 
deeired in reference to the number of teachers, 
attendance of scholars, the expenses, the re- 
ceipts, &C. Another chapter is devoted to 
seieuo<^ literature, and the fine arts, and here 
are deecribed with the same detail, all the 
learned assooiations, all the public libraries, all 
the different mnsaunu, and all the ecienlifie 
journals belonging to the kingdom. A third 
chapter considers the enbjeet of public wonhip, j 



and a fourth is devoted to benevolent institu- 
tions, hoapilala, ssjlumi for t^e.blind, and deaf, 
and dumb, reform schools, and the like, 
thorough exposition is in fa«t given ot the ' 
dition of the kingdom, in literary, leientiGc, and 
edueational aspects. 

To this general volanie, supplementary report* 
are issued from time to time by different insi' 
tions. Among each we have just received 
account of the eitualjon of the Royal library 
^wn to Oct, 1SE4, which is not only interest- 
ing in connection with what ba* gone before, 
but for the new information it oontaina. We 
shall refer to it again under our Library Intelli- 

Tlie object which we have in thus calling at- 
tention to the Belgian Statistics, is to urge upon 
all whose official position is such as to 
them an t^portnnity of rendering a similai 
vice to this country, the examination of this 
volume and^the imilaUon of ita merits. Copii 
of the work may be found in several of oi 
larger libraries. Americaoi take prids'in b< 
lieving that in edueational respects they are 
quite equal, if not superior, to other eonntriea . 
but neither the actual nor-1h« relative poeition 
of onr conntry can be understood until far 
attention than has ever yet been bestowed, ;, 
given to the aoenmulalion and publication of 
statistics, not merely portaiuing to single :

As for the "admirable naval school at Isar- 
koeselo,' referred to in PiOnaai, onr informant 
aajs he never heard of it There is a military 
eoifa at Ciarako-selo, and in the beautiful parks 
of (he Palaoe, near by. may be seen some little 
boats, intended more for ornamenting the artifi- 
eial lakes than for any thing else, hut they have 
connection with the school. The great naval 

ninary of Runia, uoder the protection of the 
Qrand Dulta ConatantJne, is in St Petersburgh, 
'e it oecupiw a magniScent edifice upon the 
banks of th* Neva. Uoeeow has almost as 
many institutions for military instruction as St. 
Petersburgh. Other similar e«lablishments are 
located in different parte of the Empire.

hawked around onr streets, on tbe beads of men 
who protew to be Italians, can have bnt litUe no- 
of Ihe true Importanoe and the real artistic ex- 
ctitenos whieh may be given to such works. Soon- 
later, however, wo aboil come to roslije the 
I of this easy method of reproducing works of 
acknowledged merit These pisster cant* will be 
valued not sa suporscdiog original prodnctions of 
:he artist's chisel, nor aa ssliaiying the higltgst de- 
lirea of educated taste, bnt as fuaisbing a good 
idea of those rare works of art which stand alone 
n their exoallsnos, and can never be completely re- 
prodnoed. When tbe time oomos tor Americans 
demand such l>oftotifnl museums as arc the glbrj 
of every European capital, wo shall at first ho 
1 to make large draughts upon llio realms of 
gspesm. Nor will this be an evil. Eicelleut co- 
pies of excellent works will impart far higher plea- 
sure than aay " modern antiques," or wretched 
nrigiuals by unknown "masters." 
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Tbe principul which hs* goremed the fbrmation 
of the Dev Crjatal Piluu ■! B^denham i* nDdonbt- 
•dlj oorrect. There may ba smd welt mado oopiea 
in plaater of everj funouB pleoe of anoiaot or mod- 
em BUtaary. Few even of the moat fiiTored tra- 
velers Lavs ssati all Ibe ortginalt nbieh are fcre 
no well represented. The plan of haTJngDo plaster 
ruin would have made the manaum a meagor ool- 
iFction of respectable ijiodeni works or dnbloa* 
relics of autiqnity instead of what it now is,— » 
complete bistorical reprosenUtion of the firogresa 
of the scolptor's art In ever; oattoD. Napoleon, 
with all the trophies wbiob he s«nt to Paris l^m 
the museame of olher OBpilals, did not make a ool- 
leaiion which wonld compart with this at SjJcq- 
liam In variety or oompletencss. 

Via alluded not long ago lo the phtstcr casta in 
tlie New Museum at Berlin. The Old Unseiim of 
that city contains a large number of good marble 
atatnCH. It has scarcely any work ef the highest 
merit, bat a varied collection of those of modenile 
Talne. In the new mnsenm, on the oontrary, all 
the statuary la plaatar, — excellent eopiea of the 
UHMt renowned works or andent and modwQ art. 
In the magnifioent entnnco ball stand thote oele- 
bruled oolosaal horses, of which the originals at 
Komo are attriboted to Phidias and Praxiteles. 
These casta alone oost fuar tlioDsand thnlers. The 
nrigiaals cotild not be bonght for any priee. In the 
Apollo Hall or the same museam may be seen the 
wonderM gronp known as the "FnmeainnBall," 
which attracts at Naples sneh great admiroUon. 
This plaster oopy ie rained at twelve bnndrad tfia- 
lers. In the Boman Hall appears tbs eiqaisita 
groop of " Niobe and bar children," — and slse- 
where are imuiy other works of similar celabrity. 
Now, whicli of tiieae mnaeams is the more pop- 
ular, tlie old mnseum witli its poor originals in 
merbte or the iiowmiiHenm with its exceQont oopiea 
in plaster t Wo are assured, that notwitl islanding 
the ndmlMlon to tlic former is grntuitoos, while at 
the latter o fe« of five illrer groUens is demanded, 
the Btatnary in the old musenm is almost neglected, 
hat that In the new attracts throngs of observers. 

These works in gypsnm are even more important 
in their relations to the adornment of private 
homes tlian the; are in connection with the embel- 
lishment of a capital. One single artist in Beriin, 
llorr mchlcr, has thoa done an immense work in 
" diffusing," if we may nae that word, the produc- 
tions of distingnished sonlplon. The flniahed 
style snd the moderate prices, and Che great variety 
of what he offers for sals, has attracted wide atten- 
tion. There is sometiung very remarkable in tile 
enthosiasm with which he has oonducted this en- 
terprise. Originally, as wears Informed, a book- 
neller, he left an extended and proAlable baslnen 
lo start anew in this, to him, more fascinaling oc- 
oiipation. One single thing to which be has da- 
.Toled particular attentioD hsa been the coUeoUon 
of authentic portraite of distingaiahcd men of ev- 
ery nation. These he reprodnoes in the medallion 
form. In different slies, so that they may be either 
linng in lYamea upon the wsU or armngod in draw- 
ers anil oases like coins and medals. In deeding 
upon the model to follow he has been oonsden- 
tiuusly careful, always copying, where possible, 
portraita wliich vero execated daring the lib time 
o( the person whom they reprsMnt. JIJs ooUMtkm 
of tliGHC Ukeuenefl alone now numben several ban- 
So liighly is tliis collection caleemed in Germany, 
anil not only for Us artisUo but for Its historical va- 
lue, that tlis Minister of PohUc Instruction in 
Prnseia has rfcently taken steps to Introduce the 
pcrtrails into schonU. The wliole ?allecllon.is well 



toUlasfrate historical stndie*,an^BiDgle por- 
traits, in neat ftsmes, form excellent prizes for in- 
dividual aeholarB. If we are not misinformed, 
meaanres have also-been concerted for Uwir general 
inlrcductioD in this coantry. 

In diffgrent Ariea are giiven the sovereigns of 
dlffereBteonDtrietiin the ordarof their reigns, while 
the likenesset of other dUtingnished men may 
Im arranged according to their professions, their 
conntriei, or the times in which they live. In ad- 
diUon to portraits. Ilerr Elchler's otdieotion oontuns 
annnberof beantinilraS^t, designed by arista of 
Use higbeat merit. Among these the prodnotlons 
of Thorwaldaen are prominent ; his Day and Night, 
bis Fonr Seasons, and some of hia sacred pisaee 
being already well known !n this country. 

Herr Elchler is now engaged in preparing a fine 
aaaoriroent of his works for the Great Exhibition 
in Paris, to be held daring the coming sammer.

A farraer'a 
boy in Berkshire, u private at Banker Hi)), ft 
prisoner of war, a refugee in England, a servant 
in Uie Royal Garden at Kew, admitUd t« the 
conSdfnco of Home Tooke and other secret 
frienda of America, smt by them to France on 
an embassy to Dr. Pranktin, now lodged like a

anon, ensconced in the ifcret e»ll in the chim- 



ney of an old English mansion, changing clothes 
'ith a h<SK*'i • "qnire, or a scaroewow, as the 
ncoeialtj of the moment requires, fighting like 

madman by the side of Paul Jonee in the Eng- 
lish Chaoaei and delving like a slave in the 
elay pits near London, — the«e are a few of the 
evenla that checker the life of Israel Potter, and 
through them all he preserves the unmistakable 
charaoteriatiBa of a tme. son of New England. 
It ie something of a disappointmenl^ after fol- 
lowing our hero in these wild adventures for 
" re yesrs, to lose bis track for more than forty

Dr. Murdock furnishes an appendix, 
which this version is distributed into reading 
lemons for public worship, according to tbe 
original manuscript^ instead of the modem di- 
vision of chapters and versea The eeeond ap- 
pendix gives much valuable bibli<^aphicsl in- 
formation, with reference to Qte Syriac tronela- 
tioD of the acriptureo.

The CVe»e«i("(VoL II., p. 97). Tha creaeent 
haa been the symbol of the eitf of B^iantiam 
from a remota antiquitj. It appears on medal* 
aa early aa the rsign of Augaatos Cteear, R C. SI, 
and was in uaelong before that time. The origin 
of its ate was as follows: When Philip of Hacedon 
had overmn Thraosv he barieged Bjiantiam, 
and proseeated the *i<^e a long tjme with Tary- 
ing BDOOeas. The ai^e was rendered memorable 
bj the wonderful delivwance of the city from a 
night sarpriae, by means of • flash of light which 
illuminated tha northera horizon, and revealed 
the adTaneing masses of the Macedonian army. 
Aa a memorial of this dclif eranee, the Byian- 
tines erected an altar to the toreh'bearing H«- 
eate, and stamped a orescent on their coins as a 
symbol of the partenL 

Bt. Johntbtajf, VI, March lOfA. 

The Creiemt Montant as It ia nsually design- 
ated, was adopted by the Ottomans as the sym- 
bol of their empire, on the taking of Conataolj- 
noptein 1440. It had, howerer, been employed 
aa the iasignia of sovereignty tfnd rank, both 
civil and religious, from a remote antiquity. 
The Egyptian Int. and the Dianaot the Oneks 
had each their craafeot, emblem of the return- 
ing light; the Egyptian Apia, and the existing 
medals of Aleiander, Aagustus, and TrBJan, all 
catabliih a possession of the ereeoent insignia 
long before its adoption by tha Moslems. It had, 
in fact, been the symbol of Byzantium troia the 
remotest antiqaity, and the Uoalems under Mo- 
hammed II, in their conqueet of that city, re- 
garding the cresoent^ which every where met 
their eye, as a good omen, adopted it as their 
national ensign, and it has eontiuned ever since 
to decorate their minarets, their insignis, their 
dress, and indeed everything appertaining to 
their empire. Aben Mohammed, who over-ran 
Spain, A. D,, 919, carried the ercaceot reversed, 
and that country abounds with these symbols 



bearing sriaing from the achieve- 
ment* of partienlar familiea agunat the Moora. 

Of its adoption in heraldry, it may be noticed 
that the ereaeent haa been introdased in two 
orders of ohrisUan knighthood, lacs and 1448, 
and in a third order by Saltan Sflim, iu IBOI, 
and in which latter institution it ie especially t« 
be remarked that none but christians are eligi- 
ble for admittance. S. B. H.

The French Minister of Public InstmctiDO has 
issued a work on the Public Libraries of France 
and Algiers, from wbich it appears tllat, txclv^ 
in; Puna, there are in all tbe libraries 8,733,439 
printed works, and 44,070 mannaoripts. Bor- 
deaux has 123,000; Lyons, 130,000; Itouen, 
110,000; Strasbourg. 180,000; Troyea, 100,000; 
Avignon, 60,000; Dijon, 60,0OO; Versailles, 
66,000; Tours, (7.600; Grenoble. 60,000; NBnte^ 
46,000; Marseilles, fil 000; Amiens, 53,000; 
Toulouse, 60,000. In 1863-3, there were ex 
pended for all tbese libraries 407,781 frauet, of 
which sum only 184,227 francs were for the pur- 
chase of books and binding. There are 338 
pnblie libraries.

An iafonnal nteeting of 
totnj of onr letwliag publiehen, was held, March 
Slal^ for the pnrpoie of mntual deliberation with 
reference to the ipeoial iatereita of the TrUe, 
wbiiA reoolted in the appoiotment of a Com- 
raitee of CorreapoDdenee lo report at a (btnre 
meeting, On the fifth of lait month • regnlar 
oi^niiatioa was effected, and the Committee, 
HeMrs. W. H. Appleton, L. Mawm, jr., and H. 
H. Lamport, reported a Conititntion ia wbiob 
the object of the MMjiety is stated to be " the. 
traniaction of such basiuesi coonected with the 
interests of the trade, aa ma; come before it ; in- 
elading the establiahmant and regulation of 
Trade Sales in New York ; also, the caltiratioD 
of soeial iaterconree amoag the trade." One ar- 
tiele provides that no member shall contribute 
to sale* which are not nnder the direction of the 
AesoeiaUoD. The Committee also submitted a 
Report as to the general objeete aimed at b; this 
UnioD, which was anaDimooslj accepted bj the 
meeting. The subject chieSf diseiieaed, in this 
report, was the proper conduct of the trade 
sales. In view of manj objectione which are 
urged against the existing plan of trade sales, it 
is proposed to adopt a system similar to that 
formerly pursued, under which a certain defi- 
nite nnmber of each book was contribaled, and 
odI; that qnanUty sold.' It is also stipulated 
that each line of the catalogue shall tselnde a 
a sufficient number of boolcs to amount^ at the 
retail prices, lo at least twenty-five dollar^ and 
^ that no less thfui five dollars' worth of bo<^ at 
retail pricey shall be sold in one lot^ except in 
case of balances. 

With reapect to other bnsinest which ma; 
come before the Association, it is provided that 
regular meetings be hbld on the second Tues- 
days of Febroary, May, Angost, and November. 
It is hoped that by means of formal gathering*, 
many difficulties among the trade vay be either 
avoided or settled by arbitration. It is designed

■The patrons of the ancient stable-keeper, Hob- 

in, were not more completely exempt from the 
labor of choosing than is the student of Sonthem 
Botany. It is, in fact. Darby or nothing. Elliott 
,as been out of print from time immemorial ; 

Torrey and Gray ' have stopped in the Com- 
positte, not to be resumed in this generation, we 
fear, without aid from the Smithsonian or Con- 
grese. At the North we had Baton, Beck, and 
Darlington ; we now have Darlington improved, 
Wood and Gray. The Sooth are to have Darijy, 
nothing but Darby, ncless Cbapmao may 
to their rescue, or Btddell, or, beat of all, 
the Flora of Torrey and Gray should reoeive 
such material aid that its learned anlhors should 

erifice upon it nothing more than their time. 

We have tlie pleasnre of reviewing a book, 
then, that can receive no injury from any orilj- 
. of oura. Itia an aoMStbelieised patient to 
whom neither scUpel nor probe can do any 
barm, for oolumna of unqualified condemnation, 
shonld it meet witt such, would ^nly ntake the 
book more widely known without deterring a 
aingle purchaser. What we have to aay, then, 
shall be pnrely ttam a lave for the oanse of 
Sonthem Botany, and not to benefit or injure 
this particular work, and ibonld be estimated, as 
to ita value or defects, rather from a scientific 
than a literary point of view. 

At the outset, it is our duty to eay, that not 
only is this the only work in the market, but it 
is really a Taluable ]Tork, and one that ongbt to 
remODCrate the author and materially aid the 
I ofscienoe. It is scarcely possible to study 
Southern Botany at the South. There are prob- 
ably three citiea at the Korth, and several in 
Europe, that famish immensely greater facilities 
for preparing such a work 'than can be fonnd 
any where within the region to which this work 

adapted. We ought not, then, to press the 

rersights of one who, notwithstanding the dis- 
advantage of hi) position, has undertaken the 
irk from two suffitnent reasons — first, that it 
was needed, and second, that no other person 
felt disposed to ondertake it. . 

We wish, however, that the authorli ad spared 

1 Part Fisbt, vie,, "Structural and Physiologi- 
cal Botooy and Yegetable Products." This does 
properly belong within the eame cover with 
PABrSaooNO: "JesoriptionsofSouthem Plants." 
The latter alone needs more space than the 



whole volume contains, and Uie former is better 
left to books already in extensiva circulation. 
We suggest to the enterprising publishers to issue 
■ome oopie* of Port n. by itself; a greater book 
than this began ' at tiie 14Sth page.''

No reader of Qoathe'e "Faoat" will have 
forgotten the acenea laid in • wioa room at 
Laipaie, daaaribed ■■ "Aoerbach'a Cellar." A 
apot thna rendered famona by the greateet of 
German dramatiati, hai, naturally enoogb, bean 
Tiiited through a aeriea of year* by men of every 
oiviliiod nation, -aapecially at the time of the 
Qreat Eaater Fair; but not all who bare had 
tbia privilege know the curioua history which 
long before Uoathe'a daya gave a oharm to the 
location. A few l^enda, badly remembered 
and even more badly told, by tha waiten who 



have until tha praaent time diapanted in Auer- 
baeh'e name the 'gifta of Baochoa, bave conati. 
tnted the only information whieh the cnriona 
traveler eonld gain eouaeming tbia intareating 
loeality. Booh atoriea have only increased tha 
deaira for more aeeurate detaila in rq^d to tha 
strange ooeurrances and the wondarfnl inapira- 
^on of which this cellar baa bean the sitant 
witnaaa, if walla may indeed ba called ailent 
which nightly, for three bnndrad year^ have 
reaonnded with laughter, shoot and topg. 

This wish haa recently been gratified. A few 
months ainaa, after the repraaaotaition in Laipaie 
of Goatha's maater drama, so mneb new intereat 
waa awakraed in tha house where Dr. Faust, in 
bU the glory of hie blackaat artSi reaided, that 
pains ware taken to ooUeet and print authentic 
information eonoaming the history of " Aaar- 
baob's cellar. ' The faata thna aaaarlAinad form 
tha volume before us. 

Before examining theae chronioles, the reader 
should be introdaoed to the room wbioh they 
dasariba. Bight in tha center of Laipaie, a town 
renowned throughout Germany for its fair, and 
throughout the world for ila literary pnbliea- 
tions, stands a lofty houae, venerable enough in 
ita appearanAa, but Dot eonquoaont among the 
many aneiant boUdiags which front npon tha 
market-place. Over a low and ahabby-looking 
door-way hanga a modest aign, announnng in 
German that thia i« "Auerbach's oallar.' Tum- 
bling down an awkward stai^ease, tha viutor 
inds himself in a email suite of room*, dimly 
lighted by day, but brilliant with gaa by night, 
plainly bnt oomfortably famlsfaad, and indicating 
at a glauoa that some strange hiatory most be 
oonnected with their qnaint appaarauea. 

At (ba right of the entrance Is a room filled 
'With curious relica and intareating piotnrea, 
whieh ia evidently more interesting than any 
olber. It is tha idmlioal room which waa ooou- 
piad by Dr. Fauat, on his visit to Laip«e, and 
tta aame where Goethe, three oenturiaa after- 
ward, read tha life of the leaned doctor, and 
conoaived tha idea of hie oalabrated play. 
Chained to a pillar in thia room, ia the vld 
volume in which he read an account of "tha 
wonderfal life and terrible and of Doctor Jo- 
hannes Faust" On ona page of thi^ which i* 
copied in Harr Scholia's book, ia described an 
odd occurrenoe in his visit (o Leipaie. It ap- 
pears that the learned professor of tha black 
art unmbared at one time among hia Intimate 
frienda, some yoang Polish noblemen, who - 
stndenla in tha than famous tJuiTeraity of Wit- 
tenberg, the aame at which Hamlet ia aaid by 
Shakapeara to have studied, and which is other- 
wiM renowned as having been the plaoe of Lu- 
ther's early protestations against the Soman 
Catholic religion. 

Thue Polish students were eager to go to 
Laipaia to see the flair, which had evao then 
existed through a series of several bondred 
year^ bnt having no ready money, tbey were 
obliged to place tbemselTea nuder the protection 
of their " learned friend," who guided them 
akiUtViUy to al) the wonders of the place. 

One day they saw a company of men rolling 
ant of "Auerbach's cellar" a great hogshead 



ina ; but it waa done in ao awkward a 
ler aa t« give Dr. Fauat great sport He 
told the workmen that the job waa very aaay : 
bat they angrily replied, that if he could move 
tha hogshead aaaiar than they, it would be by 
aid of the devil At thia thf maater of Auer- 
bach's cellar came oat and aaid to Faust, that aa 
he boaatad so much, he should have the wine 
if he would alone roll the cask out of the cellar. 
Thereupon, says the quaint language of tha 
chronicle, Faust " deaoended into tha oallar, and 
put himself right upon the cask, aa on a buck, 
and rode it, so to say, right upward^ though 
not without every one's astonishment; whereat 
the wine maater was much aatoniabed, and al- 
though he objected that this waa not dona 
naturally, yet he wm obliged to keep hie word 
and promise, if he would not otherwiae have 
mockery in addi^n to the loae." 

Over Ibis cask of wine, the studenia bad great 
frolici ; and the cellar from which it waa drawn 
has been famous aver unee. To tbia day, what 
purporta to ba tha Teritabia cask, a monstrous 
hogshead, it shown to the credulous atrangar. 

Many other curious stories are told in regard 
to'Aucrbaeh'a cellar; but next to the one just 
uarrated, that of Goethe's y'uit is the meet in- 
teresting. The walls, a few yeara aince, were 
fraahly ornamented with illustrations of hia 
Fauat, painted beneath two old picturta^ sup 
posed to data from 1G3C, which shew the ad- 
venturea of tha real Dr. Fauat 
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Tberaaderaof "Ifalhatie" and "Madalaina' . 
will aeek with avidity a new book from the 
aame pen. Knoa the untimely decease of Cat^ 
rar Bell, we have no fbmala novelist to be oom- 
pared with Julia Kavanagh, unleaa it ba Hiae 
Yonge, and her style is quite of another order. 
The plot of Grace Let, and its working out, 
altogether, is not so satisfactory aa some of tha 
previous works of the author; but it it uotleai 
full of spirit, force of delbeatlon, and originality 
of manner. The heroine haa the aame vigoroua 
individuality, the same noble independenee of 
charaoter, whieh dtttinguiah the female crea- 
tiont of thia writer from the common-place and 
n^adve beinga ao neoal in modern novels. The 
story does not Bag for an instant, and tbe pro- 
cess of development in the life and experience of 
tha central personage it admirably exhibited. 
The interest, aa in other instanoai, is made gradu- 
ally to colminatewith much tact No authorin 
the sphere of domattie fiction excels bar in that 
insight which ensblea her pen to embody idio- 
^nera^ea of mind and moods of feelbg. In 
her way, she is deeply matapbytical. There are 
alao true glimpaea of natnn^ and ahe deala with 
the pictnreaqne like an artiab Grace Lee ii^ 
however, one of thoae novela of which no ade- 
quate idea aan be formed by an analyais of tbe 
plot ; it must ba read and viewed at • whole to 
be appreciated. It add* another to her seriea of 
unexceptionable worka in thia department, for 
which her pnbliaban have an enviable reputa- 
tion. In the family oircla it >* just the book to

have boen an oheerver, ftaat time to time, of 
oonlroveray wbioh has become so notorione re- 
specting our two great American Dictionaries. I 
have seen what baa been written and sent forth by 
the (Mends of " Webster," and, aleo, by Iboae of . 
" Worcester," whUo I have uaod the two works— 
and I think with much more than ordinary fre- 
quency and diligence — from their first appeannoe. 
I well remember tba Interest, hope and eatbusiaam 
with which, in my senior collegiate year, I flrat 
took in my hands Wabatar'a two noble qnartoe ; 
and, with lltda abatement of the lame feelings, I 
have parcbased and examined each successive edi- 
tion. I have also been familiar with the work of 
Dr.WorceaterfVomitsfiret pablicatjonin tbe large 
octavo form. These things I mention as introduc- 
tory to tbe few words I have to say, while I wish 
further lo stale, that I have no pecnniary interest 
In the matter, and nd motive In writing, but to 
serve Ihe canse of trntli and jastioe, and advance 
the inleresta of Itne and oorreot schdarahip In re- 
gard to oar riah and noble mother tongue. 

The two dietlonarioi then— what shall we say of 
themt They are Iwtb works of great value, for 
wlticb the respective authors should and will be 
held in long and grateful remembrance by every 
tme scholar and studsnt of the English language. 
Dr. Webster, ea all who knew him testify, waa a 
moat estimable man, and the large reaulta of hie la- 
bora show that he was an earnest, enthasiastlc, 
ooorageoue, and successful student, particuturly in 
the department to which he gave by far the best 
portion of his long life. He toiled bard, and not 
in vun, and be has left, in the work under consid- 
eration, a mcnnment more durable than braaa. 
And Dr. Worcester, who ia stilt among the living, 
ban tbe high eateam of allw^L^owbim, whUa 
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his loD^ooDUaned and b*rd \itwij labor hu 
vroDgbt out for liim a nimB whioh pa*l«ri^ will 
not " williufly let die." The iatalligent in th« 
oominoaitj reipeat thete hODOrsd Dame>, and wb; 
■hould tho land be filled with oontroveny, and 
miuivei charged with tbe apirit of atrlfe be MDt 
IdM ever; atadeot's itadj and office, to make him, 
if peeeiUo, a portiniD in this ignobls tUotloiiarj 

Of Webster's Dictionary it miut be admitted that, 
»a it le maah tba lai^r book, ea It ia generally 
iiiu<ih more extended iu.ita dvBDltioiM of word*. 
It 11 e«id Dot to aoDlala ao many worde aa Woroea- 
tar'g, but B birgar epaoe ia givsa to the deeoripUc 
ofthair maanlDg and to oitatioDs tram ■tandaxd 
authori. And tiili ii (he great, diiUnotiTe merit 
of the work, ii a mere iIsSdIiik " word-book" for 
tha English langoage, it oertainly had no equal at 
the time of lie pnblioatiOD. S1d<», however, the 
Kaglish luigDage doea not stand atill, there was a 
noocMity Chat thia great work ahoald, aoonar or 
later, he ■arpaaaed even ia the department in 
nrhioh it chiefly eioeta ; and thla, wa may tay, baa 
already been done, tbongb not to the extent which 
miglit have baaa aniicipated, by tha large " Imps- 
rial Diotiooary," la two royal octavo volumea, pob- 
lished at Glasgow, by Blackie & Son, In ISU. 

Id respeoC to orthography and pronundaCIon, the 
principal namea In the great oommanlty of letlera 
being jndgea, Webster U not anthority, and shopld 
not be followad as a goida. And thaee twodepart- 
menta of orthography and orthmpy are very ~ 
portent in a lenleon which la to be naed in 
schools, onr printing offleoe, and in the private 
atadiea of onr profenaional men and public apesk- 
era. It ia not, and aevar abooid be, for deflnltiona 
alona that we go to tbe dictianai7, bot qoite ai 
oCten, and in tbd case of yoang persona, oanally 
mneh oltsncr, to datermlna tha manner 'in which 
diffioDlt words arc to be tpMit and prammtiead. 
The art of correct spelling, and a oorreet and ele- 
gant prODOnaisMoD, is tmty a great art, and no one 
can olaim to ba an aocomplhihed aoholar wbo faila 
Ip these things. And here the palm mnst certainly 
be awarded to Worooiter. His orthography la tJiat 
of neariy all modoru writers of eminenoa, wbo nae 
the Engliah langnsgo, >nd haa the aanctioo of well 
nigh nniversai nsago for tbe Isat hondrsd years. In 
thia respect Wabsier'a is an innovator, not always 
without reason and analogicdl consiatency on hia 
side, but atill an Innovater, while Worcester beeps 
company with tho multllode of distiDgnisbed wrv- 
ters both in Englmul and America. 

And now wc ooina to lbs matter of pronuncia- 
tion, which, as has been Bold, ia one of much im- 
portanoe in ■ dictionary. In a coltivatad state of 
social; it la not onough to know tha meaning of 
words, but we mnst know bow to attor them, what 
articnlar sonnds to give to tbe lattars and sylla- 
blea, and whore to pleoe tba principal accent. And 
few thinge in tha aCndy of our Ungnoge are worthy 
of more care l^an this. A good pronuiiciation ia 
not only an uaoomplisliment, bnt it odds vary mach 
to one's power both in pobllo speaking and in con- 
versation. A eorieot and elegant method of ntCer- 
iug and aooentiog words is, in thot, one of tbe prin- 
cipal charma wliioh a speaker poesossee to move 
aod InUroat onr faeilngs. Of this our best pablio 
speakers, and those who excel in oonver«sUan, are 
well aware, and bonca tfac; lake pains to satisfy 
themselves what Is usage and aatborlty in thia re- 
spect. They are thonghtrni and carerui as to the 
sound they give to lotten, and as to seoentnation. 
Though there ia an observable divaniity among dia- 
tingoishad orators in the manner of aonndingsjlla- 
blea and lelton, and laying the accent, there U, 
navertheless, a very general agreement among all 



who aS[drG to propriety and eleganoe Id this re- 
spect; and where there ia a dlOarenoe or deviation, 
it ia not usnally a matter of oocidant, but the delib- 
erate prebrenea of one's own taste or jodgmsnt. 
To be eareleaa or indifferent in thia parlicnii 
ever Co be unscholar-like, if not vulgar. 

Now, in the artiole specially under conuderation, 
it soams to me that Dr. Worceatar'a DietlODary 
no compeer in Che English language. In the Srst 
place, he bos himself given much attention to this 
subjeet, and, after a oarefbl oonsaltaUon, both ol 
general usage and the moat eminent written an- 
thoriUas, Indicated his own judgment and prefer- 
ence in regard to each particular word in bia extea- 

locabulory. In the next place, be gives us tbe 
judgment or profbranee of all, or nearly oil, tba 

out orchmpiata for the last century upon n 

of diverse ordiaputed pronunciation. Tliis is done 

under each such word, and ia a meet valuable faa- 

of his work. In the third place, we have 
many shjrt and well-Umad remarks from Wslkor 
and other eminent authoriliea, which aaslHt the oors- 
fut aCudent in fixing hia own prefereaoe and useige. 
Aseiampleaof such remarks, tbe reader is reftrred 
to the words prayer, aoaploMt, aoiind, rmit*, 
And this, it seems to ma, every scholar must regard 
aa a very importout adililion to a dictionary, and a 

bis as well OS interesting pecnliarity of the 
work under review. lu the department of defini- 
tion, though Webster bae>the advantage in being 

extenaiva, yet Worcester is singularly sicel- 
lent for Che space which hia pages allow. In soma 

, where it is most needed, he ia even mora full 
and satufocCory than Webster, ss under Che words 
dictionarif, progrttt as a verb, wayteard, Ac., and 
'1 CBsea, so far as 1 have examined, he ia re- 
markable for accuracy and discrimiuation. Indeed 
the breviiy, point, sod ciearness with which he de- 
fines even difficult words, is often surpriwng. In 
this respect 1 think his work deserves oommenda- 
'OD which it haa seldom, if ever, received. 

Now, it seema to me, that for aatandard In our 
schools, for fkmily oae, and Ibr Che frequent conenl- 

I of Che scholar and Che prohasionol man, and 
especially tbe public apeaker, Woroeeter'a Octavo 
Dictionary is a aort of indispensable poesetslon. 
In the public library, the school room, and the wall 
fiiroiBhed stndy or office of the literary or profes- 
sionsl man, it should not stand atone, buCl>e flanked 
by the more ponderous volume of Webeter, as re- 
vised by Prof. Ooodrioh, and wheia maaua are not 
wanting, also, by Johnson, Biohardson, and Dr. 
Ogilvie's Imperial Dictionary. Still, for all common 
purposes of orthography, pronunciation, and defl- 
Ition, let Wcroester have his proper place, which 
Che highest on Ae roll of good judgment, cor-

Joasph B. Felt, who had been 
some aighteoD years the hithfnl librarian of theao- 
cjcly, also declined a reelootion, as ba ia now Iha 
librarian of the Congregationai Library Association. 
Dr. S. K. Lothrop anoooada Mr. Felt as librarian to 
tha Historical Sodel;. The troatoaa, under the will 
of the late Samaal Applelon, of this oity, have 
transferred to tha Society atooka to the value often 
thonaand dollars, tocouatltnteafkinO, the income of 
whioh ia tobe devoted to procuring, preserving and 
publishing Historical papara. Qeorge Uvarmore, 
£a({., preaented a speoial leport, e^pretsing tha 



gra'itada of the society for thia lilMral legaoy, and 
r«commendiDg that a memoir of tha genarons donor 
be published In tlis Soolat;'s oollectlona. Kev. Dr. 
Lothrop la to prepare tha m«m(dr. Bon. B. C. 
Winthrop presented to the aodety, in behalf of tha 
widow of the late Isaac P. Davis, Esq., a oarions 
aatlqne ehair, fcrmarty the property of tfaa re- 
nowned Dean Berkeley, and made for him in 
Bome, after the manner of the corals of tha ancdant 
Soman Uaglatntes. S^d ehidr is balieved to be 
real solid mattar, and not marel; an Idea or appear- 
ance. Another iotereetiag Incident at tba meeting 
was tha annoanoement that the ManuMrlptHiator; 
of the Plymonth Colony, written byOov. Bradford, 
Iain poeaccelonoftheLord Bishop of London, who 
hw granted to the UassaohuaaCta Bistoriosl Bodet; 
ftill parmlssion to cop; It tor pnhlioation in the next 
volume of the Sodaty's oollactlon*. The mana- 
soript wa« in the handa of Bev. Thomas Prince 
when fae prepared hia Raw England Cbrooolog;, 
and of Hntohinaon when he wrote the History of 
Ua«aobaaattB, bat waa snddeni; lost sight of; and, 
as 'it waa snppoeed, Irreooverably. But thaj wefa 
reoanlly diaoovered to ba in the Fnlham Library, 
throoghtha reading of oartainnolaa in an Hiatorioal 
work, by Rev. John 8. Barry, who ia preparing a 
Uiator; of Haaaaohusetts.

By reference to tbe letter of our Boston 
respondent, our readare will find an accoant of 
the late Anonal Meeting of the MAsucnuanrs 
HutobicalSocibtt, wbiob,a8the earliest of these 
organiiations, ma; be called the Parent Society. 
Ttie reeeatdisoovery oftheloetMSS-ofQov.Wm. 
Bradford's History of Pljmooth Colony, from 
1602 to the end of 1B46, is also alluded to. It 
will probably make an octavo volume of over 
300 pages. This, allbough it baa been ezten- 
aively used by Rev. T. Prince in his Sew England 
Chronology, will prove a valuable discovery, as 
it will donbtleaa fumiah additiooal illuatratious 
of Bome of the mora obacore parte of Haasa' 
ohosetla history. 

In addition U> the particnlan furnished in our 
lastarUela concerning tbe Jf(B««.^sfoHca/ Soei- 
^yiWegive the following items respecting its op- 
ersUons. The Society has now a fund of abont 
$6,000 bestowed by the SUte, and the collection 
of MSB. and printed works ia qnite valuable. 
Another volume of ColleatioDs, of abont 400 

Eage^ will be pnblished soon. Beaides the sn- 
oal meeting, held at Bmnswiok ia Septedbar, 
there are also special meetings convened at Port- 
land and Augusta. The last was held at Angoata, 
Feb. 2, at which several intareeting eommnni- 
oationa were read. One of theae was a very 
amneing paper prepared by H. C. Bobbins, in- 
troduotory to an antogrsph letter from Waab- 
ington to Qja. Enoi, in 17SB, acknowledging 
die receipt of a piece of cloth manafaotared at 
Hartford, where the first cotton-mill in the Uni- 
ted Stales was aatablisbed. At the evening sea- 
aion, the opening addrees was delivered by the 
Hon. Wm. Willis, Recording Seoretary, who re- 
viewed the hiatory of Ibe Society, wilb inciden- 
tal noUcea of other kindred associatiana, and of 
the diatingaisbed early mem beta of this Society, 
many of whom are no longer surviving. He 
then instituted a oompant^ve view of the eon- 
dition of the State at the time of il* admissian 
to the Union in ISiO, and at tba present time, 
recurring also to the prominent parts of the early 
history of the State. Among Uia valuable ata- 
tistjcs of this addreaa wa find that juat one hun- 
dred years ago tho whole popnlation of (he State 



was bnt 10,000; while now it is 600,000, and 
6t,000 of natiTa-bom ciliiena of Maine are resi- 
dents of other Slates. Prot Packard read an 
interesting article on " Parton SoMt," an eoeen- 
trie and noted clergyman of former times. Hr. 
Mr. J. 0. Abbott, writer ot the " Napoleon Pa- 
pen," gave some acoount of the lata semi-eenten- 
nial gathering of the N. Y. Hietorioal Society; 
and after a very agreeable meeting the Society 
a^onmed. 

Ve also add aome statements reipeoting Uie 
condition of the SUtorieal Bocitty of Ptmuslva- 
nia. Ha library of this Society now contains 
three thousand five hundred volume^ besides 
a)M>nt two thousand unbound pamphlets, and a 
large number of valuable mannaeripla. Tha 
books are entirely of an hialorical cliaraeler, and 
many of them are of great rarl^ and value. — 
With \^e ezeeption of a few volumes, the entire 
oolleeljon ia the result of variona and eeostant 
donations by the membera of the Society and 

In tha hall of the Bociety are about forty por- 
traiU. bast and half-length, of peraons distin- 
guished in the snnala of Bennsylvania; bat few 
are originals, all, however, are creditable works 
of art Among tbe originala are portraita of 
William Fenu and Benjunin Franklin. Among 
tbe landsoapea are viewsof FortNeeeeaityatUie 
Oreal Maadowa, of Braddock'a battle-field on the 
Monongabela, Braddock'a grave by the road- 
side, and Penn's grave at Bsoonafield. There 
are numeroos objeote of ourioai^ and intareetlng 
relics in tha cabinet. 

A oonaiderable increaae has occurred in tbe 
laat two years in the nnmber of member* of the 
Society. Younger men are taking position, and 
during the past year have displayed • ceal aa 
fervent and exhibited abilitiea of as high an or- 
der as have any who have gone before them. 
Bome nf the beat literary productions of the city 
have in that time been read at the meetinga of 
the Society; while Hon. Winthrop Sargent'a 
History of General Braddook's Expedition, just 
publiihcd, refleela high credit npon the Society 
who have ahswn such juat appreuation of the 
anthor's abUilJea. 

nte system of publtcaljou by a fund, has 
already Iteen alluded to. The money is invested 
and held by Trustees, and only its interest can 
be need. The Society and individaala aid the 
fund in its preaent weak atate— iU principal, but 
Sve thonaand dollars, being insufficient to pro- 
dneewerkaof eleganeewithmoohrapidity. The 
laat work itaued by the Soeiety ia a Hutory 
of Mason snd Dixon's Line, by 1. H. B. Idtrobe, 
Eeq., of Baltimore^ It nay almost be said to 
Bopply a gap in oar literary history — so widely 
known in the existence of that line, sod *o tittle 
is known of iL A committee of t&i* Society was 
recently appointed to inquire into the expediency 
of celebrating tha adoption ot ^e Conatitutiou of 
theUnited States as BgreatHiatorioal l(poch,atid 
to fix the day'on whioh it ahould be obeerved. 
Hr. J. R. Tyson, as Chairman, reported in fsvor 
of it* obeerranoe on the Anniversary of its adop- 
tion by the Convention, which ooeurred on the 
17th day of September, 1787. TJiit event will 
be eelabrated on the ITth of 8w|embar, IBSS, 
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in PhiI«d«IphU, hj Ihs delirary-or a pnblio dU- 
eoune, and othar Hiitorieal Sooieties kIU ba 
iDTited to JoiD ID the festiTitiea It ii also pi 
posed to opoD a tpMlal eorrMpoadeiice ni 
kindred uiociatioaB, ia order to iDinre loii 
oommon pUn of aotloo. 

At the iMtmouthlf meetJDgof iheKKw-ToiK 
HutoauuL SooiBTT, tha death of Hr. Jamei 
Brown, bookaaller, of Botlon, wu refarr«d to 
by RaT. Dr. Oagood. It waa meDtioned that he 
had been largely coDoaraed with hiitorical pab- 
liuationa, aod wm the fint to bring out the great 
works of Sparks, Banorott, PreeooU, and others ; 
and that he had b««n lately meditating a sehame 
tor a Sariol Cyelopedia of Ameriean History. 
The librarian read a letter which he bad re- 
ceived from Mr. Maunsell B. Field, late Reeord- 
ing Seoretaiy of tha Soeiety, dsted at Paris, 
Fabroary 24, 1S55, giving an aoeonnt ^ a 
oent neating of the Audeniy of Moral and 
Politioal Seieneai of the Institota, at which H. 
GuUoi dabvared an addraea upon the inteUea- 
tual aotiTity of the Uoit^ Stale*. Vi. Field 
(Dggested the prapsration of a paper which 
■hoolJ present some a«eaiiiit of the raanlta of oar 
istellactaal activity in the department of His- 
tory, and eapeoially the labors of the Hiatorioal 
Societies in the several Statea The R*t. Dr. 
RabineoD then read an article aatitled "Histor- 
ical Noticei of Capernanm," being a record of 
hlijoumeyiiigBinraleatiDe, with historical 
fereneei to the plaee* he had viaited. 

Tha AinanuH AsnoDAauH Sooiect held its 
semi-aaoual meeting on the 24th of April, at the 
Library of the American Academy, in Boston. 
Hon. Stephen Salisbury, President, was in the 
chair, and the meeting was quite fully attended. 
The varions reports were read : and by the 
Treasurer's acoonnt it a;ip«an that the Society 
is wholly out of debt, its invested fiinda amount- 
ing to 426,606 84. Tba books being now ar- 
ranged in tha new bailding, where ia more ample 
room for tham thsJi tha Soaety formerly had at 
command, it it proposed to publish a catalogue, 
and to bind several hundred Tolumea of psm- 
phlete, which need this for their preservation. 
The nairt yoliuna of tha Smithsonian Contriba- 
tions is to be devoted to tha Society's report on 
the Earthworks of Wisconsin, by Hr. I^pham, 
with an introductory paper on the "history of 
the stndy of snoh remains, and the general po- 
sition of the science of American ArcbiDology, by 
Hr. 3. F. Havan. It ia intended to publish this 
volume during the coming summer. The Society 
has nanrly completed a collection of the original 
publications of the laws of this State. There in 
DO complete collection anywhere — not even in 
the State House. The Society hss a fuller col- 
lection than ii anytvhare else collected. The 
Bccessiona to the library durug the last six 
months have bean ISS l>oDka, 142 pamphlets. 
The fallowing gentlemen ware elected members 
of the Society : Edvard Tuckarman,- Esq., of 
Arnlierst; Kav.

The Sa»t Tmneitet BUtorioal Boeiety was 
g&nized in 1631. and chiefly for the pnrpoae of 
collecting materials to enable Dr. J. O. M. Ram- 
sey, the Cor, Secretary, to prepare a History of 
Tenneeaee, which was published a year or two 
sinoe aoder the title of "Annals of Tenneesea,' 
an octavo volume, embracing the first discovery 
and exploration of the country, and the ap- 
proaches of eivilitation ; the formation and 
growth of 'iThe Watanga Association,'* from 11A6 
tol17B; ofthat part of the State of N. Carol! 
from 1771 to 1784; of tbaSUteofFranklinfrom 
n84toI7BS; oftbeSUteof N. Carol ins again, 
from 1788 to 1790; of tha Territory of tha Uni- 
ted States south of the river Ohio, from 1790 to 
I796-, end of the State of Tenneeaee from 1796 
to ISOO. The library of the Society, and the 
museum and collactjoni, are rather valuable than 
aitenaive. The meetings are irregular, and 
members bat few. The officers ar^ Hon, Chand- 
ler Heess,LLD,, Free.; Rev. T.V. Humes, Vice 
Pres. ; Hon. J. R Croiier, Rec. Sec ; Dr. J. O. 
M. Ramaey, Cor, Sec, Librarian, Custodian of 
Antiquiliei^ Ac It is lacsted st Meckleaburg, 
Euoi county, near Enoxvilla. About the period 
of the formation of this Society, Prof Crosa and 
others founded a simitar Society at Nashville, 
bat it soon died, and still another was oonmenced 
there about IBGl, with J. B. EaUn ae Cor. See- 

Hie Qiargia 8<xittg\t«\i its preliminary meet- 
ing in Savannah on the 22d of May, I8S9, ai^ 
duly oT^anized in June of the same year. 
Tha meetings of the Society have generally been 
quite interesting, and occur on the second Mon- 
day of every month. The annual meeting takes 
place on the 12th of February. . The Legislature 
of the State have confided to the care of the As- 
sociation the valna^e doeumaots obtained in 
England by fiev. C. W, Howard, atlarge expense 
to the State. These are comprised in 92 vole. 
folio. Two Tolames and one part of CoUeotions 
have been published in Savannah. 

The Maryland HUloricat Soeitli/ was incorpo- 
rated in the year 1844, and is in a very prosper- 
•ai condition. From the commencement of the 
Usociation, up to the present time, the Society 
las enrclted 466 members, of whom about SOD 
emain. Besides the Urge nnmber of printed 
State and federal documents in the Library, a 
large moss of original papers relating to the co- 
lonial daye of Maryland, have been obtained 
from the British State paper office, and presented 
by George Peabody, I^q. The Library contains 
2,000 volumes, of vrhieh over 100 are local 



or general hiatorieai particularly American. A 
'Catalogue of the HSS., Maps, Medola, Coins, Ac, 
was made in ISM by Lewis Mayer, A«iisl*nt 
Librarian, Tb* Sooiety bae now in negotiation 
the transfer of a collection of about U,000 toI- 
□mes, belonging to the Library Company, which 
will most probably be added to the present col- 
lection.

The Society's 
Rooms in the Atbenaum building Baltimore, are 
open daily from 9 A. M. to 2 P. M,, and from 
4 till B P. M. Monthly meetings occur on tha 
fint Thoraday in each month, and the anoaal 
meeting in the month ofFebrDary. 

The objaeta of the Ifew England Biitoric Oen- 
taUgkal Sanely is indicated by ila title. The 
meeting preliminary to its organization was held 
in Boston, in Oetsbar, 1M4, and the Society wm 
incorporated in March, 1845. Ithaabeena par- 
ticnlar object of tills Sooiety and ita memben to 
render assistance to those who are eompoaing 
work* whioh elneddate New England local hia- • 
tory ; and it hot been an equally important in- 
stitution to those engaged in genealogical re- 
searches. There have already been published, 
under ila direction, eight annual vole, of Hiator- 
ieai and Antiquarian matter, and a Quarterly 
lUgiatar edited by Samuel G. Drake. The li- 
brary is quite full of interesting HSS. and vol- 
umee. The offloers for the present year are: 
William Whiting, President; Timothy Farror, 
Vice Pres. ; Samuel O. Drake, Cor. Sec ; Chsriea 
Mayo, Rec Sec. ; John Dean, Treuorer ; Luther 
Faruham, Librarian. 

The Ktnitteky Eittorictd Soeletg has a pretty 
good library — mostly the gift of ita first Presi- 
dent, the late Hon. John Rowan — but i% at 
present, doing but litde. 

The Neajtrtty IlUtiyrieiU Soeiely was founded 
in Febmary, IMS, It has at present 813 resi- 
dent members (being thore wlio reside within 
Uate), who psy fi annnally, and 42 llfe- 
bers (by payment ai (SO). By the report 
presented at the tenth annual meeting, on the 
third Tuesday in January last, in Trenton, it ap- 
pears that there were in the possession of the 
Society, at that period, 1,930 volumes (2,000 of 
du]>licates being iuoluded),and 2.S6G pamphlets, 
besides pictures, maps, paintinga, coins, ikc Dn- 
ing the past year there have bean 128 bound 
volumes and 111 MSS. added. Aiite, 30bylI3, 
for a fire-proof building has recently been pnr- 
chssad in Park Church Place for t2,S00, whioh 
sum haabeen subscribed^ by members and oChers. 
The building is estimated to coet (10,000. The 
last volume of the proAediogs published is the 
siilh, end the seventh is in progress.

The Witeontin Bittorital Socitty, loeated in 
the growing oitj of HadiioB, waa fint organized 
Jaoi 30th, 1819, bat B««ompliibed very little till 
it WBi reorganized under Its ohart«r, in Janaaiy, 
1851. There were at that time BO vole, in iU 
library — now there are l.SOO, of whioh ITo are 
bound files of newepapen. There are alio on 
band or Menrad abont twentj portraita^ to in- 
clude all the Territorial and State Ooremon — a 
eopj of Stoart'e Waahingtcn, bj lloa Snllj-'i a 
fine cop7 of Blaek Hawk, bj R. kf. Bollj, and 
hit originals of Bla«k Hawk'* Son and the 
Prophet ; a eopj of Jarria'a Qenaral 0«o. Rogen 
Clark, &0., Ao. Tfae Legislature baa granted 
this Sooietj a nnmber of oopiea aDnnally of the 
Stata publications, in aid of its ezohangea. Tfae 
monthlj meetings of this mUtc and enterpriaing 
society are foil of interest^ and the colleetionaof 
the SooietjF are rapidly inereaalng in Talne. Hie 
library ia open daily, daring the seHiona of tbe 
Legislature, commenoing with the present win- 
ter. A large nninber of Legislators, membere 
of the Jndiciarjr, eititent and strangers, viut 
and eonealt the library. Tbe first annnal re- 
port i* now in press, with teveral hiatori«aJ pa- 
pare appended.

At & recent meetlog of that branch of the Na- 
tioaal lDBUtat« of Fnuce knoirn m tbe Acade- 
my of Moral and Folitioal SeieDcea, M. QinzoT, 
tbe diitiagnUhed historian and Btatcaman, pre- 
> aented to the Academy a Urge nnmber of booka, 
eoUacted through the "International Eichangea" 
of Mr. Tattemare. 

Theae boobs yrexa from different conntriea: 
bat to targe ■ part were the offering of onr own 
land, that M. QuizoT called particular attention 
to their value, and proceeded to make some in- 
tereeting comments apon the "aotaal itate of 
letters, and especially of hiitorical Btodies, Id the 
United States of America." 

"There is in general," he remarked, "a false 
idea of American clviliiation. It is yet believed 
that Uiat nation is exclosirely devoted to the 
caree of its material prosperity and of ita richea, 
to com mere ial and agricaltural enterprises. 
This is an error which facts deny, abd one of 
those Boandalous impresaions which may possibly 
injure good intemaUonal relatioua. There has 
been, especially for aome yean past, a great ia- 
tellactnal movement in tbe United States. It ia 
only necessary to examine the Bibliographical 
Magazine, pabLished every fortnight at New 
Tork by Mr. Norton, nnder the name of the 
Literary Oaielle, and it will be evident how 
snbatantial and frnitful is the literary activity 
of the Americans,.^Bpecially in tbree depart- 
ments of science, — religions and moral philoso- 
phy, works on education or popular inatruction, 
and national history." 

"There is another indication of tbe scientific 
and literary activity which is manifested in tbe 
United States, and that ia, tbe great nnmber of 
pnblie libraries which have there been formed, 
and the extent of the riches which they already 
po3»eas. There are ia New York twenty libra- 
ries, either wholly public or iounded by different 
inaUtntions or associations, and owning 2HS,B00 
volumsB ; at Philadelphia, twenty-four public 
libraries, with 938,600 volames; and at Boston, 
nineteen public libraries, with 1S0,200 volnme». 
Many other cities present analogous faota : — 
yet none of these institationa are created or 
anpported at the expense of the pAblic treasury ; 
they are private fonndatioos, inspired either by 
an enlightened patriob'sm or by a generona self- 

From these and similar general remarks, M 



Gdizot prooacdB to apeak particularly of^e 
historical inveatigations which have been made 
in the United States, ennmarating many of the 
most important biographies of the men of the 
Kevolution, and paying particular praise to the 
historical collections published by the States of 
New York and Connecticut. It eaDDOt be deniad, 
that in the enumeration m^ny of the more im- 
portant historical works of America are not 
mentioned by the distinguished speaker. Pres- 
cott, Bancroft, Uildreth, the publicationB of the 
various Historical Societies, and that wonderful 
repository of historical documents^ the American 
Ives, are all onmentionad. These omis- 
are readily eieused, however, as the prin- 
cipal object of M. Qoizo^i remarks was t« illus- 
trate the great advantages which have reaulted 
from that system of International Exchanges 
which Mr. Vatteuaeb has ao long devoted hie 
time and strength. He reviewed in words fit 
high commendation, the labors of Mr. Vattx- 
iiAHjt, with which our reader* are already fa- 
miliar, and urged that system of International 
Exchanges upon the earnest support of the 
Academy- Their full expressions of approbation 
must be the more gratifying to M. V/.mmi 

id tbe friends of hie system, from the fact that 
M Ouizoi is well known to have looked at one 
time with great distrust upon the same plans of 
operation which time baa brought him so earn- 
estly to commend. 

The address of M. Goizor, followed with re- 
marks by Messrs. Dunn, CBiviutB,NAin>rr,and 
Cousin, has been printed in the monthly Journal 
of tbe Academy.

The workiog-clasaes of America, with the con- 
stant increase of educational facilities, will aoon 
be known as the " privileged classes." Another 
grand means of instruction and profitable amuse- 
ment is now offered to organized bodies of men 
who gain tbeir livelihood by the sweat of thair 
brow. Mr. William Haclurepa Scotchman and 
^ bachelor, having no heira in this country ax- 
lepting a brother and two eister^ who have all 
lied since his decease, in bis tost will and testa- 
oieat devised a very considerable estate, consist- 
ing of property, real and personal, some of which 
located in New Harmony, Poaey county, Ind- 
ue, " to be appropriated expressly for tbe pur- 
pose of tbe diffusion of useful knowledge and 
Instruction amongst the Inetitution^ Libraries, 
Clubs, or meetings for nserul instruction of the 
working- classes or manual laborers in tbe United 
States of America." According to this wilt, all 
the property, after the death of bis brother and 
tbe above-named nse; 
but his brother conveyed some of the property, 
ioocd a pvolouged suit, which has 
juat been decided by the Supreme Court of Ind- 
iana, confirming the decision of previous courts, 
and diepoeseaeing the present owner* of a large 
and valuable property. This real estate Is worth 



between 1200,000 and f300,000,Bnd the paraonal 
estate is about ^60,000. There 'a also a large 
amount of property in Spain, which was willed 
to simitar institutes that might be organjied in 
tbe State of Peonaylvania. With respect to tbe 
latter, tbe will provides "that as soon aa any 
Club, Institute, or Society of laborer*, who shall 
work with their hands, shall establish in Penn- 
sylvania a Beading and Lecture Room, with a 
library of at least one hundred volumes, then, 
aod'not till then, my axacntora are authoriced to 
aid and aaaiat them with a anm not eioeeding 
ttiOO, to be paid out of the proceeds of my prop- 
erty in Spain." Similar provialona with respect 
to tbe remaining property (in Indiana, it.) refer 
to any ItulUuU, Civh, or Satiety vhith mag be 
eitatlitkedin any part of tht Untied Sfatei, so 
that any organization of this kind may make ico- 
mediat« application for the benefits now for- 
mally guaranteed by law. Mr. Charles B. Nor- 
ton, proprietor of this paper, has already made 
application to tbe eiecutora of this fund on be- 
half of aeveral tibrariee, and will attend to any 
similar commission from bodies of workingmen 
dulyoif aniied, wbo may have opened a reading 
and lecture room and have a collection of one 
hundred volumes. 

Mr. William Maclure, who has thus shown 
himself the generous friend of the bard-working 
community, was quite a remarkable man, and 
in addition to hia business labors for the aceu- 
mnlatioa of wealth, he found time for the close 
pursuit of bis B<ueutiGc studies. He was an 
excellent Geologist, and tbs the author of a 
work on Political Economy, in two volumes, en- 
titled "Opinions on Various Subjects, dedicated 
to the Industrious Producers." He was the pat- 
ron of Thomas Say, the Saturallst, who accom- 
panied Col. Long ID his expedition to the Bocky 
Mountains. Mr. Say's remaina are interred in 
Mr. Maclure's former garden at New Harmony, 

which he caused te ^ erected a splendid 
marble monuaient. Mr. Maclure died about the 

IB41, in the city of Mexico, where he made 
tbe will which appropriates so lai^e a aam for 
tbe education of the moases.

LrrnuKT and Hinoaii-AL Hdcellaniki. B; 
Giouta BaSceoi^. (Harper A Brot, V. Y.) 

It is a pleasant inner view which the great 
historian of America give* us of bis tbonghts 
and studies in tbe several skeUhea of thie in- 
teresting volama It introdnces lu, aa it were, 
behind the scenei, and ebows us, part by part, 
Ae seetianeorthevut and connected machinery 
which is put in action in one magnitieeat whole 
on tbe large sti^e of historical oarratioD. It 
gives us the opportunity of a private interview 
with Bancrod in hi* study. We have a dietinct 
view of his method and philosophy, and may 
learn by what art* be baa built up tbe costly 
temple in wbieb his fame i* now permanently 
enshrined. 

It is quite noticeable that, of the oontenU of 
this volume, wbicfa is taken, with tbe exception 
of a few aubsequent occasional addreasea, from 
the aulhor'a produetiona from 18tS to 1SS9, 
there is not one discnseion of a purely American 
subject The author bad, apparently, not then 
plucked a leaf of his native laurel or east a sin- 
gle glance at the tree. We have physiological 
and philosophical eseays on the doctrine of tem- 
perament s, on ennui, tbe ruling pa**ioo in 
death ; critical studies of German literature aod 
poetical translations from Oerman poela; an- 
tique itndiea of the polity of Greece and Rome, 
and, nearest approach to (be American coDtineol, 
speculatione on the cnracter and growth of gi- 
gsDtic Rnsiia. 

The leason to bs derived from this is obvioae. 
It i* one entirely at war with the Enov-tfothiog- 
i*m of the times. We may here see conclusively 
Ibe policy and advantages of a profannd general 
coemopolitan enlture — wSen we find ooe of tbe 
most national of onr anthora, the most minute, 
pains- taking, laborious, loving advocate of Amer- 
ican life and character, streDgtbeoing his facul- 
ties and acquiring his literary power* in tbe cul- 
tivation of foreign letters. Like the flight of 
the falcon, the mind may Bometimes take a wide 
sweep before lighting on its pecnltar prey, and 
the momentum of the attack may be propor- 
tioned to the extent of the circuit. The benefit 
of a general enlture in preparation for particular 
ooocantration in any of the higher walks of 
effort is a truth supported by lo many analogies 
that it i* a marvel it should be so frequently 
misoonceived. ]Ve constantly hear, for ioataiiee, 
of attaekg upon the study of Greek and Latin 
litieratnrc in our colleges, with the queation cut 
6ono, and there is a decided disposition to divide 
and separate tbe full University ooune into par- 
cel stadics with tJie design of a profitable utili- 
tarian improyement of time and faculties. All 
thJH is bssed upon a very slight knowledge of 



tn nature. Bpeeial power may require, in- 
deed, apedal training, but there moat be«trength 

e ma*a before it ean be «(nieentrat«d In de- 
tail. It is not a eoneentra^on of weakness tbat 
i* desirable, tut of power. Philosophioally cou- 
aidered, we eome to the same result, Mnce in this 
marrelloualy proportioned humanity there i* no 
part which i* not InCimately relat«d to, or whieb 
doea not absorb, the whole. Actively or poten- 
tially, the mierocoem is everywhere.

When we find, therefore, Hr. Baneroll return- 
ing from the wide fields of ancient historical 
Investigation and modem European culture to 
piint minutely tlie characters of American Oen- 
erala who left the plow for the sword, or drain- 
iug from obscurity tbe hitherto unnamed man 
who have subdued forests and founded towns in 
the wilderneas, we find him atjil legitimately em- 
ployed in the same great work of liberal atndy. 
The knowledge of the past has taught him the 
value of the present, whiah h* read* with a 
greater certainty, a profounder sense of moral 
beauty, a new grandeur, with a aublimer faith. 
That study is worth but little which abstracts a 
man from common affairs, if it doe* not return 
him to daily life with new indgbt, nctrlove, new 
facnltje*; 

By cloae ioveetigaljon of the economy of 
Athens, Bancrolt has learned a juster valuation 
of the taxation of New York. In the efforts of 
Qraechni to resist the fall of Some he can 
more clearly tbe rise of America. From the 
contemplation of Kiusia be can better aiH-vey 
the vast spaces of h!* own land. 

Nor is it only by the study of great external 
events, tbe sets of foreign States, that the Amer- 
ican historian aoeomplisbea himself for hi* work. 
There i* another world yet to be studied. Tbe 
individual man most be traveled over, and tbe 
various provlnees i^ hb will and affections be 
inveatigatad in his relationa of aonl and s 
This is the great key t« historio portraitura— 
the knowledge of the aetor in his capaeitiea and 
limits — so that he may move along tbe page, 
even while ha ia acted upon by events, with i 
•alf-impellingpowerofhieoWn. lliis kuowledgt 
and graap of ehoriater ood alone give life to the 
narrative. The historian must weigh his man, 
measure him, eat with him, drink with him, sec 
him En his braity. In his study, bis business, bii 
pew, know his friondshipa and hia enmitiea — 
then ha may read him truly in eventa. 

The dull bungling narrator is forever confused 
by the perplexities of apparently contradictory 
facts; be see* only the outside of the diioon- 
nected parts, and hi* work is, in consequence, 
an unexplained painful medley. Let him 
bine properly the men with tbe incident^ and 
Uia ecene becomes olcar and orderly. In that 
seeming imbroglio, the French Bevolntion, 
interminable drama, tbe performance of which 
is not yet concluded, how little of it can be un- 
derstood without a personal knowledge of the 
actors — from Hirabeau and Lafayette to Lamar- 
tine and Louis Napoleon. It seems al 
wholly an affair of temperaments. This matter 
of physiology, "the doctrine of temperaments,' 



Hr. Baneroli aonooDcea it, evidently play* 
an important part in his studies, the hbtorioal 
criteria of fats great work. In many caaea its 
appLeation aolvee, a* by magic, the most knotty 
historical problem*. It brings us in contact 
wKh combined tmtt and free agency in Ihelr 
most impressive forni*. 

Hi* paper on thi* subject waa pablitbed in 
1B34, and made it* decided impre**ion at the 
time. Any one who onee *aw it in the reviaw 
in whioh it appeared — we believe "Walsh's m- 
ladelphia Quarterly" — will reoogniae it again. 
It i> a thing of mark — not Uiat it is new or con- 
taiD* any important discovery, but for its grasp 
of an old subject — the freshness and animation 
wbicfa give to it an air of novelty. The propo- 
sitions, wtthont elaiming the aconraey of medical 
science, are generally distioet and elearty an- 
nounced ; the iUnetralioae am, for the moat part, 
convincing, and are frequently brought forward 
with striking pietureaque effect The aketcbea 
of Fotemkin, the favorite at Catharine of Russia, 
in illustration of ti>a atbletio temperament, and 
ofBaxtusV., as an example of the palieat, en- 
during, triumpfaing, bilious constitution, among 
other*, are in the writer's beat eondapasd i^la. 
This is the pointed manner in whieh the Pope'* 
story i* told :

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Again : in tbe ch^iter on Ennui, which i* de- 
fined "Ue deeire of activity without the fit 
means of gratifying the desire," we have a new 
ehrystalline fracture, so to speak, of thi* polyg- 
onal human nature, developing, very h^pily, 
some of it* more secret proportjona. It i* a very 
ingeniou* and thonghtful essay. 

The papers on German literature are adndraUa 
deductions; tlie pore, olarlfli 
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aoQrM* of alady, with enoogh philocophjr 
thflm to Uke bold of Uib mind of tha reader who 
hw not made hirnaeir aoqnaiatod with the origi- 
nali. They are each studies u the first Oennas 
leotaren set before their highoat olaasea ; ii 
best aekdaMie T«ia. Th« papers are full of such 
r«tnark> as thi* in allmioD ta the literary iode- 
pendence ef the Qerman mind: "It is 
e*t«eiiied noMeoilf tor meo, who reside ii 
same place, or are employed at the same an 
sity, to advocate opposite riewa ; and the habit 
of aooduotiDg literary reaearehea in peraoDal 
Molusion, encourages the scholar to aobianet 
iaqaiiy and boldoeea of utteranoe." Again 
speaking of the charaotec which knticipates a 
national literatnre: "The heart* of - the man; 
will not be moved, eie«pt the appeal be made 
to paseioDB which are already strong, and gratify 
tastaa and awaken sympathies which are idready 
formed." 

One of the most interesting aaotiona of the book 
at this time, embraeaa tht "studies in history" 
of ths wars between Rnesia and Tnrhey. Thi 
articles were written in 1B2«, aRier the paaee of 
Adrianople. Were it not for thia date, we might 
suppose them penned by tb* light of the year 
186S : so dearly do Ihay (ra«e the Knarian 
policy and the [HMitioo of the snrroaoding ooarla 
of the continent. The French and English alii- 
anee WM not, however, Uien, a very immediate 
probability. " What force," he askg, "eonld 
the western nations oppose to the gradual ad- 
vancement of Russian snpremacy ? The capital 
of Poland is nearly the centre of Europe, and it 
ia in the bands of the RoMians. Anstria baa 
posaessiooB whicb are said to aigh for the yoke 
ofScIavonic maetera, rather than yield allegiance 
to the honia of Hapebnrg ; Pmaeia holds ths 
porta through which provinoee of the mighty 
state have Uieir intercourse with the sea; and 
probably the prosperity of both parta woatd be 
promoted by a union of ^le seaports and the 
interior under the stronger government'' 

Speaking of the capabilities and aehievementa 
of Ruawa — a theme which is treated throughout 
with dignity — he says: 'He that can neglect 
sneh results in the delineation of strongs and 
uncouth manners, or io the seoDdaloDt ehronielea 
of the liaentiousnesa of an immoral court, givee 
up the contemplation of the graat revolntiODS in 
national deaUuies, to the unworthy office of on' 
•lyiing the vices of individual proBigates." 

The remaining portion of the volume, occu- 
pied vriUi occaiioDal addraase^ including the 
oommemoratioQ of Andrew Jaokson, and the re- 
cent addrea* before the Historieal Soeietj, are 
freshly within the memory of our reod^ra.

Btted to write a biatoiy than to direct an em- 
pire! I«martiae baa answered the questions in 
bis own ease. The Provisional Government of 
FVanee is only remembered as the govenment 
of good intentions; and the work at the head of 
this article will be only received by the world 
aa an epic from the Frenob poet. It ia a charm- 



i^ book. It lures the reader from page to page 
with growipg intereat He ia fascinated with 
the ronootio reoords of the Mecca prophet, and 
the burating forth of the bud of Islam. He fol- 
lows the Saroeen career of worrior-glory through 
Syria, Perua, and Africa. With no less a 
iahmcDt he beholda the v'mon of Bagdad, and 
ita court of literary aplendor. He sees at length 
the Tartars of the Steppes, the wild Seldpikioni 
pouring down apon the Arabian empire, and 
bathing tbemselvea in the faith of the prophet, 
while they establiafa their sway at Iconium. 
Again, the Ottoman Turks rise before hiiu, 
mighty from the birth, and sweep acroai 
jEgean and over the rich landa of the Greek 
Empire. And just before the conaummatJoi 
their ancceaaes in the downfall of Byiantii 
his eyes are spell-bound by the terrific progress 
of Timourleuk. A huge MougoUc empire ariaes, 
like AladJIo'a palace, in a moment, to disappear 
Bpeedily, like a dream. Over all this eidtiog 
field of history and the ensuing career of tbi 
Ottoman Empire, we are led by Lomartiue aa 
enchanted ground. By the power of hia 
magic, all the peraonagea who pass before ua are 
erudite 'Sgee. noble worriors, perfect beauties, 
~ apotless aainta. We are all the while in the 
perfamed alnjoephere of OrientaUti;. Gold, sil- 
Ter, and preeioui itonea form the very pavement 
which we tread.

Let Lamartine write the history of the flilibus. 
Walker, of Lower California memory, and 
reoord hia name as thatofaaelf-denying servant 
of liberty and religion, who entered that western 
peninsula solely (or the good of his fellow-men 
and the glory of Ood. There ia a school of 
philosophy which profeases a mawkish sympathy 
for what it styles " humanity," and which kiodly 
baptiaea mn with ita Tolominons benevolence, 
changing ita name to "mirfortune," or "peen- 
liarity," or even some term of positive virtue 
Ths mother who apologize* for her lying child, 
wfth an expression of admiration for bis fine 
imaginoHon, ia, unwittingly, a follower of this 
sect Lamartine is a foU-fledged disciple of this 
s^ool. Where we are looking for a burst of 
righteous indigoatioD against the enormitiea of 
barbarie eruelty, the poet-historian ia drawing a 
halo amund the chief enactor of the tragedy- 
And his painting ia ao maaterly, that aoless we 



pntounelresonourguard, we shall be deceived. 
We are unebaritable enough to believe that we 
see, in all Lamartiue's laudation of Mohammed- 
anism and the Turkidi sultans, tiesides bis phi- 
losophy, the infiuence of a certain "port of the 
banks and of the meadows of the Cayster."

Bis preface savors atrongly of tha some origin.

With all its onesidednessand poetry, we gladly 
welcome this latest effusion of a master-pen.

the perusal of a single record. He should view 
the facta of iU biatory from Tarious stand-points 
and through varied media. He can then, from 
ivn judgment atrike a balance between the 
diacrepanciea of his research, and form somewhat

Mr. Joaiah Gilbert Holland, the author of this 
important work, haa already publiahed ^ 
rious portions of these IliBtarical Sketches, 
the eolumas of the " Springfield Repablica:

pies the larger portion of thefirst volume. The 
wars with the French and Indiana, and tbe 
Atneriean Reyolution, wiUi reference to their 
prominent events and controlling inflneDcaa, are 
described in their origin, progresa, and reanlts. 
A particular account of tlie aingulal ineidenle of 
that morement which is designated aa "The 
Shay's Rebellion," is included in Ibis onUine his- 
tory. The aeeond part of the work ia even 
more inlereaUng, as it records the intellectnal 
growth of the people in the establiahment of 
public and eduoational inatitutiona, and gira* a 
minnte and atatiatioal aeconnt of the founding 
of the aeTeral newspapen which have repre- 
sented the political or moral ideas of the time*. 
Some general details respecting the geologioal 
features, agricnitnral operation^ and railroad 
statistioa of these aeTeral eountlea, are aleo fbr- 
nisbed. The third portion of the work eom- 
priaes aeparate biatorie* of the Tarious town- 
shipa in which mneh purely local information ia 
introduced. The whole ia a work of mneh labor ; 
and haying been compiled, in the main, from the 
original town recoTd^ and from new materiala 
gathered from private aonroea, and baying had 
Ihe advantage of a ipena) reviaion and correc-. 
tion since ita publication inlhe " Republsean," 
it will now be received with additional favor. 
The sona of new England will be glad to revive 
the recollections of their studies of her ancient 
colonial history and later progresa of Western 
Hassachusetta, in the reading of a work which 
contains ao fall and interesting details. 



JTit Hitiory of Virgiiua. By Robert Beverly. 
(J. W. Randolph, Richmond, 1666.) Mr. Charles 
Campbell, author of the "Colonial History of 
Virginia," baa furnished an historical Introduc- 
tion to this work, giving some account of the 
life of the author, who was a native American, 
and a commendatory notice of his production. 
This valuable oontribution to the early history 
of the colony, first appeared in London in 170S, 
and was repnbliahcd both in Paris and Amster- 
dam, the second year a^rwarda. The present 
work ia reprinted from the anthor'a second re- 
vised edition, London, 1722. It eompriaea in the 
firat booh, a sketch of tbe first attempts to aettle 
the country, the discovery of Chesapeake Bay, 
and a brief account of the various administra- 
tions and governments. The seoond book gives 
an account of the natural advantages of sitna- 
lion, soil, natural prodncUona and game of the 
01.1 Dominion. The third porUon of the work 
embraces a very interesting view of the laws 
and customs of the Indian race at that period, 
and Is fully illustrated with curious plates repre- 
senting the appearance and sports of this people. 
The last part relates to tbe 'Present State of 
Vii^iola," as it appeared in 1708, and treats of 
the government, departments of judiciary, 
church af^e>r^ educational facilities, and the 
general condition of the people and country. 
These ancient records shonld find a place in 
every historical library,

The next lai^eat 
claas was that of Agriculture, ttcluding instru- 
meula aud operations. Next to this in number 
were those issued for Modes of Land Convey- 
ancea; as Wheeled Vehicles, Railroad Cars, 
Wheels, die. And still below tbie, for the Han- 
ufaoture of Fibrous and Textile Substances, !» 
eluding Machinery and Modes of preparatiou. 
The Fine, Polite and OrDsmental Arts stand 
next in order, including Painting, Sculpture, 
Moaic, Printing, Ac. These curious statistics 
show in the outline the bent of our nationsl 
ventive genius, which is ever restlessly seeking 
new channels of improTement, and making new 
discoveries or ingenious applications in the Me- 
chanical and Industrial Arts. The book before 
us is an exoellent compendium of Ui^ Patent 
Laws, and gives the most direct, accurate and 
valuable informatioD reapeetieg the beat me- 
thods to be pursued in seeking to obtain legal 
protection for new inventions. A brief sketch 
of esrly Amerioan Inventions and Discoveries 
is added, as an Appendix to the work, including 
also a General Chronology of Important Data 
and InTentions, 

■ Progreit of the United Slatei, by George 
Tucker. (Press of Hunt's Merchants' Hagaiine.) 
The present edition of this compendious statisti- 
cal work embraces a view of the progress of the 
United States in population and wealth, during 
fifty years, or from 1790 to IS40; vith a new 
appendix of seventy-two pagei^ which contains 
an abstract of the census returns of 1B50, thus 
bringing the Sgnres down to the latest period. 
It may seem a dry study, to run over these sta- 
tistical tables, but they involve ■ vast amount 
of useful and neoeasary information, and we cer- 
tainly cainot_ ascertain, what is the actual 
growth of Sutes, either in the number of their 
inhabitanla, or in their moral and intellectual 
progreae without consulting just such mediums 

TTu Aoitriean Dtbater. ByJas. N. M. Elligott, 
LL. D. (Ivison A Phinney, New York ) A con- 
venient manual of instruction for the Young 
Debaters, has long been needed. The jveaenl 
work comM nearer to supplying this want than 
any other similar produetjon which has come 
nndor our notice. Its leading features render it 
a practical and useful companion to those who 
are engaged in the formation of societies for 
mntusl enltivation in the art of Speaking. The 
good debater is shown to be one who hasguned 



the power of persnaaion over an andienee, who 
is quick to discuss what appeals are likely to in- 
fluence hie bearers, who has a large amount of 
general knowledge at his command, whose style 
is clear, simple, logical, earnest, and whose de- 
livery is artificial, and is accompanied by the re- 
quisite feeling, who is acquainted with the rules 
of parliamentary practice and who freely prac- 
tices the art of extemporaneons speaking. A 
chapter on the cultivation of the habit of speak- 
ing in an easy manner without the aid of the 
manuscript, (hruishce some excellent rales and 
suggestions to this end. Kot the least valuable 
part of the book, ie the very clear and eystem-

is a pithy and practical work, written with great 
poDgency and power, and calculated to excite 
atlentioa and thought towards religous troths. 

D. Appleton A Co. have published another 
Dave).by the authoress of "Heart' Ease," "Cas- 
tle Builders," Ac., which would seem worthy 
of an equally favorable reception. Although an 
earlier production, Kntnetk, or the Rear Quard 
of the Oraiid Army, needed^ot theprwrijs of 
its author's later works to insure it a large cir- 
culation. The book has an iutrinsic excellence, 
which must make it popular. The story is 
founded upon the retreat of the " Grand Army" 
from Moscow ; and the privations and distresses 
of that terrible journey are delineated with 
thrilling power. Though the plot la simple, the 
interest is well sustained ; the chsfsclera are all 
well drawn, and the style diflers little from that 
of Misa Yonge'a previously published works. 
We commend Kenneth to those whose tastes 
deemed tedioua the long dialogues of Hetxrfe 
Eate, and whose consciences rebelled against 
the pwulisr theology of Cattle Building. This 
book is liable to neither of these objectiona. 

Under the title of The Engliihman in Rufia, 
Scribner has Issued a very readable retuini of 
the ten years' residence and observation of a 
British Isdy smong the Musoovites. An unwont- 
ed interest attaches itself, at this time, to a sub- 
ject so familiar to the maHeei luathe United 
State*, as the " inner life" of this "nation de 
iarbares polii," and the book before ua will con- 
tribute considerably toward filling an "aching 
void" in literature. - The little knowledge we 
have been able, hitherto, to gain respecting 
Russia sod the Rassians, has been, for the most 
part, gathered from the hastily penned and su- 
perficial notee of a few adventurous tourists. 
We have, therefore, real satisfaction in com- 
mendiog this work, written by a reiident of 
the country, as being worthy of peruisl, and 
as containlog much valuable information respect- 
ing the Intellectual, moral and social condition 
of the C^r's subjects. Though viewing thing* 
from a Brlti^ standpoint, the authoress has, 
seemingly.given a candid and impartial relation 
of her experiences, and her book furnishes us 
with a'much -needed picture of Russian manners 
and society <o our own day.

is Sparks' Life of Franklin, and the Uiird, Long- 
fellow's Writings. 
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Ur. TtD*Hn, in hii " BiblicqpvluMi Ouide to 
Amoioui Utcraturs," potioed in a late number, 
givca an i&ler«atiDg BDr*ej of Amerioan niad 
and lilvrarj pTograu froiD the oarlint period of 
tha MtUamaDt of th« eooalrj, from nhicb we 
titract the following remarks : ' 

"The ibanrd tbeOr; ot man's InUUeotual degan- 
■rac; in the New World, obtained ottn^derable 
popaiarit; among EnropeaDS rbartlj subsequent 
the fbrmstiOD of the Cnit«d Btstea Ooreroinent, 
the Abtij KifTial, iahishiitor; of the Indies, being 
■sioDg the first of philoeopbers and sages to pub- 
lish the pitiful flotiod. Binoe then, ail who aj 
the not very desirable distinction of depreeiatiug 
America, have adopted the Ablj^'s argnmeot, with 
Tarions modificatioas, aocording to time ant" 
eumBlaoees, notwithstanding the man j able refala- 
UoDi it has reoeived. Hr. Jefferson, third Presi- 
lieat of the Republic, proved the Abb£ tn error 
ttom hia own moulh, bj qaotjog the oelebralsd 
speech of Login, the ludiin chief, aa one of the 
flneet epecimens of human eloquence eitanV Thia 
Iba charohiDsn ooaeeded ; but deolarad it to be the 
prodactioa of Ur. Jefferson. 7he Blatesmin 
ceived the replj both ss s eompllment to himself 
and as a retraction of the Abba's absurditj, whi 
it olsarlj was. Binoe then, the decided progresn of 
America iu all that ennobles man, is too patpibtato 
be openlf denied, although there are many wbo 
refoae lo sIIbw this msrit, or attrihula it to Euro- 
pean inflnenoe. Much of this fueling is owing, 
doubtless, to a want of proper knowledge; and, so 
far aa the subject of Amerioso literature is eon- 
eertted, we design to prsseot some hinlorical facta, 
as an appropriate iutrodnoUoa to the suoceedicg 
catalogne of trausatlanUo bookp. It is worthj of 
note that tha printing press was early ititroducoU i 
the British Amorlosn colonies. The men who baUlod 
with the inbospitalile dime aod uTagea of New 
England, for a new homo, were not nncons<d< 
its value, nor ragardleeE of its light. They airived 
in the cold wilderness of Uaasachnsetts, in Decem- 
ber, 1S20, and from that period onUI ISSO, reoeived 
additiouB from tb0i&ld World. In 1681 their aeoood 
selUement was formed at CambTidge— a name sig- 
nificant of their toTS of learning ; where, as early as 
IfiSa, they built an acsdeni}-, which, in process of 
time, became an honored college, ealablisbing 
printing bouse at tbs same epoch, in wbiofa, i 
January, 1 ess, printing ws* first exsouled in that 
part of America which extends from the Mexican 
Onlf to the Arctic Ooean. 

Theee handmaids to mental cultnre had their i: 
flusDoe in creating a laelc for literature, sjid are 
be regarded as the gernis of that fYeedom of thought 
and noirerHil intelligence which all concede as 
cbsraoteristio of the American people. That the 
press was but parUally employed at flrst, is uatnral, 
from the limited namlierof the ooloniala, and their 
oooQpationa of farming and repelling the Indiana 
bat it is ■ remarkable fact that, in a year after its 
eetabtiabment, or in IMO, an Amerioan l>ook 
issued from it (being the first published in what 
are now the Doited SUles), which waa »oon after 
reprinted in England, where it passed through no 
leas than eighteen editions, the last being issned ia 
ITMj thns maintaining a bold on Englisli popular- 
ity for one hundred and fonrtcon years ! This was 
the " Bey Psalm Rook." It passed through tweu- 
ty-two edttiODS in Bcollaod, where it waa eiten- 
sivety known, the last hearing date 1TS9 ; end as it 
was reprinted without the compiler enjoying pe- 
onaiary benefit from its aale, we have irrefhlabte 
proof that England piraUd the first American book, 



being in raality the origiDal aggressor iu this line. 
This Bfst Amerioan work enjoyed ■ mora lasting 
reputation and had a wider circulation than any 
oe of American origin, having passed, in 
all, through Mtentf/ editions — a very remarkable 
lumber for the age in which it flourished. Suocesa 
attended the colonial press ; aod in t6ts, tha first 
Bible printed in America, waa pnbiiahed at Cam- 
bridge. It was nnlawfhl to print an English ver- 
on of the Scriptures — that right being a monopoly 
ijoyed by some Court hvorlte in England. The 
one printed in HoHachneetls, was Eliot's fiunons 
Indian Bitile ; and although fifteen hundred aopiM 
were struck off, thsy are now quite rare, 
"sealed hooka," as the tongue b which they are 
written, is literally a "dead laiignage;" the tritie 
and all who had a knowledge of the dUleot, lieing 
long extincL Eliot's work is uniqne ; being 
once a monument to his piety, perseverance, and 
laarniDg. Its lilarary successor waa Newman's 
Concordance of the Seripturea. This waa oom- 
{Mled by the light of pine knoU, iu a log cabin, in 
one of the fVonlier settlemeuta of Uassaohusalta. 
It waa the first of ita kind, and for more than aoen- 
tnry waa admitted lo be the most porfeet, holding 
ita plaoe in public esteem until superseded by Cm- 
den's, which itsnggested. 

That learning was appretisted by the Pilgrim 
Fatbeis, is not very remarkable. They were > 
IhonghtAil peo|)la, deapising ignoranoe. The won- 
der is Uiat they found time, sorroundud as they 
were by the multibrious tronbles iDcidool to thi 
iotroduolioD of oivilizatioD Into a wildemees, to re- 
gard letters at all ; and it is not to be auppoaed 
their writings should he either profo>nd or lirilliant. 
8eh<riarship, however, was oommon among tliem, 
there lieing bat few men educated in New England 
not familiar with the classics. Cotton Hotber wn 
JusUj regarded one of the most learned men i 
time. He wrote in Mven iangoages with looUity, 
was the author of no less tbao three hundred and 
eighty-three works — one of which, at least, la etill 
preaerved in the standard religious literature — and 
became a Fellow of the Boyol Society, being the 
flrst American to receive that honor. Franklin, 
whose authority ia current in England, b4ani teaU- 
mony to Mather's merit. Bo says of bis Essays tu 
do Good, " perhaps tbey gave me a lone of think- 
ing that bad an inflnence on some of tha principal 
Ihture events of my life." 

It is rare toobaarve htoratnro and art growing 
■imullaneonsly with the planting of a colony. The 
tough work of clearing the forest allows but litUe 
Umc for the elegsnoies of refined lifs, even where

of the press, and tiears ita own comment. 
Other ioslances deserve uotios. Calcutta, the ca|d- 
tat of Rritiab India, was fonnded in 1E90, as an 
English fikctory. Tbe exact period of the introduc- 
tion of typography is not clear, but tbe earliest 
books known to have been printed there, bear data 
17T8- Intbisinatance, "Europeanidess" donotap- - 
pear to have operated to create a literature In India, 
however much they are supposed to have aided ita 
development in America. Bat sa a slight iUustra- 
tion of the efi'ecAbf American and BriUsh ochievo- 
menla In encouraging literary deurea in new eoun- 
triee, the history of Shawiieetown, on the Ohio, of- 
fera a contrast lo CalcutU. In 1818 that place waa 
a forest; in ISSe, ^ght jeors later, itwas Abriving 
village, with two newspspers I ! Wherever Ameri- 
can enlerprise penetrates, the printing press is 
found. It follows, sa iodispensable to American 
hfh. The citliea requiros mental as well as ali- 
mentary food, and so great is the deaire for read- 
ing, that printing preeses were carried with the 
army into Mexico, in the war of ISU, ttom which 
newBpspen were ragnlarly issued, giving all neoea- 
sary particuhus of the campaign. 

But we deeign to turn atlentioo to other facts 
mora decidedly in tbe way of contrast. We have 
ehown that printing was exercised in America io 
ISBS. The flnt typography eiecntcd in Boeheater, 
Kent, the seat of the Englieb bishopric, bears data 
1U8, or niuB years after the art was iotrodaoed into 
tbelores^of MaaBaohuaetta; and the earliest print- 
ing done in the great mannfncturiog olty of Han- 
choter, was in the year llas, or nearly one hundnd 
S/*ari t^ibitijvtnl to the eetahlishment of a pteos in 
America. The art wae flrtt practioed at OlB!<gow 
(BcoUsud) and Cambridge (Uassschnsetls) tbe same 
year ; at Exeter, the seat of another Eoglieb bish- 
oprio, in 1B8B— thirty years later than in the UnitAi 
States; and not in the great commercial city of 
Liverpool nntil after the year 1T5&— ons Jamirtil 
and ehwn yar» ItUr iKan u the United Slalet— 
when the populoUon was not Cu abort of 25,000; 
nor was a newapaper printed there Imfore May, 
ITS6. New York, Philadelphia, and Bcelon, were 
immensely in advance of her then (as they ore now), 
with fewer inhabitants. Another instance of this 
kind, and we will revert to other matlera. Louis- 
iana waa settled by the French, under whose rule 
and that of Spain, It conUDned for more than a cen- 
tury, up to ISOa, when it was sold to the Uuited 
Slates. At that time there waa but one press in tbe 
province, but in less than a year several printing 
houses were eBlabllBbed by Americana in the city 
of Now Orlsane alone. Thia patronage of the press 
baa its source in the literary taal^s of the people, 
and nothing is more natural than where there sre 
priutere there are authors. A taate for reading in- 
duces authorship, just aa appcdle grows by what it 
feeds on,"

Every operative pays a cont 
a weak to aid Id forming a fund for a library, and 
aeouriog a oonrse of lectures. The last winter the 
library aasociation faniished B «oaraa of fourteen 
lectaree, one eihibJIion, and fiiur conoerta, all of 
which were fully attandeJ. The Republican atataa 
that a flmd of 91,000 waa oraated for library pnr- 
poeas, and a syatem waa adopted by whicb tbii 
amount may rieadily inoreaae — simply by tha pro- 
vision that esoh person in their employ contribata 
one cent per week.

This library is open daily, 
ooe hoar at noon, and two honra BddlUonal upon 
Saturdayii. About SOOvolnmaean oonatantly out 
of tfaa library, and, allowing eaob book to have at 
laaet three readera. It will be seen that IfiOO peraone 
weakly share ita benaflts, and it cannot but be be- 
lieved that many an hour haa been saved fyomidle- 
or crime, and dedicated to high pureuita, 
through the Paoltlo Hilla Ubrary.

The BuKito Demoorat aays that the Library of 
the YonHO Mn'e CUBWiun AlsooutioH, In that 
oily, has raoentlybeen enriched by tbe preaentatiou 
ofacopy oftbaifu*^ JIva2«. The Asaociatiou ia 
ndebted for this iiljeral and appropriate oompli- 
ment to Watta Bharmao, &q., of New York, a 
gentleman whoae many aimliar sots of generoeity 
have aatat>Hsbcd for him an enviable and widely 
extended distinction. The JlutM BoyaU Is a ool- 
ieotlonofeiqniaitaoopifla, on eteei, of the namer- 
ooa painliags oolleoted in the Louvre. The idea of 
thoa making more generally available the rlehes of 
that great national goUeiy, originated with Napo- 
laon, who, whatever may be thonght of him aa a 
rsler, did oertalnly display a munlfloeut and right 
royal regard for the arte. The work was eiecuted 
by tbe flrat artiata of Franoe, and, though not oom- 
pleted under Kapolaon, was ao fkr advanoed aa lo 
furnish a oolleatlon, the equal of which tba worid 
ever seen. Copies of thia work are now rare 
and ooetly, it being only by an occaaional aocldent 
>ne ma be proeared. Tfaa value, therefore, of 
tha gift can be partially appreciated ; lo form a full 
eaUmate of ita worth, one mnat examine the vol- 
ames trbioh oompris«the work.

Among the rDannuripti en- 
rii^ed with designs, we would meatioD, those of 
the rellglooa rtiar, Flam'er, on the Plauta of the 
AaUlles; those of Toumefort, oont^niog the de- 
eoriptloD of the planta obaened by the celebrated 
oataralist in his Toyages in tlia Levant ; and two 
TOlumsa in 4to., of NoroDS, a Spanish physii 
and oMuratiat, relating to the plants and aoimalB of 
Javaaod of the Philippines. 

We would also mention the manuaciipM of the 
Abbey Usntriit and of 8onaerat on Eatopean Oi 
nlthology, and that of New Ouinea, and the a< 
oonnt, by Commsrson, of all that this nntarallit has 
obaerved, that ia Tsmarkable, in Zoology and in 
Botany, in the numerous conntrlca over which he 
has iTBTalad. This aoooont la eomplaled by nearly 
twelve hnndrad drawings {S30 in Zoology, am 
reminder of Plants), the most of them of grsat 
natural beauty, and of which Laeepede, in hii 
"BisliTire des Ptdasona et dee RepUles," and Cuvlai 
in his "Tableaa da E^e Animal," have made fre' 
quent naa. 

The OoUeotioo of paintinga on vellam fonuod 60 
volumM in folio when it woe (ranaporled from the 
library of the king to that of the Hnnenm ; the

■ant at least 8,000 sheets. The first of theee wera 
eiecuted lot Uaaton, Duke of Orleans, by Kleotas 
Bobert, who has, pertiape, never been sarpaesed in 
this style, in whteh be exoelled. The psinUngs of 
Boban, to the number of naarlj SOO, ara exeonlod 
in wotar-oolora, and daring naarty two Mitloriea 
(hay have loat none of the IVeshnesa of their oolor- 
Ing. Tho Aubrieta, the Vsu-Bpaandonoka, the 
Uardohats, the B«doat<a, have sinoe worked at thk

A great number of tlie vellnma of the Museum 
have been engraved ; but those which represent 
known objeota ore atill very useful, aa hirnishiog 
to the probaaora of the ^tablbhrnent eiamples for 
their isBaons, or as serving for models to those per.

Tha extraordinary price* brought for certain 
orticiesoft**tc, which were sold on thelOthulL 
in Ei^Iond, ore exciting the ottention of the 
carious in such matter*. 

Two Sevres raaet, standing only a feir inches 
liigb, were knocked down at 1,850 gninsos. 
Tbej were described a* "o pair of vases, rose du 
Borri, each painted with two gronpe of cupida, 
io Diedallion^ the curved leof-shoped lipe for- 
ming bandies, on ormolu plinths, 14} inches." ' 
Mr. Henry Hope wa« the pnrahaser of the«e ar- 
ticles, which coat the former owner £200. An- 
other pair, of elegant form turquoise, painted 
with ovol medallion* of o shepherdeH* with o 
sheep and a dog, ond a girl, bathing the feet, 4«. 
•tc, height IB inches, was sold for 1.3G0 guineas. 

Among the curious object* diaperaed at this 
sale, is a large crystal, on which is engrsved 
scan«H in the history of Susannah. It ia mounted 
in coppergilt, the work of tbe fifteenth century. 
Kound the central compartment is the inacrip- 
tion, ZolAdiol Htx. fYanc. Fieri fteU. From the 
account, published by Martene and Durand in 
1127, it would appear, that this eryslol waa then 
belonging to the abbey of Yosor, on the Menie. 
The art is of the same character a* the illuniina- 
tions in the MS3. of the period, but much finer 
in style. It 'a remarkable, that the Ft^nch An- 
tiquaries snifered soeh a ungular, and unique 
object to escape them. It vm^ knocked do»n 
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to the Britiih Hnieum for £2S1, a price in the 
eetimation of oompetent jqdgee, maoh below it* 
real value. It it said, to have been pnrehued 
at Bruuels for ten franos, and labaeqaeiilly sold 
to Mr. Bemal for as muij pounda.

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We copy the following notice of the Life and 
Labors of Sir Henry niomas De la Becbe from 
le Loiula* Alhtnaiai: — 
Sir Henry De la Beobe was ao example of that 
kreeomblnation,amanofadenoeuid s man of the 
world. He snooeeded In obtaining the end at which 
heumed; and he baa left in the Geological Survey 
and the Moaeam of Practical Qsolofy enduring 
monumenla. A notioe of the labots of such a 
—who was thoroughly praotioal before the 
oommenoement of this practical age, and who 
dmed at edaoating the people in scienoe long 
before the Great Eihibltioo made soieatiSc edaoa- 
tlon a fitahion, — cannot but be of intereet. 
Henry Thomas De la Beobe woa (be eldoat sod 
' Col. De la Bcche: hi* fkmlly belog desoendauta 
from the Barons De la Beohe, who'were settled at 
Aldworth, Berks, in the time of Edward the 
Second. He was born in London in 1796; but 
his yODlb was passed amidst the lovely valleys of 
DevoDsbire-. his first edacalion having been re- 
Mived at the school of Otiory Saint Mary. There 
la little doubt that the geological tendencies which 
were enbeequentlj developed were due to the con- 
templation of DBtare in this locality and in the 
lenes aronnd Channonth and Lyme Begla — rich 
I organio romaios, — which places were for Bome 
ne the residenoe of his parents. 
In IBIO, Mr. l>e la Beohe entered the Royel 
Military College, then at Great Morlow, but after- 
wards removed to Sandhurst ; on leaving which be 
eotersd the anny : but in a little time be resigned 
irotosion of arms tar the parauils of science. 
. nA of wealth and fashion to devoM himself 
to any etudy wee in thoss days a phenomenoDj 
the adoption of a science Uien in its inhncy 
and struggling into life, through the prejudices of 
tfae Ignorant and the timid, was not a little re- 
markable. 

Mr. De la Beohe, however, gave himsejf up to 
the study of Geology, and made It the business of 
his life. In 1817 be beeame a member of the 
Geriogical Society, then in the tenth year of ita 
inoe. In 1816 he married the daughter of 
Capt. Charica White, of Lough Brickland, County 
Down, Ireland, who died in l&U, leaving one 
daughter. 
The year 1319 was apent by Mr, De U Beche in 
1 examination of tfae geological formatioua of 
Switzerland and Italy, and hU zealooe prceccntion 
of similar Inquiries led to his being elected in that 
years Fellow of the Boyal Society, la 1820 a paper 
by Ur. De la Beohe, ' On the Temperature and 
Depth of the I«ke of Geneva,' Che result of a meet 
careful examination, was published in the iBdin- 
burgk PhitoiapMeat JounuU. lu hie geological 
investigstione of ihe Britleh rocks the Bev. Wm. 
Conybeore, now the Dean of Uandaff, waa, to some 
extent, connected with lii. De la Beche; and hia 
oommanicatiou to the Geological Soaiety was 
the joint prodnctlun of theee two geologiots,— 
snnoundng the discovery of a new &Bsil animal of 
the Saurian funlly, In the lias llmeetonea of Bristol, 
which they named, as being dietinclive of ita speoier, 
the PleaioeanrDB. From this lime the name of Da 
la Beohe became closely coonected with the scienoe 
of the day. Many valuable papers were communi- 
cated to the Geol<^oal Society, including an elabo- 
rate account of the Geology of Switnrland; the 
Fossil PUnts found at th* Col ds Bahno, near 
Cliamoaoy; a communication on the Geology of the 
CoNitof Fianot; and several papenon the Geology 



of various dletricle in the British Isles,— especially 
of Southern Pembrokeshire, of Lyme Begis, Dor- 
setshire, and of Beer Id Devonehirc. 
Mr. De la Beche poesessed eiteasive estates in 
unalca. He now visited hia property,— B alee 
Town, in the aeigbbcrbood ot Spanish Town,— 
and on his return, in 1626, be communicated to 
the Geological Society hie remark* on the geology 
of that West Indian Islendj of which nothing had 
been known prcriously. ' 

Between 1B2T end 1830, Mr. De la Beche pub- 
liabed namerons important Geological papera iu 
tbe Traniacliim* at the Bodely, the PhiUMpMcai 
Magatine, and the AmiaUqf FhSotepky, and also 
a tabular proporUonal view of the eoperior, super- 
medial, and the medial rocks. In 1S80 bia first 
book, ' Geological Notes,' appeared ; and in the 
same year, 'Sections and Views of Geological Pba- 
uomena.' Great ekill in the use of tbe pencil 
enabled tbe author to nuniah the whole of the 
drawings for these works, and to them all subse- 
quent illustrators have been ladebtcd. ■ Tbe Geo- 
logical Manual' woe published in ISSl, and waa 
speedily Iraoslated into French and German, — be- 
oomiug a text-book for geologists throughout 
Europe, and passing through several editions. In 
1S83 Mr. De la Beche propoeed to the Government 
to enpply the data for coloring geologically tbe 
maps, then in progress of publication, of the 
^dnanoe Trigonometrical Survey. This offer was 
accepted, and at ihe Land's End, in Cornwall, was 
commenced the greet work of this eminent geolo- 
gist's life. Mr. De la Becbe, who bore himeelf the 
greater part of the expense oflbe Geological Survey 
of Cornwall, devoted several yeare to a careful 
investigation of alt the conditions, litbologicol and 
mineralogical, of Western England; and he pub- 
lished a series of maps of Cornwall, Devonshire, 
and Somerset, which exhibited a correctness and 
detail Buch as had never before been attained. 
This Survey was furiy established under the 
Ordnance. "It woe,"— eays Sir Henry De la Becbe, 
in hie Inaugural IHaoonrse, delivered at the opening 
of tbe Bcbool of Uioce, on tbe tth of November, 
1861,- "It was while (in 1935) conducting tbe 
Geological Survey then in progrese, under the 
Ordnance, In Cornwall, that being fortdbly im- 
preeeed that this Survey presented on opportunity 
not likely to recur, of illustrating tbe useful appli- 
catjone of geology, I ventured to suggest to Mr. 
Spring Bice(oow Lord Hontesgle), then Cbaucellor 
of the^ioheqaer, that a collection Bbouid be 
formed,%d placed under the charge of the Office 
of Works, containiug spetumene of tbe various 
mineral subelancoe lued for roads, in constructing 
public works or buildliige, employed for osefbl 
purposes, or ttoat which uaefiil melols were ex- 
tracted, and that it ehould be arranged with every 
referenoe to instruction; aaby tbe adoption ot this 
course a large amount of iafonnolion, which was 
scattered, might be condensed, oud those interested 
be enabled to judge bow far oar known miueral 
wealth might be rendered available for any nndet- 
laking they are required to direct, or may be 
inlicnB to promote, for the good or ornament of 
their coimtiy." 

Being eupported in tbis reoommendaticn, the 
Dudeos of the Museum of Practical Geology was 
formfld In an apartment in Crwg's Court This 
collection In a short time filled one house; and even 
when the Eari Hsrshal's Ofllce adjoining was added 
to It, the Museum, by the eiertlone of its fbunder, 
was soon found to ontgrow theee haildlngs. A 
Laboratory waa added to the Museum, and placed ' 
imder tbe care of Qia lata KehardPhilliiis. Tbe

ODe leaahigb-miuded topnbliahtwoorthraenovela 
a year. Fame walled upon all she did; sue 
might have snrichad taerselfby very slight aier 
but ber aleady oonviotion was that tba pntdieatioD 
of a booh is. a solemo ant of sonacienDe — iD the 
case of a Dovel as mnoh as aoy other hind of book, 
Eha waa not fond ofspeakiDgof henelfaad beroon- 
acienoe ; bat she now and then ntlerad to her vary 
few friends, things which may, alas ! be told now, 
without fear of hurting her sanstlive oatnre — things 
whioh ODght lo be told in her honor. Among tbeae 
sayinga waa one which eiplaina the long Interval 
between her worka. 8be a^d that alie Iboogbt 
every aarioas dsliDeatioD of life ODght to be the pro- 
duct of personal experienoe and obaervalion — ex- 
perience Datoratly oocurriDg, aod nbaervatioD of-i 
Dormal, and not of a foreed or spe^nal kind. "I 
hav^notaocnDialated,siDcel pabliabed 'Bhirlay,'" 
ahe said, " wbat mitkaa it needful for me to apeak 
aguD ; and, till I do, may God give me grace i 
dumb !" Bbe had s coBScIsntlouaneaa whiah oonld 
not be ralaied by praise or even sympathy — dear sa 
sympathy wss to her seDsitive nature. She had 
vanity which praise ooold aggravate or cann 
moitliy. Bbe calmly read all adverse reviews 
hooka, for the sake of inatrDctioD ; and when she 
oonld not reoogDlxe the aptuees of crilidsm, she 
waa more pozilad thao hnnor angry. Tha oom- 
moD fiatteriea which wwt npOD literaij^ooeas, 
she quiiiad with oharming grace; aud any occa> 
sioDsl severity, auch aa literary womCD are Eivored 
with attbe beginning oftbeircODree, ahe accepted 
with a bamility which waa Aill of dignity and 
charm. From her feebis constitntioD of body, ber 
■uffariDga by the death of her whole fkmlly, and 
the secluded and monotoDens life she led, ebe be- 
came morbidly seDsiUve io aoroe respeota ; bat Id 
her high voeation, ahe had, in addition to the dyp 
iDtnitJons of aglfted woDian, tha sttangth of a 
the patioDoe of a hero, and the oonacienlionsueas 
of a SMDt. In the poinla in which women are na- 
nally moet weak — in regard to opinion, to sppre- 
datioB, to applause — her moral strength fell not a 
whit behind the intellectual force mauilbBlad in ber 
works. Though passion occopiee too promiDriot a 
plsoe in her pictures of life, though women have to 
comptaiD that she rapreaanu love aa tba whole and 
Bole corcera of their lives, and though govemsMee 

monslrsle, that their share oT bumao oODflict is laid 
open somewhat rudely and inoonslderataly and 
vary awsepingly to social obaervstion, it is a irue 
sooial blessing tbst we have bad s fumale writer 
whobaadiBConntenan«adaeDtimentiilii.ni aud feeble 
egotism with such praotlcal foroe as is sppsrcnt in 
the works of Currer Bell. Her heroines tove too 
readily, too vehemently, and Homotimea after n 
fashion which tbeir female readen may resent; 
bat they do their duty throagb every thing, and 
are healthy In action, however morbid in paaaion. 
How adminbie this strength ia— how wonderful 
this foroe of integrity— can hardly be oudarstood 
by any but the ftw who know the story of tbia re- 
markable woman's lifb. The account of ^a achool 
in *' Jane Eyre " ia only too true, Tha " Helen " 
ofthat taleis— notpreda^y the eldest sister, who 
diad there—bnt more like her than any other real 



peraoD. She Is tliat aiatar, " with a difference." 
Another sister died at homo aoon after leaving the 
school, and in oooseqaence of Its hardahipa ; and 
" Cnrret Bell " (Charlotte Bronte) waa neverj'ree, 
while there (for a year and a half), from the gnaw- 
ing aenaation or conaequent faebleaess of down- 
right hUDgsi; aDd ab« never grew an inoh f^om 
that lime. Bhe was the smallest of woman ; and it 
waa that sohoo) whioh stunted ber growth. As she 
tails us in "Jane Eyre," the visilaUon of an epi- 
demio caused a total change and radical reform in 
thfl establishment, whioh was even removed to an- 
other site. But the reform came too late to re- 
verse the destiny of the doomed family of tba 
Bronte. 

Tbeae wonderful girla were the daughters of a 
olergynuD who, now very aged and iD8mi,aDrvivea 
his wilb and all bis many childran. The name 
Bronte (an abbreviation of BroDlarro) ia Irish, aod 
very ancient. The mothot died many years ago. 
and several of bar children. Wban the reading 
world began to have an interest In tbeir existence, 
there were three slslera and a brother living with 
'their father at Haworth, near Keighley, in York- 
shire. The giris had been out aa govemessea — 
Charlotte at Bmasela, as ia no necret to the readers 
of " Villelta." They rejoiced to meet again at 
home—CharloCte, Enuly, and Aon ("Currer," 
"EUie," and "Acton.") In ber obituary notioe 
of her two aiaters, " Currer " reveala'aometbliig of 
their process of anlhorshtp, and their eiperienoeof 
hilure and aacoess. How terrible soms of their 
experienoe of life wss in the midst of the domestic 
fteedom and ludnlgeuce afforded them by their 
atndiouB flitbsr, may be aeen by the fearful repre- 
sentationa of mascallua ostare and oharsoter foond 
Id the novels and tales of Emily and Ann. They 
ooDiidered it their doty, they told us, lo piesont 
lih aa they knew it; and they gave us "TCuther- 
ing Ilights," aud " The Tenant of WildfeU Hall." 
Soch an experience as this indicates is really per- 
ple^ng to English people in general ; and all that 
we have to do with it ia to bear it in mind when 
disposed lo paaa criticism on the coareenens which, 
to a oertaiD degree, pervades the works of all tha 
aitters, and tha repnlsivaness wbich-makes Ibe 
tales by Emily and Ann really horrible to people 
who have not iron nerves. 

" Jane Eyre " waa ustorally and universally sup- 
posed to be Chariotle herself; but she ^wv" de- 
oalmly, oheerfDlly, and with the obvious 
rbich cfaaraclerized all she Mid. Bhe de- 
clared that there waa no more ground for the as- 
sertion than tbia; Bhe once told her sislera that 
they were wrong— even morally wrong— in making 
Iheir heroines besntiful, aa ■ matter of oonrae. 
They replied that It was impoeaible lo make a he- 
>Ido intereetiug on other terms. Her answer was, 

1 will prove loyon Ibat you are wrong. I will 
show yon a heroine aa small and as pl^n aa myself 
who shall be as interesting as any of yours." 
Eyre,' " aald she, in telling tba 
aneadol« : " but she ia not myself, any further than 
Aa tha wortt went on the interest deepened 
writer. When fha came lo " Thornfleld" 
she oould not atop. Being ehort-sighled to exoeea, 
litUe square papef-booka, held dose 
to her eyea, and (the first copy) In penoil.- On she 
want, writing inoeaaaotly for three weeks; by 
whioh time she hod carried her heroine away from 
Thornfleld, and was bonelf In a fever, which com- 
pelled her to pause. The rest was written with 
less vehemeDce, and with more aniiona care. Tbe 
world adds, with lesavigorandlnloreet. She oould 
gratify bar singnlar reserve in r^ard to the pub- 
lication of thia remarkable book. We all lemetn- 
ber how long it was befora ve oonJd 1«hii vbo 
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wrote it, and auj pwtioalara of th« writer, trben 
the name wu renaled. She irM living Hnong Ihe 
wild YorkBlilr* hills, witli a SUher who wis loo 
Dinoh nbaorbed la hi* atadiea to Dotioe her oooup*- 
tiona; in a plaoa where newepepera were pflT«r Bean 
<or wber» sbs uover eew *d7), and in a houM 
where the setvanls koaw notbing about hooka, 
maentcripta, proolb, or tha poaL When she told 
her Booret to har fathar, abe oarriad her book in 
one hand, and an adrarH review in tbo oUter, to 
Bave his simple and unworldly mind from raeh vx~ 
peotatioDB of » tune and Ibttaiia whioh aha was 
detarmload should oevar be the ums or har life. 
That we have bad only two dotbU alnoe, abowe 
how deeply groanded was tbii raaolva. 

" Shirley " was oonoeivad and wrought out in the 
midst of ftarfUl domeatic grie&. Har only brother, 
a youDg nian of onoe aptaadid promiae whioh was 
eatty blighted, and both bar remaining sisters died 
in one yasr, Thora wiBsamDlbiDg inaipraaaibty 
affeoUng in the aspect of tha fHil little creature who 
bad dona such wonderful thioga, and who was abia 
lo bear up, with »o bright an eye and so compoaed 
a counlenaliae, under auoh a weight of sorrow, and 
anab a proapeot of solitude, la her deep mourning 
drees (neat as a qushar'a), with htt beautiful hair, 
smooth and brown, her flna eyas bla^g with 
maanlng, and bei sanslbla fhoe iDdioaUng a habit 
of sslf-ooDtrol, if not of ailaDDe, she seemed a pet- 
fgct houaaboid Image— irteeiaUbly recalling Worda- 
worth's deaoription of thatdomeatjo traaBure. And 
she waa thiB. She was as able at the needia 
the pan. Tha houaebold knew tha eicellence of 
her cookery before thay heard ofthatof ber books. 
In BO utier a sealuBioD aa i>ba lived in— in Uioee 
dreary wilds where she was not strong enough to 
roam over the hills; In that retreat wb are her 
atudions bthet rarely broke the ulance— and Uiera 
waa no one else lo do It ; In that Ibrlom house, 
ptaolad on the very day of the churchyard, where 
the gravaa of her aistara were Infore her wiDdow; 
in auoh a living aepnichre, her mind ooutd not bat 
prey upon itself; and how it did Bufbr, wai 
the mora piunfal portiona of her last novel, < 
lette." &bs said, with a change in her aleady 
Doautenanoe, that abe should feel very lonely whea 
her aged latbar died. But aha ftonqad new Uas 
after that. Sb« married; and it in tha old father 
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Qifort, that it is not for long. Othen now 
bar, in a domaatjo Benaei and, aa for the .public 
thare can be no doubt that a pang will be felt in 
the midst of the atrongeat intereeta of tha day, 
through the length and breadth of Ihe land, and 
in tbo very heart of Gemiaoy {where her works 
are singularly appreoialed). Franco, and America, 
that tilt " Carrar Bell," who ao lately stole, aa a 
abadow, into the Bald of ootemporar; literature, 
has already became a ahadow agun— vaniahad from 
our view, and bonoeforth haunting only the mem- 
ory of the multiludca whose expectation waa fliad 
upon her. 

Mr. O. B. UkunouQH, a man of great 
attunmenla, and author of "A Critical Eismination 
of the Firat Frindplea of Oaolc^," and ni 
Addreeaee and Lectaree, died reoenlly at the age of 
aaventy-aeven. He was considered by English 
OoologislS to be the leader of their band, and the 
Geolo^cal Society is the monument of his f^e. 

The naturalist, Ch. dk Uiteb, known to the sci- 
enUflc world by his travels among the Aitaj Moan- 
taina and in the regions of the Caucacna, died on 
the i>»th nit.

At the Second Anniikl Meeting of tliiaSoetetj, 
in the First Baptist Chnrah, Brooklyn, the R«T. 
Dr. If. B. Williams read a paper on Ihe life and 
ssrvicea of Boger WiUiamai the foandar of the 
Stale of Rhode Island. By Uie conrteaj of Ihe 
editors of the "H. T. Recorder and Regiatei ~ 
we are permitted to make acme eitracta from 
this elaborate paper : — 

The Scripture, in Ita raoital of tbe glowing 
slona to the banner of David, laya a special 
OD the adhesion to his canse, on the part of Uioee 
valiant captains who went over Jordan In the Aral 
montb, when tt had overflowed ail ita hanks; and 
who put to flight all them of the vaileya, Hbth to- 
wards the East and towards the West. 

Thsss worthies forded (be perilous and notried 
passage to win, on a hoatlle »t&\, aud i^nat vast 
odds, a wide and suddea victory. There 
and higher trophies that thoae of tbe warrior, woa 
by bim amid the clangor of battle, and with gli 
meota rolled in blood. Society has had ita woea 
lightened, its reaources expanded, and lis wrongs 
redressed by men who have started out 
of discovery >o^ reform, of enlHoohiaement and 
of peace, at timea, loo, when their path must per- 
Ibrce orces the atorma of all past precadenta, thtf 
eddies of the faahionaUe oorrent which rise and 
divide before them aa if to abut off all hope, and 
the oarrents of usage which run in ons broad, deep, 
dark, uid nnfiuhomable tide to bar their fbrtber 
prograaa, while beyond them lay the regions of un- 
known, perobauoe of nrosl psrilouaadventuroi and 
yet Ihey persevered in stemmiDg the swollen and 
sullen waleis, and In quelling oppoaition. They 
opened to those who followed, at flivtdiatmstiDgly, 
and It may be,deriatvely, in their train, ■ wide ei- 
panae to become the^oiet and permanent heritage 
ofposterfty. Theaewers the oooqueatsor knowl- 
edge, of tVeedom, and of truth. Ths oooupanoy 
made, their enterpriie aeeina easy and 
obvious, but Its inception reqnired the stout heart, 
and the prophetic eye and the unewy .arm. A 
-^ole century of dilatory preparations and timor- 
ous miigivibgs often intervened before the enler- 
priss wss oommenoed. Childhood la now oonning 
as ita moat fhmiliar and bails Isasons )n lbs obAp 
sohool-books great truths over whioh aged eipsri- 

loe onoe bowed in boptlaia perplexity, ■« over prob- 
lems which gray-beard wisdom and hoary-headed 
time had SB yet failed to sol VB with all their endeavors. 
And when this problem, so solved, has referred 
to liberty, the truestof all mere earthly poaseeitons, 
and lo religion, man'sbigbost — becanse hia oelestiai 
and hie eternal — interest, and when the solution of 
tbe problem haa been won in the fitoe of aothorily 
luelom, when in tho langn^e of Burke, " the 
file abowed no longer a preoedent, and the waters 
out" over all the highways, it would aaem 
difficult to estimate the adequate meed of gratjtude 
to be awarded to the br-righlsd sagacity and un- 
daunted heroisiD whioh conquered far the natiom^ 
in auch a orieis, some new safeguard for man's en- 
joyment of terrene freedom and of Divine trutfa, 



which protaota hta rights on earth and hie hopea In 
heaven, and which extracts from the wUderaess a 
new ontiet of progresi. Among auch benefoclora 
of their race is to be ranked the founder of that 
colon; now known aa tbe Slate of Bboda Inland— 
the earnest, keen-eyed, reeoinla, and kindly Koger 
WilUame. SouUiey the Cborcbman, and Charles 
Bailer the B(»Dan Catholic, each of ihem eminent 
fbr their writing, and neither ofthemprtjadicedln 
his fkvor, yet anile in acknowledging his aignal ser- 
vices to dvil and religious liberty. Tbe language 
of the Engltahpoet-Unrcateis, " WemoBtnotcven 
thus casually mention his name, without eiprea- 
aions of roBpect and of revennoe, for he was one of 
ths best men who ever set foot on the new 
worid, a man of genios sod virtue, in whom snthu- 
siaam look ths very happiest direction and pro- 
duced the best ft-uilB." *' I avsr," proceeds 
Bonthey, " that if we were to ssa a Welsh Fuller 
write the lives of Ihe wortblee of Wales, Boger 
Williams would deserve, if not the first pisce, at 
leaat a place among the first ; for he began Ihe flrat 
civil govammsDl on tbe earth which gave equal 
liberty of oonsoienoe." • • ■ • 

Almost bolfa csntnry before William Penn be- 
came fonodsr sT an American proprietary, Roger 
Wiiliama asserted the great dootrine ofintallectaal 
Uber^. It bocame hie glory to fonnd a slate upon 
that principle, and to stamp, himself, upon ita rising 
inttitutions oharactertstice so deep that the impreee 
haa remained to the present day. The claim of 
Calvert, Lord Baltimore, has been sometimes urg*d 
as eartioT In date than Soger Williams. He had 
recognimd In IflSSageneralreligiona toleration, but 
when this toleration first received legal shape In 
1MB, that toleration indnded only Chriitians. ■ 
* * Wiiliama had earliertaken theslrong, 
broad gronnd, that the Jew, tho Mahometui, and 
tb« Pagan, ahould be allowed to dwell together in 
Christisa pesos. Jeremy Taylor, snd Hilton, and 
Locke, all wrote later in favor of liberty ; butTaylor 
aat in a oo an oil which banished two thousand of the 
miniaters of England IVom their pulpits, and even 
UillOD and Locke could not extend their doctrines 
to Catholics. • • • . 

Boger Williams was baniibed tioiD Salem in IfiSS. 
For fcarteen weeks in winter. Soger Williams aaya, 
he knew neither bread nor bed. He sought Srst a 
aatUament at Seekonh, but baiing an intimation 
ftom Gov. Winthrop not to rem^n there, ha steered 
for Harragansctt. lie had in early days 
ahowed a sympathy for the Indians; and now the 
tbe elder CooonicuB and the yonng 
aachem, his nephew, Hiantonimo, showed truB boa- 
pitatity to the exiled Puritan, whom the men ban- 
ishing him had proposed to transport buk to old 
England, With his own money he purcbaecd from 
the Indiana tracts ofland, making him tho owner 
of the territory of his coloay aa really— he after- 
he was of the coot on his back. Bis 
dlsintereetedneaa was shown in his way of Crooting 

hat he might have made thepossesBionofhisown 
bmily. Ue might have constituted himself, ss af- 
terwards Wm. Penn did, tha proprietor, or as he 
waa termed, the patrooo ot hia colony ; but he be- 
stowed it freely to the aetUsrs, inviting those who 
were oxilea for oonscienee' sake. And auch was hia 
disinterested neM, that ons of bis sons spealu of 
him as iMing left in need in his old ags depsndent 
upon his children ; and that son himself had only 

ofland to live on. The soloniets who ' 
expelled him he early warned of an intended aasault 
of the Indiana against thamsclv«B ; and he periled 
' is own life to break off tbe design. Ue negotiated 

peace, although he had fbr three nlghta to lie 
down ooiODC uvages, the aangalury Peqnoda of 

oyGoOQle 
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CoaneotioDt. Vane, tha ronogar, bad aooa altar 
come to MiMaohaMtto, and waa, while \aTjjimnf, 
elocted its Qovernor. Early he aeema to have bean 
attracted b; (ha eharaot«t of Williamai and Ilka 
WilliomH, Beoma aoon to hare oontraot«d tba dla- 
traat of the raliog paatora. lire. Hnlohiiuoa, a 
woman of talent, raah it may b«, In aome of her at- 
teranoea, bat aomawhat raabi; judged, gave oooa- 
aioD to a new Exodaa from Uaaaaohuietta aetUa- 
meut, and for tbeae new comers a traotof tariitor; 
was obtained Trom the NarragaoMtt tribe* on the 
anil of Rhode Island proper. It was ordered that 
for doctrine no one shoold be aoouaed as a deUn- 
qneut, and that the law of Lbert; of oonaeianoe 
should be perpatoaUd. Tbia waa in IMl. WUh 
Hugh Petsra, nnder whose psitorald WUliims had 
been excommaaicatod, Williams became aflerwaids 
most friendly. Itia to thainflaenoa indeed of Urs. 
Boott, that Williams' leaning towards Baptlstr; 
w»H attributed. It wn not for any very long time 
that Williams oontinaed in fall fellowship with the 
BaptiatB. He early seema to have been discontent- 
ed with all ordinanosB and charcbea and miniatefs, 
aa lacking a true warrant. HeBuppoaedtfaiatohaie 
beon lost in the early ages of tba ChrisUan ehnrcb, 
and to be reooversble Only when apostlea ahonld be 
again endowed with thegiftof toogqes. Altbongb 
he bad early learned the Indian tongne, he aeemad 
to havede4p^rad,tooaoaa of their oonveirion, look- 
ing upon that as poaaible only when the gilt of 
. tongues ahall be restored to the ohnrofa. * > • 

AlthoQgh Williams bad not reoeiiad the £100 
awarded hirn by hia own colony for all hia sarTiaea 
in obtaining the first ebartar, ho yielded to their 
importnoltiBS that be shoold, a aeoond time, fislt 
England toconnteracttbeinflnenoeof Coddington ; 
altbongb, to got the meana of defraying hia ei- 
pensea, be was ooDip«llad to sell a trading eatab- 
liubmaat of hia own, of the anoaal Value of £100. 
Clark, who had been impriaooed in lfaasa<dinsa(t«, 
tiecame hia oompanian to EogUod, and (be oom- 
mieeioa to Coddington waa reoallad. WlUiama, 
while in England, pabllsbed two worka, one in ra- 
lation to Coddington and the other on peiaonal 
religion. » • • » • Having pro- 
vided a copy of his own book, he nrged the reading 
of It, and of Jeremy Taylor's works on Ura. Bad- 
dlier, the donghter of Lord Coke. The latter was 
greatly indignant, returned his volume, and en- 
dorsed apon his letter — jet preserved — her wish 
that, ifbe dared to Bhomhiafsca in England again, 
ha might be welcomed to Tybarn. 

With Cromwell ha spoke of Indian nsages and 
Indian miaeiona, and of the profipeote and dangers 
ofProlaetantiam. He exchanged llteraryhalpwith 
Hilton; and bnaiedhimsatf in obtaining snpplies of 
fnel for the London poor, during a winter whan the 
savfrity of the season had oat off the nsnal aapplies. 
In I6H, he retained to America, leaving the bn^- 
QeSBOftbenewchartar in the hands of Clark, who 
r remained behind. In 1664, Qnakera appeared and 
made converta, and ware paniebed In Haasaobn- 
setts and tbrestened with death. Rhode Island 
was n^ad to join the other colony In this, bnt de- 
clined tojoin in thsmeaaorasofoppTeadon. Intbe 
time of Cbarlea the Second, a free and demooratlo 
charter waa obtained. This charter the tnonarcb 
signed, against the wiabea of some of hia noUaa, 
cnriooa, aa ho daolarad bimtelf to be, to aee tha 
anccees of the experiment. Some have. In oonae- 
qnenea, claimed for Clark the honor of thlaoharter, 
denying to WlUiama all merit; fb^etting that Ita 
pTind pies had for years been the testimony of W II- 
liams in the days of thair peril, and that Uiey had 
been the praoUoe of the oolony settled nnder his 
inflnenco. It is well known that if Willianu did 



not roDiain to nige the passage of tha obarter, Uiare 
was anfficlant reasoD for It. Hia Ibrmer oloseneas 
of nolon with Hilton, whose blindness waa the muIT 
reaaon why he had not been paled to the soaffold ; 
hla anion with Cromwell, now a name of abbor- 
renoe, and whose earcaaa waa fixed on the gibbet j 
hjs onion with Vane, who had been eieoated as a 
regidde irith the bearing of a martyred hero; — his 
advocacy at sacba time,andinsaoliaooart,wQald 
have damaged the very oanae which he and Clark 
songht to SDstain, If many entertained the feelings 
ofHn. Saddlier, tba danghter of Lord Coka, the 
measnres adopted wonld not merely have been an- 
noying, bnt parilow to tbe tired and worn servant 
oftheoolony. In 16T2, he oammenoed a contro- 
versy with the Qoskera. TheQoakeraaocnsedbim 
of inoonaislenoy with his past principles, bat he bad 
ever maintained the right of the oivil magistrate to 
exact mirka of respect. Some of the early Qoakera 
had pnahed very Ur thair isBartion of Sdality to 
oon^denoe in the spirit. Thoea imprisonad with 
Joseph AJloIne nndertook to diatnrb hie prayers 
and preaching by bringing their trades-tools Into 
the place of meeting to show their dissent. The 
langnsge in which some of hie assailants spoke of 
Willlsms, has been andoty pressed to bis dlaadvan- 
tsge by thoee who forget the strange and reckleas 
vituperation, too mnch tha onstom in that age, and 
which soma of tba early 7rienda too liberally in- 

We ahonid not hold those models of Christian 
eicellenoa, John Joseph Onrney, William Allen or 
Elizabeth Fry, responsible for all tbe writings of 
Edward Bnrrowe, maob less of Samnal Fisher, 
whoae worka Wm. Fenn himself, however, edited. 
Coddington, tbe Qnaker, tram whom maoy.of the 
remarke to WlUiama' diacredit have bllen, had, it 
shonld be remembered, also been the rival of WIl- 
llama in polities. WUIiama bad soiyieesnilly ooon- 
teraoted his endeavors to oontrol Shode Island by 
a commiasioQ from England. Govaraor Jancks, 
himself the contemporary of Coddington, (^vea a 
br different eetlmata of tbe character of the Colopial 
fonnder. Tbat he had weaknesaaa and deSoiencies 
of oharaater ia obvioos — some flcklenesa, tenacity 
in amall matlan, and a tendency to oalantation, 
among othera; bnt in disinterested Int^rity and 
frankness, few men displayad more aignal and 
nniform exoellence.

lot of authors. Tbot the aame pen which had 
.given to the world the graoefnl, eaaj narratiTe 
of the diBcoverj of America; whioh hod traoed 
the far begioningt of eonqiaeit and enterprise 
that waited on the track of Columbus, should, 
after a oonsiderable interval — the lengthened 
period of human Ufa, of three eeore and ten al- 
readj accompliahed — be once mare at work un- 
folding the oaretrof Iheaeeond Columbus of the 
western sphere, — the founder of states and em- 
pire. — and with unabated power* of thought 
and happiness of style — this is poetio justice to 

t individual dediaated to the service of litera- 
s, rarely found in the broken, interrupted 
toils of that profession, 

Wa have now to chronicle the appearance of 
the first iastalmeDt of this work, sooa to be fol- 
lowed by the remaining portions which, we nn- 
deretand. are already mostly written. 

It is a biography of Washington, of a semi-his- 
toric chnmoter, in which the personal interest 
and a oertaia degree of familiarity in the for- 
mer, are happily blended with enough of the 
graver topics of the latter, to give body as well 
as sparktiog life to the whole. The author- 
paintur has seleuted a canvas of sufficient size 
upon which to portray the varied incident of 
historical narration, and thus Jm he has, while 
exhibiting the full length of hie hero in the fore- 
ground, supplied with propriety and;eft'ect, the 
numerous accessoriea necessary to the adequate 
understanding, and, it may be added, the laxu- 
rions. enjoyment of the scene. 

Were we not aware that it is one of the pri- 
vileges of the highest art to conceal its own 
means — art at tdare artem — wa might readily 
be led into the error of aupposing th it the com- 
positioQ of the present work involved more skill 
than labor, that it was an i^roit rendering of a 
difficult theme where the gentle sud hntnoroui 
author, by a happy knack of his profession, had 
escaped the proverbially wearisooie tails of the 
historian. The narrative begins bo simply, is 
oontinued so lightly ; one incident succeeding 
another in so eaey and natnral on order; and 



the style, moreover, beariagSQch (raqneutmarln 
of refleetive enjoyment in the writer, 1~ 
pears but the holiday pastime of literature- So, 
indeed, in one lease, it is, for a genial, gcneroua 
nature in such casee, relieves the student of half 
his toil ; but the other half remains.

osophy, is that certain vein of humor which hai 
marked the compositions of Geoffrey Crayon- 
to the great satisfaotion of the readers of this 
his native eity. for more than half a century. 
When we apeak of humor in this connection, we

However, aa the story is novel, we have Do doubt 
it will be read with interest, and even admira- 
tion, by thoee who have not formed a very high 
estimate of what poetry should be.

" Boileau," •' Racine," and " Holiere," are soc- 
ceeaively portrayed in their lives and works 
with oritioal reviews of their writings, and 
abundant eiemplifleationa of their varied talents. 
The iolrodnetkio is of great value, in making 
the reader more familiar with the age ; sod the 
eminent translator has shown much lact and 
Bfurit in his rendering of the poetical quota- 
tiona We have a life-like pictnre of Lonis in 
the following:

The French are a aingalar people. Tbelr life 
is une of impalse and ezeitemeul. Something 
muat be " stirred np," either wars or pageants' 
or show and pleasure, in public at well as in 
domestic life. They may talk of " maternity,' 
and love of "humanity," but where and how 
can they speak oftbat dear place.bomeT There 
is no such word in their language, tiothiog which 
eipressra the concentration of those feeling* of 
lovs and deep thought upon the place where all 
tbe warm glow of the heart is awakened, and 
where children and parents come and gather as 
to a holy shriDe. Their women are not dome** 
tic eharacten, shrinking beuealh the shadows 
of their vine-covered roofs, and only peeping 
forth at the pasung tramp of armed hoete, with 
flattering hearts ; but heroinea, who march side 



by ude through Sre and storm, who raise aloft 
the cap of liberty, and shout in chorus the 
Marseillaise. And yet we would not disparage 
the brave -hearted. There have been women of 
every clime, who have ahown themselves 
patriots, and yet who have never lost their v 
affections for the joys of home. Yat we ought 
carefully to analyze bow mnch of this feeling 
is due to excitement, how much to a free and 
dissolute state of society, and how much to trae 
and pure love of country. Qreat occasion* call 
forth great minds. Thus revolution* develope 
energies which would have laid dormant The 
French are essentially a revolutionary people — 
never so happy as when erecting barricade*. 
Give them something to occupy their inflamma- 
ble natures, and it is all they aak. Yet how 
eatentially different tbe revolutions of Praace, 
from those of England and America! In the 
first we behold the caatlng away of all religion 
and morality, and only the license of unregu- 
lated liberty. In the latter, the stem assump- 
tion of rights, Axim principle, and duty, awayed 
by the inalienable laws which emanate from a 
higher power. With tbe one, liberty is license, 
and tbe Deity, passion ; with the other, liberty 
is the handmaidea of law, and divinity the Ood 
of revelation. In reading this work of Micbelel, 
we are forcibly struck with this difference. His 
picture of the revolution is one continued series 
of eharactsr* who served "Nature;" who r(- 
slraiaed not their "affections" (as he is pleased 
to call them) for the strong and tbe brave, no 
matter what other ties bound them. The noblMt 
women had lovers to cbeer them, and help Uiam 
to immortality; they studied not those divine 
principles which are coutained in the word of 
Qod, but, like Charlotte CorJay, pondered 
Plutarch, which Hichelet oalls "The Bible for 
the strong." This work displays the true 
FrenchmaD ; full of vivacity, he never wearies 
you with dull rapetltiona, or prosy pages, but 
Carrie* you along smi interested to the close. 
With the morality of his book we cannot at all 
agree. Ahlgh-souled eathusiaamin the causa of 
truth and Juatice, la never incompatible with the 
claim* of virtue. We would not have love de- 
graded from its liigh throne ; yet, a* a work of 
historical Sdelity, and a picture of French social 
life, and womanly heroics, this work of Michclat 
will form an important link to study the phases 
■f tho great French Revolution.

Ifr. Lossing is a public benefactor, for be ever 

ttudiea to bring to the minds of his caontrymen, 

nemorial* of their eountry's greatneas, and their 

lountrj'a heroes. We are apt, amid the eioiting 

whirl of every-day life, to. foi^et those great 

deeds which give n* our present standing, when 

might look back with profit upon (be stem 

;ueB and nncompromiaing integrity of oar 

father*, To those who count their ancestors 

among the men who trod the well-fougbt flelds 

of the American Revolution, the records of this 

work are especially attractive. Tbe great diffi- 

lulty in arranging a book of this kind, which 



contains a portrait gallery ao eitensive, is to 
condense the facts with regard to each indi- 
vidual into a small compass, and yet ,in such a 
form aa to make them generally interesting, and 
so to vary each sketob. as that they shall not bf 
monotonous, but rather Bnimated and spirited. 
In this, Ur. Loesiog has been very successful, and 
we linger over ite pages with new admiration, 
and increasing delighL Not the least pleasant 
feature of this book, are the excellent wood cuts 
which accompany so many of the descriptions. 
Many who read such a book carelessly and 
lightly, are not aware how much labor and fa- 
tigue are connected with its accurate produc- 
tion. What a world of biographic* most be con- 
sulted ; what a number of hiatoriea glanced 
over; how much correspond enee conducted, in 
order to glean interesting particulars from pri- 
vate sources ; how much care, aa la this in- 
stance, to obtain and copy accurate likeoesseai 
how mnch time and severe labor to compile, 
dissect, compare and digest ; and bow mnch 
judgment io selecting leading facts, and leaving 
out unimportant particular* I Mr. Lossing ha^ 
by his indefatigable industry and research, res- 
cued many valuable names from oblivion, — for 
thers are often heroeB, in every sense of the 
word, who play their parts in certain obaenre 
places, and whose names are only reverenced 
and loved by their immedlste neighbors, yet 
whose bravery and sublime endurance and suf- 
fering* during the civil commotjons of other 
days, are here recorded. Tbe names of a few 
of the women of those time*, who aided very 
materially in tba struggle for independence, and 
whose hearts glowed with the same noble spirit ' 
which animated their fathers and brothen, are 
also included. The important le«eons of troth 
and fcarleaanesa, of bravery and integrity, pre- 
sented in this volume, will make this work

This U an eiceedingi j eicellent book of Prof. 
Gillespie's, most invaluable to the actnal prac- 
titioner, and so comprehensive and yat simple 
in It* elasslflcatlon and detail* that the amat«nr 
or the student may easily master it. A promi- 
nent feature in the book i* the beauty of ita ~ 
arrangement under a few perfectly and clearly 
.distinct beads, within the divieioos of which all 
the material* are brought in a lucid manner. 
The author has given u* all the variou* mode* 
of surveying, some of which are now not much 
in the neighborhood of large citica, such M 
ibe method of latitude and departure. Angular 
surveying by the transit, checked by cross 
measuremtnle, and uring as mnch aa poMlbla 
rectaugnlar lines as bases, is tbe principal 
method now in use, while the carefully teated 
tape, prepared with great care a long time be- 
fore using, is mostly subatitnted for tbe chain. 
various methods of avoiding obatsdes, and 
careful attention to niinutie, mark bow 
practically the Professor ha* prepared hia work. 
The surveyor who would make forirfiDidf the I 
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l«Mt labor, lad alio giin the d««ir«d «nd of 
p«rfsot vaytj, ibould attain that qaiak pereap- 
tiv« aod aompnhenaiTa powar of mind wbieli 
will anabls hitn, to walking OT«r tlia gronnd to 
b« meaanred, inwardlj lo pi«tiiT« to himMlf Ui« 
whola plaM, and, on tlia map of hU mind, 
draw hi> ba«a lioea, to daeida what «roaa mm 
BrepcnU to mak« for oheok, while at tha uu 
tima he ia mahiog tha naeoarf general airange- 
menta, aod aolving all Uie rarioiu difGenltiai 
which prcatnt thstD«elTe« before hia mind, h 
that he maj eommanoa the work nnderatand' 
ingljr. Eipeeiallj i> this neceaiarj io topograph'

be worked in. Hia book eootaio* maoj rala- 
able n^geationa about platting, or plotting ai 
we would rather oalt it, ahd the method of re- 
daeiog irrt^olar flgnrea tonmp1eaDaa,alth(mgh 
thaj conid not be oarried oat in all eaiea where 
the aurVeya are targe and very irregali 
method of maUog acalea apon atripa of drawii^ 
paper, aa being leaa liabli 
eipaDiion, ia a verj oaefal one, althoogh it ia 
the eiperieoee of aorrejor^ aa tfa* aotfaor 
^on^ that acalea made open the map itaelf are 
to be preferred. One great trouble to which all 
who hsTC had anj eiperienee in running out 
the linaa of old aorveya, or reatoring old linea of 
which only the ttarting point maf remain, ia 
the eontinned vaiiation* tntta the true magnetic 
meridian. The old farmera, ollentimee, cannot 
be made to think but that the eomptaa moat be 
forever tma^ and the llTit thing ie to bring ont 
the old deed, made Gftj yean ago, which ia the 
ancient yet ateadfaal oraela which cannot be de- 
parted Trom, bnt (o which, in hia opinion, present 
things most eoincide. But tha oarcfDl surveyor 
knows that thia wItt never do, ae, by inch ■ re- 
ference, be may come veiy wide of his true 
courM. He ha^ therefore, to make proper al- 
lowances for tha change* in Tariation since the 
time of the first survey, if it can be aacertained. 
There are aeveral methoda pointed out for ascer- 
taining Uie amount of variation, but tbe meet 
valnable suggestion, and one which oonld be 
readily acted on, would be to establish, either 
by the State, town, or the surveyor himself, a 
permanent and tme north and south line in soiue 
eoovenient place, and teat tbe eompaae by this 
line at least every year or oft«ner. Thia would 
save a great many dispute^ which are constantly 
ariaing in reviewing old enrveya. There are 
many problems given for the dividing and sob- 
dividing and laying off required portions of land, 
many of which are demonstrated algebraically at 
the latter part of the book. There ia also a very 
good chapter on culcred topography and topo- 
graphy by aigns. A combination of both may 
be made by a little ingenuity, and a topograph- 
ical map, whidi baa formerly taken a fortnight 
to finish, may thua lie completed in a few days. 
The great amount of practical knowledge dis- 
played in this volume, and the simplicity and 
orginality of ila methoda, will render this work 
an important textbook in our 
valuable gnide to Uie young engineer.

When we used to spend our college vaea^on^ 
in roaming abont tha eonotry, wherever 
vagrant inclinaliona led us, there were no spota 
more charmingly situated and that more attract- 
ed us than some of oor Kt-w England villages. 
Bow beautiful were those noble trees, that atood 
with huge branching arma over half tbe street, 
like sentinels, keeping their watch along tbe 
wide and far extended vista; but, alast how 
often they overabadowad some deformity of a 
dwelling. The large Grecian portico and tall 
oolamoa, with the mean accessories, tb* bald 
and bare ham-like house, or tbe pretentions one 
in every imaginable atylo, and covered with in- 
congruous omamenta, beapoke the want of an 
educated arebitacL Here and there a pretty 
eottage, with appropriately corniced roof, and 
matobed windows and doora, and all in just pro- 
portion, would peep out amid overhanging vines 
and well arranged shmbbery, to relieve the eye. 
Bat, thanks to such men aa Downing, who have 
simplified the larger works and have added still 
h%ber native taste, better ideas have been 
bnaght within the reach of all, until our su- 
burban villages are be^nning to exhibit maoh 
of arehitaotural beauty. Every architectural 
work, carefully studied in its detaila, adds to tbe 
general mass of information, and gives us new 
and improved plans.

Edited by S. Sl Sehmnoker, D. D. [lindaay A 
Blakislon, Pbila.] Tlie Augsburg l^onfevioD 
was originally prepared by Luther, aftwwarda 
expanded by Melancthon with the cordial ap- 
proval of the former, and formally prononooed 
before the Emperor Charles Y., of Oermauy, on 
the 2Gtb of June, IS30. It has been translated 
into Dumeroua languagea, and is to this day tbe 
standing aymbol of the I>utheran ehurohe* <n 
various parts of the world. In the staUatieal 
vi^of this church, given in the learned intro- 
duction whieh is prefixed to the confeuion, it 
appean that "the whole number of Christians 
in tbe world wbo profoM tbe Augabarg Confea- 
aion i* upwards of thirty millions, and thia pop- 
ulation embracea in it aeventeen reigning sover- 
eigns." In the United 3tat«* it appears thai 
there are eight hundred and eigbty-aeven min- 
isters and one thousand aeven hundred and five 
cbnrcha of thia denomination. Thia manual 
contains this celebrated confeasion, printed in 
large type, and a commentary thereon which 
embracea numerous illustrations of the doctrines 
and various extracts from the writing of diatin- 
gaiahed reformers and fathers oF tiie church. 

Bermon* of Btt. leKabcd S. Bpenetr, J). D. 2 
vol*. Ufe by Sherwood. (M. W. Dodd, N. Y.) 
The author of the sermon* eontaiued in tbeaa 
volumes was disUpgoished throughout hi* active 
life for his theol<^ical attainments and ministe- 
rial ability, and, of late years, hi* reputation 
was widely increased by the publication of his 
well-known volume* of " Paalor's Sketches." Up

This manual oontainaTarioDs 
practical instmelioos for galvaoizing, electro- 
plating, and coloring with gold, silver, and cop- 
per, on all kinda of metali^ both without appar- 
atus, and by meani of single and combined ele- 
ments or batteries, comprising in lU, some thirty 
distinct methods. 

The PtUmI Hal. (Published for the author, 
by Carlton* Phillips, N.Y.) This ia a semi-re- 
ligion% semi-ludicrous work, manufactured by 
Philo for the special use of the Clergy. It is 
written half in prose and half iu rhyme. The 
third part, having a great number of historical 



quotation^ could not well be pot in verse, and 
is the most interesting portion of the work. The 
aim of the whole seems to be to show the neces- 
sity of an educated ministry, and to point out 
the general duty of self-culture. The incident

Svrgicid Beportt and MitceHantov* Paprrt on 
Ueikeai Bubjecti. By George Hayward, M. D. 
(Pbillipa, Sampson li Co., Boston.) Although a 
majority of the papers ctlntained in this volutne 
have been heretofore published in various Hag- 
Ktiues, the members of the Medical Frofesaion 
will be glad to roeet these several articles Id a 
collected form. The Reports which ar* here 
given are the reaulta of the long and widely ex- 
tended experience of the learned autbftr, both in 
private practice and as a ConsultiDg Surgeon to 
(lie Hassachuaetia General Hoapitat, while by 
his official connections with Harvard University, 
as Professor of Surgery, and with the Maseschu- 
aett* Medical Soeiety as President, I>r Hayward 
has bad abundaut and extraordinary facilities for 
the preparation of a work which involves so mueh 
patient laiwr and research as the present publi- 
catjoD. Among the MiicsUaneous Papers is one 
on "Ansathetic Agents," giving an account of 
the first use of Sulphuric Ether by inhalation in 
Surgical practice, and showing its efficacy and 
entire safety, while objecting very strongly to 
the use of Chloric Ether and Chloroform. An- 
other valuable contribution embraces a large 
number of StatJHtica respecting the relative prev- 
alence of' Pulmonary Cootumptioa " iu the cities 
of Boston, Hew York, and Philadelphia, fortbir- 
ty years, up to tbe year IBIO. The average 
number of deaths from this disease during this 
period, in Philadelphia, waa as 1 in 7,003, of the 
whole Dumber; iu Boston, es 1 in fl,lga ; and in 
New York, a* I in 6,647. There has been an 
uniform improvement in reapect to this disease 
in Boston, but oar author d«ee not take into 
aoeouDt the great element of increased immigra- 
tion in New York and Philadelphia. A review 
of the first appearance and progress of the 
"Cholera" in various countries, is furnished in 
an article which was published in the North 
American Review in 1832, and which did much 
to allay the public panic in respect to the con- 
tagiousness of this disease. A Lecture on the 
" Disease* of a Uterary Life " will commend it- 
self to the attention of those wbo have eiperi- 
enocd some of the evils incident to a sedentary, 
Bludiou* life. The variou* diseases which are 
likely to attach themselrea to the hnmso frame 
under such circumstances are here mentioned, 
with some general directions how to guard 
against or remove them. The succeeding Lec- 
tures on the " Profeaiional Trial* of the Young 
Phyaioian," and on some of the " Duties of tbe 
Medical Prafcaiion," contain much that ia inter- 
eating to the general reader.

To make a good compendium of a wide aub- 

ject It so difficult an art, that very few scholars 

have been found to eioel jn it, A mere dry ab- 

au altnoet mechanical labor, which re- 

qairea no genius, and showa little art; but a 

life-like compendium demanda a comprehensive 

knowledge of the aul^ect, and an ability to de. 

pict its characteristic details, as well as to select 

prominent featurea. It should not be an 

abridgment, nor an extract, but a faithful minia- 

~ a outline must be traced wiib a fine 

band, and all the parla filled up with the skillful 

ucbee of the pencil 

In this difficult attainment Dr. Base has an 
nnquesUoaed superiority. His other wrjtioga, 
hia system of Doctrinal Theology, bia compen- 
diom of Lutheran Theology, under the title 
■HutterusRedivivus," and hb "Ufeof Jeaus," 
b a ve all passed through repeated editioDSvand 
are valuable tor their condensed learning. But 
hie Manual of Cbnreh History is hie chief work, 
elaborated with the greatest care, conscientious- 
ly revised in each new edition, and carrying to 
a high degree of art the portraiture of the men 
and the deecription ot the conflicts and periods 
in the history of the church- His theological 
poaition is indepeudent ; one ot his earlier work* 
wa« an aaaault upon what be termed the "vul- 
gar Rationalism " of Rohr and Wegscheider and 
the men of that school ; he has even leas sympa- 
thy with the "Pietists," and is intolerant of the 
dogmatists. Tet be atands upon the firm bseia 
of historical Christinnity, in distiaction from the 
idealism of the PantbeiHtic school. He has 
taken part in the current coatrovereias ot the 
times, being likewise the author of a work on 
the Principles of German Ecclesiastical Law, 
and of an historical raami of the Prussian con- 
troversy with the Archbishop of Cologne His 
latest treatise is an eiaminatioD of the-viewa of 
the TQbingen school in respect to tbe early his- 
tory of the Christian church, disavowing their 
treme and destruative apeculatione. 
As compared with the other current works 
)oD Church History, Ibis volume of Dr. Has* 
is some peculiar merits to commend it to the 
general rtsder. It brings down the history 
nearly to the pretient times.

prised to aea how mnch be ha* oondenaed 
the analiaat eompaaa, and how almoat a 
phraaa aaaomaa a new aignifieanoa. 

Keander'i chareh biatorf i» more fuU, it* Ii 
inn ia much greater, ila tona ia vannai 
Chriftian ajnipathiee are more palpable; but it 
is an nnGoithed work, and it lacka the grace of 
atjle, and tha power of indiTiduKliiing and defl- 
uita dwfription, wbioh mark tha pagea of thia 
mannal. Tha Chnreh Hiatoi; of Oiaaeli 
alwaya be 'iDdiapeoaabla U the acbolar who 
wiabaa to be referred moat direellj to tha origi- 
nal anthoritie* and tba anthentiD dooumentary 
atalamenli. Tbia great work, now oompleted to 
IMS, will ba brought down to tbe pmant time, 
under the able ediiorahip of Pofvaior Redepaa- 
aiog, Tet, with all tbeM^ezeelleDciee, it pre- 
aenia few attraatiooi to tbe general reader: Ita 
atjla ij unadorned; its tone ia rather bard and 
dr;. Tha lebolar goe* to it for tut, and not for 
litenr; gralifiaatian. Bnt no one can read Dr. 
Haaa without being aireatad hf bia antitbatie 
aenteneea, bia aharp eritieiam, hi* flna Mroaam, 
hiaboldyatgraeefulbiatorioal painting. Though 
bia Bjmpathiea are oppoaed to the moat currant 
orthodox farmolaa, jet he givea theaa in all thair 
definiteoeaa; tboogh hia idea of the Chriatian 
chnroh ia Tery vagna aod undefined, he >ti]1 de- 
■oribea, in all their diatinotoua, tha moat decided 
forma of eocleeiaiticiam. Bpeakiog of a critioism 
wbioh eompared him oofavorablj with Neander, 
ba aaji, "Kooneahould ezpeet to gather grapea 
of tborne, though poaeiblj roaei m»j be fonod 
on them," and no apler oompariion conld well 
be made. 

The arraDgemeot and internal atrnctnre of the 
work ara rxceedinglj ainiple and clear. An In- 
troduotioD give* the plan and a oapital erilioiam 
of the Literature of Church Hiatory. The whole 
Hiatorj is dirided into three portioue — the An- 
cient Uediaval, and Modern. The epoch of tba 
diriaioQ between the aneient and medieval ia 
made with the reign of Charlemagne, in con- 
formity with all tbe recent Qerman treatiaaa, 
Tha BeformaUon gives, of oonrse, the difidint; 
line belweeo tha UediRval and Uodem Hiitorj. 
The Bubdiviaion ia into aii period* — the fint, 
from Chriat to ConatiintJne ; the locond, from 
Conatantine to Charlemagne (tbe tranalaloraj 



write, we think nnnaoMaarily, "Charle* the 
Oreat"^; tha third, from Charlemagne to Inno- 
oant III, the height of tha Papaoy; the fourth, 
from InnoeentllL to Lnther; the fifth, to the 
Paae* of Waatpbalia ; and tbe aiith, from that 
epoch to tha praaant time. Thiagenaraldiiiaioo 
of tha period* ia sa oomplate, parbapa, a* any 
that oan ba made. 

In tba arrangement of tbe materiala of iba 
hiatory in each period. Dr. Hasa followa 
ezcIaaiTe order, and thia ia a wiae oourae 
rage for a parfeotly analo^na aehame in eaob 
period baa led many Qerman writer* to gJTe 
falaa impreadon of portion* of the hittory ; for, 
wbatmaybe moatpromineutiaoDe period, ainka 
into inaignifieaoce at other time*. In the firat 
period, for aiample, tha flrit diviaion of thia 
manual treat* of the Eatabliahmant of thi 
Church; tb* aeoond, of tha Formation of the 
CatholicCbnreh,infourohaptera,viz.': 1. "Strug- 
gle of the Church foritaownenatence;" a. "So- 
citl Conatitution of the Churab ;" 8. " Boeleaia*- 
tie*] life;' i. "Doetrina* of tha Church and tbe 
Conllieting OpioioD*." In the aaeond period, the 
ftnt dinaion compri*** the Imperial Church, and 
ihe aaeond, tbe Qermanie Church, with appro- 
priate anbdiTiiion*. Tb'n analyai* we need not 
further praeent, bnt aatndy of the Table of Cou- 
tanla wonid .give to •Imoit as; one a fair oon- 
oaption of the general conrea and charaoteriatica 
of Chriatian hiitory, b a olear ontline. 

The Uber of traoalatingauoh a work muat ha*a 
been very graaL Only tho*« well TOraad in both 
tbe German idiom aod in church history oonld 
expect even ■ tolerablemeaanreof auocea*. Thia 
difficult taak baa bean well aeoompliihed by Pro- 
feaaor Blumanlbal and Be*. C. P. Wing, both of 
Carliala. PanniyUania baa given ub SchafF' 
Hiatory of the Apoetolio Church, one of the beat 
azpoaitiona, nutwithatandiog tha autbor'a pecu- 
liar Tiewa, of the fir*t century of our Chriatian 
era; and now wa hBTe from tha aame State thia 
i1, prepared with great fidelity. 'So trani 
lation could reproduce^ in th^ tame oonpaaa, 
work of euch rare ezcalleneiea of atyle and aeUet 
gracea of German idioma It would require a 
talent almoat equal to that of Uie original author. 
But the truulation baa been carefully and con- 
Llioualy eieentod. It read* well in Engliih. 
Traeea ot German idiom are left by the praiae- 

irtby deaire to be aa accurato *a poaaible. A 
free paraphraae ia often neceaaary to make tbe 
Qerman thoi^ht ioUltigible to tbe EngUih 
reader. That part of the hiatory which relate* 
to thia country baa been entirely rewritten for 
tbia edition. It might eaeily have been made 
full, withoDt aeeming diapropOrtionate. 
The apace to which tbe writera reatricted tbem- 
aelvea baa prerented them from giving aa olear 
and full a view of tbe special eharactoriatie* ot 
our church biatory a* many would deaire to aee. 
But, aa it etanda^ it i* far better than the aeotion 

tba original work; forDr.Haaeaeema tobava 
been eadly deficient in the material* fur aacer- 
tainiog what thii couatrj faaa been doing for tba 
Chriatian church. He, and moat Oerman writer*, 
find here only the confusion of secta, without 
any general cbaracUriatica or aims. Ho portion 
of ohnroh lualory has recatrad ao alight elnoid*- 



lion as our own, even in our own land. Soma 
ana baa Complained that ontj eight or ten linea 
were devoted to one of the aecta in tbia eouolr; ; 
bnt leaa apace la also given to aonia largaF da- 
nominationi^ Te hope, that in a anbaequent 
edition, thi* (action may be again rewritten. 
with fuller detaila and date*, and with a general 
eatimate of the relation of our eocleaiaatical his- 
tory to the general history' of the church. 

Tbe volome is brought out by the Appletons 
in their usual eioellent atyte. It makea a aitb- 
•tantial and handsom* ««t«vo. We hope it wQl 
find, aa it deaervea, many buyers and reader*, 
not only among the clergy, but alao among lite- 
rary men of otber proreaaiona. Any intelligent 
peraon, who wiahaa to get a clear account of tbe 
general history of tbe Christian church, eannot 
well afford to be without this volume. If fa* has 
previcnely imagined that ohnreh hiatoiy ia the 
drieat of all dry reading, b« will h«r* find it 
cloUied witb tb* grao** of aobolanbip and t**t«. 
Ifaoy duUnee* aaema to remain, it will not be 
the fault of Dr. Haae. 

For tha general reader, tbi* work alao preaant* 
great attraotiona, in the mods in which tba au- 
thor oonneela the hiatotjot the Chriatian cb«reb 
with tha coarse of civil history, with the pro- 
greaa of civiliiation and art, and witb the differ- 
suoeeaaive eystoms of philoeophical apeoula- 
1. So admirably i* this done, that tbe moat 
■biding impression left by the volume i% that tba 
Chriatian cbnrch ia tbe very center of all hiatory, 
and that culture, thought and ini, in their high- 
eat forma, are the alliu of the Cbriatiao faith. , 
All history, all real human progreas, i* seen to 
cantor in Chriat andbiachurcb. Ilia ia the cen- 
tral point of view, from which all hiatory, a* 

ill as church hiatory, i* to be aeientifieallyoan- 
elructed. As Dr. Haae aaid, in a motto prefixed 
former edition of Uiia manual, "Ibe Lord 
of the Timea is Qod, the turning-point of the 
Timea is Christ, the true apirit of the Timea ia 
the Holy Spirit."

Tbe two works, though re- 
lating to the same aubjec^ are quite different in 
Ihfir aoope and cbaractor, tbe former being one 
of defcDC*, with incidental explanation of tbe 
Gospels, and the lattor one of eiplanation, with 
ineidentot reference to defence. The "Kotea" 
of coarse, much more distinctly ezpreaaive 
of the peculiar theology of the author, than the 
ETidcncei," and will hardly obtain much ao- 
oeptaoce beyond tbe Unitarian body, white the 
' Evidencea '' will be weleome to all tha friends 
if historical Christisnity, as opposed to t^a 
modern eaaays at oouverting tbe plain narrative* 
of the Evaogeliata into a aeriea of legend^ no 
more deaerriog of historical eradenoa than th* 
twelve labor* of Hareat**. 
D gitizo 
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of two ptU: tha fint, ui axuninatlon of 
Stranu' aTgumenC* to prove the mjUiicsI tibtr- 
■Iter of the GodpeU; theieoond,a portion of ad 
unfiDubed work of • geotral ebanetar, on the 
iatenial tTideoce) of their genaioenesi. The 
vKlue of the work u a whole, i^ we think, aon- 
lidenblj diminished bj it* frafmeotarj and 
nnooDdeneed state, which hM admitted oonsid- 
erable matter, the close ooDoeotion of which 
with tbs immediate parposa of the work, i* 
eomewhat obaeare ; and the stjie raesiables 
that of the aBlhor'stUiub'ioiufeUow-tbeologiBD, 
ChBoniag, not only in its chastened good sense 
aod reGnemant, but also in • somewhat un- 
pleaaant prolixitj. The mora general psrt of 
- the work presenla little that can be oalled new, 
tboogb it ia aa eloquent ampliSefttion of Rooa- 
seaa's pragnsnt remark of the ohMketer ef Jmoi^ 
that " the inventor wonld be a more MtODlshiDg 
man than the hero ;" that to auppoae that wod- 
darful realization of moral perfeetioD to be the 
perfeotioo of an ideal exiating in the minds of 
men as untrained, and, aa their wiitinga evinM, 
singularly nningaginative as the original apoe- 
tlee o( Chriit, is to take refuge from historiaal 
Christianity, by aasertiDg a miraole greater than 
biatorioal Christianity relate*;!^ iadeed, to admit 
iU poesibility, by maintaiaing that oDequalled 
breadth and purity of thought on all things 
conoerning God end Virtue, whieh the Ooepela 
affirm to bare reaided only in one^ to have really 
existed in four. Or, to vary somewhat the 
hypothesis, in the words of Prol Norton, "To 
aoppoae such a conaistent nan^tive to be fucmed 
by oolleoUDg traditions, fablea, and exaggerated 
Btorie«, invented and propagated by many indi- 
vidnals, deceiving and deoeived, is l&e imagin- 
iag a fine historiaal picture to be composed by 
putting together figares and designs, the work 
of different nnekilful arUats, each following hia 

To retom to his examination of Stransa ; — He 
remarks, in the firat place, that the defenee 
of the Gospels has been complicated and embar- 
rassed by the common aaanmption, that unleaa 
the abeolute infallibility of Ibe Evangelists, even 
aa t« circumstances, could be maintained, the 
tTDstworthineu of the Qospal* moat be given 
up. And as it is etident that there is actual 
discrepaocy, more or les^ as to circtimatancea 
of time, place, ie., the enemiea of ChriitlaDity 
have thus had an advaolage, of which they are 
easily disposMsaed, in the author's view, by 
oonsidering the Oospels as the uninspired narra- 
tive* of honest men, intimately conversant with 
the life of our Lord. With thia view, he thinks 
,the absolute reliableness of the EvangelisCa in 
every thing of moment, becomes perfectly trans- 
parent. Thia, it is true, might leave room for 
the play of fancy, but the oomplete and cireum- 
atantial agreement in their accounts of tbe mira- 
olea, the part of the history, whore, above all, 
a legendaiy or exaggeratiog disposition would 
break all hounds, (as is evinced by the Irgeuds 
of the eainta,) the prevalence of the same dry 
simplicity there aa elaewhere, puts their trnst- 
worthiaes* beyond all duubi. Ami, as the author 
ramarks, the aecount of our Lard's miracles is 
ao ioterwoven with that of hia diseannsee, not 



merely in the order of narration, bat by the 
eonneotion of cause and effect, hia diaooursea 
often deriving both their occasion and their 
shape from hia miracles, that it ia impossible to 
detach them from each other ; apd an admission 
of failhfulDeuin the transmiaaion of one, admits 
reliablaneea in the narraUve of bolh. He thiobe, 
however, what we aee Dot how any can dla- 
pnte, that tha utter anakillfulness of the Evan- 
gelists in the art of oomposition, and the use of 
language, especially of tbe Qreek, aa well as 
their little dispoaition to geaeraliza and infer, 
baa frequently left in doubt tho eiaot oocaaon 
and conDectioQ o^Chriat'a diaooursea, and failed 
to give hia words with verbal eiaetneu; and 
thia, while it diminisbea their merely literary 
value, enbaDcea their credibility, by leaving ua 
to diacover, on cloaer search, the thouaand coia- 
cidencea between tbe ocoaaion aa indicated by 
the slight and hardly oonscioos hints of the 
Evangelist and the diacourse. Indeed, the author 
r^^rda thia as the grand teat and proof of the 
authenticity of the Oospels, tha^ fragmentary 
aathey arc^ appealing evidently to a vaat mags 
of unrecorded knowledge respecting the oiroum- 
■tances out of which our Lord'a aetiane and ot- 
teranoea took their riae, the closer our aearcb 
into this mass ofMronmataacea, the more intelli- 
gible and satiafaetory become the Evangelical 
aoeoDnla. Thi^ indeed, is the txperinietUiait 
erveit of truth or falsehood in a hiatorioal ao 
count. Planaible falsehood, brought in contact 
with eoDtemporary truth, diacover* a thousand 
gap* and ineongruities; a true aeoount, on the 
other hand, which i* perplexing when atandlug 
alone, often ia ftrat made Inminons by auch a 
compariaon. 

With auch abundant materiala for a potitiM 
demonstration of the tmth of the Qoapela, it 
might seem needleaa to attempt the ntffcUite 
work of refuting that singalar offapring of 
Cloudlaod, the mythical theory of Straus*. 
That production, however, being of a kind quite 
unprecedented in tbe history of infidelity, de- 
mands notice, eapecially aa it oontaina most of 
the promineDt Oerman objections to the credi- 
bility of the Qoipels. He old theory, that the 
accounts of the Qoipel* are a deliberate fiction, 
having long been abandoned, Strauss pUnte 
himself on the theory that the evangelical ac- 
count* are nothing more than the accretions of 
fable and legend, that formed about the real 
story of our Lord, which, as he not only rejeeta 
the miracles, but any thiog of supernatural en- 
dowments in his character, muat indeed be 
reduced to a very slender thread. These 
"mytlie'' he conceives to have grown up in 
about thirty years after tbe death of Chriat, and 
toJiaTe shortly gained sncb credit aa utterly to 
obecnre the true accounts of our Lord given by 
his Apostles I That ia, obaonre and nameless 
persona, preaching the moat astonishing fables 
concsruing Christ, in tbe regions where he bad 
acted, within a generation after hia death, and 
met, of course, with refutation and denial, by 
bodi hia foes and hia real diaciplee. were able to 
bring tbe former to an acknowledgment that 
waa never retracted, of the reality of the most 
atnpendooa miracles wrought by their hated 



victim, contrary to their own knowledge t^at 
no such things had t>een wrought by him, and 
able to amother the taatimony of hia Apoatle* to 
hia true history so completely, aa even to filch 
their namea, and appropriate them to their own 
monetroua fablea I And thia ia the hypothesis 
of a man whose nice senao of hiatorioal proba- 
bility ia offended by a variety of oircumitancea 
in two acoounla subatantially identical 1 Tmly, 
the credntity of «ome a**ailaal« of Chriatianity, 
snrpasse* all that they attribute to its friende. 
One would think, indeed, that the mere an- 
nouncement of Strauaa' two fundamental eaoona 
of criticism, would be auffioieat to annihilate hia 
claim to be an impartial investigator of tbe Oos- 
peli. His first canon is. "that an account is not 
hiatorioal which cannot be reconciled with tbe 
well-known and iiDiversal taws whieh govern 
the course of eventft" la other words, that a 
relation of a miracle at onoe invalidatea the 
narrative that contains it This canon, of ooursa, 
forecloee* the questioo, and renders any partic- 
ular discussion of tha allied drcnmstaocee of a 
miracle, frivoloua Prof. Norton well rcmarke, 
that to sift the element* of the myths of Her- 
culea, by way of showbg their ioeonsistenoy, 
would be absurd ; hut not more so Uian a mi- 
nute examination of the Gospel* to detect incon- 
aiatcneie* in the accounts of miracle* wblcb we 
have praviooaly determined cannot, by any 
possibility, have been performed. The only 
condition on whieh such an ciaminatlon can 
with any fairness be pursued, is. that this canon 
be waived, and the accounts of the mlraclea be 
examined with reference to their conaiatency or 
inconsistency, on the ground of a miracle being 
poasible. But it does not suit the purpose of 
Strsusa at all to let this "canon" be waived. 
Wherever, In tr^ng to ahow an inconsistency 
in tha account of some miracle^ he does not 
Bucceed to his fancy, this cool aaanmption ia 
ready: "TTiis account must be a myth, for a 
miiacle is not ponible." From' each a confuaion 
of critical principles, what reenlt might not be 
found I But hia second canon anrpaases the first 
in cool aaaumption. That a miracle ia impossible. 
Is, indeed, a position utterly untenable, by any 
one who believes there is a God, and who does 
not pretend to know the whole of his purposes, 
bat may be defeoded on the denial of a conadou* 
God, the ground on which Strausa adopts k ; 
but it paaaes our apprehension, how theiet or 
atheist conld have imagined such a principle of 
criticiam a* this : ** that an account claiming to 
be historical, muat not be inconsistent with 
itself, nor contradict other accounts." That is, 
if two histories of one event arc written, both 
of which cannot be true, it is impossible that 
either should be I Or, if a historian should, 
through a lajise of memory, inlradoce some 
circuiuatanee which could not be reconciled with 
the whole courae of bis narrative, no marks of 
hooeaty and competence could tave tbe whole 
from condemnation I Or. if two men. writing 
about the death of Cxaar, (the aubject whi^ 
Prof. Norton aubjecia to the Straussian criti- 
ciam,) ahoald give a narrative in almost sit re- 
apeot* accordant, but one ehoold affirm that he 
died aileot, and the other abould make him 
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otter "Sttu.Brattr the death of Cnu muat 
be proDoimead a mjthl'Tha utter abeurditj 
lA (aefa a coDolDsion canoot, at firat, but prompt 
the snepioioa that, in appljiog hie oanon, he 
oonfiDe* it withiD narrower ILmiU. But U ihere 
b ODj thing that marki * aeientiGe mind, we 
ha*e been voot to oonsidar it a* (vioced b; a 
great ears in the ttatement of tundtmental prin- 
ciplee of iiiTeeUgation. Prof, Norton giTee avi- 
denoe that Straiue' applioalion of the oaooo ii 
ae indeteroiinate aa hia statement of it. Eis 
eobolnding remarks on this werk are ae fallows; 
"Thevork of Strans* baa obtained oelebrity, 
and prodnoed an effeot, probably, mneb diepro- 
portioned to the number of ita readers; for in 
tba present state of Theolc^ieal lilerators and 
inquiry, it cannot be supposed that the readers 
of so long a vork of inch a character have been 
Dumerons, at least ont of Oermaoy. But it has 
fnr&iehed ■ pretence for infidelity, by being a 
Tcry long, *a& what h*a been reputed, au slab- 
otate and leaned work, in ita defence; and the 
Tcry eiroamstance that ita actoal oontenta wsra 
little known, has nndonbtedly magnified the 
notion of their importance. Ita direct effect on 
some minds may be ascribed to various eanse*. 
Tbe fact that there are error* in the Qoepela, is 
oocfonnded thronghont with the condueion, that 
Uie writers are not credible witoeeMb The 
doctrine of tbe impoeeibility of a miracle i* 
constantly kept in Tiew, to determine all qaae- 
tiona against the truth of the Oospela The 
oplniaD) of tbe sehool of Paulns, which reeolres 
ail miraolee into erroneous account* of nataral 
CTanta, are produced in detail in many of bis 
criticisms, and triumphantly confuted ; and this 
may give tome reader* an impreseion of hia 
reasoning powers, that will unduly affeet their 
Judgment*. His UDtiriog prolixity may weary 
othen into a belief that tbere^ soma foree in 
what he s«ys. But perbap* the main direct 
effect produced by hi* work baa raialted from 
it* treating all those facta in which oor happi- 
uass and virtue are must iuterested, — thoe* bets 
which addrete themtelTe* to oar noblest sympa- 
tbiei and seDUmeoU— whiob, eveu if they ware 
direeted of reality, would remain the most glo- 
rioua of imagination*, — from its treating thoee 
facts in the dryesl manner, on the narrowest 
baai* of thought, and with a hearties* diarrgard 
of the associations connected with then in tbe 
mind of a religioua man, and of the bearing of 
this diseusuon on the essential intereste of bu- 
manity. This is the characteristic ton* of the 
book ; and U may be difficult for one who un- 
dertakes the taak of reading it throagh, to es- 
cape tbe infection.' 

The remtuning work is published iu two ele- 
gantly printed Tolumes, Sro. The TranslsUou 
of the Gospel* i* undoubtedly of great critical 
value ; bat it may be doubted whether the "stiff 
and solemn etyle " in which he oomplaioa that 
the Gospels are enihrouded, is not almost a* 
near their trns tone as the sttffoeas and hardness 
of modsm style. Extended tables of Varion* 
Beading* adopted in Mr. Norton's tranalatioo, 
are furnished in an Appendix to tbe first volnme 
of thi* versioD. The Notes embraced in the 
second Totame are not a contiDuous oommentary.

Tbii work is unique in its plan. It forms 
complement, a* it were, la tbe standard reports 
ot the Court of Appeals of tbe State of New 
York. It oontatD* the Cases, Pointy Ac, t 
ployed by eonnael in argument of each eai 
decided in the court, from ita organiiatioo 
the doe* of April Term, 164B, with a statement 
of the Deaitions ef the Court, the opiniont beieg 
only given where not beretofore reported; the 
vote* of tb* judge*, and other iaformaliou 
qui*lt« to form, in oonnaotion with tbe standard 
report*, a full and complete history of the case. 
A few piragraphs, abridged &om the Preface, 
will serve to give a clearer idea of the charaoter 
of tbe book. 

" It was during my clerkihip in the Court of 
Appeal* that tbe present work was suggested. 
CouBtel attending Court would frequently 
qneet me to save an extra copy of the Case* and 
Points la the cause* there argued. The frequent 
reiteration of thi* requeet, and my inability to 
comply with it — a* these were generally pre. 
sented to the clerk*, only those eaeea and points 
required by the rule* of the court — led me to 
devise some method in which Ibey conld be put 
in order.

Then follow the 
points and authoritie* of ibe respective eouoeel 
with the addition of Judge Bronaon's notes of 



tha argument, and corrected and addlUonalaa- 
thoritita cited on the argnmenL Next, the de- 
ciaion of tba oonrt, and the vote of the judge*. 
La«tly, a foot note, elating the ground* upon 
which tbe oonrt have disposed of the cauae." 

It is perhap* to be regretted, that the whole 
body of information reepeeting each decinon of 
tbe Court of AppeaK which realty deeervea 
publication; is not at once Incorporated in the 
regdUr report of iL Hr. Howard's work will, 
undoubtedly, be very nsefnl, however, to maoy 
practitioners tbrougbont the Stat*. Wbetber

It b qnestionable whether it be wite or neefiil 
to multiply the number of religion* or aecular 
bingrapbiea. Persona] parlialitie* and mutaken 
judgment have combined to aceuinnlate upon 
the shelves of the bookaellers a mass of this sort 
of literature, wbich attracta few to pnrchaae, 
and fewer atill to peruse it: Library catalogue* 
and publisher*' list* are already filled up with 
the accretiope of religtoue, political, and patri- 
otic eootribntlons to our Biographical literature. 
And of late, there have not been wanting men 
who, "boaa^ngthemselvts tob**am*body,'and 
fearful that the eooeeeding generation may in- 
dulge a contrary opinion, have thrown thetr 
live* away upon tbe public with moet aelf- 
sacri&eing recklessness. Of these latter it is 
■nfflcient to say, that, in tbe opinion of discern- 
ing mind*, they have but tktir lita, and com- 
mitted literary and moral suicide. Having be- 
come their own txeeutoTi, they eaDOOt, eonm«t- 
ently, appeal from the deciaioD of the Court of 
Probate. 'Die varioua religion* toeietie* have 
done much to produce thU surfeit of memoin 
and kindred book* ; and tbe pen pointed by 
friendship aud affection, e«emi ever ready to 
supply their presses with tbe pious panegyric 
of the unheard-of or forgotten dead. A few of 
theaa memoire of private piety and public nse- 
tulneaa have proved valuable addition* to our 
common literature ; but the vast majority have 
been iaaned to little purpose. Among the few 
biogripbie* of value and proapeetivp usefulness, 
we elass the "Mtmoir and Ditamrut o^Tnoiua 
Sfikceh." Precocious In both piety and intel- 
lect, pre^mioently uieful in his btief ministry, 
beloved a* a feitlifnl and devoted pa*lor, and 
prematurely ollrd from a proud poeitjon in the 
religions world, — it haa been wtll said of thi* 
gifted young man, that "Beligion, Humanity, 
Eriendabip and Oeniue, mingled tbjair tear* at 
hi* grave." Tbe work before ue has been a labor 
of love on the part of Dr. BeSei, of Liverpool, 
the distinguiBbedsucaeaaoFof Mr Spencer; and 
although many of ita details must poaaes* pecn- 
liar interest to the mind* of tbo*e who were 
privilrged to listen to tbe1*mented paetor, there 
are not a few who will be profited and pleaaed 
by the perueal of so genial a specimen of life- 
limning ae thb book present*. When we state 
that Mr. Spencer wu a prewiher of tfa« Qoapal 
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at ttvfnttm, ■ popnlsr putpit orator in London 
at tighlien, and an idoliiad potior in Livarpool 
*t tatrtt;/, we have (aid anoogh to proT* hi* 
preeoeiooB taleot, aod to attract attention 1« bia 
memoir. We have onlj to add, that he waa 
■ceidantallj drowned, before attaining the age 
of twentj-one fean. Premstare m wb< bia 
daath, hit life wa» long, for it " anawared life'i 
great end." The Memoir t* well written, tbcDgb 
lomewbat diacDnlTe, and eontunt much that ia 
of general interest Ur. Spaooer'a lettera and 
diHonnei are charaoterized bj deep-toned pietj, 
thonghtlidaaN, and remarkable purity of ian- 
gnage.

If we 
remember rigbtlf, a oonuderable portion of the 
eonlanta of thii ohanniDg Tolome, appeared 
arigiDallj in the "Home Jovmat:" and the 
■prigbtly «tf le of the writer made ita mark npon 
the reading pablie at that time. We r^joioe to 
wdeome Madame M.'i iparkUng deieriptioiii 
aad intereiljng iketebM Ihn* gathered into 
book form ; and we (hall be lorpri^ed and dia- 
appointed if the * Idi and Onta of Pari* " doei 
not attain extenuTe oirenlatioD.

picted, by one well qnslified to do joatioe to the 
subject, and invest the theme with unusnal in- 
terest. The writer has treated the foUiea, foibles 
and frivolities of the Freneh as only a Pariritratt 
conld have done ; and using the prominent 
localities and celebriUes as aooesiorie^ she has 
brought her characters and descriptiona upon 
the stage, wiLh a view to good efleet, and has 
farntibed ■ mil «« tim at once creditable to 
herself, and satisfactory to the reader. White 
we commeod the book to all loven of lively 
literature, we most protest against the eareleee- 
ness which has multiplied grievous typograpbi' 
cal bluoden throngbont its pages. It wonid 
seem that the proof-reader bad become too 
■nuch interested in the work of Uadame Har- 
guer^ttes, to pre due attention to hi* own.'

" The Cireulatjng Library — what s revoluliou was 
that in popular literatnre! Ilow this nev plant 
appeared above tbe earth, where it flrat budded, 
■here It bore its early fruit— bow it grew Into a 
great tree, like that in tbe old title to Lilly's Grsm- 
mar, where the apples of knowledge are being 
gathered by little climbing boy* — would be difficult 
to trsos snd to record. There it waa — tbia great 
eoonomieer of individual outlay Ibr booka— in most 
market-towns at the beginning of the oentnry. 
The uDlverael adoption of the name is the bent 
proof of lb* common reeogaiiion of the ides. It 
cbsnged the habits of the old cnunlry bookseDerx. 
It fbnnd them other oooupsIiOD then keeping ■ 
■tall In ibe market- plsoe, aa did tlieir worthy fore- 
Athers. They dealt no longer la tracts snd aingle 
sermons. It eent tbe chap-booka into the vitlagea. 
It made tbe 'Seven Champiooe of Christendom' 
and 'The Wiss Masters of Greece' vulgar. It 
created a new Itteratnre of fiction. It banished 
■RobinaonCruKW' to the kitchen, ^ud 'The Ara- 
tnao Nights' to the nnraery. It built up great 
printing boates in Leadenbsll street; snd held out 
high rewards for rapid eompoaillDn, st the tats of 
llva ponnds per volume, to deonycd gOTeraeaeea 
who had seen tbe world, aod baoli olerka of en 
Imaginative turn of mind. These could produce a 
wUdemcis of Italian bandits, with untimiled wealth 
and beauty, who had won the hearts of eredolaaa 
conntessea, and only surrendsred to the baogmau 
when whole armiea came out to take them. Tbeaa 
oould unveil all the mysterious Iniuries of great 
msDvons in Groarenor Square, or of eSmptuous 
hotels Id Bond Street. There was ever and anon a 
' bright particntar star' in the Milky Way of popular 
fiction. But the circulating library went on Its own 
eonree, whether the empyresn of romsnee were dim 
or brilliant. 'What have yon got newf was ths 
universal question put to tbe guardian of tbe trea- 
sures of this reoenUy discovered world of letters. 
When tba bowar-msid of the Iniurlone Gur one, 
who lolled upon the sofa through a long summer's 
day, aa Gray did when be wae deep in CrJbiUoo, 
came to 'change' the book, great, sometimes, wss 
the perplexity. It was not a difficult task to 
'chsnge,' but tbe newness was pnizling. The Udy 
a%l tbe neat-banded Phillia punned their etudiea 
simnltaneoasly. They did not like ' poetry ;' they 
did not like ' letter*.' ■ Sir Charles Grsndlson ' waa 
s* old and n Urcfone •■ * Pamela.'

The7 had 
read 'Ctelabs in Marobora Wife'— th« chBrmIng 
book — but they did not waot It again. Perhape, 
aoggofted the bookaeller'a ipprentloe, < The UoHk' 
tniglit do oooe mora. And >o the droalatiog libra- 
ry went on, alow and atrDggling, till, aboaC IBlt, 
the nDlaek; dcilre for 'iometbtngnew' bronght 
doirn to the little gnuj colleotion, whoee datniiiTe 
DOnibeTa of tdIuidm ranged from 1 to S.ESO, a new 
dOTet, with the aomevhat nnpromiiilng title of 
■ Warerly, or 'Oe 8i«y Tearm alne^.' At flret, (he 
lady upon the sob, aad tha coanaellor of her ata- 
diea, aoold not andnrv it, tor It wai full of horrid 
Scotch. Itwaaoftan 'atboma,' Hthapbraaewept, 
(br aiz montha of its proba^on ; when, •omefaov, 
it was dlaoovared that a new book of wonderftil 
talent had come oat of the Korth. Another and 
another ««ma, and In a few yeara the old oironlat- 
log library wu rained. Tba Bemeya, and Edge- 
worlhe, and Radoll^, and Qodwlni, and Holorofts, 
who had mliod with mnoh lower oompanj npon 
the llbrerlan'a RhelTet, atill held i pUo«. Bat the 
Winter* Id London«Tid WIntan In Bath, the Mid- 
Digbt Belle, tha Kone, and the Watoh-Towerv T'- 
tlrad f>om bnaineu. There was then a Dew epuoh 
in the oirantatlng library life. Tba literature of 
travels and memoir* timidly dimmed a pl»i« by the 
Kidaof the fashionable noTel, which awerted its 
dignity by railing Ita price to a gainea and a half. 
The old legitimate atnpidity, whioh did very well 
befbre the trade wal diatnrbed, would no longor 
'circulate.' Bat the naroeaofthe prodooen oftbe 
higher flotioa were not ' Legion.' 'Something new' 
mnst atill be had. To meet ibt market, every va- 
riety of weat-end authorship waa experimented 
npon. The number to be priotad could be caloa- 
laCad with tolerable eiaotneae, according (o the 
repnlation of the writer,— aod this calonlatlon reg- 
ulated the payment of copyright, ^mBrty pouode, 
and live bandred printed, to tha man without a 
name, ap to Bfteen hundred poundn. and an im- 
prasaion of <hr«e thousand, to 'the glass of fiBhion.' 
But in thia departmaut of the eommerce of lilera- 
ton,— as It will be In the end with every branoh 
npon which the growth of popnlar Intelligence Is 
optiating,— the rubblahleperiehablo,hea perished; 
tbegood endnrath. 

"The cirenlitiDg library ie now,' in many Id- 
ftanoes, a real instrument of popnlarenlightaD men t. 
Yet in same of the ematler towne, and Id watering- 
plaoea when raffles have their obarm, and a musl- 
eal performance is patronized in tha ■ Fancy Be- 
poeltory,' by 'audienoeflt thongh few'— Ibera the 
airouladng library may ha atudied in its snoieut 
brllllaDfj. There are still preserved, with a pspor 
BUmber on their brown leather backs, and a wclt- 
worn lull ofthe terms of en bMription on their siden, 
those vol nmas, now fading into oblirion, whence 
the writers of many a penny joanial of flction are 
drawing and will still draw (heir inspiration. Many 
of these relics of n pant age will live over again in 
ahilliug valomap with new titles. The heroes aod 
heroines will change their nsmoi ; tha ftimjtnre of 
the apartments in which they ulter their vow* of 
love wilt be modsrnliad j every sentence which in 
the allghteat degree approaelies the valgar will be 
aotlencd down or oliliteralcd. There iaagTeatdeal 
yet to be done In thia way; and the melamorphoaia 
will go OD and prosper. In the mean while, (he dr- 
oulatlng librariea, both in London and the prcv- 
iDoes, are lupporting a higher literature of Action 
than thcae of the past genoiatlon ; and they And, 
alao, that there are other volnmea almost as attrac- 
Uve aa tha last new novel. They are doing the 
•ama work aa tha book-olnbi. Both thaae mode* 



of coaperalion have had the effect of making thi 
demand for a book that la at once solid and attrao 
tlve, more oenain than the old demand by Individ- 
uat purchasers. The certainty of the demand 
iieoeeeartly produces a gradual reduction of price. 
An average demand ii crealed, reaulting tiomtm 
average of lasts In tboee vbo belong to book-aooie- 
ties and subaorlbe to. olroolalJng librariea. But 
thees ebauDala fbr the sale of Daw booka era 
materially influanoed by lownesa of price. Cheap- 
naea la greatly InflaeDlial with the private pai^ 
chaser; bat veiy many are content with the read- 
ing of a nawbook, through the elnb or the library, 
who would never buy It for their own household. 
The flnt demand is one of tho mcaoa by whioh 
good booka may be cheapened for a auhaequenl 
large isaue for rtie permanent home library. 
'The Life of Lackington' there Is the following 

: — ' I have been Informed that, when 
lating libraries were first opened, the booksellers 
were much alarmed ; and their rapid ii 
added to their fura, and led them (o think thai 
the sale of booka would tie mnoh diminished by 
mob libraries. Bol eiperlence has proved that the 
ule of books, BO far from being dioiinisbed by 
them, has been greatly promoted ; as from these 
repositories many ihonsknd families have been 
iheapty supplied with books, by which the taste ol 
-eading has become ronch mora gcnaral, and ihoo- 
lande of books are purchased every* year by such 
IS have first borrowed them at those libraries, 
after rending, approving of them, have tieoome 
pnrchaaers.'

Dr. Carrie, the biograpberof Burns, In reoording 
thia fact, saya, 'With deference to the Converaa- 
Sodety of Uanohlioe, tt may be doubted 
whether tho books whioh they purohaaed ware of a 
kind best adapted to promote tha interest and hap- 
piness of persoQB In thia aituaticD of life.' The 
iligeetioD of Dr. Cnrrie wu fonnded apoD bia belief 
Ibat works which onltivated 'delicacy of taste' were 
nnflited for those who pursued mannal occapationa. 
He qaatiflea hie objection, however, by the remark, 
Every hnman being ia a proper judge of his 
happiness, and within the path of iunocenoe 
'. to be permitted to pnranB it. BInoe it is the 
of tha Seoltish peasantry to give a preferencr 
to work* of taste and of fiinay, it nuy be preaamed 
they find a anperior graUSca^on Id tha perusal of 
>ueh worlts.' Thia truth, limldty pat by Dr. Cur- 
ie, ought to ba the fonndatlOD of every sttempt to 
provide books for all resdera. Wa are learning to 
'e falae opinions whioh, for a century or 
been degrading the Dstional character by 
lowering the general taste. Those who mainuined 
that taste was the exclusive property of the rich 
and the luxuriona, could not take away from the 
humble the beauty of the rose or the Iragranoe of 
the violet; they oould not make the nightingale 
ilgar note to 'the awink'd badger at hii 
anppar ;' nor, speaking purely to a queation of taste, 
did they venture te lower tha noble translation of 
the Bible, which they pot into the^handaof the 
to something which, aocording to tha 



insolent formula of thoee days, was 'adapted to the 
mi anaat capacity.' A great deal oftbls has passed 
away. It baa been discovered that moslc Is a fit- 
ting thing to be cnltivatad by the people; the doors 
of galleries are thrown open for the people to gaze 
upon Baffaellea and Corregias; even cottages are 
built so aa to satisfy a feeling or proportion, and to 
make their inmates aspire to something like deoo- 
ration. All thii in progress in the right direction. 
"In the year 1SS5, Lord Brougham (then Ur 
Brongbam), in his 'Practical Observadons opon 
the EdaoaUon of lbs People,' explained a plan 
which has yet been only partially acted upon. 
'Book-Clube or Beading SocieUes may ba estab- 
llahed by very small uambera at oontributora. and 
reqaire an inoonslderable fond. If Um asaociate* 
re near one snother, arrmngemanta may be easily 
ladefor circulating the booko, bo that they may be 
1 use every momant that any one can spore ftom 
ia work. Here, too, the rich have an opportnnity 
presented to them of promoting inatrnction without 
ant interference: the giltof a fbw bookB, as a 
beginning, will generally prove a aufflslent encour- 
agement to carry on the plan by weekly or monthly 
ibntiona: and, with tha gift, ascheme msy be 
communicated to aSDlst the oontributora in arrang- 
tbe plan of their assoelalion.' Bimple In Ita 
workiag as »ueh a plao wonld appear to be, the 
icea of tliOFe volnnUry aaaooialions are really 
few. In Scotland, Lending Ubrariea and Itinarat- 
ng Libraries have, in some dietriot*, been estab- 
iahed BUODsaBfaliy ; but In England, Lending Li- 
braries era scarcely to be found, except in connexion 
schools, or under the Immediate direction of 
ninister of a parish or of a disaantlng oongra- 
gatjon. In these cbbsb, we fear, comes too fViqneol- 
ly into action tha denire, landBble, no doubt, to 
promote < the intereat and happiness of persona Id 
tituation of life.' They an not permitted to 
chooee for themMlves. Tlie best books of smaae- 
lentare kept oat of their sight; and theyoontrive 
■ gat bold of tha worst. The timidity which in- 
ets upon supplying these libraries with patt4rn 
books renders the libraries diaagreeable, and there- 
fi>re useless.

When Ariitotle left Athens he gavehia library to

In A. D. MS, HoBBB, of Teorit, added SSO vol- 
ume* to the librery of St. Mary Deipsra, In thtlfl- 
trian dessrt, ^rypt. Some of these Identioal HSS, 
an now In the British Unsenm. 

A oentury later, mantion i* made of the library 
of the monastery of St. Macarius, also in Egypt. 

The following pirtlcnlan of the librariee of 
Alexandria, already mentioned, are ocrion*: ^- 
phanins (_0n Wtifitt and Ifeaturti, c. ix.) Informs 
us that the booka vhioh were translated into 
GrOBk, at Alexandria, wen depoBitad in ths Bru- 
eblon, which v*a the flnt library. Ancllier libra- 
ry, on e smaller aoalB, was aftarirards formod in tha 
Serapinm, which is called the daughter of the 
other. In this wen laid up tba traiislaUon* of 
Aquila, BymmiahUB, Theodotlon, sod otbsr*. Am- 
miaotis, (xxli. IB,) says that tbe libraries of the Se- 
rapium .were of incatimable value, and that 70,000 
volumes were burnt there in the flnt Alexandrine 
war.

The generons Scotchman, William HsctDre, whose 
liberal bequeet for the beneSt of American work! og- 
waa mentioned in the last number of the Qa- 
was not one of that clau of benevolent men 
whopoatpona all their liberality till after their death. 
There Is in Pittsford, VL, a library of about S.OOO 
TolDmea,wbiah bad ita origin in a doDation from 
him nearly tweSty yeara ago, while he was a reu- 
dent in Ueileo. A gentleman from Pittsford, bap- 
peningto be la Philadelphia in the fall of IBSS, 
heard Ur. Uaclare npokaa of aa a man of great 
wealth and aa great liberality, eHpecislly in farnish. 
ing tbe laboring clanea with the mcaoi ofmenla- 
OTcment. It occurred to bim that he woald 
endeavor to tarn the current of Ur. Uaolure'g be- 
olence towerda Vermont, and aocordlngly be 
He to him, repreaenting that as a result of the 
>rovemant of common schools in Pittsford, t1^ 
yonng people begin to manifcat a greater deeire for 
booka thsD their parents had the mesoa to gratiiy. 
lie therefore ventured to aak if Ur. Uaclare wonid 
assist that town in the establishment of a free libra- 
ry by a gift of $400, more or lees, provided citizens 
of the toirn abould raise an eqoal or greater amouot 
for the ssma pnrpoaa. In dae time a favorable an- 
swer arrived. Ur. Uaolure had immedialely dirrct- 
ed his agent in Philadelphia to honor a draft oftlOO 
aa loon as aatisfaoCory proof was fumithed that 
equal amount hod been raised In Pittsford. Tl 
sum was raJaed, the library was procured, and hu 
increased in qnontity and valnc ever since. 
aecODd edition of ita cataiogoe was printed in leSS, 
■nd oont^na 48 closely printed 13mo. pages. 

The Aiaooiation passed a vote of tbsnki U 
Madnre, which waa oommonicated to bIm by the 
Librarian. To this Ur. Uiclnre replied that he was 
ao well pleaaed with the whole proceedings, that be 
had aulhoriied hia sgsnt to answer a draft for 
anoCher 9*00, to be distribolad in sums of a 
dred dollara amoog any four towns which shonid 
raise a simllsr sum of |100 each, for a free libmryl 
At that moment the Librarian happened to ba en- 
gaged Id an attempt to eatabilah a free normal 
school tbr teachers, and nndar the idea that so lib- 
eral and wealthy a man might perhaps be indaced 
loaidin BDeaterpriae of thai character, he delayed 
publishing the offer, md wrote to Ur. Uaclnn 
ing forth the pisnof the school, and ufcing whether 
he would be willing to endow it with 91^,000, 
vldad an equal sum could be raised id Vermont. 
To this Iett«r no direct reply was ever given, ai Mr. 
Uaoture died not long aflcr he received It; bat 
gentleman who saw bim a short time before his 
death, said that he waa tben preparing (o leave fo 
New Eagland, to make arrangements, is he aaid 
abont "a grand edocitlonil loheme." He was s 
much engroased with this scbeuie, that il seemed as 
if he could talk of nothing else, for every other sul 
ject seemed to lead to it. His nniimely death put 
an end to this, and probably to many other benev- 
olent schemes, but his noble bequests for the b«u- 
eflt of worklug-men will entitle him to their gnte- 
tal remembrance throngh ill coming generations.

This work will contain some 
tliirt; thousand Biographies and Literary Ko- 
tices, embraciog, baeidea mnch that is originsi, a 
large number of selections from the critical 
opinions of distinguished writers and reviewera 

reference to the li(«rary prodnctions of otber*. 
A very full and elaborate Index of Subjects is 
also promised. 

The author has furnished ua with some of the 
idvance abeets, which show the general form of 
the nork, and give a very good idea of ila exe< 
n. Each author's name is followed by the 
datea of birth and death, where it is possible to 
obtain those items, and, in the notice of any dis- 
tingubhed person, an OQtline biography ia fur- 
nished. Then followa a list of tlie author's 
works, with date of pablieatlon, but generally 
withont any record of sites, number of pages, or 
prices being appended. EitracU- and illustra- 
tions from the reviews and oriticiama from men 
of standard judgment are also freely supplied. 
Walts' *'Bibliotheca Britannica," an extensive 
and extremely valuable work, in two volume* 
quarto, lias been mora largely need in these 
pages, in the depertmenta of English Authon and 
Literature, than any other work. Although 
this production is to ba issued in one volume, it 
will coatain the matter of over twenty ordinary 
octavos, being printed in small type and double 
colUDiDs, and presenting a very neat appearance. 
literary men will thank Ur. AUibon* for bring- 
ing ao much valuable bibliographical material 
into so small a compass. The notices of Lord 
Bacon's life, and criticisms of hit works, occupy 
more than fifteen closely printed columns, and 
show a greit deal of rcacarch and care in its 
compilation. _ The following extract, from ooder 
the letter A, will indicate whht is the general 
nature of the larger articles in the work. It is 
a notice of the compiler of the Cret "Concord- 
ance to Shakapeare."

Traife. After having reviewed printing in the 
countries which have contributed to the Eshibi- 
tioD of 1861, M. Didot examines the different 
melhodB of pubtiahing, Ac The oommcncement 
of the second part of the report treats of the 
most important quettitm o! all — that of literary 
property. He says Ibat the reciprocal reeogni- 
tioD of literary property in different countries 
will give more intellectual life and creative 
imagination to eertein.counlries where the re- 
production of foreign worka often suppresses 
native literature and eeience. There would then 
be no mure editiona hastily reprinted in the 
atrife of business, often full of faults, or muti- 
lated at the willof aspeculator, being the means 
of the ruin of the author, or the editor who had 
the courage to undarUke a publication at hia 
own ri»k or peril. Finally, the assurance of a 
laiger market would be an encouragement for 
writers and editors of teleots in all countries. 
He also Enggests the ides that the binders should 
seek to give to their bindings a more particular 
character; that the choice of colors, more or less 
dark or light, should be appropriated to the na. 
tore of the subjecU treated of in the books : for 
iostonce, reserve red for war, and. blue for the 
aea, purple for the worka of great dignitaries of 
the church, black for philosophy, and pink for 
light poetry. This system would offer, in a large 
library, the advantugc of aiding research, and of 
striking the eye at first sight The report, which 
constitutes a book of the most complete interest 
and an encycloptedia written by a mister-hand,

aEBMAS TSEOLOOICAL XSJi SCIENTinO REVIEWS. 

Tbs periodiul literature of Oermany diffen 
in nuDy rtapeots from the cotemporaty publioa- 
tJoDB of the ume olua in tlu« oonutry, aod tito 
in FVanoe and England. In aome reapecU it haa 
peculiar merita; while in olhera it cannot be 
oompared with the eorreaponding literalars 
of other natiooa, in eSeetiveneaa and adaptetioD. 
It ia intended for the eultivated, rather than for 
theganeralmind; Itiaelaborateininveatigation, 
but deficient in the grace* of atyle. It ia mad* 
np, to a la^e extent, of eaaaya, and thorough 
philoaophioal inveatigation% and minute biatori- 
oal and philologieal reaearohea. ^e chief reli- 
g^oua jonraaLa of Germany are atriotly theologioal 
and eoeleeiaetical, rather than p^nlar; they 
have hardly anylhing that can be compared, in 
direct influeiica upon tha oommon mind, with 
Um waakly iianea of onr raligiona ]WcaB. And 
their qnarterliei^ while oontaining ezhanative 
diaenasiona of high and remote themea, and while 
having a laaa epbeoteral oharaotar than many of 
the eaaay* in our own pertodieala, ar« rather 
fitted to taak the powera of the moat learned 
divinea and pbiloeopbara, than to miaiater t« the 
wanta of the layman and men of geoeral onltore. 
They advance aoientiflo, rather than praetioal 
theology. It may be of intereat to our readan 
to give a aketoh of the oontenta of aome of the 
ableat of thaee review^ in order to elnddate 
their character, and to aee what thimea they 



le " Tkaologiteh* StttdUn tutd Knlikit " 
ataods eonfeaaedly at the bead of their thaologi- 

BviewB, Ilia nowinthe twenty-aighthyear 
of ila exietenee — having been edited from 1827 
by Ullmann and Uwheit, with the oo-openUJon 
ofLuaoke, Nitaaeli, and Oieaeler. Lneoke and 
Gieseler are now deceaaed ; Dr. Boihe, of 
Heidelberg, the able author of the ajatem of 
"Chiiatian Ethioa," takea the place of Q[eaeler. 
Dr. tlUmann waa laat year advanoed to the dig- 
nity of a I^roteatant "Pr«lalc," bat eontinuea 

Dmmunioationa. Thia periodical iaanaa four 
parte aonnally; and we have already rJbeived 
the third quarterly number for-'ISSG. The 
charaeler of the eeaaya and revicwa ia auch, that 
it ieemt to make little matter at what time of 
the year the numbera are publiahed. It doea 
not pretend to keep np with enrrenl lileratnre 
and eventa, but to paaa judgment upon them, 
from a aoiantifie point of view. Tha German 



theologiana of the aehool of SoUeiermaoher, moat 
of whom have advanoed beyond the poaition «f 
their great leader in approximation t« a mora 
orthodox form of faith, hava been the ohief 
oontribnton to thia work. Of lata yean they 
have thrown themaalvea more into the enrrent 
of the great praetieal qneatiana, reapacting the> 
togy and the Chriatian Chnrch, which are agi- 
tating the German mind. The whole tone of 
the review b elevated, impartial, and learned. 
The aeoond part of thia journal for the enrrent 
w, eontaina an able eaaay, by Paret on the 
philoaophioal arrangement of the different forma 
of religtona faith ; bia main divinon ia into thoae 
religiona which oonfound Nature and Ood, and 
thoee which eonaider God aa a pure tpiritual 
Being, above and different from the world; his 
eubdiviMon of Ihe firat elaaa ia into thoae whioh 
re not yet, and thoae which are, mythological, 
ickoning among the Utter the Brahman, the 
Greek, and the Soman religiona. Tha lalam 
faith he deaciibea aa a *' degenerate form of 
revealed reli^OD,' whoae "hiatorieal importanoe 
ia immeaanrably greater than ita internal oou- 
tente." Another able article ia a review, by Dr. 
Lechler, of the two moat resent bveatigatjana 
into the hiatoiy of the Waldenaea, by DieokboCf 
andHerzog. IHeckboffoontendatbatuearlyallof 
the peculiar Waldenaian literature ia a product of 
the cuitury otter the Beformaljon ; and ia fi^a in 
hia aecnaationa of interpelation and blufieation. 
Henog traeea tha uflaence of Hna* and the 
Bohemian brethren upon the formation of the 
Waldenaea, and bia work reate upon the noat 
thorough exploration of the mannacripla in vari- 
oua parte of Eorope ; Dr. Leohlar agreeing with 
Herzog aa to the origin of the Waldenaea from 
Peter Waldua, contenda that Wyoliffe and the 
Lollardi^ aa well aa Hoaa, contributed to the 
foreaation of their viewa and literature. 

The third portion <^the "Btvditn" for thia 
year, opena with an invealigation by Profaiaor 
Hobeck, ofHalle, upon the meaning of the word 
"jCeik," in tha writinga of Paul, aa deaignating 
the aouroe of aiiL Thia waa written in the eonrse 
of a renewed examination, of the Epiatle to the 
Bonana, in preparation for a new edition of the 
author'* well-known commentary. Dr. Eobeek 
contenda for the ancient aenaa of tha term * fleah," 
aa borne out, too, by elaaaioal uaage, and aa 
eqniTalant to Ihe natural phraae — weaknea* and 
dofulnea* of wan. From Bchneckenboi^er'a 
poathnmoua eommentary on the Acta, portioaa 
are communicated by Beutaehe. The venerable 
Profeaaor Uwheit baa an eaeay on " Immanuelaa 
the Heaaiah,' a comment on laaiah vii. 14. ; 
Holtiman reviewa Dr. Heppe'a wori^ on tha 
Confeamonal Developinent of the Old Protealant 
Qinreh of Oermany; and Engelhardt diaeuaaea 
Vogel'a resent volnmea upon Ratberine Terona 
and the tenth century. 

The eloee of thia number preaente the Pro- 
gramme of the Society of the Hagne for the 
Defanc* of the Chriatian Beligion, for the year 
IBG4, from which it appean, that none of the 
diaaertationa upon any of the topiea announced, 
were eonaidercd' worthy of being honored with 
the prixea. Some of the anbjeeta now propoaed 
are of general intereat; for ISU, UM,I}oetrine 
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«f jDitifioatioi], the UmnifMUtioD of the Bon of 
Ood to the P*tri*rebs,BiogT*pbiei in th« Cbar«h 
Eittory of the NcUtcrlands; for ISCB, the Apo- 
cryphal QofpeU, tha BiMoi7 et the Romui 
OadidiM in the NetherlaDdi, the Biitor; of 
ladependency, thftHiatoryot the PreabjUrial 
8;«Uni ID the Netherlaad«, iwaj* on Biblical 
CritiaiMn, the Epiatlea of Igoatiiu^ Arianiau 
and the moni cbaraetet of Ibe Chmlian Reve- 
lation, are to be preiented beforeSapt. I. 186S; 
the trestiiei are to be addreued, poat paid, to 
the Secretary of the Society, W. A. Van Eepgel, 
of Lejden. It ii.to be hoped that some of tbem 
will not be In auch " ettremelj bad Lktin." eo 
utterlj " worthleu " and " ineignificaot " »e 
Mveral of the etaaje banded in latt year were 
judged to be. 

Tbt'ZeilKhTi/t/ur die hiitoriulif Throl^git,'' 
ia also DOW pabiitbed by Perthes, in Oolba. It 
haa been in axiatenca for about twenty yean, 
»nd waa originallj' edited by Dr. C. F. Illgen, of 
LeipMO, ID eonnectioa with the " Biatorica-Theo- 
logioal Sooiely " of tbit plaee, wbiefa numbpra 
among ite memben the moat eminent Ibeologiani 
of Oermaoy. It« preient editor i* Dr. R W. 
Hiedner, formerly a profeuor otChareb biat«ry 
at IJepeie, now living io literary retiremeat at 
'Wittenbe^, where be ia engaged upon the eom. 
poiitioD of a work of immeoie reieareb, deeigDed 
to preient a combined biatory nftbe Ciiriitiao 
Cbareh, ofChtietiaD doctrine, and of philoaopbi- 
eat apeculition. Dr. Kiedaer ii the author of & 
moat philoaopbical manual of Cbnrch biatory, 
pnbliihed in 1845, in a aingle volnme — technioa) 
in ita terminology, but admirable in ita arrange- 
ment and elauificaliona. the '• Ziitiehrifl" 
whieh he edits, ia chiefly made up of elaborate 
hiatorieal disquieitian^ upon important or De- 
lected portions of Christian history. The second 
and third parts for ISBti contain but four arttclee: 
A general view oftbe whole literature of Church 
History, from 1850 to 18M, by Profeasor Engel- 
bardt, of Erlangen, folly competent to this great 
taak \ a eoatinnatioD of Wiggers' History of the 
Aoguatinian Anthropology, from the coudsmna- 
tion of Semi plagiarism, ia G29, to the revival of 
Angustiantaoi, by tha monk Oottschalok ; tha 
portion here contributed presents a full account 
of the views of Isidore, Archbishop of Seville. 
Dr. Wiggeri i* the author of the Biatory of An- 
guatioianiim, translated, in part, by Dr. Emerson, 
of Andover. Professor Hilgenfeld, of Jena, liaa 
an elaborate es»»y upon the Gospel of Mareion, 
in i<( relation* to the Soapelof Luke; and Max 
Uoebel contiaaas bis curious inveatigationa into 
the history of the "Inspiration Churches'' formed 
in Germany by tha French refugoes ; bis narra- 
tive will bring their biatory down from 1 988 to 
IBM, and it reels npoD original investigations. 

The '• ZtUKhrift /«r PhUotophie umf Fhilo- 
tiophUehe Kritik" edited by the younger Fiahte, 
FrofoMor Ulrici, of Halle, and Dr. Wirth, bat 
Just completed its twenty-aiith volume, having 
been published for Itiirteen years. It is a repre- 
sentative of that portion of the German pbiloso- 
phert who have passed through and got bayond 
the Hegelian system, aod who are trying to eatab- 
liaha speculative system ontheittio,' inatead of a 
pantheiatic basis. The younger Fiehte, the son 



of the nnowned philoaopher, hu eontribnte^ 
largely to ito page* , to tomething of prolixity 
he adds a good deal of aooteneat and a eompre- 
bensiTe spirit Bis ontology and ethioa are his 
ablest works. Professor Ulrici has written more 
than any other one msn in this journal ; he is 
the author of the work on Shakespeare, which 
has been translsted into E^gllab, and of a criti- 
ciem of the Begelian logic Weiase, Cbalybaeos, 
author of the Hiitory of German Philosophy^ 
Dobriscb, the disciple of Berbart at Leipeic, 
Franenstadt, and Wirth, are among the frequent 
vrritera in this philosophical review, tha only 
Qarmsn periodical devoted exclusively to specu- 
lative science. It ia an importaDt publieation, 
a»d neceasary to any one who wotild keep paee 
with 4he progreaa of Germao thought ; aDd it has 
contributed very much to the eipoaure of the 
defect* of the Begeliau system, and to a reaction 
more favorable to the interests of ChriatJaDity. 
It gives a review of all the leadiDg worka Id phi- 
losophy published in Germany, and notices of 
those iaaued in Frtoee and England. 

The twcnly-sixtb volume, being the flrst and 
aecond parts for tha current year, has sd eaeay 
by Wirtb, on the Beginning of Philosophy, that 
ia, the apecnlative qnestion, with what mast phi- 
losophy begin ; one by Feohoer, on tlie Atomistic 
Theory, two ortiete* by Pichte, against the 
theory of the Nature of tha Soul in the material- 
istic ayatama ; a dieconion of the Lost Difference 
of Philoaopbical Syatema, by Franenstadt, with 
reference to Trendelerbarg'a examination of 
Spinoza; Remarks on the AntBgoniam ofldeoli 
and Bealiam and Schopenhauer'a viewa on 
poiot, by Ulrici • on the Tran>c«Q dental Sense 
of the Logical Judgments and i^yllogismi, by C, 
B. Weisse, with a response by Ulrici ; a contri. 
bation to the niilosophy of Religion, on the idea 
of knowledge, also by Ulrici ; together with 
review* of the most reccDt philosophical works 
of GermsDy and France, and a tolerably full 
catalogue of the lateat work* on apecnlative 

This periodical waa auspended for twoyeor- 
in the troublous time* anoceading the revolution 
of 1848, but it has been .revived with new leaL 
Ita whole tendency is commendable; it seeks for 
alliance with Cbristianity ; it i« an earnest op- 
ponent of all the pontheistio and atheistic extras 
vagances, which have brought eome portion* of 
the German philosophy into such extensive and 
deserved diarapnte. Such authon oa Feuerbacb 
and Comle are severely handled in its page*. 
And though there is some rivalry among tha 
various contributora, and though do one of them 
will concede that any othsr one of them hi 
foand that perfect eystam, which they are a 
seeking after, yet their discneskins ore conducted 
in SB amicable spirit, and may serve to promote 
the progreeeof a true pbiloeophy. Theharmony 
of philosophy and faith I* what they oU strive 
prove and exhibit

AND Fancuo. — By Mr*. Jameson. D. Appleton 

and Co., Kew York. 

This ia Hrs. Jameson's latest publication, and 
conBiat* partly of original, and partly of selected 
articles, and these are divided under two general 
head), the &nt of which relates to "l^lhics and 
Charaeter," and the leeond to " Literature and 
Art" The compiler remarks that for many yean 
she has been aocuatomed to mark select passages 
and to note down original thoughts, and from 
such germ* were produci-d her volumes on 
"Sholupeara's Women," "Soared and Legend- 
ary All," and other works. The present volume 
is a eollectioii of the remaining fragments. The 
extraeteand original pieoeein this volume oover 
a wide grotind, and embraoa much that is well 
worthy of a place on the printed page ; while 
much, also, might have been left with propriety 
among the more "common-place" pieces in the 
written Dole-book. 

Of eoune all theee memoraq^a are interesting 
aa iUustrating tbegrowth ofourindividuolmind. 
Among the ethical fragment*, we find a portion 
ofalettereutitled "A Revelation of Childhood," 
whichshowBsome of the influence* which exerted 
a formative power over the mind and character 
of the writer. " Shakspeare," although among thei 
" forbidden hooka," was read all throngh before 
she was ten years old, no doubt eulturing her mind 
for her after delineations of Shakspeare'* char- 
acter i and she had learned to luxuriate in 
Oriental fiction. Among the theological frag- 
ments, is a life-like picture of Father Taylor, the 
Seamen's Chaplain in Boston, The " Notes from 
Book^" and " Notes on Art," in the latter part 
of this volume, will probably be read with greater 
interest than the preceding portion, ta being 
more connected in their port*, and more nearly 



related to the author'* own pecnlior talent and 
sympathies. Numerous passages are taken troBi 
Dr. Arnold, whose works are regarded by the 
writer with great adnuration. Speaking «f 
"Comte's Philosophy," she remarks — "In faei^ 
the doctrine of the non-plurality of worlds, aa 
recently set forth by an eminent Frofesbor and 
Ji.ii,, would exactly harmonize with Comte'a 
"Calte du Fositif," as not merely limiting out 
sympathies to thi* one form of intellectual being, 
but our religions notion* 1« this one habitable 
orb. The following remarks on "lliaekeray'* 
Lectures on the English Humourists^" will be 
fonnd of interest :

TBI BBiTwa Pocra— The Poetical Worki of 
perey Bynhe Shelley ; 8 toU, The Poetieftl 
Worki of George Herbert. Little, Brown 
A Co,,BaBton. 

Two new additions to Mesan. Little, Brown 
& Co.'s eolleotian of Britiib anthors, from 
Chaucer to Wordswortli. Mare divene dispo- 
aiUoni could hardly be thrown together bj the 
chapter of aecidenfs. Thej have only oDe similar- 
ity, in that they were both true poeta. We have 
no dieposition to ran the comparison between 
them.bj wa j of contrut ; showing the wayward 
career of the young mystio, or the devont man- 
ner in which the poet. of the elder age turned 
the same iastinets to the higher and bett«r luea 
of faitb, law, and obedience. They are not in- 
appropriately, perhaps, sent forth by the pub- 
lisher that the divine leaven of the one may 
neutralize the rank impiety of the other. 

Shelley is presented in the complete annotated 
edition prepared by his widow, the-daoghter of 
Godwin ; while an American pen has added de- 
tails, she, for obyioaa reaaona, omitfe and hat 
filled ODt the sketch of the poet'elife from the 



gCMiping revelationa of Leigh Hunt, qnalitied by 
the anecdotea of Medwin, The whole case is 
thus presented, and, as an edition in ooDvenieat 
form of Shelley's works has long been desired, 
this tD«et« the want 

We are glad to aee the edition of George Her- 
bert, and aa ererytiody has the life by good old 
Izaak Walton, a new one ia properly substituted 
for it — more critical aa bellta the temper and 
opportunities of the present day — from the pen 
of the Rev, Robert Aris Willmot. It is a capi- 
tal piece of suggestive biography; the oriticism 
bringing the author out in quite a new light; 
not merely as Dr. Johnson's old metaphynoal 
poet and a sublime pietist, but as a vigorous 
master of common seme, with some of Alexander 
Pope's beat qualities. The few pages of criUcal 
summary are admirable; of the text Itself it is 
hardly necessary to speak further. Quaint, in- 
genious, devotioDat, it equally appeals to the 
Intellect and the heart. 



TsB Lint or Sia WtiiUM Psppeboell, Baht., 
the only native of New England who was 
treated a Baronet during his oonnectiou with 
the mother country. By Usher Partons. Bvo. 
Little, Brown & Co., Boiton. 

This ia a valuable historical mooograph of 
oiie of the most interesting epbodet of the Ame- 
rican ante-Revolutionary history — for such we 
may characterize the main event of Sir William 
Pepperrell's life — the siege of Lonisburgh, in 
niS. To readers palled with the multitudinous 
detail and prolonged operations at Sebastopol, 
it may be a relief to turn to the simpler Held of 
operaUons at Cape Breton, where the son of a 
Maine fiaherman led his force of farmers and 
maehanioe t« the attack of a post, which was in 
point of importance and equipment, for the 
French on this contiaent, in the last century, 
what the fortresa at the Crimea ia to the Rustians 
of the present day. The French had expended 
nx millioM of dollar* on the worka, and had 
been engaged twenty-fiva yeara in their con- 
struction. Tet (hey fell before the land attack 
of the Uaasaehnsetla extempore farce, aided, 
however, by the British naval squadron, of 
Commodore Warren. Four thousand, three 
hundred troops were raised in eight weeks in 
the eoloniea. The troop« were landed in tlie 
spring, and for forty-eight daya kept up the 
regular progress tA aa investment of the fortified 

eve of the oasault the fortress oapitulated. 

The minute details of (his movement, with the 
antecedents and snbsequenta of Pepperrell, are 
very clearly and fully presented by Mr. Panoni^ 
in tiie thoroughbred style of (be true New Bog- 
land anb'qnarian, who Is sorpaeaed by no one of 
his race in the world. He baa had at his disposal 
new storee of original documents and letters, 
whieh are given at length. Thna the book is 
not merely a welt-told itory, but an indispen- 
•able oomplementary volume to BeneroA'a, or 
any of the larger histories of the country. Ihere 
is much aheolutelj new matter, both of public 
and domestic affairs. 

A word is due to the publiahen, for Uie hand- 
some apeoimeii of typography in whieh the book 



was presented. This is nothing unusual with 
Heesra. Little. Brown A Co., who have reoeatly 
given to scholars a most luxurious Itdition of 
the late Professor Korton's volumes on the Oos- 
pols, a department of literature in whieh this 
excellcDoe is particularly noticeable. 



Mtmtnn of Pkiiip de Oi/mmine: (Bohns' 
French Memoirs. Bangs, Brother, A Co., 
Agente for Henry O. Boho.) Macaulay haa well 
B^d of Fox and Mackintosh that " they had on* 
eminent qualification for writing history — they 
had apoken history, acted history, lived history." 
In the front rank of this class of historiuia must 
be placed Philip de Comminea, a new edition of 
whose * Memoitt " haa recently been issued by 
Bohn, under the editorial supervision of A. R. 
Scobte, Esq. The first volume, which has just 
reached ns, contains abrief but eomprehensive 
life of Commines, and the firstflve books of the 
memoir* of those stirring scenes in which our 
author took a more or less active part. The 
narrative inctudee all the most remarkable oc- 
currence* in the reigns of Louis XT, CbarleaYIir, 
the Duke of Burgnudy, and Mary his daughter, 
and aI*o most of the collateral events whieh go 
to make up the history of Qermaoy, Italy, Flan- 
ders, Gngland and Spoiu, during the thirty-fonr 
years from 1464 to 1198. To those who are not 
(amUiar with this Writer, we would state that 
hia "Memoirs" mingle truth, philosophy, and 
religion with history; and the simplieity of hia 
style is charming. Hia claims to regard aa a 
aagaeion* and faithful narrator of the eveota of 
thoae lively Umea, have been aet forth and es- 
don>edbysuehmenasHallani,SirJame*Btephea 
and Dr. Arnold. The present edition ie by far 
the beet that we have seen, enriched, as it is 
with numerous and valuable , foot- note*. Tba 
tranalation aeems to lie a faithful one, and tha 
book, ae a whole, ii a deairable addition to our 
literature, and worthy of its place in the seriea 
of " Frenob Memoirs," now in coprse of puldi- 
oation by Mr. Bohn. Vol L oontaina an engrav 
ing, pnrporting to be a portrait of " Charles the 
Bold." 

Cone Out Gomen: The experieDoaa'of a Con- 
servative family in fanatical timea; involving 
some account of a Connecticut viUage, the people 
who lived in It, and those who came there from 
the city. By Benaaly. (Uaaon & Brolhan, 
Stw York.>-Thi* U the tlUe of a olevarly writ- 
ten, and beautifully printed book. Whoever it* 
author may be, he haa prodnced a most readable 
book, and one whieh deserve* to be «x(en*iv«lj 
circnlaled. Hie style in which the book ia 
written, haa reminded us of "Mark Merivale," 
published la«t year, and we have aauspicion that 
"Paul Creyton " and "Benauly" are nomt dt 
plame adopted by one who is dispoied to vary 
the veil which hideshia real name from the pub- 
lic Surely there is no good reason why a writer 
capable of producing so clever a hook, should 
deem it haxardoiu to entrust the pnhlie with (be 
secret of its authorship^ Thia volume, unlika 
many of the isauea of the present day, haa a phi- 
lanthropic dcMgn, and ia adorned with many a 
moral It aims to popnlariie what, 
extent, ia unpopular; it would render

ABcfmolo/Lift. By Uary Howitt (Ticknor 
A Fielda, Boatoo.} Tbi* i« a rery iatereaUng 
alorj of artiat life, told with oharaoterietio eam- 
wt and aimplieity. There are two piotorea ex- 
hibited in theaepage*. The one repreeeatageoina 
•a it ia aotaated entirely by impolM^ with the 
germa of many generoaa and noble emotion*, 
but not brooght nnder the govemment of 
•oaad prioeiple. The other portray* a charac- 
ter taken from the hnmbler walk* of life, with 
talent* highly eultivated, and rendered more 
operative by a moral coarae of training. Tbe 
anthoreaa ainu to thow the neoeaaity and im- 
portaao* of the derelopmeut not only of the 
artiatic talent*, but of the education of the heart 
and head, by tbe training of the reaaon, the en- 
l^bteoDieDt of the oonaoienea, and the aabjeotioo 
of the emotiooal nature to the law* of lound 
principle. The failure* and miatepa of lite are 
not apoli^etieally aet down in this book to the 
idioiyDcrauea at geoiiu. 

Tht Britf Rtmarktr on th* Waytofltm. By 
Bara Suopeon. (D. Appleton 8c Co., New 
Tork) The aathor of thiabook ethibitaamore 
than PytbagoreiD wi*dom, and mnch praotisal 
knowledge of bumaD nature in his diaaertationa 
on social and domeatie topics. Not like thi 
ancieat philosopher in bin aayiags, howefer, thi 
antbor itriTce eameatly to make hii precepts 
plain and intelligible, except Id the headings to 
the ehapteia, We find few **otentiaai remark* 
which oontain tbeeoncaDtrated eiaence of truth, 
•Ithongb the author la eTidently familiar with 
Uie book of Proverba. There arc atill fewer 
enigmatical symbols, wbioh reqaire tbe skill of 
a commentator for their interpretation. Thii 
feet render* tbe work, however, all the i 
valaabla (or general and praetioal nee*. There 



are oTera bDndrcdoompeadiona teaaysembraeed 
in theaa pagea, on every variety of mbjeet re- 
lating to tbe eoooomy of human life and ita 
varioua phase*. Thay treat of "aelf ioflicted 
tortvea,' '■ofbridtiog the tonga e," "ofasying 
too much," "of idler*," *ofthede*igB and na* 
of the llinmb.'' "ofannihine fiienda,' "of cut' 
ting the eoat to tbe eloth," Ae., ^ Very many 
of the ehapter* have eapeeial refereuoe to the 
phyaieal, mental, and moral edaoation and go- 
vemiaent of children; andothera tothe m-dinary 
coDcema and buaintaa of life. He reader feel* 
that be i* communing with one who ii deaJroni 
of bi* highest welfare, and who *p«ak^ from 
an actnal experience of the way* of tbe world, 
word* ofcouoielaad Inetmetion, and cbecring 
word* of encouragement toward right action. 
A work so full of practical wiidom, and so fi-ee 
from every eipreaiion of ean/. will be welonned 
with plei^nre at many a ^reaide. 

Jfy Moltttr, or Rttolltetiimt of Jfattmal In- 
Jbunti. (QoulJ A liMoIn, Boaton.) The 
publiahera prefix a notice to the preaeot edition 
of tbia work, atating that it wa* originally pnb- 
lisbed in 1S4S. and had paaaed to a third ediUon, 
when the pnbliaber failed. It is now reissued 
in an improved form, and will donbtleaa meet 
with an increased tale. It i* written in a qaiet, 
thongbtfal vein, and preeenl* many pleaaant de- 
lineationa of New England life. The grand aim 
of the work, which ia, in tbe main, a truthful 
narrative of r^al oeenrrenee*, iarto prsaent anch 
view* of domeatie baining andedaeation, mental 
and moral, eapeciallj through the medium of 
materoal influence, aa shatt afford naeful leasons 
to mothers, or those who have charge of rearing 
the young.

Sonvettre. (D. Appleton A Co., New Tort) 
Tbia translation of an attraotive work, by tbi 
author of 'The Attio Philoaopher in Paris," is 
dedicated bythe translator to the memory of tbe 
antbor, "with feeling* of melancholy regret that 
the pen which knew ao well how to tooch the 
trntha of our common nature i* now laid aaide 
for ever."

It embrace* not 
only general •deacriptiona of the prairie and 
mountain acenery, geology, prodnction*, climate, 
riaourcce, lettleia and Indian tribe* of the new 
ttatea eaat and w«at of the Rocky Mountain^ 
bat it i* filled with incidenta of adventnre in the 
wildcat aectiona of the conntiy acyaccnt to 111* 
Rooky Ilonntaina. It contain* a great deal of 
naefol information forthoee who deaire to beoome 
acquainted with thote rich fieldi which are soon 
to beeoma the eenter of advancing civiliiation. 
The notes of thia exenraion, which oceopiad 
three year^ are written somewhat in tfaefonn 
of a journal of daily oocnrreaoet, and are illua- 
trated by numerou* engravinga. 

A OaUtclien of Familiar Quotationt. (J. Bart- 
Ictt, Cambridge.) Tbe well-known and often 
quoted aantencea with which theee pages are 
filled, are Klected from the whole range of Ei^ 
liah aatboiahip ^e more familiar proverbial 
sayings of Scripture, the Common Prayer, and 
Sbakeapeare, , are placed £rst in order, and fol- 
lowed by paragraphs from tbe atandard writer*

■ blogrspbical and hiatoric point of tiaw. 

They have jaat diaooTcred in tbe IfcinoiTil 
AacHiTiaoribesniail oily of Zwaokao, in Gennary, 
thirty Tolnmes in folio, oontaining tbe poetical 
manascripta of tbe oelebrated popolar poet Bar 
Bachs, and among which there are a great many 
entirely nnpnbliabed. Tbey aie not tba writings of 
the aotbor, bnt all tbeae manoaeripta luf a been 
raTlawed and oorrectad by him. 

I.mat»ras n Comrairmonjt. A « 
recent English Joarnal, anggeata that the preaent 
campaign in tbe Crimea, and the friendly relations 
sobeiiting between England and Tarkey, preaenta 
the loDg-deiired opponniiity for EngUahoMn to ob- 
tain aooeaa to plaoea that ha*a long bean ahtit 
from them, and that ara likely to obtain manasori 
and oHiarapoile Inherited by tbe oonqjarora of tbe 
Bynntine Empira.

Dr. A. Spregner, a Qarman aavant, in the serrlee 
of the Eaat India Company, bss oommenead mak- 
ing ont a catalogne for tbe Indo-Britanlo goT«m' 
ment, Persian and Arabian mannaoripta existing at 
lAChnan, in tbe librariea of the king of Andh, 
a catalogne, of wbleb tba BntTdome baa appeared 
at Calontta. The Londatt AiStn»m aaya, ■' There 
is in the palace of Idcknaa a library of Oriental 
work^whicb oonlidne more precdona Feraian and 
Bindw worka than oao ba fonnd In any other place 
In tha Eaat. WbataTer may be thought of tbe In- 
trinsic merit of these works, no one will doabt tbt 
impoitanoe of their preaervaUoD In a pUidogicfl 
and historical point of view. It waa then a wise 
which oharged Dr. Spregner with tba ez- 
<n of thia oallection, and to eatalogne tbem. 
The deiKiriptlon whiob he givea of tha itate In 
whiob be fonnd tbe greater part of the books, Is ao 
remarkable that we will giv* hia own words with 
regard to them. After having spoken of 4,000 
choice Tolnmaa, which, oir bla flrst visit to Lacknan, 
pretty good order, and wbleh were aftar- 
warda given np to pillsge, be aaya of tha greater 
part which remain, "The third part an fonnd la 
the Topkaneb or Arsenal, which la oloae by the 
Lhe English Freaident. The ancnal la a 
vast boilding, whiob aarroonds a large aqnare filled 
le. Three aides of thia baildlng (in the 
north wing la tba library) serre for a magatine for 
of war.

There are there at least a hundred eopiaa of the 
Sniiilan, and aa many of Tusuf and Zolikba, 
whiob probably take tbe plaoa of more rare and 
predons worka. I have heard of a librarian having 
formerly sold, in a tingle week, books tothVTalaa 
of 1,100 ropees to procare money br tbe nnpVioIs 
of hia daagblar." Dr. Bpregner will remain 
^htaen months at Lacknan, and will aiamlna 
during that tiine 10,000 Tolnmas. Bis cataiogne, 
Judging lh>m tbe Tolnme published, which oon- 
taina MC pages, and desoribes T)S toannscripta, will 
protMbly ooonp; six or seven volnmea. It would 
be premature to rink even a anpposition aa 10 tba 
valoe of tbe remaining volnmea, but tbey cannot 
bil of presenting an intereat equal to tha fliat toI- 
ama, aa all the works in Persian and Hindoatan ara 
not yet Inventoried together witb tbe Arabian 
writings In verse and proae.

Bat not so irilb the aotbor 
of tbIa article. He makee the Grssk acoant, like 
the Engliab, to ba a gnide to atrees and iutonatioa. 
Thia point be argoea with maoh tnteiligenoe, and, 
my miod, qoita oooelDsively. Similar viawa bars

The "AUgmfiiu Mtmattehnft flir Wium- 
idu^ tind lAUrttKr,'' was started fonr yeara ago 
at Kiel, BDdpnbliahed at Brunswick, to take the 
plaoe of the Halle " Allgemtint ZiUung" which 
waa one of the ablest organs of Qermen litera- 
ture and science, during ita whole ratJonalietio 
period. The Halle joDnal expired in the revol- 
Dtion of 1848. The Eiel sabstitnte ended alao 
its short-lived eiiateDce with the close of the laat 
year. It was issued once a month, in royal 
tavo numbers of about eighty pages. Its diaeaa- 
sioni in history and the biatory of literatarc, and 
in general aeienee, have been valuable, though 
somewhat dry. The laat two nnmbers for 1364, 
contained artjoles, by L. I.aDge of Oottingen, on 
the "Latest Bepresentationa of the Oldest 
Periods of Boman History ;" on the question, 
the Language of the Albanians Lido-Germanic!" 
by G. Stier of Wittenberg; and on the "History 
of the Nibelnnge Not," by E. MullenhOIT of 
Eiel. 

We come into the field of the highest stylt 
Lntheran orthodoxy, in the " ZeiUthrift Jfir die 
gtiammU liahfrUeht TTitologie und Kircke," now 
in ita sixteenth aDcnal volame, edited by Dr. A. 
0. Biiddbach, and Dr. B. K F. Ouerieke. The 
latter u the learned and most Lutheran aathor 
of the well-known " Manual of Church Hiatoiy," 
in three volnnteii which baa reached ita ninth 
edi^on, and ia a favorite book for German theo- 
logical stndenla in "cramming " for the examin- 
ations in eccleaiastical history. This periodical 
is^most valnable to the general reader for ita 
very full bibliography ; about half of each quar- 
terly number ia given to a classified eriUciun of 
the moat important worki; in all departmenta ot 
theology. Besides theae reviews, tbe first two 
numbsrafoT ISGC, present articles pntbs "Evan- 
gelical Hymnol<^," by G. C. H. Slip, ag|fnat 
Dr.Stier; byEngelhardt,onthe "Religions and 
Moral State of the Hebrews in the Times of the 
Judges;" by J. F. Voes, on "Demonology;'' by 
E. Strocbet "LQtheranAnti-Uiesia;"fl6undert, 
"The System of Basilides, the Gnostic," the firat 
and an able article on thia topic, called forth by 
the invcatigations ofBansan inbia work on Hip- 
polytus ; C. F. Keil, "The Marriage of the Chil- 
dren of God with the Daughters of Men," an ex- 
egctical examination of Genesis, vi., 1-4; F. Do- 
litssoh, " Stadias in the Talmod ;" W. Fl«rka and 
Bromel, "The Doctrine of tbe Visible and 
Invisible Chnrch," directed against the ordinary 
Prol«ataut distinction; and an "Eihorlatibn 
from our Trans- Allan tic Brethren to the Study 
of Luther," being a letter from A Hoyer, Paator 
Lutheran Church in Philadelphia, accom- 
panying Ihe first number of a German magazine 
1 at Baltimore, by Pastor Keyl, with the 
" Latherophilu^" and a motto which 
means, "the nearer to Luther tbe better the 
theologian." 

Dr. Hengstenbei^s " Evangtlitekt KinhaizH- 
ttmg," pnbliihed every week, ia auffidently well 
known for its devotion to orthodoxy, and to the 
present extreme reaction in Pmaaia, sgainat all 
liberaliam, rationalism, and radicaliam. Ila edi- 
one of the most valiant membera of the 
chorcb militant He haa been recently attack- 
ing the order of Free Uaaons with great naL 



The Tabingen achoolj in ita destructive at- 
tempt to reconstruct the whole of the earliest 
Christian history on the basia of the Hegelian 
theory, ia ably represented by the * Titolcgital 
Tmr-Book," a quarterly jonmal, edited by Dr. 
C. Banr and Dr. K Zeller, now in ita fourteenth 
annual volume. TliiE ia chiefly devoted to es- 
says on the two first centurlea of Christianity, 
and to polemics against all the opponents of tbe 
indefatigable Dr. Baur. One of the later nnm- 
bers ofthe last year, is wholly occupied with a 
reply, by Banr, to Dr. Hase's eiamination of the 
critical principles of this aohooL The first two 
parts for the current year, contain, Baur, "On 
the Frinciple of Proteatantiam and its Historical 
Development," in reply to the works of Sckea- 
kel, Scbrweizer, and Heppe, aud in relaUon to 
the "Union" queatJoa! Zeller on a Passage in 
Justin Martyr's Apology, about regeneration; 
Baur on " The Qennineneaa of the two Epistles 
l4i the Theiaaloniani," eapecially in relation to 
llie Second Coming of Christ; Baur, on Uie 
Apocalypse," with a criticism of Aubcrlen's 
work; Eeim, on the History of ths "Suabiao 
Churches" in relation to Ibe division between 
the Zuingliana and Lutherans; and Yolkmar, on 
tbe ' Time of Justin tbe Martyr," a critical in- 
stigation about Jastin's latter Apology. 

The "Allgemeinti Reprrtorim fUr dU Thtolo. 
gUehe lAlfraiur vnd KirelUicke SlatUiik," pub- 
lished once a month at Berlin, edited by Dr. _ 
Hermann Reuter, Professor in tbe University, 
haa been in existence for twenty-three years, 
foar volamea a year. The present is a 
new series, commenced eleven yeara ago. The 
s was begun by Dr. Bhciawald; with 
series, a rival periodical of the same 
character, was also issued, but it was not long 
sontinued. Thia ia an invaluable journal for 
my one who would keep pace with the general 
progress of Oerman theological ioveatigaliona. 
Ita statisUcal department is elaborated villi 
great cara, chiefly by Dr. Elos& The most mi- 
accounts of the condition of the church in 
los landa, in Holland, France, Greece, and 
all parts of Germany, arc gathered up. Every 
month there ia a full bibliography of all the the- 
ological publications of Germany. The differ- 
departments of theology are reviewed under 
classified heads: chnrch history, homilstici^ 
practical theology, biblieal ibcolog/, doctrinal 
theology, etc lleae reviews are generally 
itrictly confined -to a full atatcment of the con- 
sents of. tbe works, with conoRsed criticism^ 
lo that the reader can get a good idea of the 
character of the volumoa. The contenta of the 
leading periodicals are alao given. Its published 
listofcontributorsembraceaaboutseventy names, 
and the works are reviewed by thoae who are 
thoroughly instructed in the departmenta to 
which they are referred. Among the contribu- 
tors are such men as Ackermano, the author of 
eaaaya on Plato, Auberlca of Baala, Berthean, the 
distinguished Orient«l Profeasor at GotUngen, 
Domer, the author of the Hiatory of Ctmstology, 
Hnpfeld tit Halle, Kliefoth, famous for his " llia- 
tory of Doctrinsa," the church hiat^rians, Leh. 
Dcrdt of Beriin, and Lindner of Lelpdc, Dr. 
Nitach of Berlin, Uhden, who hat mitten a his-

The "Leipiigtr Repertorium der itvttehen und 
amldHdiiehfn lAteralur," attempla for the whole 
eirole of literature, what Renter's Repertory 
doei for theologf. It iB ablj edited by Dr. E, 
6. GendorT, with the ooBperation of membert of 
t)ie dilf-'rent faeitliiea ia the LTniTersitf of Le>|>- 
MO. It ii inued twice a month, bv T. 0. Weigel, 
in L'ipeie; lii Dnmben constitute a Tolume, of 
whicli there are four in a year. It it oow id i\a 
thirteenth jear of pablieation in ■ new isriM; 
the fint *erie> wai begnn^ we balieve. about 
1S32 or 1B33. The last pumber of each year !■ 
devoted to a full, clauified index, of all the ao- 
thon aad works noticed during the year ; this 
alone oecnpiea some M pages, and is very com- 
plete. The bibliography, ^iven in each namber, 
of recant worka in the different scienees and 
branehei of literalure, ia very laboriom and ao- 
enratei the titlea of all works, the contents of 
large cotlecLioos of academies and societies, are 
given folly. Each number usually contains ■ 
Hecrolo^y, or a list of aoademioal honors and 
promotions, or aeconnta of the llDiTenitiea. Id 
the first Tolame for the present year, t. j, 
foDf p^es are giTca to a list of biographical 
works; nine pages to worka in alaasioal antiqui- 
ties; aeven to lisle of geographioal writings; foar 
to oriental literature. The ariUcisnv are con- 
fined to the most condensed statement of the 
tneihod and contents of each book, in a style ab 
most nnknown to English literatare. Tbs work* 
are arranged for oriliciHn under dialioct beads; 
in this same Tolnma, for example, we haTO bio- 
graphy, claseioal antiqaities, history, jurispro- 
dence, geography, literary history, mathamatiea, 
medicine and surgery, the nataral soiencea, the 
fine arts, achoots and education, polilieal scianee, 
theol^y and popular literature. The most re- 
cent works on «aob of these sub)eDls are oare- 
fally noticed. It will thus be evident that the 
plan ia oompreheniire and admirable; and it ia 
generally carried out in an impartial and scbol. 
arly spirit Jbe bibliography and eritieiams are 
not oonfioed to Oerman writings, but embrace 
the most important works of French, English, 
' Scsndinavian, Uodem Greek, and oocasionalty 
of Italian Uteratare and science. 

Of a soDiew^a similar character is the i'Lite- 
raritch^t CmtrSUaltflir Dtattekland," edited by 
Prof. F. Zsmeke, also issued at Leipsic This is 
published onoe a week, in a single royal oetavo 
sheet, in doable oolumni, of eight page*. It 
makes no pretensions to a 1^11 bibliography, inch 
as Qersdorf 's Rspertoiy gtrea ; but it hie ac- 
counts of almoet all the important works in the 
different branches of literature and science. In 
the twentieth number, for the cnrrent year, for 
example, under the head of theology, it first 
girea the contents of the latest theologioal re- 
TiewB and m^azines. then follows a reriew of 
IM11manD'a.£thiopie Bible of the Old Testameot; 
the next bead comprises tile natural scienoes, 
giting the eootenta of the periodicals, and 
■ketches of recent worki on botany ; next comes 



Biathematics ; then medieal andsurgicslreTiaws 
and easays ; then jurisprudence ; and last of all, 
■chool-booka In this way, each weekly anmber 
i* deTOted to tariona topics, in a methodioal way, 
and th* journal keep* paea will) the progress of 
the poblieation* in literktnre and the arts and 
aoieuesa. The reviews are concise, but not su- 
perficial, written by competent hands. 

Some such periodical in our own ocuntrj 
might b« sncoessfol, and be an InTaluable aid U> 
literary and soientific men in all departments 
of research. By a eombinalion of able writers, 
it makes the reader aoquainled wilh what ia go- 
ing on in the different fields of literary iuTes- 
tigation. Prom inch eharacLerisUe notieea of 
books, loo, giving their contents and soope with 
sufficient fullnass, each reader oan easily ascer- 
tain whether he needi to read the book hioiself 
The thorough clissiScation of the works is a 
most important feature of these periodicals. The 
Watn>inUtr Rnitu snd the Church of S-gland 
QwiTlerlg are the only janroals in Engliefa, we 
believe, whieb attempt anything in so methodi- 
cal a style. 

The "Strapeim," edited by Dr. Robert Fan- 
mann, is also a Leipaio publication, devoted to 
what the Geruiao* call "the eetence of libra- 
ries," ioelud ng special aeconnts of mannaeripta. 
and of old and rare literary works. Dr. Nau. 
mann ia aidrd in this journal by distlngniehed 
librarians and friends of literatare throughout 
Germany. It is published twiee a month, in 18 
pages octavo, with a monthly "Intelligenz-Blatif 
■uperadded. Librarian* and aBtiquarians find in 
these pages a rare feast Dr. Nanmann, for exam- 
ple, gives an aocount of an 'nnknown document," 
printed in I4S9, relating to the history of the 
eonfliet between Adolf of Bsssan, and Diether 
of lAnburg ; the docnment is verbally reprinted. 
Then we have a description of S8S USS., fri>m 
the fourteenth and following centuries, belong- 
ing to the "Zeisberg" library, recently sold. 
^feIl follows the, second Latin rendering of the 
"Fool's Ship," a medimral poem, by JaeobSoch 
er, also called Pbitomusas, In an account of the 
use of the HSS. in the Royal and Sute library 
of Munich, it is said, that this library, "without 
a printed catalogue, send* out more MS3. in the 
eonrie of the year, and allows a fr^er nae of 
them, than all the other libraries of the world!" 
An examination, by J. E. Saidemann, of a Brus- 
sels edition of Don Quixote, of tlie year 1616, 
gives some eurious facts as to the tampering of 
the Spanish Inquisition with the immortal work 
of Cervantes; with allusions to Mr, Tlcknor's 
criticisms in his "History of Spanish Litera- 
ture." ' Id the " IntcUigenK-Blatt " are accounts 
of the Imperial Library of St Petersburg, of the 
Royal Library of Braseels, dc 

The " AratigiT f&r Bibliograpliie und Biblio- 
ththeittrtKliaft," is published at Halle, edited 
by Dr. JuHus Pelzholdt, librarian to the King of 
Saxony. This is a monthly publication, of 82 
pages, 8vo. It is more strictly devoted to 
libraries and bibliography, than the Hagarine 
of Dr. Naamann ; ■ project of uniting the two 
is spoken of In the numbers for the present 
year, there is a sketch by Panl Tromel, of the 
more important bibliographical work* ietned in 



1SS4. Honorable mention ia made of the ** Bul- 
letin da bibliophile Beige,* edited by A-Stereki; 
which Ls prononnaad superior to the Paria " Bul- 
letin dn bibliophile ;" and of a " General Biblio- 
graphy for the Empire of Austria," published 
at Tlenna. The Pane "Bibliographic da la 
France "ia aaid to have "all the imperfections 
and defeats which areordinarily found in French 
works of this kind." The Leipsic '•Mtulcata- 
toff" has become a "pattern for all similar 
worka' Italy hasno bibliogrspbioal pariodieaL 
ijpain haa two: one, devoted to Scaodioaviaa 
literatnro, i* issued at Leipsic The Slavic bibli- 
ography ia folly presented in Scbmalei's " Yasr- 
Book;" the Polish literature is specially given 
in Ibe "Bibliografia Polska," published at Lew- 
berg, lbs author of the article, ^so, gives an 
lecount of the Germu bibliographical worka, in 
ihe different departments, which may be con- 
sidered preparatory to a "Bibliography of ihe 
whole German national tlteraturs." We pass 
over this, and, also, his accounts of what is doing 
in other nations, to give a ahetch of what he 
■ays about our American contributions to biblio- 
graphical sciecAfr 

In contrast with England, the " United 3tat«a 
have lately shown a praieeworthy aeal in the 
field of bibliography." Temanz-Compaus' "Bi- 
bliotheqoe AmerioaiDe,"andLadewi4'B "Litera- 
ture bf American Looal History, " are said to be 
admirable compilation*. 0. A. Roorback'* 
"Bibliotheca Americana," with it* continuation^ 
though Dot "wholly conformed to the OeriDan 
demands of bibliographical exactitude," are 
"greeted with joy." In " Norton's literary Qa- 
lette and Publishers Circular," and Norton'a 
" Literary Register," he finds more pains taken to 
give an account of the conUnnal growtMfcf 
American literature, than in many countriea of 
old Europe, for their own literature. The biblio- 
graphioal Eaal of Heary Stephen* ia highly com- 
mended. " In no other land i* more now done 
for the founding andooUsctionorpubliolibrariea 
than in the Uaited SUte* of North America. 
Itiaeepeeially note-worthy, too, that not only are 
the books collected, but alio brought to the 
knowledge of the pnblio by printed oatalogusa." 
ProfcNor Jewett'splan of a general oatalt^u^by 
stereotyping the tiUe^ is spoken of, as likely lo 
be of great bibliographical value, if it can ba 
carried into execnUon. To thia snbject anothar 
article ia also given in thia journal. 

Beaides this essay, the "Atueifftr" containi 
(nil lists, of antiquarian and booksellers' cata- 
logues, snd of works that render aeconnta of 
pablic and private libraries; also, sketches of 
the contente of works printed from old nann- 
scripta; full notices of recent bibliograpbieiJ 
treatiBes; and a aummary of all the worka. in 
different language*, pnblisbed in Austria, from 
SepUmber l«t 1B63. to the end of IMS. From 
thi* it appears, that there were publiihed in 
Austrik, in that period, 2.T81 works in ihe 
German Jangnsge, 1.138 in Italian and Romanic, 
4S8 Hungarian, 6S9 Slavic, H French, 4 English, 
1 Swedish, 171 Latin, 1 Greek, 14 Hebrew, and 
4 Armenian. 

In this aceonnt of the leading Oerman reriews; 
devoted chiefly to literature and theology, wi ^

The lives of a few prominent men, in etirriog 
times constitute a nation's Hiatory.

■ctnal part John Jay, and Ratledge took in the 
ofBoe of Ohief Justice, was Tery small, yet their 
IItcb, and the inddents of those evant/ol Umea 
which clusCet about them, make up many an 
erentful psgc We want to know what were 
the oecaaions which called forth their love of 
coQDtrj, thdr heroism, their enduraneev and 
who surrounded and went with them band and 
heart in the great struggle which gave as free- 
dom. Altbotigli Id Ihie free land of onrs, each 
man makes his own mark, and his only title is 
gained by worth and peraCTeranee— notwith- 
itanding thist there ie eomething to be proud of 
'in an honored ancestry. It is true, that with na 
our pstentsof nobility were acqaired in thewsr 
of independence. If we can point with pride to 
the service which gained tha^ what more can we 
,wieh. A duke's ooronet would not add Insterto 
Tirtaa, for virtue and honor can Bziat without 
iL If an honorable nam* be preserted un- 
tainted, we can theoboaat of the departed great- 
nest of preceding generations. 

John Jay's aaeeelry was indeed one to be proud 
of. He was deeeended from that race who have 
carried with them, wherever they have gone, the 
seeds of eivil and religions liberty, the Hoguenote 
of France. They were not a glo<Kny race, who 
made the terrors of religion their main thought^ 
but like their own sunny land, they mii^Iad a 
severe eimpllcity with the sunshine of the hearty 
and Ihonght. M well of 'the goodness as the 
graodenr of Deity. Jheywarean eamt*traoe, 
both in piety sq^ j„ -ptognm. They fonaad 
thegroDBdworlr of ^,0obl« »tat«, in morality, in 
art« in scieow, 1 ^^J*' '"PPioaM, «id honert 



hearted pnrpoM. Fanstieism never dies, 
when it hiu the power, makes terrible overthrow 
of all the other element* of society. In its trun 
fiJlow superstition, distrust, open-handed tyran- 
ny, deaei^ and finally the pouring out of blood. 
It was an evil hour for France that witneaaed 
the Revocation of the edict of Nantes and the 
aangainarysoenesof St Bartholomew's day, when 
800,000 of her beat snbjeeti were maaeacred, 
driven forth tnm the land. 

But Providence permits what oftentimes seei 
for the wortt, and yet rcaulta in the best at t 

America cannot complain of thatdispeDsa- 
tioD, for Bome of ita beat stock ia mingled with 
the blood of the Eugnenot. Peouliarly happy 
and genial wss the boyhood of John Jay. 
Bronght up with simplicity, yet above all want, 
he early gave his mind to study, and how ha auc- 
ided, is beat evident ^m the happy, yet qui- 
etly exultant tone, with which his father speaks 
of his progreea. Those were oourtly timet 
period before the revolntion ; manner* hsd not 
degenerated into foppery and sffeetaUon, and 
Young America had not as yet deapiaed the in- 
atractions, and breeding of tbeir fathers. John 
Jay inherited the virtue* and int^rity, and sin- 

purpoeee of hit ancestonL Hewssnotidle 
during his youth, and whan just from collie life 
early manhood came, he plunged at once into 
the bewildering study of the law. It was no 
easy task at that early period to matter the in- 
trioacies of the law which our English mien bad 
given tte, and diligent application was indispen- 
ibly necessary. Yet the time was coming when 
the law, with its honors and its emoluments, 
would be as nothing, in (he strife aller civil lib- 
erty, and independent existence. 

When the English government seemed tteadily 
reeolved to opi^ess, snd in every way ezasperst* 
her colonies of North America, aettiad for the 
most part by ber own children, at length, in spite 
of all the sffeotion and revereuoa which the child 
had for the parent, the time came when patience 
was no longer a virtue. We ses Jay mingling in 
the very first movements of the time, wilfc a 
lawyer's caution, yet with a patriot's heart, and 

ijth endorsing the principles of the decla- 
ration of independence by the activity of all his 
powan. It was in the first Congress and subse- 
quently, that we find Jay and Ratledge, tbe 
second Chief Justice mentioned in this work, 
employed in tbe same noble co-operation. We 

>t follow Jay through all his public servi- 
aia, as framer of the conttitution of the State 
of New York, Chitf Jutiti of the State of Jfew 
Tort, PrttidnU of Congreii, Minister to Spun, 
and maker of Treaties, and Chief Juatiea of the 
United States, the appointment oonferred by 
Washington himaalC His whole life waa one of 
devotion to his country, and ha has left a name 
which will be known and honored, not alone by 
his datocndautt, but by the whole Amariaan 

With reepeet to the memoirs of the seoond 
Chief Jostiee, littia ia known of bis anosetora 
exoapt that they emigrated from Ireland. Hie 
father died while he was yet a boy, and to the 
tender care, and wise judgment, and aaddnona 
guardianahip of hit noble mother, he owed very 



much of hit later ahaMCter. His early eduo«- 
tion, first by hia mother, and afterwards away 
from home, was completed by tbe ttndy of tbe 
law in England, and at bis return he rapidly 
roae to distinctioa. While in England he had 
the rare opportunity of hearing Ur. Pitti and 
the rising Burke, the distinguished Hamsfield, 
and the chancellor Pratt. There, too, he ac- 
quired a knowledge of English politics, snd opin- 
ions, which were of eminent service in hia alter 
career. Tha first wave of opposition began to 
swell and roll onwards, its pulsations being felt 
the remotest ttate of the eoloaies, and South 
Carolina sent ber delegstee to Congrees with the 
Rntledge, at well at Jay and other*, ap- 
have bean very moderate in their views 
of things. They were not bold st first tike 
Adams, not impetuous and defying like Patrick 
Henry, there was even considerable obstinacy in 
RuUedge ; but when once they had obtained a 
dearer view of the eubjeot, whatever it might 
all ita bearings, and.made up their minds 
to support such a principle, or meseure, they did 
to with all their earDCstneee and energy of 

Rutiedge'a life waa not so suceatsful as Jay's 
boesuse it did not harmonise as well with public 
sentiment. To all tbs measure* of the Revolu- 
lon aa ha fonsd it inevitable, Jay gave 
hit life'a support^ and all his talents. Butledge 
could doubt, and did not easily yield preeon- 
eeived opioione. Yet hi* hatred of Great Bri- 
atense, snd when Jsy's treaty was an- 
nounced in Charleston, he velicmsotly denounced 
ylelduig to the British Government wbat 
jht not to have done. In many_ office* of 
and high honor we find him, until. wiUi the 
resignation of Jay, Washington appointed him hi* 
snecettor. The news of his conduct with regard 
to Jay's treaty, had alienatedmany of hisfrien^t, 
and their comment* wounded him so touch that 
a cloud-seemed to fall over hia intellect, to that 
against tbe wishes of many of hia contempora- 
ries, his nomination waa rejected. From that 
le never rceovered hit mind, but grad- 
ally tunk a way to hit last hour. It seems as though 
Providence had especially designed toeh man for 
the opening scenee of our stmggle for indepen- 
dence, and afterwarde, to make all things work 
together to leeur* to (he Republic of tbe future, 
the benefits of that revolution. It wae neceaeary 
that there should be men not alone of etrong 
common sense, and bo1dneas,in the cause of lib- 
erty, but were of logical peraepUon, and far- 
sightednetti and aequainted with the principle* 
down of law, in order that there might be handed 
na, at nearly at pottible, govenment* founded 
sound principle* of justice and truth, which 
should stand the test of time and agitation. 
Thus we fi nd Jay and RuUedga both framing the 
eonsUtutioDS of their native States, and at the 
same time assbUng, by their eommanding tal- 
and strong purpose, the deliberations of our 
early C^ngreaa. 
Mr. Flanders has written hia work in a clear 
id eooeite ttyle, and has mingled with the bio- 
grapbieal noUee* enough of tbe ineidsnt* and 
stirring mementoes of these times, t« make tfa* 
work ezMedia^ intensting. 
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9 -wbicb I«d to the itaua of 
Uiii esa>7 are stated bj tha author io the pre- 
fac« t« hi* work. Mr. Harnett, a merchaDt io 
Aberdeen, wb<we character app«an to have been 
■narked bj a rare degree of Christian eenaibilitf 
and benevolence, among other acta of liberality, 
baqiieatbed certain buidi, to be expended at 
tervali of fortj jeare, m premiumi, inviting to 
the diicDuion of the eviJeneea of religioni truth, 
and eepeeially to the coniiiieration and coaGnn- 
ation of the ittribatea of Divine Wiedam and 
Ooadoeji. On the Gnt ocsarioD of competition, 
the chief premium waa awarded to the iMe 
IVincipal Brown of Aberdeen, and the leaaer 
amouut to the Rer. John Bird Sumner, now 
Arehbiehop uf Cinterbnry. On the present oe 
cation, the firet premium, of £1,800, haa b«ei 
adjua^jd to the Ser. R. A Thompaon, M. A. 
Lincoloihir'e i and the aeeond, of X6MI, to the 
present writer; ti<e judgee having been laaac 
Tavlor, ilenrj Rogera, and Rev. Badau Powell 
Mr. Tulloh here proeii.s. in a revised form, hli 
argument far the existence and atlributee of thi 
l»eit]'. The firat leotion treats of the principlei 
of InducUve Kvideoee. The proposition vbich 
ii here aet forth and defended ia that "C 
uniBvrtoI/y provea mind, and hence is inferred 
the exiateoee of an intellig<-iit being, who is the 
author of creation. The aiubiguoui words 
"eaoM^" "effect," and ''design," ao often lued 
and so freqaently misonderatood and misapplied, 
are not introduced into tbe fundampital propo- 
•ftioD, and hence we have the phraseology varied 
from th» usual formala, whidh includea those 
terms. "That Afind is everywhere the only 
valid eiplanatioD of Order — ita neeessaary cor- 
relative," is the grand Theistic doctrine on which 
the further consideration of the subject reels. The 
other chapters in this leotion treat of the " Doe- 
trine of (!!aaaation,'' and of "Final Causea," aod 
of the " Geological evidence of ■ Creator.' Will 
is shown to be the altimate source of the notion 
of causation, so that personal, voluntary activity 
ia coDBoiomly produced by its exercise. Tbe 
irrepressible tendency of the human tDiad to 
believe in some power above nature, gives only 
• vi^ue idea of some firat cause, but still im 
plicilly contains the idea of Afind, and " Power 
being only known to ub at all as the expression 
of mind, the ultiroate power necesserrty becomes 
to UB sn ultjoiate miDd." Tlie author combats, 
with peculiar zeal, the views of Comte, Niell, 
Lewea, Hume, Ac The second portion of the 
work enters upon the more ordinary and familiar 
exposition of the general laws and arrangcmenta 
of Dature as proving the Divine hand. This 
portion of tha work will commend itself to the 
atten^on of the generd reader, as embodying a 
vary oomplete illuatrative statement of tlied/HU- 
leriori argument for the Divine power, wisdom, 
and goodnees, aa displayed in the creation of 
matter and mind. Preqnent criticisms on Dr. 
Cbalmer's oetliod of proof occur throughout 
thu portion of the work. From this discUBsion, 
which ia conducted with much ablRty and in a 
very attractive and instruotive manner, the au- 
thor proceeds to tha oonsideratiDn of tha "Mo- 



ral Intuitive Evidence," which treats of tha dif- 
Gcult question! of Freedom, Consdence, and 
Reason. Theae are brought in proof of tha Di- 
vine Penonalitj, Righlconsnest, and Infinity. 
The author here aims to aonneot the d prwri 
with tha d po*ttriori argument. The Infinlta is 
r^arded aa intuitively giveo in tha Beaaon ; 
depending on demoaatration, but existing 
living preaanse in tha aool. The last aeetion of 
the work aims to remove or explain tbe *| 
objections which are urged against the Divine 
Wisdom and Ooodneea, aummarily treating of the 
difficultiea which are naturally sqggetted to the 
mind io aurveying the natural and moral world. 
The note on the conflicting theories of acoount- 
ing for the Origin of Evil, is worthy of perusal 
and study among those Christian apeculatiita 
who are constantly propoanding a tuperficial 
theory which involve* a greater mystery than 
the original objection. This bonk will b" eager- 
ly sought after by those who i e fond of stndy- 
ing thOHB deep questions which ' e ai the foun- 
dation of Theology as well u of Human Seifuea. 
There ia very much of logical Btrength, power o( 
thought, and sobolarjy attainment dteplayed in 
the loatter and method of this little work. 



Tlu Odvherls PapeT$. By the late William 
Haginn. S vols. (Redfield, Kew York.) Mr. 
R, Shelton Mackenzie furnishes tbe notes to this 
fine collection of Magi nn's writings, and remarks 
ia tbe preface to the present issue, on the ei 
genius of ths author, as follows : — " Careleaa of 
hia fame, and too fond of society (and ita tempt- 
ations) to devote himself steadily and continu- 
ously to sny one work, he has left behind bim 
but ditjetta membra poeta. He Bcattered— I 
might say wasted — his great powers on m^a- 
zines. All that ha wrote was marked with 
originality and learning, wit and satire. They 
included a long range of subjects — poetry, poli- 
tics, claaaics, antiquities, history, criticism, and 
fiction. Under the tobriguel of Morgait Odohtr- 
ty, he first obtained a high reputation aa a mag- 
azine writer. The two volumes which I now 
lay before ths public, are principally taken from 
Slaekweod. The one hundred and foAy-two 
lims " which chiefly occupy tbe first volume 
relate principally to the proper enjoyment of 
eold whisky punch," "gin-twist," "ram punch," 
the variously named liquids of the stronger sort, 
and, from the ample and elevated discusaions of 
pswter pots," the author descenda to lavish hia 
'it and good taste on the more substantial "cold 
ig," "lobster," Ac, interspersed with love and 
literature. The doctor remarks, that " there is 
a maxim whioh I have not tried, aa Dr. Wm. 
Kitchener did bis cookery reeipee. In all other 
books of maxims which I have read, the greater 
proportion by far is mere moonshine, of no prao- 
tieal value whatever." Tha remaining portion 
of these volumes will prove much more interest- 
to readers in this land of "steady habits," 
although they are all more or lees flavored with 
the taste of choice wine, as many of them ware 
en under its sgreeable inapiration. The ar- 
ticle entitled "Death in the Pol," is a mostamua- 
ing and quiiioal review of a work by Dr. Accum 
the Adtilteration of Food, Wines, Aa. "John 



Gilpin and Huep[>B,"pitbliBhed in IBie, treat* cf 
the latter, with aareaatie effeol, aa if it ware in- 
tended by Lord Byron aa a parody on Oowper'a 
ballad "Lattera from tbe Dead to tbe livii^' 
ar« vastly anparior to tbe modem pointlei* and 
pithless oommunieatioD* from tbaapirita. Uany 
of ths " Ballads " and poetical pieoaa are curi- 
ously rendered into Latin verse or translated 
from the Greek, Latin, or Freach. Therana an 
endless variety of mirth, jes^ wit, and humor, 
as well as a great deal of laarniog and origiaal- 
ity, displayed throngbout Dr. Magion'tyfirodue- 
tions, as all know who have read tbe early vol- 
umes of Blaekvaod. 

The remainder of this collection, it i* an- 
nounced, will include the autbor's "Shakspean 
Papera," hia "Homerio Ballads," and oUicr 
translatioDa from the daasica, hia shorter prose 
stories, miseellaneona poetry, and such of his 
Fracerian papers a« possess more than temporary 
interiat A complete biography of Hagtun is 
also promised, by Hr. Mackenzie, in the eonclud- 
iag portion of this collection. 

Mrmoriei of YotttK an^ llanhooi, by Sidney 
Willard. 2 vols. (J. Bartlett, Cambridge.) ProC 
Willard has been connected with the history of 
Harvard College more or less closely einee he en- 
tered it as a student in 1794. The firat volume 
of those reminiscences commences with the his- 
tory of Mr. Witlard's progenitora from the timea 
of the " Mayflower." The author traces hit de- 
scent through a long line of distjuguisbed nnces- 
ton, among whom his father, Joseph Willard, 
was emiosDt both from his attainmenta in aci- 
ence and literature, and his position aa President 
of Harvard University. A minute account i* 
given of the studies pursued in the different 
classes, and intareeting descriptions of the vari- 
ProfesBors and instructors who officiated io 
the Bsveral departmanta of the institution. As 
faithful portraiture of the charaeters, idioayn- 
rasies, and varied talents of the dignitaries of 
this ancient institution during so long a period, 
theae pages will attract to their perusal all who 
look back to kindred asaoeiations. There are 
many biographieaT'aketebes of class-mates and 
graduate* embraced in thia eollecticn, and no- 
of many who have since become eminent in 
literature and stateamanahip. After a residence 
College as a student of divinity, Mr. W. was 
elected Librarian of the institatioa. Soon after 
dsd in the establishment and conduct 
of the "The LiteraryMiscellany," to which John 
Quiney Adami^ F. D. Channing, Andrews Nor- 
ton, and other distinguished namea in literature 
contribntora. In IB06 the author of these 
sketches was eleeted to the office of Hancock 
Professor of Hebrew, Ac., which he reaigned in 
1B30. An aecount of the eu4y publication of 
periodicals affords a historical view of 
the commeneomaat and subsequent growth of 
the "North Americta Review,''the "Christian 
Examiner," Ac, The former was entitled atfirrt 
The North American Review and Mtscellane- 
us JoDrQal,"but'as after the issue of a few vel- 
tnes it ooDtuned rimply reviews aod notices of 
books, the title was abridged aceordingly. Prof. 
Willard's contribolions to thia Review war* 
moetly of a philnkgieal ohan^A. There ill 
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much (Ututioal matter whioh will render tlieie 
Tohimes iDTslaable far pnrposea of reference; 
«nd altbongh tliejr aboiiDd ia dry details theae 
are oocuioaallf enlivened with ineident, panon- 
al d«MriptioDi, and reminiaoenees of a more gen- 
eral and pleuing nature. 

Pneumaliet. B7 Martin H, Bo^e, H. D., A. H. 
(E. O. A J. Biddle, Philadelpbia.) This thin, 
well-printed octavo leema to be the Brat of a 
Beriee of seTen, the whole of whieh, ihould they 
appear, will be collected into a thick Tolame 
under the title of "Boye'a Inanioiate Matter." 
Beeidee a strong Bpioe of originality and vigor 
of thonght, for whioh it woold aaem that eo 
irita a aubjaet M PaeamatiOB eoald afford little 
•cope, the moat striking character of the work 
seema to be ita practical tendency, Mr, Boye 
takea for his text all known pnenmatie instrn- 
mcnte, including hygrometers, anemometen, 
rain and pressure gorges, Ac, to which hie work 
is a thorough commentary, giving the eoustrae- 
tton. theory, and application of each. The real 
student loses little or Dothiog by this arrange- 
ment — for it ia do superficial performance — while 
otbera. who would not open a syothctia book, 
may here be led on, from one pieoe of apparatus 
to another, till ha haa been decoyed into no in-' 
oonaidcrable amonut of theoretic knowledge. 
Among the tables given at the end to aid in the 
use of these instrumenta, wa notice one or more 
ealcolated from the French, and adapted, to 
Fahreaheil's acala — a real improvement, as this 
aeale is not thaoretiaally inferior, and for practi- 
cal pnrposas much superior, to the oentigrade. 
It aeema, at first sight, that this book m^ht use- 
fully be introduced into schoola, but it would 
meet with one serioaa if not insuperable objec- 
tion — an ignoramus eould not teaeh it aa easily 
as he eould Comstock's Philosophy. 

FottU Fofilmarki in Ihf JUd Ba»4ttmt of 
PoUtmlU, Pa. By Isaao Lea, IX, D. This 
et^>ant folio pamphlet of sixteen pages ia rather 
nnwieldy, from its great siEe, covering, when 
opened, a small diniog-table completely. As a 
piece of typography it has not bean, we think, 
excelled on tbia conlinent. We bave had the 
ingenuity to spread it out and take oar stand 
where we could eea a whole page at a time, and, 
by varying our position with each page, wo have 
seen the whole of it, including the fine colored 
engraving that is folded in iL The suljeot mat- 
ter is not entirely new to us norto all our read- 
ers. It is a re-affirmation that ought to be re- 
garded as emphatic, and is M us a aatiafaotory 
and ooDclusire azposition of Dr, Lsa's views of 
the character and poution of certain foot-printa 
diecovered in April, 1840. In June of that year 
ha communicated his discovery to the Amerioas 
Philosophical Sooiety, which was ultimately 
poblished in their " TraneactioiiB " of April, 
1863, nearly as we have it in thii volume. The 
natnre of the tracks was questioned by Agassii, 
who thought them neither foot-prints of I^uri- 
an^ nor even of any air-breathing animals, but 
rather of fishes, annelids, or artieulata. Prof, 
H. D, Rogers thought, that instead of Old Red 
Sandstone, their real place and age was mnch 
later and b^har, ^oogh still the oldcat and 
lowest of ai^^)^ea(j|^ J animals. -The magnifi- 



eent production before na, the free and liberal 
gift of its mnnifieent author, will tend, we think, 
to place the- correctness of his first coDclnsions 
beyond qnestion. 

Blantht Dearaood. A Tale of Modern Life. 
(Bnnce A. Bro,. N, Y.) Iliis is * sentimental 
story, the scenes of which are laid in the neigh- 
borhood of the Hudson. The heroine is beau- 
tifnl — what heroine ia not; ahe ie consider- 
ably mature in speech, though young in yean, 
weU born, and her words are all considered the 
ontpouringsof a gnilelees, unsophisticated heart. 
Her guardian of forty-five, whose affections have 
beeu rejuvenated, takea a very deep intereet in 
hu ward, and the ease with which they aeoti- 
mentalize, and eompliment each other, and flaah 
forth poetry, inspired by surrounding nature, is 
truly pleasant end edifying — alas I how the 
moat eager anticipations of the heart may be 
dashed r Our guardian visits New York, and 
just at Ibe critical point of time, place, spaceand 
all, appeara a lover on the very topmoet peak of 
the Clove monotains. As the alory proceeds, and 
the relation of incidenta ie substituted for dialogue, 
it increases in interest The old soldier is a fine 
old character, rather given to compliment and 
sudden friendships. Uis story of Sally Clare is 
one of the beat things in the book. Ourhei 
has many hard struggles I0 go through with - 
but finally everything eventuates as it should, 
and a bapp> marriage crowns thebliae ofthe in- 
petuona Rodmsn. The plotjtf the book ie excel 
tent tor an ax':iticg and interesting story, though 
rather Eurii{,eaniiib — if we may use such an expres- 
sion — thecharatert being mostly well drawn, but 
with rather too niuch sentiment, and perfeeti 
thoughtand feeling, to be entirely natnral.and the 
dialogue desoendiog too much to ehort common 
places which become tedious. It ia^ however, a 
readable book, and admirably adapted to take oc 
a country excursion, by lie pleasant descriptions 
of cool retreats, and water views, when one 
rashes from the city during this warm July 
weather- 

Firtt Book in Compoiiliau. By F, Brookfiald. 
(A. 3. Barnes A Co , New York ) We Uke plea- 
sare in commcndlag this last number issued of 
the "National School Series," which no« 
eludes so many important coatribulions to school 
literature. The present work bas the meri 
originality and simplicity, having been designed 
as a text-hook for young beginners. It aims, in 
distinction from most works of ihie olass, to sug- 
geet thought, rather than to teaeh the modes of 
eipressiug thought by grammatiual or rhetorical 
rules, and hence ie well-adapted to stimulate and 
deyelopemental action, especially the perceptive 
faculties by gradual metbode of instniotion, 
while the pupil is left to form a style of bis own, 
rather than lo copy after models. 

Several volamee of controversial theology 
have oome to baud, and we annex the titles and 
descriptions of the different works. Kiruan't 
Lilteri lo Bithop Hughe*, complete and revised 
edition, hns just been republished by Messrs, 
Harpera The author. Dr, Murray, does not affix 
his name to this new edition, although widely 
known aa the writer of these lattery moat of 
which first appeared in the columns of the N. T. 



Observer. Besides displaying great vigor of 
Ihongbt, and force of a^nment, it i« remarkable 
for the purity of ite langusge. This book has 
produced a marked effect, and has been answer- 
ed in a volume by Bishop Hughes. — The Papal 
Contpiraty Expotrd, ia the title of an intensely 
Know-Kothing publication, from the classic pen 
of Bev. Edward Beecher, D. D., iwued by M. W. 
Dodd. The work ia based on the idea that the 
authorities of the Papal Church are moving 
heaven and eorth to obtain possession of the 
United States, to control and nse ite govern- 
ment for its own purposes. The Papal "Bill of 
Right*," ie slated thus: '"niis Papal corpora- 
tion have avowed a consdentious oonviction 
that Clod has empowered then lo do all the 
thinking of all mankind on all points of Chris- 
tian faith and practice, and that he haa reqnired 
all the rest of mankind to think as this corpora- 
tion thinks, on psin of eternal damnation; also, 
that God baa given them full power over kings 
and all rulers, to use them as instruments in 
enforcing this right, by crusades, confiscations, 
proscriptions, and boundlcas alaughtera. Such 
are the avowed and eonseientiona eonvictiook 
on these important and iater'esling topiea." 
This hook will Bud many readers, and is worthy 
of perusal simply as a polemic which ia designed 
to creattintense excitement —Messrs. Carlton A 
Phillips have just pabliahed the speech of Hon. 
Joe. R. Cbandlvr. delivered in the Honse of Be- 
prescn tati vcs, on The Temporal Povr of tht 
Pope, with nine Utters in review of the some by 
John McClintock,^. D. In these letters may 
be found eitracte from Roman Catholic writers 
which seem to conflict with the statements made 
by Mr. Chandler. The whole is issued in a neat 
duodecimo. — Srookiiana is tba title of a vol- 
ume issued by E. Dnoigan, on behalf of the Bo- 
man Catholic Archbishop of New York, It eon- 
tains numerous passages of the controversy be- 
tween Senator Brooke and Archbishop Hughee, 
growing out of the recently- enacted Church 
Properly Bill, with an introduction. This con- 
troversy has already been extended through a 
long period, and has filled our daily papera with 
the bitter denunciationsand hi tingsarcasm, which 
are now transferred to the pages of this volume. 
It will of conrse be eagerly welcomed by all 
who are fond of controversial literature. 

A Manual of Itulrueliim and Detotion, for the 
practice of the Christian Life, is a little volume 
of thoDghU and prayer* adapted to young per- 
son^ in the communion of the ProteeUnt Epis- 
copal Church.

The AMEaioAH Antiquabiah Socnn held ila 
aemi-annnal meeting lately, at the lit^vry of 
the American Academy, in Boaton; Hon. Ste- 
phen Salisbury, Freaident, was i* tbe chair. 
The meeting was qnite fully attended. The re- 
porta of the Council, Librarian, and Treasurer, 
were then read. The society is wholly out of 
debt,andits invested funds amount to (28,686 S4> 
The booka being now arranged in the new build- 
ing, where is more ample room for them than 
the aociety formerly had at command, it is pro- 
posed to publish acalslogae,1iad to bind several 
hundred volume* of pamphlets, which need this 
for their preservation. The next volume of Ute 
SmiUuoniao ConlribnUona is to be devoted to 
the society's report on tbe Earthworks of Wis- 
consin, by Mr. Lapbam, with an introduetoiy 
paper on tbe hielory of the etudy of eush re- 
ineins, and the general poailjon of the science 
of American Archnulogy, by Mr. S. F. Haven. 
This volume will be published, it is hoped, in 
the coming summer. The society has nearly 
completed a collection of the original publica- 
tions of the laws of the State. Hiere is no 
collection so complete as this, any where else — 
not even in the State House. Tbe acoeaaions to 
the library during the lastsiz months, have been 
ISe bonks, 142 pamphlets. The society ordered 
that the annual meeting, in celebration of the 
landing of Columbus, should be held on the 21st 
of October, and that that be the day of the an- 
nual meeting for the future. 

At tbe June meeting of the Nbw Enolard Ho- 
TOBia Oenealooical Societv, W. Whiting, Esq., 
President, in the chair. Charles Mayo, Ecq., 
read a letter from Robert Mayo, Esq., of Wash- 
ington. D. C, who is a descendant of the Mayo 
family early settled in Virginia, whicb family is 
supposed to be of the same English stock aa 
Rev. Jdhn Mayo, (first pastor of tbe Second 
Church, Boston,) the ancestor of the KewEog- 
Und Mayoa. Thia letter led to an animated dis- 
cnseioD among tbe members, developing some 
smasing facts in relation to iba wide- spread tra- 
dition ofthe "thrre brother*." The tradition, in 
nearly, if not all the ancient families of New 
England, is that three brothers emigrated to this 
coantry and settled in various places, and that 
from theee three persona, all of the name in the 
counliy deaceuded. Tbi^ of course, must be 
false in the majority of caaee. 

Judge Fsrrar read a paper on tbe early hi«- 
tory of the Common School System of New Eng- 
land, giving authentie detaile in regard to tbe 
origin and growth thereof for the first half cen- 
tury from it* introdaotion. Id hiroitfnion,Neir . 
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England ii entitled t« the credit of origuuting 
Uiu lyBtem. 

Col. Simael Swett iofDrmed the meeting, thit 
ha had in bis poeseeeion * printed narrative of 
an Amerieaa aeatnui, Fhilip Aahtoo, of Harblo^ 
head, who lived alone, for about aijht monttu, 
in the beginning of tbe )ait oentair, on one of 
the Bahama lalaadi. Hia real adventaree bear 
•onte reaemblanae to the fletiliooi onee of Robin- 
•on Cnuoft It ie the intention of CoL Swett to 
repobliah this narratire at aome fatnre Sme; 
and he solicitad the aiuitance of the members of 
the eoeietj, and other*, in collecting materials to 
illostrate iL 

The Rbodb Island HunoaicAi. Bocicnr oom- 
menoed ita operationa on the lEKh April, 1823; 
on which dd^, a meeting waa h«ld preliminary 
to ita fall organiiation. It waa incorporated in 
Jnne^ and held ila flnt annual meeting in JdI; 
of that year. It waa, in the order of time, the 
foorth society of the kind formed in the United 
States thoee preceding it being the Masaaeha- 
•stta and New York Hietorical Societiee, and 
tbe Eeeez Cennty Mms. Hiat Society, aince 
merged in the Eeaez Itutitnte. Boon after ita 
organisation, the soeiety issued a drcnlar calling 
attention to ite objects. In aceoTdanoe with a 
proTision of the charter, two oabineta for the de- 
posit of its ooUectioDs were establUhsd, one at 
Providence and one at Newport This arrange- 
ment was made at the desire of some members 
residing on the island of Khode Island, but bia 
not produced the advantagea Ihey anticipated, 
the oalUctions of tb« soeiety being almoet wholly 
eontained in ilaeabinat at Providenoa, and ila 
interest eentered there. In 1835, tbe eouUtn- 
tion wa* roTieed and re-adopled, and during 
that and the following year, pnbljo courses of 
leoturea upon hielorieal lubjecti, wereinitituted, 
which served to awaken an iotereet in the oh- 
jecta of the Society. In 1844, their cabinet 
building in Providence, was erected, rooms for 
the depoait of their collections having previously 
been furnished the society, by tbe Uberality of 
Messrs. Brown A Ivei, and the late Cyrus Butler. 
The land on which the edifice stands, was ob- 
tained half by donation from the heirsof Nathan 
Waterman, and half by purchaae, and measures 
eighty feet front by 116 resr. The building is 
SO feet front by SO rear ; it is plsaaantly aitnated 
on Waterman atreet, facing the ground* of 
Brown University, and ia in the Qreoian style, 
with base of granite and walls of mbhie-etone, 
stuccoed and oolored to reeemble granite. The 
interior i* neatly finished, epnsisting of a princi- 
pal apartment and two email rooms. The coat 
of the building was about tA,O0O, defrayed by a 
grant from the State many years before, and by 
subscription. In tSlS, a new constitution was 
adopted, by which the Board of Trustee*, by 
whom all affairs hod previously been managed, 
wa* abolished, and the busineaa of the society 
devolved upon all ita members. Quarterly 
meetings are required by the oonatitution, the 
one in Janitary being the annualone, in addition 
to wbicb, monthly meetings are held, except 
during the aummer season. The society has pub- 
lished five wilumea only of collections, and eight 
Bnuual discoanea by ita members, upon subjects 



been published by ud from the Association. The 
society ha« an invested fund of IflOO, the income 
of which is used in it* general expenses. No 
regular appropriationa, or of much amount^ are 
made for the inereaae of the library, but the 
donationa have been large and constant. The 
library contain* about ^SOO volumes^ mostly of 
an historical and statistical character, and is 
used solely as a reference library. There iaalso 
a large collection of pamphlets, newipapen^ and 
manuscripts. There are no regular hours of ad- 
nieeion to the library. The number of resident 
members is not limited; the present Bumber is 
ninety. The corresponding and honorary mem- 
beiB are numerous, both in this country and 
Europe. The Presidents of the society have 
been, James Fenner, Jolin Howland, from 18SS 
to his death, Nov. B, 18M, aged ST yeara, and 
Albert Q. Oreena. The officers elected January, 
1B50, are, Albert O. Oreene, President; ^amuel 
Q. Arnold, Isl Vice Preiident ; George A. Bray- 
ton, 2d Vice Preeident; Henry T. Beckwith, 
Secretary; Welcome A. Greene, Treasurer; Ed- 
win H. Stone, Northern librarian and Cabinet 
Keeper; and Benjamin B. Howland, Southern 
librarian and Cabinet Keeper. The writer of 
this ekateh is largely indebted to the account 
of tbe society, by Hon. Wm. B. Staplei^ Chief 
Justice of Rhode Island, published in the Ameri- 
can Quarterly Register, vol. xi., 1839. 

The CovntoTtcvT Histobioal Sooikti propoae* 
shortly to commence the issue of ■ series of pub- 
lications, embracing document* relating to the 
civic and ecclesiastical history of the Stat^ 
towns, public inelilutiont, and education, with 
biographies and genealogies.

Dr. Osgood, in his Report as 
Corresponding Secretary, suggested the propri- 
ety of establishing in Hew Tork city, a anion 
of societies devoted to seienUfic and literary re- 
searches, so 0* to constitute an Academy. A 
paper contributed by Hr. Wm. T. Drowne wae 
in explanation of an ancient nautical instrument 
once belonging to Capt. A. Lowe, denominated 
the JVocfumui, which was used by ancient mari- 
nere to ascertain the declination and right ascen- 
sion of the most remarkable etars, for the calcu- 
lation of longitude and latitude. Numerous cu- 
rious maps and books were preeented, and Mr. 
F. Knapp, read a biographical eesay on Baron 
Steuben, which elicited the warmest applause. 
By an nnanimona vote, the letters oF Steuben, in 
the pOBsassion of the Society were entrusted to 
Mr. Knapp, who is to prepare a mora complete 
biography. Hie Society adjourned till October, 
the chairman announcing that in the mean time 
the Society might be convened at the ceremony 
of laying the corner-etone of the new fire-proof 
building.

Johnston, the services of the French ofiioers in 
the army of tha Ruvolulion, and those of Count 
Rochombeau in the Continental line. Miss Eliz- 
abeth Montgomery, of Wilmington, Del., was, at 
the last meeting of this society admitted a mem- 
ber.

Tbe correspondent of the Sailan TVaveller 
gives the following account of tbe lowi Ebtobi- 
cAL 80CIETT whioh is located at Burlington. It 
was organtied as early as 1813 by Messrs. Borer, 
Neeley and A. D. Qreeae. A most unfortonate 
fire, ia 18S3, destroyed tbe entire coUaetion of 
the Society, whioh oontoined the war trappings 
of Black Hawk, early mape, territorial papers, 
and airaut tOOO geological epecimeoB.

Debir signiflea " an oracle ;" and whether 
this latter appsllaUon was bestowed on the city on 
itaeonqneatb; tbe Hebrews, or had been need by 
the Canaanilea themaelves in displacement of the 
anoieii^ title, there appears in the double 
nomenolatnre anffloient warrant to oonclnda that 
thia city waa a renowned eeat of learning, a col- 
lege or nntverslty. Of what nature tbeJiterature 
and aoienee of those days were, we can aearoel; 
oonjeoture; and the Egyptian papfri have a* yet 
thrown little light on the inqairy; but they may 
have been theological, or ralhor idoblroas, 
and, if not, I suppose tbe Israelites would Ijc 
iiadar no obllgaUon to destroy tbe books which 
Ihey found. In that case, the tjUe <■ Debir'' 
might continue to be appropriate after the inbor- 
itanoe.— JI^Dtf* and Qiuriti.

Yoar learned correspondent may probably look 
Jbr the formation of poblio libraries earlier than 
the depoaic of tbe Theograpb copy of the law In 
tbe Ark. It la certain that the Tables engraved 
by the linger of Qod (Eiod. izil. IS., xxiii 
were not ttie flrst szampls of writing, as has been 
hutily concluded ; sioee the sin and disoomflture 
of Amalek were oommiuided to be " written in a 
book," before Israel bad yet approeobed Sinai 
(Eiod. ivii. 14.) 1 and Job, whose era there seems 
no reason to doabt, was prior to that of Moses, 
spsi^ familiarly of books : " O that mine adver< 
aary bad written a book I" (Job ml. 8E.) 

But there is an atlosion which acema to imply 
that the Canaanitisb nsUona— thcaa llinatriona 
rivals of tbe andeat Egyptions In arts and anna — 
not only used books, bnt collected them in pnblio 
libraries, long before the Hebrew oonqnest. For 
Caleb, after ^'ptUipg tbe Anakim from Arba 
(—Hebron), " wegf ^p thence to the InbaUtanta 



Tbe Eov. Dr. Tniup LnrosLKi, formorly a oi 
if Naabville, and for many years tho Pretident of 
tbe Haahvitle University, departed Ibis life 01 " ' 
day, May Sfith, at the residence of hia eon-in 
in Naahville. Dr. LIndsleyiru a native of New 
Jersey, and a graduate of Princeton College. Soon 
after bis graduation, be waa eleoled a professor in 
that ancient and celebrated inatltntion, eariy pro- 
moted to tbe vice-presidency, and, before the lapee 
of many jsars, ao tborough a scholar bad he be- 
oome, by av^ling himself of the opportunitlsa af- 
fbrded by hia portion, that tbe disUngolsbed honor 
of the presidency waa offered him. Abont tbe 
same time tbe trasteee of tbe Naabville Dnivetaity, 
then Comberlaad College, solicited him to remove 
to tbe weat and take charge of that institntion. 
Contrary to the wishee of numerous friends in his 
nsUve Slate, who were sarprised that so ripe a 
BObolar shonid decline the eminent poelUoD of the 
preaideney In ona of tbe moat oelebrated Instita- 
tions in the United Slates, he preferred ooming to 
the wvt, and entered upon tbe diacharge of his dn- 
ties. aa Frerident of the Nashville University, in 
tbe year 18SS. From that time till hia voluntary 
resignation in 18M, he labored laithfally, diligently, 
and aocoeisfally, to advaace the canse of education 
in Tennessee. The fruits of bis Iwenty-rix yean' 
tuition are properly appreoiatAd and grateMly ao- 
knowledged. His variooa eesayi and disooatteaon 
education, hia oonvenation, hia lectures at the Uni- 
versity, all aided much in bringing abont tbe opin- 
ion which la now anivenal, Ibat the intereets of 
edooetionahonldbefosteredandenoonrsgedby 
State. Dr. L. waa a very superior classical scholar, 
and was also diatingaished in the dlfllirent branches 
of theology, literature, and sdence. 

Death dt Biv. Dr. AMnnsoK. — This eminent 
aoholar and divine, for the last seven yean Pro- 
fessor of Theology at tbe Theological Seminary, 
Canonsburg, Pa., departed this Lfe at biareaidenoe 
in that place, a f^w daya since, aged siity-slx years 
and five months. 

Tbe oanse of missions, sndof obrisUan edncaUon 
among the heathen, baa lost one of its brightest 
omamenta in tbe decease of Bev. Diion. Poor, 
who, fbrforQ'yeare, baa home the beat and bnrden 
of a miauonary's litb and labor among the Pagans 
of Ceylon and India. Dr. Poor waa a graduate of 
Datimonth College, and, afterward, of Andover 
Tbeologieal Seminary, and, in the year ISiG, 



barked for Ceylon, where he labored, with little 
relaiation, during thirty-three years, withont re- 
visiting America. InlS48becameto thia country, 
and created a deep and memorable impression upon 
tbe minds of the thousands who listened to hie 
stirring appeals lu behalf of tbe heathen. On ra- 
tnmlng to India, he oontinned bis faithful eier- 
liona. Having adopted Uieeystem of educating, as 
one chief mean* of chriatlaniiing tbe beaUien, the 
band of miiaiooariea inatitntcd aefaools both in Coy- 
the continent of India. In Ceylon, ed- 
ucational inatitntiona ware carried to tbe higher 
grades of learning, and a ipedical school waa ea- 
tablisbed. On tbe id of Febrnary bet, he was at- 
tacked with cholera, and, on the morning of the 
Id, eiohaoged a world of tolls and troubles for 
another and a belter world. 

Natbik Dolc, conneoted with the Hisaion- 
ary Booms, Boston, aa editor of the pnblioatioDS of 
tbe American Board 01 F. M., and formeriy pastor 
of the First Congregational Church, Brewer, died 
in that place on the 16th of June. He was forty- 
fonr year* of age. 

JissB CmcKKBine, who bad become ao eminent aa 
k Btatielan, died on the S9th of Uay, in hia Sfty- 
lighth year. Ha vraa a (graduate of Harvard ; bad 
studied both medldne and theology ; and was sn- 
thDaiaaticallydevotedtotha study of statliticB. His 
writings will long be widely oonsulted aa embradng 
full and reliable returns in the most difBoult and 
technical department of literature. Hia "Statisti- 
cal View of the FopnbtUon of Uaaeachnsetta, IVom 
1T6G to lew," wss published in ootavo, by Little A 
Brown, in 1M(. His work on immigration into the 
United Btatea, waa issued in 1S4S ; and hia " Re- 
portaontbeCensiuofBoaton,"inlBSI. Hislately 
puliliBtaed work was entitled a " Letlar Addreaaed 
to the Preeident of tbe United Btatea on Slavery, 
considered in relation to the Constitutional Princi- 
ples of Qovernment In Qreat Britain and in the 
United States." He, also, was a ocmatant oontribn- 
tor to various periodicals and reriewa. • 

Bev. S. O. WiLU, author of " Tbing* Old and 
New," died, a few weeka since, on Deer Island. 

Died, on the 9d of Hiy, aged forty-nine, of ty- 
phus Ibver, M. HabchaLi, Professor of Snrgery at 
the Faonlty of Stiasbarg. 

Died, on the 1th of Hay, at Obeel, aged ninety, 
H. Di Baoiix, tbe Nestor of Belgian Burgeons. 

Ked, on the lOtb of April, at hia reaidenoe in 
Fnnchal, laland of Madeira, Dr. ALsxAiiDni Ou- 
vama, aged flfty-^c 

BoaoT UAsmi Biohaumoh, a young man, l»it a 
frequent contributor to the periodicala of the day, 
died lately. 

Tbe St. John (N. B.) QmrUr annoDnoea the 
death of HiMmr Cbdbb, Esq., the original proprie- 
tor, and aenior editor and pobiiaber of that paper, 
whiob took place on the (0th ult. Ur. Cbubb waa 
one of the leading men in St. John, He, at one 
time, held the offlae of Hayqr of the city. In tbe 
year IBII, ha oommeneed the publication of the 
Cburur, over which he has ever sinoe held the 
chief control. 

Ur. Pratt, one of the editors and propriatora of 
the JfiiHUsc<i<u*, published at €i Paul, died reoant- 
[y, after a brief itiuesa, Mr. P. waa a native of the 
State of Maine, and he Is spoken of by the St. Paul 
Tlnut in tbe higbeet term* of praise. 

Mr. BoBZRt B. BntUT, editor of the Hamilton 
(C. W.) i^ntlalet; and one of the moet prominent 
men of that Province, died reoenUy.

Id this age of books, when eray author, 
/ properly iatrodttced, is kswired k Urge circle of 
roftdera, and an eTer-wideniiig sphere of itifln- 
enoe, it may not be amiss for those interested 
in the trade — whether through the inTestment 
of money or miud — to ponder well the dis- 
tinctioD between the twutn^andthepuftliaition 
of a book. Instances which mark this distinc- 
tion will occur to every one who weighs the 
two words, and observes their respective sp- 
plications. Though too Ireqoentlj used inter- 
chaugeablir, and as synonyms, there is a spe- 
dal s^ificance to either word, wjiich should 
prevent their indiscriminate use. For all print- 
ed books issue from the press under the^ns- 
picea of some individual or firm, more or less 
interested in the saccees and general circula- 
lioD of the work. OomparatiTely few, howev- 
er, of the-JBsnesof ourownday, or even of for- 
mer years, can, with strict correctness, he said 
to have been published, in the true sense of 
the word. The publication of a book — seem- 
ingly BO immaterial to its success, if viewed 
apart flyim the mental and mechanical acces- 
sories to its production — is, as we shall attempt 
to show, the binge upon which depends the 
realization of the author's hopes, both as re- 
gards reputation and pecuniary remuneration. 
The book needsapubliaheras much as it needs 
an author ; and the selection of that publisher 
is sometimes even more important than the 
theme or the style of the work itself. 

Not to bring into the account usages and 
customs which have obtuned in the " old 
world " of lit«rature, we shall confine our re- 
marks to the characteristioa and claims of the 
American book-maricet Sydney Smith's 
taunting question, " Who reads an Amerioan 
book!" has been answered triumphantly on 
the Reverend jester's own stnl; and the mil- 
lions who compose mtr reading public unite 
with the myriads of Europe in alternate sighs 
and smiles, rejoicings and sorrowings, over the 
productions of popular writers indigenous to 
either hemisphere. A clever book, published 
* on either side of the Atlantic, and properly 
republi^ed, awakens an echo which startles 
and delights its distant author, as he realizes 
the immense field of influence thus opened to 
Um. He surveys with the utmost selT-satis- 



ftction, the vast landscape upon which the 
dews of his spirit are destined to fall, and he 
greedily gamers in the harvest of reputation, 
congratulating himself upon poisesnng a mind 
capable of exerting so wide an influence. He 
does not usually reflect that, possibly, his book 
owes its success less to the mind which con- 
ceived it than to the manner in which it was 
published to the world. For in how many 
instances has a good book &llen still-bom from 
the press, white another, by far its inferior, 
has reached the topmost pinnacle of success, 
and all through the man^cment by which the 
books have been brought before the public. 
We do not need to illustrate this position ; a 
at the daily and other periodicals, and 
at the book adTsrtisementB they contain, will 
any one that there exists the distinc- 
tion to which we have referred, and which 
ill, as a general thing, account for the une- 
qual reception and success attending books 
whose intrinsic merits are of a uniform char- 
acter. In one of his genial critiques, De Quin- 
cey, On illustration of a very different point, 
however,) fumisbes ns with an argument which 
have its weight "It is well known," 
he says, " to all who watch literature with vi- 
gilance, that books and authors have their for- 
tunes, which travel upon a far difierent scale 
of proportjons from those that measure thur 
merits. Not even the caprice or folly of the 
reading public is required to aoyunt for this. 
Very odon, indeed, the whole difference be- 
tween an extendve circulation for one book, 
at all for another of about equal mer- 
it, belongs to no particnlar blindness in men, 
but to the simple fact, that the one Aoi^ while 
the other has not, been brought effectually un- 
der the eyes of the public. By far the greater 
part of books are lost, not because tiiey are re- 
jected, but because they are never introduced. 
In any proper sense of the word, Tery _few 
books are published. TechnicaUy, they are 
published: which means that for six or ten 
Umes they are advarfiud, but they are not made 
known to ottentm ears, or to ears prepartd for 
attention." 

Now it isjust this j>r«pariKion oflh»piiblie 
for the reception and perusal of a book, which 
determines the circulation of the work. How 
mach of management is to be employed — 
where it shall begin — where it may stop— are 
questions which depend for their correct solu- 
tion upon the character of the book, and the 
class of readers for whom it is intended. We 
donotsympathisewitbtfaeBamum-like "dodg- 
es" resorted to by some publishers, in their 
attempts to force upon 1^ community com- 
mon-place and mediocre books — nor can 
we conuder that a wise course, which con- 
fines itself to the mere announcement of a 
forthcoming work, and throws upon its own 
resources and the cold charities of strangers, 
the little foundling thus left at the door of the 
public, There is a "golden mean" which 



commends itself as alike dignified, honorable 
and BUCcessAil, and there exists no necessity 
for springing traps upon the unwary, or im> 
poang upon the credulous. A hook, through 
the medium of the " fourth estate," may be 
introduced, first to the notice, then to the ac- 
quuntanoe, and finally to the confidence and 
esteem of a reading public, as certiunly and as 
^Kedily ssis the case, in the commercial world, 
with men presenting proper letters of introdoc- 
tion. And a good book, (sometimes, too, a bad 
one) published by parties in whom the pubUc 
have confidence, and kept constantly and 
prominentiy before the public eye by ajudi- 
douB syst4pi of advertising, is as sure of suc- 
cessful circulation as though it contained an 
exposition of future events, or revealed the 
long-sought secret of the Philosopher's Stone. 

With very few exceptions, our publishers 
are content to issue and announce a work, 

ilbout pursuing the plan which alone pub- 
lishes and cu-cutates it. How many have of- 

ntimes looked in vain — in the proper places 

-for information as to the character, author- 
ship, aze, price and various tt ettera respect- 
whatr ought to be popular publications, and 
simply because the expense of advertising was 
item" to the publisher, have left unpur- 
chased books which at the moment were deem- 
ed indispensable. The inference is plain that 
the majority of books are not properly intro- 
duced. ftWe do not wish to pursue this subject 
fiirther, but we recommend the trade, and au- 
thors as well, to ptudy the tmetbeoiy of pub- 
lishing, and to note the instances where enter- 
prise, energy and tact have been combined 
with the art ofjSrinji pvblie ailenlitm, and thus 
securing that success to which the merits irf 
books and the respectability of publishers ai« . 
not the surest passports. ■ 
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Apart 'frem the mere ontlioe and dry itate- 
ment of well-kaown faets, how far thort hive 
the writers of history come of giving to the world 
of reader* the diiiotereeted truth of the life of 
the world and iU heroet. Each one 'is influ- 
enced by loma distinct prejndiee. It may be 
this ie Kireely known by themBelvei, in-l 
they flatter thenuelte^ without mnch inward 
Mirohing, tliat their narrative it at impArliel 
and clear as the lun-light. Education, habita of 
thoogbt, tbe biaa of a«sociation, all are working 
silently and mbtilelj to andermiee the strict baaii 
of impartial truth, and the intellect andimiigioa- 
tjon lend afaeoinating aid to build upUiatanper- 
fieial bnt beautiful itructare called "the Ro- 
e of Higtory." In writing the live* of die- 
tiDgniibed men, aitand-pointof favorordis-favor 
ia apt to be fint taken, and faets and aigumenta 



brought to bear to taatain thia podtioo. T1id% 
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In Abbotf • Ufa of Napolaon, tk« veiy flnt lUta- 
ment of tha aathor it that of nnqa&K&sd lora 
and TsnaratioB for hii hero, wbidi he makM tha 
Tary gronndwork of £u labor*. Undar Ui« in- 
flaeuM of UiiM fealingt, ha eommenMa tha ra- 
ecrd of fail lifi, and in the panual of bi« -work 
Ikii bet panDcs tu araiy whera. Tliia biai ie 
■o ttrong at oAantimee to over^de the plaineit 
dadnetjoiu of eommon-aenia teaehiagi^ la vill ba 
Men bj reenrrii^ to a few of the leading ev^te 
of Bonaparta'i career. 

Hie early life of Napoleon is marked trilh 
many intareating inddenta, aod the matority of 
his thought, the ttrangtk of hi* parpoie, aod the 
rapid force of hia movementa, are irell develop- 
ad in tbeae page*, notil we are biVoght to the 
IcnpetnoDi deeire and glory of hia career, in hii 
lUUian oampaigns. Napoleon was a inbtle ma«- 
tar of the baman heart ; he knew where to toaoh 
JtB diorda,and how to bring forth the darotion and 
(BblimeanthuiMnioftheeoldiar, not only, but of 
man of abnoat erery daaa. Eran that act of 
Vandal wroi^,thaearryiDg«wa7«twarkeorart 
from their native Italy, wai made aooeptable to 
the prida and glory of France, while with ehow of 
magfuuimity he refoMd the prioe of their re- 
demption. Hr. Abbott *ee* in all tliia nothing 
more llian the mere remoTal of the trophic* of 
war. Tetin all timea, where eiviliiation hae 
been at all the ruling prinojple, the oreation* 
thoae graqd maatert of Painting and Senlpti 
hare been regarded ai the heir-toomi of the 
plaoee where thay rapoaed ; aod itanding bafore 
them, ae they roae up in beaaty and pandeur, 
the oonqneron of cities and oonntries have gazed 
witb admiration and wonder, nor dared to 
a tpoiliog band. Bnt Napoleon knew that everj 
picture eent to France was ■ witneea in h 
Tor, and that erary thing thatconld enrich her, 
was paving the way to his ambition* end. Thus, 
too, b* fed the iprings of Italian freedom, wa 
"may well mppoe^ with many a feeling of aeom 
for the tyranta that bad crashed it, and with 
Boma hope and deeire to make liberty the God- 
aaa of lUght; bnt be well knew, too, that when 
the people ibonld tamottnotiely break forth 
from old-established elavery, into a comparative 
etate of freedom, he. the aathor and earior, the 
grand r^eoerator, might aek what he pleaaad, 
and it wonld be accorded without a mnnnuring 
Toioe. Thn* million* of tribute enpportad his 
army, and filled the coffers of hi* oountrj. This 
was all weU, as far as it was the voioe of the 
people; bnt when, in tha fullncMof hispDwer,he 
forced thoae who were not benefited by hi* tic- 
torias, neither had been in arm* agauiet him, to 
receiva him in generous and hospitable itat*! 
while he exacted a heavy tribate, both of gold 
and valuable works of art, it became nothing 
better than robberj. The splendor of hie vicr 
toriea, the rapid culmination or hi* powerful 
genine, as displayed in war and peace, the mag- 
nanimity of many of .hi* actiona, should not 
blind tJie historian to lees enviable traits ij 
character, or lead him to glosa over act 
which oaonot bear the scrutiny of trath. What 
poiuble exonae eon be urged for the expedition 
to SgypL A ooDutry at peace with France, die- 
tant from the theatre of all Napoleon's exploits, 



he carriea Uienee an army, aod an acoompanying 
naval ftH^oe, with all the materttl of war, for the 
aceompliabment of an objaet, infinitely more 
imagiaatiTe than real This eampaign into 
Egpyt axfaiblts Mua of the darker aide* of Na- 
potcon'i character. Urn* tJM with to hasten the 
death of the plagnc-atrickea eoldiara, by giving 
them opium, and the terible massacre of Jaffa 
Napoleon prided himself upon his progre** in 
ovartuning old and effete dynaiUes, and on his 
having breathed a new life into the natioaa 
wherever ha went in hie victorious course. In 
this ba waa in many eaaee eucceseful, bnt what 
can be thought of going back to the practice* of 
the darkest ages in the rcaliuljon of that horri- 
ble butchery of the £000 Turks. It is not 
enough to lay that the Turks bad behaved like 
barbarians [n many inatanoea* These priionen 
had been led, by the manner of their treatment 
at firet,to consider themselves aa prisoners of war. 
but in Uie hands of Napoleon they found them- 
aelvcs marebing between agrrid ranks, and ware 
placed where they could be mowed down with 
eannon and musketry, and afterward, to make 
aaauranoe sure, bayoneted. Those skulls and 
whitened bones, aa lobg aa thay remain upon tha 
earth, will be an everlasting memento of the 
most Qttar cruelty. Wc do not, it it true, look 
for muoh religion in Cbe obaraeter of a man like 
Napoleon, although Ur. Abbott triea hard to 
ehow that be had a very wonderful reverence 
for the mission of our Savior, yet to turn *e it 
were a traitor to the faith In which he waa 
brought uj^ Adu sotncwhat monatroni, eapaci- 
ially when that altered reverence ie for an impos- 
ter like Mahomet. If not so. why do we find 
him making the usual Arabic exclamation with 
seeming lavor, and trying to impress upon the 
Turk* his predicted ooniing and divine authority. 
It cannot of eoursa be doubted for an instant, 
that.Napolaon wished to make himself in the 
eyea of tha Tnrka, something superboman, and 
thought pcriiape they would be credulous 
enough to believe him. With the oaptm 
bis fleet by Nelson, Napoleon's last hope of Eust- 
em oonqueet vanished. Already had the eoldien 
murmured, and revolt wiUi difficulty hsd been 
aupprcasad. Hoij should he etcape from hia 
difficnlUes t With the promptneaa for which he 
waa always famous, the baige was soon manned 
which carried him away from the sandy deeerta 
to the ship Chat wat to convey bim to la belU 
Franei. What mattered it that a few thooaand 
eompanion»4n-arm« ware left to dismay, death 
and capture ! France, the goal of his ambition, 
waa before him, a desperate venture behiud. 

His country again received him with rejoicings, 
and while the plaudits of the crowd still rung on 
his ear, with deep policy ha retired as it were from 
publie life, andgavchimaclfuptoseemlngstudy, 
— all the while by secret emisaaricB gaining that 
knowledge which shdnld serve to advance hia 
grasping ambition. Thia was soon attained — 
one step followed another, until he became, in 
faet^ the dictator of France. At flret, one can- 
not but admire the activity and oomprehenaive- 
ncss of his great mind, in prodnciog order and 
induatry throughout France, in stunnlating 
every branch of labor, and in projecting noble 



net of art and philanthropy. B^ he who 
attains supreme power must be contflpjly agi- 
tated with tha ihoBght of how many plota »«y 
be brewing agaiutt hi* aovaraignty. Thii was 
continually in the mind of Bonaparte, and to 
eounteraot it, he p«rfcel«d that systam o( police 
espionage with the renowned Fouoh4 at ita head. 
The conspiracy of Cadondal, Plchegm and others 
was discovered, and the prindpal brought to 
punishment. But upon entirely insufficient 
evidence the noble Duke D'Enghien wa* oarried 
tromtbeterritorics of a friendly Power, from hit 
bed to hi* prison, and speedily to execution. 
This barbarous and despotic proceeding, inatead 
of having the effect which the First Coosol in- 
tended, caused a universal cry of condemnation, 
and Dompletaly annihi1*ted,'cvery vestige of re- 
apeet for bim, with many who would have been 
bi* friends, while it became the cause of another 
war. Had he pnraued a different oouree, and 
with wisdom governed, aod conciliated all ranks 
in France, he might have held the sceptre there- 
after with the united respect, not onlyofbisown 
countrymen, but of other natione. Bnt the dig- 
nity of the Fir«t Consul could not satisfy the am- 
bition of Napoleon, and he confeeaed .that bis 
aim wa* higher. And Emperor he beeome, thus 
raitoring again Uiose old forms which France 
had already outgrown, and which, in all hit 
pompon* orations, he had lo inveighed agnintb 
With kinglypowareama dcapotioautborityand 
govemment,aBdtbaldepartment, which hae tha 
etpionage of eyary citiien, beoame to formidatda, 
aa even to cause diaquiet to tha Emperor himrnlf 
No one can witbold admiration at the ooatem- 
plaUon of Napoleon's plane of advanoiag the 
glory and permanent dignity of FVance. Had 
be ao continued, and moderated hie ambition to 
liis own land, nor suffered hit dreams of glory to 
extend beyond its boaodaries, nor hia mililvy 
vanity to get the better of hie cool jndgmeat ; 
bad he not sacrificed the warm affection of a 
woman who almott adored him, to that burning 
ambition to perpetuate bia name to succeeding 
ages ; had he not sought in unjiiatifiable ways to 
elevate bis family to tbronee, which Ibey oonld 
neither claim of right, nor bold by foro^ of talent^ 
he might have reigned even to the end of hit life. 
The divorce of Josephine was the beginning of his 
downfall. Aa in the physical, so in the moral 
law* of God's government, np one law can be oat- 
raged with impunity without ita just puiiiabBieBL 
To aay that the good of France required auch a 
eacri&oe of every principle of love and honor, it 
simply a monstrous assertion. 

But, in fine, this work of Mr. Abbott's it • con- 
nected series of pleasing anecdotea, full of the 
higbeet adulation, aod a romance which perverts 
the facta of history. It aecms to have been 
written to please aapiriig youth, who see noth- 
ing but the glitter of arms, and the rush of 
armiea, nor look behind at the motives which 
proQipted tbcir movementa. Tbc author doc* 
not calmly view the bearing of correapondent 
facts, nor make an acute nnalyaia of the inner 
aprlngs of action in the.humon heart, and the 
temptatione to which it la and may be snbjeeted, 
but all thing* are brought to tha original stand- 
ard of mMrutioa. The beio i* navei anfferad 
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to Imta hi* (hrioe. If Hr. iUibott luid lud ande 
di« pn^MMM of QMkiDg ft Mhool-boy tola, uid 
thrown the rieb diann of hli imiginfttion 
ftbout the lib of hi* hero only ta an ornaaient, 
and not m • Baperttrnature, hu vork wonid 
have bean an endnriog mannment of the aathor'i 
original laleot 

HeTartheleu, theae TolaneB, although thej 
mtj not be oonsulted bj the earoeat atudeot, 
aa thej have already been eagetlj- and widely 
read in Harper's Magazine, wilt oontinne lo be 
popular with the maesea^ eapeoiallj aa thej are 
iaaued in beaatifal atyle, with erery addition of 
*pl«ndid il](utration(,'aQd dear type. The grand- 
eur of Napoleon's military aehieTementa mnat 
ever commaad the admiration of the world, by 
whomeoever told, and Hr. Abbott has -related 
them in a ttyla to awaken and gratify the im- 
agination. 

We have lyiog before na a very different atyle 
of work, althoagh npon many of the same e*aDt- 
ful eiroumatanoea of Napolaoa'a life. Thiert' Sii- 
tory of Ihe Oonnlai* and Empire it a oalm, dia- 
paationate review of the STenla of thoae tjmeii 
Writing the hiatory of hia own country and 
oonnlrymeD, and living whers theae eventa took 
plaoe, he has been enabled to oollect a greater 
amount of facta than any foreigner oonld hope 
to do. Theae volumea are itudded with Higtor- 
ical notices of the greatest importance, which are 
related with a pleasant graoe aod «aa«. He 
aeems to take a happy median betwaen the 
(alaome adulation of the admirers, and the 
wboleaale cenaures of the enemies of Na- 
poleon. Juatly considering hit axet*i of am- 
bition, and those stains on his life npon whioh 
the impartial voice of hiatory has plainly de- 
cided, be yet, like a true lover of his country, 
dwells with pride upon the beighta of rauown 
to whiah Napoleon advanced her, and present* 
QB with a correct picture of Napoleon's won- 
derful genioB, his profound mind, hia statesman- 
like views, his wondrous bold upon the minds 
of men, bis forbearanoe in times of great ei- 
aaperatioo, bis many iustanoes of moderation in 
Umee of victory, and gives us a coneiM and dear 
view of the glorioua achievements of that won- 
derful man. 

Ths preeant isane of thia great work is t re- 
print of the well-known Philadelphia edition. 
We only wish that, in point of style and good 
taste in publieation, it ware equal to the ele- 
gant volnmes of Abbott's work, aa it is far an- 
perior in point of acourata judgment and stand- 
ard value.

. bat aaauriog the readers of tho aoanracy and 
onezaggerated chaiactor of the sUlemanta made, 
our Antbor has preaented to the Amerftan pob- 
lio, in thia volume, a large amoont of inforroa- 
Uon raspacting the totnal atato of Uui^ at the 
isat of war. Jvoi((,-n^ •I' thwrijing upon the 



qaettioDB at issue, and leaving to others to de- 
scribe scenes of carnage, by eonfining his narra- 
tive to Sevastopol, and tha preaant position of 
affairs thsra, Hr. McCormick baa written a most 
readable book, and one that we doubt not will 
ha well received by the publio. It iaoast io th<e 
popular mould, and mnat prove acceptable to 
thonaanda who an dissatisfied with aeaing only 
Bogliah and Franeb aeeonnta of the uege. An 
Amariean of the wide-awake achool bare givea 
ua grapbis deacripliona of life in the army, the 
navy, tha camp, tha hospitals, and the other de- 
tailaandaurroDndinga of Crimean warfare. The 
miamanagement of the English officials, and the 
systam and regularity observed among the ' 
Franeh, are strikingly contrsstad. Hie oonfti- 
aion at Balaklava, the rough manner of tent-life, 
the faded finery of military oostnme, the strange 
mingling of tender heartedneaa and ealloua in- 
differanoa in leenea of bloodabed and mitary, 
the national oharaoterialies of tha French, Eng- 
lish, Turk and Rottian aoldiery — all these are 
wall daaaribed, and form a piotnre of deep in- 
tarest

The world 
oataide of China alwayt looka with enrioua gaie 
and couatantly inereaoing intereat at the strange 
dtfelopmenta of the world within her walla. 
Amid tbe thousand and one fanciful atoriea which 
hare gained currency in dviliied oommanitics, 
aa respecCa the manner* and cuatonu of a people 
whom tbe "outside barbarians," from, the want 
of necessary facilities and familiar intercourse 
with the body of the inhabitants, hare scaroely 
known bow to oharaeteriie, it ia refreshing to 
meet with a clear, intelligible aoconnt like tbat 
, of M. Hat), who fata traveled during many yean 
through the length and breadth of Ibis vast Em- 
pire, and fontisbes in these vif aeioos desgriptions 
and naefnl DOtea the eridenees of both hi* relia- 
bility aa • traveler and'his taleot as an original 
writer.

Uadsjne Calderon de la Barca, author of 
"Life in Mexico," has here given us ao exGollent 
veruon of this namtive ilt tbe life of tbe ener- 
gstic and enthusiastic fotinder of the Society of 
the Jeanita, fint published in Borne, in the Ital- 
ian language, in 1650. This translation follows 
tbe arrangement of the French vereion, and 
omitB many details. It aUo gives aome account 
of tbe lives of tbe nine leading members of the 
Order, who, under Ignatiul, contributed to ita 
success. 'It attempt* ths vindication of these 
Jesuits, and of the Order, against the reproaches 
of both CathoUcs and Proteatauta. The trans- 
lator compare* the Jetuit) so much Miiiled and 
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■o mnch landed, to th« Apostls of the Geatilei,

tJoniidowing. There U no attempt at any thing 
like a philoBophieal estimate of the labon and 
prineiptes, either of the fooiideraor of the Soaietf. 
Their Tiniiicatiou ii oondaeled almoit vhoUj on 
penoaal gronnd^ wlthont reipect to the -weighLy 
objectione which come from both moreU and 
politioe. The work Inter aeto tu in the men, their 
pereonal leal and hardthipe, their extraordinary 
derotioa, and their aioetic lires. It deecribea, 
on the faireat eidc^ the (/n'rifuol txcrcim, aod 
the eonttiitUiont of the Sooietj. If one had 
never heard or read of the Jeaaila, he woald be 
likel; to infer from thi« book, that they were • 
moet devout, siagle-hearted, ferrent body of 
men, filled with the love of souls and the prinoi- 
pie of obedience, doing all thingt foe the glory 
of Ood, and, aa ia alwaya the eaaa with good 
men, pereoeuted by the malieiooa and profane- 
Whatever jadgment may be formed of hti mo- 
tivei, and of tiie inflaenoe of his Society, Igna- 
tina mnet be conceded to rank among thoae en- 
thoaiaets, with an iron will and a oool nnder- 
ttandiog, who are absorbed in one great object 
— the obtaining of power, whether for good or 
. bad ends. His hucaiUty, bis teal, his oonrage, 
hie oonteat^ all served his ambition. He formed 
the most remarkable Soeietj which modem En- 
rope has known, and breathed into it his own 
dauntless and ichemiDg spirit. It eame to the 
help of the Fapaoy in its moet critical period, 
and achieved an almoet nnparalleled viotory in 
Southern Europe, and fomented discord and in- 
trigues even where It did not obtain sneoesa 
It most needs be wily and nnsampuloQa, for it 
worked in secret, and worked for power. IM 
immediate external sucueae in missions in the 
Indies and America re^t«d upon and increased 
its European inflitenoe. The personal character 
of Ignatius appears in these volomea invested 
with the halo of aanolity ; it is the life, the de- 
votion, and tbe miraoles of a saint, which ai 
corded in an animated strain. Free use 
been mads of the six hundred and aizty-five 
testimonies adduced in behalf of his canonization. 
Some of hi* posthumous miracles, recorded in 
the last chapter, as where he appeared to a girl, 
at her intereesaion, and caused her to float np-

imnmary, it is next to impoesible to present any 
definite onlline which will be satisfactory to any 
coneid^rable nnmber of readera. It is the aim 
of the work, therefore, not so much to present 
an extended sommary of historic*! facta, as to 
point out to Ufa foang beginner (for it is to 
such that the work is addressed) the source* of 
a correct knowledgeof leading and cbaracteris- 
tio events marking oDt,in a comprehensive way, 
the great eubjecte of modern history. The au- 
thor does not have much opinion of the ordinary 
directions furnished to the stndeol, to have re- 
to general histories, abridgments, Ac 
He remarks: "There ia no summary method of 
acquiring knowledge. AbridgmenU of history 
have their use, but this is not their om, nor can 
be. TVben the detail is tolerably known, the 
summary can then be understood, but not be- 
fore. Sommaries may always serve, most nse- 
fally, to revive the knowledge that ha* been 
before acquired, and throw it into proper shapes 

proportions, and leave it in this state npoo 
the memory, to supply the material* of subse- 
quent reflection. But general histories, if they 

read first, and before the particolar history 
is known, are a sort of chain, of which the links 
not connected ; oertaio repreeentations and 
statements, which cannot be understood, and 
therefore cannot be remembered, and exhibit to 
the mind a sncoes^on of objeota and image*, 
each of which appears and retires too rapidly to 
eyed; and when the whole vision has 
passed by, ss soon it doe^ a trace of it is 
scarcely found to remain. Were 1 to look from 

loe over a country which I had 
before seen, I ehonid discover only the principal 
objeols; the villa, the strum, the lairi 

wood. But if the landscape before me had been 
of my ohildbood, or lately of my resi- 
dence, every object wonld bring along with it 
all its attendant associations, and the picture 
that was presented to the eya wonld be the 
least part of the impreeaion Uiat was received by 
the miod. Such is the difference between rend- 
ing general histories before or after the particu- 
lar historiea to which they refer." In order to 
meet the difficulty which would naturally be 
inggested to the mind, that the longest life is 
too short even to refer to a few of the particu- 
lar histories that have been published, our 
author, as a result of hi* own reading and espo- 
rience, enter* upon the laboriotu ta*k of *«lect' 
ing tbo*e partionlar part* of various 
history that are valuable in fonning the links of 
the one great chain, pointing oat hi* anthoriliea, 
on any quealion of moment that may be under 
discussion. The work u prc&ced by a 
th* workswhi<Sk are rscammended in the 
of thoae lectures, classified and arranged by 
nunJ>ers, aeoordiog to their reapeotive import- 
anoe. The young student will welcome this 
new and convenient edition of a guide-book 
the knowledge of history, which is writt«n 
learnedly, and yet so agreeably, and embrace* 
so many valuable snggestioM, We need only 
add, that these noUoes of historical event* ex- 
tend from the irruption of the northern nation* 
to the olo*« of the Amerioan revolnlioa. 



Dr. Sehmiti'a reputation as an eminent in- 
stinctor and classical scholar, and the intrinsie 
excellence of his works, has gamed for his valu- 
able series of school books a ready introduction 
the academiea and high schools of this ooon- 
•a well as of his own. Hie present TOliima 
ains a summary of the leading event* of 
anoient hiatoiy, from the moet remote period* 
of antiquity to die overthrow of the Weatem 
Empire, A- D. 4t6. It aims to furnish an oDt- 
linCk not only of Qrectau and Roman History, 
but also a brief acoouat of every ancient people, 
with the rather arbitrary exception of the la- 
raolitish nation, -whose anoali are excluded, 
partly beoause its goverameut being a theocracy 
was mainly distinct from ordinary political 
history, and partly because the event* related 
in Scripture are already familiar to alL la the 
chronological table, however, the facta of Jew- 
ish history are restored to their appropriate 
plaee.

Ptmale Life aaimtg the Jfonrmu. (J. C. Der- 
by, N. Y.) Of all tbe strange delusions that 
have prevailed, from Uahomet down to the pre- 
sent time, none are atranger tlian the delusion* 
of Joe Smith. Yet, in comparison with Ma- 
hometanism, Hormooism is by far the moat out- 
rageous. Th* followers of the Prophet of Ueoea 
have only emei^ed from groia darknesit ^ * 
mneh ampler belief, and in their faith is woven 
mneb beautiful Oriental imagery, while female 
ever having been any thing better or mora 
refined in those climes, has not degenerated, nor 
is pol^^amy with them anything more than a 
nniveraal custom. But the follower* of our mo- 
dem prophet have no excuse for their belief, 
their credulity, or their gross sensualiRn. We 
have had many glimpse* of tliisir interior life, 
tone so oomplete aa thia work give* ua. No 
matter of wonder i* it that the adjacent popu- 
lation around tlieir former place* of settlement 
could not abide the [^atancc of thoae who, in- 
stilling such doctrines into the pure minds of 
their daughten, wlvas, and neigbbora, aeduced 
them to an abandonment of every sacred tie, to 
the indulgence of unrestrained license; — no 
wonder that the ind^ant popolaea rose in 
arms to expel the human demon*.* If this narra- 
tive be trufr—and it soetn* to be written with a 
truthful spirit — there ia no form of crime into 
which Mormooism may not lead, avrn to murder 
itself. The writer, indeed, directly charge* th« 
maasacre of lieuL Onnnison and hi* band to the 
Hormon*. The work is written in a simple, 
straight-forward style, without circumlocution, 
or apparent exaggeration, and although showiog 
US the eOeota and coneeqnencc* of polygamy, 
doe* not, in the least, become indelicate and 
coarse in narration. We commend it to all those 
who with to get a glimpse of that gigantic de- 
lusion which is so rapidly filling np the Salt 
Lake Valley iritli iU vietinu, and with whieh 
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our iMtional gortramat bidi Mr yet to kftT« 
M much trouble.

Although not, by anj m««ii, one of 
the fint m»di«al schoUn, ha ia, in hU depart- 
ment, a meet aooorate diagAoaticiao, and beo«« 
beaomea, of neoenity, a aneeesatu] ptaetitionar. 
Aa a literary produetion, thia book i* «Btir«ly 
too verboie. No opportanity ia allowed to pais 
wilhoDt extolling hia ptofeauon with a diaplay 
of rbetorio that amazaa the general reader, and 
randan it of maoh leea ntlue to the practical 
medical itudenL Hardly a eaa« ia preaented 
which his remarks are strictly eonfined, where 
the author does not take oeoasion to enlai^ e in 
glowing language upon the iuunense reaponai- 
blli^ the membenaf his olaas will aaaome when 
they go ont with their diplomaa to perform their 
doliea in the profesBion.

edge of the methods of their cure. Keeping 
this deeign in view, wc may reconcile much 
miseellaneooe and apparently unconnected ma- 
terial contained in thia work with the more 
acieatiSc development of the lawe of life, health, 
nd disease. 

L a ^TatbilL (C. Sorib- 
er, N. Y.) Under this Utle^ and in the form of

A Manual of Dnttd Smmmy, by Dr. C S. 
RoweU. (C. Soribner, N. Y.) Theae pagea eon- 
vey much practical instruction on the physiology 
and treatment of teeth, in order to check their 
diseases, repair their injariee, and insure their 
preservation.

A valuable and carious library is to be told 
at St PeUrsburgb. It ia that of the Connaillor 
of State, liprandi, andoonsistsenlirely of works 
Turkey, in whioh respect it may be called 
unique. It contains thousands of volumes, whieh 
for oenturiee have been withdrawn from the 
book market, baeide* a great many maps, plan*, 
Irawing*, and manuseriptB. It ha* taken the 
Profeaior thirty year* to collect theee treasures, 
which are now of extraordiaary value. 

The Town library of Trieste is said to po*. 
sees 779 different editions of Petrarch'* Foem^ 
and las of the Works of Pope Pius the Second, 
(.£nea*,SylvinsPieeolomini, Bishop of Trieste.) 
The Library eontaia*, at present, 24,000 volumes, 
mostly works on commerce, navigation, geogra- 
phy, Ao. L**t year 22 very rare editiona were 
added to the eoUection of the works of Petrarch 
and .£nea* Sylvius. 

The Pope hae recently presented to the Libra- 
ry of the Vatican an ancient moaaic, dbooverad 
some time ego in the Vigna Brancadoro ; « num- 
ber of ancient frescoee, repreeenling the adven- 
tnree of Ulysses, from the Via Graiioea; and a 
magnifioant alabaster colunn, recently found in 
the ezoavationa of the Forum Rijmanum. 

Two thonsand eighthundred and wghty-aevan 
volume*, and two thousand five hundred and 
forty-nine pampbleti^ were, last year, added to 
the Library at Cambridge, exclusive of dupli- 
cate*, periodicals, new^para, etc A eolleetion 
of modem Greek work* has been lately added 
to the Library.

It ia also stated by tba same paper that the 
celebrated eontroTetnalist. Dr. David Strau**, of 
Lodwigeburg, anthor of " The life of Jesu*,''h*« 
itired from the department of Theological 
Polemics, and has devoted himself to literary 
pnreoiU of a more peaceable nature. He is mak- 
ing minute and valuable researches as to the 
lives of tha older poets and artists othisSoabian 
fatherland ; and after having published, some 
years ainee; ■ very interesting bii^raphy of Sebu- 
bart, the patriotic prisoner of the Rohen-Asperg, 
now preparing a work on the old Wurtem- 
burg poet, Frisehlin, who, after having been in- 
carcerated for his' various vehement writings, in 
the Cattle of Rohen-Urcb, waskilled in attempt- 
ing to soale its high. walls. Revolutionary 
obaraetera, it appear^ are still moat attractive to 
tbe learned Doctor, even after having himself 
retired from the scene of agitation. Mono- 
graphiet of this kind cannot fail to be of use in 
the study of German history. 

A work, in the French language, has been pnb- 
lished at Gottingen, of internt for an American 
antiquarian : " Memorian sotre las Antgfledsd- 
es nso-grsnadinos," Memoirs upon the Antiqui- 
ties of New Granada, by Enchiel Uricoechao. 
It is a quarto volume of 76 page* with 4 [Jates. 
The French Alhenaum says of it, " tbe style of 
tbe author is easy and perfectly clear, his ideas are 
sound, and he has given to an archteological 



treatise another inter««t than that of tbe past, 
by tbe national feeling which pervades the whole 
volume." 

Tbe same jonmol gives on extract from the 
third volume of the works of Count Roederer, 
not on sale, respecting tbe refusal of tbe Ameri- 
can Ambassador, who concluded the treaty of 
peace with France in 1800; to receive • diplo- 
matic preeent, offered him by Napoleon, of the 
value of 40,000 franca. While Ibis present was 
iu preparation, on tbe day on which the treaty 
was signed, when tbe Ambassadors were present 
in the Salons Prorfontaiv^ tbe Prefect of die 
department of Oise brought in some golden 
medals, of tbe Roman repoblic On being aa- 
snred that they were of value, the First Consnl 
offered tliree of them to our countrymen ; after 
consultation, they refused to accept them, as for- 
bidden by tbe Constitution. The First Consul 
replied, "that be did not intend to make tliema 
diplomatic present ; it was not gold he was giv- 
ing to tha Amerioon pleoipotenCiarie*, but relics 
of a free people, to them tbe most free of any 
that live in society upon the earth.'' The Ame- 
ithdrew their objtctions, and received tbe 
I, but M. de Talleyrand did not venture to 
offer thenf the diplomatic present, which he had 
bean ordered to prepare ; and tbe Count Roe- 
derer lost the present be was eipeeting in re- 

Ths " History of tha Forty-first Chur of the 
French Academy," by Areene Houssaye, is; in 
part, Bsstira on tbe Academy.

Tbe work is foil 
of fanciful and arbitrary eritieism. 

A copiooi work in biographical bibliography 
haa been published at BroaieK in two large toI- 
uoie«> embraaing46.B6fl names, edited by RHarie 
Oetl^nger. It bears tbe title "Bib1i<^rapkie Bi' 
ographiqne UniyeTS«He,''and profeeaea to gire a 
chronological designation of all bi^raphiekl 
works, and their different editions and renions ; 
the date* of tbe birtb, death, ic, of all the per- 
sonages; aaooQOtsot titeir portraits, and of the 
libraries io wblcb their biographies may be 
found 1 and historical notices of the books of 
authors and their fate, whether put' in 
dez," burnt, eondemned, Ao. The first ediUon of 
this work, though not reoognized as such in these 
Tolumes, was pnblisbed at Leip«io,by W. Engel- 
man, in 1860: that, howerer, contained but 
28,000 namea.— 0«r»ifor/'s Rtprrtory. 

Professor Cart Witta of Halle, though teaching 
jnrisprudence, is one of tbe most eminent critics 
of Dante on the oontinent of Enrope, and 
tbe few foreign members of the Delia Gniaca 
Aoademy.

miraclea ; together with a Panegyric on tbe Em' 
peror Henry IV., by bishop Benio of Alba. 

The whole of Germany.bas worthily celebra- 
ted on the 8d of Hay last^ the fiftieth Anniver 
sary of the death of her national Poet At Ber- 
lin, they performed at the royal theatre, Iht 
Camp of Walletutein, preceded by a prologni 
composed for the occasion, and illnslrated by 
tableaux vivants, which repreeented subjects 
token from the work* of Schiller. The same 
prologue was repeated at Frankfort^n-the-Maine, 
where they enjoyed tbe fine drama. Zone and 
Intrigue. At theroyaltheatreof Munich, they at 
first recited tbe national Poem, " TTu Lay of thi 
Bdl,' and then was performed, as at Bsrlin, 
Hu Camp of WailmUrin. which was followed 
in the course of the week by the representa- 
tions of the Pieolomini and of The Death of WiJ- 
lettein to complete the grand tril<^. In Leip- 
zig the direction of the ttUi was confided to the 
Sotiite 8chiUirimm,wh.ii:h on this occaaion pub- 
lished an album, oompoaed of <;heice poeliy, 
discoarsM and toasli^ rrad or pronounced at its 
rednionsfor fifteen jean. At Yienna, the Burg 
theatre performed Tits Maid ofOrliant, mogoi- 
ficiently equipped with new costnmea and dsao- 
mions. It must be added that the proceeds of all 
these repreeen tat ions were to be appropriated, 
either towards a monnment of Schiller, which 
they propose to raise at Welmer. or to work* of 
charity. But amoog these letei of poetry and 
patriotism, that wUch was distinguished among 
til, and which merita a particular attention by 
te original and generooa eharaoter, is the fdte 
celebrated at Dresden. In tbe nomiag they 
formed a prooeesion to Loobwitz, where Schiller 
died, and where he oompossd hie most beautiful 
dramas, in a little pavilion adjoining a Tineyard 
which belonged to his friend Ecimer; there they 
placed commemorative inscriptions, they planted 
trees, i^ ; but the end of the f^te did not oon- 
aiit in all theee oeremonies, aa tbey proceeded 
to form acapital, to institnte a "Schiller Fund,' 
destined to suoeorthe familiea of German Poeta 
fallen into poverty. Tbe project appeared to 
have a fair proapect of luccess, and the result of 
the first eubecriptions have surpassed expecta- 
tions. Latterly tbe Prussian GoTcmcnent bare 
presented to tbe chamber! a bill destined to pro- 
long for the children ofSobiUerthe right olpro- 
perty in the works of their father, — L'Aihenimin
